THE Marqois of .tfCfjiilf, who did not believe that 
Che King would ever have vemur'd into SuelmU 
vifoa the cooditions he had feot^ was fiurprifed 
wkh the aooount the Commiffioners had given 
hiiD, ^ that his Maiefty refolv'd to Embanc the 
^' next day ; that he woold leave all his Chaplains^ and his 
'^ other Servants behind him, and only deferred Co rake the 
^^ Covenant himfelf tillbe came thither, with a refolution to 
<' Gitisfy ihe Kirk if they pfefs'd it. Thereupon he imrocdi-Argyle 
atelydupatchcd away another Veflcl with new Propofidon^/^*^ ^ 
Which the Commiifioners were to hifift upon, and not to con* ^x^^'^lJ 
fenc to the King's coining into that Kingdom^ without Htf^f^ 
lilcewile confented to thoie. But that Vetfcl met not with the 
King's Fleet, which* that it might avoid thatoftheParUa^ 
menc , which atrencied to intercept the King, had held its 
ooorfe more Northward, where there are good Harbours; 
and to had put into a Harbour near Sterhmy that is, within a 
days Journey of it, but where there was no Town nearer than 
that for his Majefty's reception, or where there was anyac- 
comQX>dation even for very ordinary Pafleogers. 

From thence notice was Tent to the Council of the King's rfirj^ti^ 
arrival : the firft welcome he receiv'd , was a new dtmmA^iy^ 
^that he would fign the Covenant himfelf, before he fet his^^<^''"^-

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^' foot on (bore J which all about hixn prefs'd him to do : and 
he now found, that be had made baft thither upon very un- 
skilful imaginations^ and prefumptions : yet be confcnted un- 
7^ Ki»s to what they fo imperioufly lequired , that he mieht have 
<Cw»«#! I^vc to put himfelf into the bands of thofe who refolv'd no- 
thing leto than to ferve him. The Lords of the other Party, 
who bad prevailed with him to fubmitto all that had been 
required of him, quickly found that they had deceiv'd both 
Htm andThemfelves, and that no body bad. any authority 
but thofe Men who were their mortal Enemies. So that they 
would not expofe thorofelves to be imprtfon'd, or to be re- 
moved from the King -, but , with his Majeftv's leave, and 
having given him the belt advice they could, wnat heihould 
do for Himfelf, and what he (bould do for Them, they put 
themfelves on Shore before the King difembark'd ^ and found 
means to go to thofe places where they might be fome time 
concealed, and which were like to be at diftuice enough from 
Hamilton the Kiog. And (hortly after Duke ILnmham retired to the 
^nd Lau. Illand otArrsmj which belonged to himfelf; where he had 
?r1 /rjw * ^^^ Houfc well enough accommodated, the Ifland being 
ij^^... for the moft part inhabited with wild Beafts : Lautberdak 
concealed himfelf amongft his Friends, taking care both to 
be well Informed of all that (hould pafs about Uie King, and 
to receive their advice upon any occafions. 
Argy le T H E King was receiv'd by the Marquis of Argjle with all 
r«er»vM tin (he Qutward refpeft imaginable ; but, within two days after 
^"'^* his landing, all the ^f^ Servants he bad of any Quality, 
lAtjitftbe were removed from bisrerfon, the Duke oiBMckhgbam omy 
{^^^^^** excepted. The reft , for the moft part , were receiv'd into 
-v^nti f«. the Houfes of fome Perfons of Honour, who liv'd at a di* 
tmvtdfrm ftanoe from the Court, and wete themfelves under a cloud for 
^ their known aflfeftions, and durft only attend the King to 
ki& bis band, and then retired to their Houfes , that they 
might give no occafion of jealoufy ; others of his Servants 
were not fufier'd to renntin in the Kingdom, but were forced 
prefently to reimbark themfelves for Holhmd ; amongft which 
was Daniel O Nfiky who hath been often mention^ before, 
and who came from the Marquis of Ormond into HcBmuI, juft 
when his Majefty was ready to Embirk, and fo waited upon 
Baniei o bim ; and was no fooner known to be with his Majefty ("as he

man, and 

_ _ in the late 

Scothnd; War; for which they were not without fome difcourfe of put* 

sndkMfjh. ting him to death; but they did immediately banifb him the 

•^ Kingdom, and obliged him to iign a paper, by which he con- 

fented to be put to death, if be were ever after found in the 

Kingdom. They 
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T HET fenc away likewifc M' Roiert Longj who' was his ofr Long 
PTioctpal, if i^c only. Secretary of State, and had very much^fi f*"' 
pefiwaded his 0oing thither ^ and S' Edw^rdWalker^ who wa3 ^^' 
Qeik of the Council, and had been Secretary at War dur- 
ing the late War, and foroe others , upon the like exceptions. 
Tbqf placed other Servants of all conditions about the King, 
bat principally relied upon their Clergy ^ who were in fuch Thnr ci*r0 
a continual attendance about him , that he was never free ^^'^^ ^^^ 
from their importunities, under pretence of inftruding him "^ *^"^* 
inRel^ioo : and lb they obliged him to their confianc hours 
of their long Prayers, and made him obferve the SunJajs 
with more rigour than the Jews accuflom'd to do their Sab- 
bath ; and reprehended him very Iharply if he fmiled on thofe 
days, and If his looks and geftures did not pleaTe them, whilft 
all their Prayers and Sermons, at which he was compelled to Tbmr Ser- 
be prefent, were libels, and bitter inveflives agatnft all theT"' ^f'^' 
Aftioasof his Father, the Idolatry of his Mother, and his own ^^* 
Malignity. 

H s was not (>refent in their Councils, nor were the refults 
thereof communicated to him ^ nor was he, in the leaft de- 
gree, Gommiinfcatal with, in any part of the Government : 
Yet they made great fliew of outward Reverence to him, and 
even the Chaplains, when they ufed Rudenefi and Barbarity 
in their rqnrenenfions and reproaches , approached him ftill 
wttii bended knees, and in the bumbleft poitures. There was 
never a better Courtier than Argyb ; who ufed all pofHble Argyie « 
addrefi to make himfelf grackws to the King, entcrtain'd YAxn^^^^^^*^ ^ 
with very pleafant difcourfes, with fuch infinuations, that the "^* 
King did not only very well like his Converfation, but often 
bdievV that he had a mind to pleafe and gratify him : but 
then, when his Majefty made any attempt to get fomeof his 
Servants about him, or to reconcile the two Faftions^ that 
the Kingdom might be united, he gathered up his countenance, 
and lettr'd from him, without ever yielding to any one Pro- 
pofition that was made to him by his Majefty. In a word, 
the King's Table was well ferv'd ; there he fate in Majefty, 
waited upon with decency : he had good Horfes to ride abroad 
CO take the Air, and was then well attended ^ and, in all pub- 
lick Appearances, feem'd to want nothing that was due to a 
great King« In all other refpedls, with reference to Power 
to oblige or gratify any Man, to difpofe or order any thing, 
orhimfelftogotoany other place than was aflign'd to him, 
be had nothing of a Prince, but might very well be look'd 
upon as a Prifoner. 

But that which was of ftate and luftre made moft noife, 
and was indoftrioufly tranfmttted into all Nations and States ; 
the odier of diirefpect or leftraint, was not communicated ; 
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and if it oould noc be entirely conoeal'd) ic was confidcr'd 
only as a Fadion between particular great Meo^ who con- 
tended to get the Power into their hands, that they might 
the more notorioufly and einiiiently ferve tboLt Prince whom 
they all equally acknowlede'd. The King's Condition Teero'd 
wonderfiiUy aavanced, anahis being po&b'd of a Kingdom 
without a Rival, in which there was no appearance of an 
Enemy, lookM like an eameft for the Recovery of the other 
Two, and, for the prefent, as a great addition of Power to 
him in his Kingdom of IrelmUy by a coojunftiott, and abb- 
lolute Submiffion of all the Scots in V^er to the Marquis of Or- 
mondy the King's Lieutenant there. 

All Men who had diffwaded his Majefty's repair into 
Scoilandy were look'd upon as very weak Politicians, or as 
Men who c^pofed the Publick good, becaufe they were ex- 
cluded, and might not be fufler'd to aft any part in the ad- 
venture j and they who bad advanced the debgtt,valu'd them. 
felves exceedingly upon their adivity in that Service. The 
States of HifiiM thought they had merited much in fuSering 
their Ships to Tranfport him, and To being mmtfterial to his 
greatnefi ; which they hoped would be remembered ; and they 
gave all Countenance to the SMifb Merchants andFaftors 
who Uv*d to their Dominions, and fomt feaet Credit,that they 
might fend Armes and Ammunition, and whatfoevcr eUe was 
seoeffiryforthe King's Service in that Kingdom. Fnmce it 
felf look'd verv cheanully upon the change ; Congratulated 
the Queen with mudi Ceremony, and many rrofemons ; and 
took pains to have it thought and believed, that they bad 
had a (bare in the Couofel, ami contributed very much to the 
reception the King found in Scct/awJ, by their influedce upon 
Argfk and his Party. And it hath been mention'd before, 
how great a Reputation this little dawning of Power, how 
clouded foever, gave to the Embafladours in Sfmuy and had 
raifedthem, from fiichadegreeofdifrefped^, as was near to 
contempt, to the foil dignity andeftimationinthat Court that 
was due to the Station in which they were. 

There fell out there an accident at this time, which was 
a great maniftation of the Afieftion of that Court, and in- 
deed of the Nation. As Dm JSomxaJk CarJmoi had ufed all 
the Credit he had, to difpofe that Court to a good correfpon- 
dence with the Parliament, fo be had employ'd as much care 
to endine thofe in £»;/jm to haveaconftlenoe in the Aflfe- 
dion of his Maftcr, and aflhr'd them, ^ that if they would 
^^ fend an Embafl&dour , or other Minifter into Sfsim , he 
^' ihould find a good reception. The Parliament, in tlie in- 
fancy of their Coranoon- wealth, had more indtnation to make 
a FriendOiip with Spam than with Frsmty having at that 

time 
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time a very great prejudice to the Cardinal ^ and therefore, 
upon this encouragement from Dam A/omcOy they refblv'd to 
fendanEovoy to Msdrtd-y and made choice of one^iE^tfni,^^^]^,^ 
a Scholar) who had been concem'd in drawing up the King'sy^^f Ai^m 
Tnraly and bad written a Book to determine in what time,«w» Spaia 
aoff after how many years, the Allegiance which h due from A«» '^ 
Subjefts to their Soveraigns, comes to be determined after t.^^'vT*^ 
Cooqueft j and that, from that term, it ought to be paid to*'^ ^' 
tbofe who had fiibdued them : A fpeoulation they thought fie 
tocheriifa. 

This Man, unacquainted with bufineb, and unskilled in 
kngi^Ee, attended by three others, the one a Renegado Fran* 
0^ rryar, who had been bred in SfMrn^ and was well veried 
id the Language; another, who was to ferve in the condition 
of a Secretary^ and the third, an inferior Fellow for anySer-* 
rice, arrival ail in Sfain in an Ef^B/b Merchant's Ship : Of 
which Dmb Aknz0 gave fuch timely notice, that he was re- 
cetv'd luid entertain'd by the chief Magiftrace at his landing, 
unnl they give notice of it to the Court The Town was 
cuickly full of the rumour, that an Embafladour was JUinded 
m>m EMgUwdy and would be received there; wliich no body 
ieem'd to be wellpleafed with. And the Embafladoursezpc- 
ftulated with D0m Levis di Htrro with fome warmth, ^^VxiX.rhi€miAf. 
^ his CathoKck Majefty fliould be the firft Chriilian ^mce fadmr$ thtf 
'^thac would receive an £mba(&dour from the odious, wad^ffi^^* 
**exeaableMurtherersof a Chriftian King, his Brother and r*.^^ 
^ Ally ; whidi no other Prince had yet done, out of tfa^ de- ^^t !i.^ 
'' teftatton of that horrible Parricide : And therefore they de* 
(ired him, ^' that Sfam would not give fo infamous an eiam- 
"pie to the other parts of the World. Dm Zjtum aflured hm ^m(mr; 
tbcm, ^rhat there was no fuch thing as an Embafladour com- 
'^ ing from Enlamlf nor had the King any purpofe to re- 
'^cetve any : That it was true, they were informed that there 
* was an Ettgli/b Gentleman Landed at Caks^ and come to ^- 
'' vi/^ who laid, he was fent from the Parliament with Let* 
^ters for the King; which was teftified by a Letter from 
^^Dam^Unzo de OtrJmas to the Duke of Midmm C^li^ who 
^thereupon had given order for his Entertainment at Sevi/, 
^ tiU the King mould give further order : That it was not 
^ poffibk for the King to refuie to receive the Letter, or to 
^' fee the Man who brought it ; who pretended no Und of 
'^ Chm£ter r That having an Embafladour refiding in E^^ 
^ land to preferve the Trade and Commerce between the two 
^Mations, they did believe, that this Meflenger might be 
'^fent with fome Propofitions from the £af4'!^ Merchants for 
" the advancement of that Trade, and if they liould refofe 
^ to hear what he laid, it might give a juft o&nce, and de- 
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'^ftroy all the Commerce ; which would be a great damage to 
"both Nations. 

That this new Agent might come fecurely to MaJrid^ 
an old Officer of rhe Army was fent from StuU to accompany 
him thither ; who came with him in the Coach, andgave 
notice every night to D$n Lttok of their advance. Tnere 
were at that time, over and above the &g^ MercfaantSj 
many Officers and Soldiers in Madrid^ who had ferv'd In the 
Sfanijh Armies, both in Catalonia and in Pcrfwgal^ and thefe 
Men had confulred amongft themfelves how they might kill 
this fellow^ who came as an Agent from the new Republick 
of "England*^ ind half a do5icn of them, having notice of the 
day he was to como into the Town, which was generally 
difcourfcd of, rode out of the Town to meet him; but, mif- 
fing him, they returned again, and found that he had enter'd 
into it by another way ; and having taken a view of his Lodg- 
ing, they met again the next Morning ; and finding, acciden* 
tally, one of the Emballadours Servants in the ftreets* thev 
perlwadcd him to go with them, and fi> went to the Houfe 
where Afcbam Lodged ; and, without asking any Queftions, 
walked dire^ly up the ftairs into his Chamber, leaving a 
couple of their number at the door of the ftreet, left, upon 
any noife in the Houfe, that door miftht be (hut upon them. 
They who went up, drew their Swords \ and befides their in- 
tentions, in diforder, kill'd the Fryar as well as the Ag^t; 
Aicham ^^d fo retum'd to their Companions with their Swords naked. 
kiitdkii fim and bloody, and ibme foolifli expreffions of triumph, as if they 
J^'^'f* had perfbrm'd a very gallant and a juftifiable Service. Not- 
MiSnd! '* '^ithftanding all which, they might have difperfed themfelves, 
and been fecure, the People were fo little oonoern'd to en- 
quire what they had done. But they being in conFufion, and 
retaining no compofed thoughts about them,» finding the door 
IMkMitnu of a little Chapel open, went in thither for fanduary : Only 
fij u 4 r^«. he who was in Service of the Embaflidours, feparated him« 
/»#/ fmrf^ felf from the reft, and went into the Houfe of the Venetian 
u7h!vm ^^^^^^^^^^- By this time the People of the Houfe where 
tiin €mhlf- *^ ^au lay, had gone up into the Chamber ; where they 
ftdtitrt. found two dead, and the other two crepr, in a terrible fright, 
under the Bed ; and the Magiftrates and People went alx>uc 
the Church, and talking with, and examining the Perfons 
who were there : And the Rumour was prefently divulged 
about the Town, ^ that one of the Enili/b Embafladours was 
« kill'd. 

They were at that time entring into their Coach to take 
the Air, according to an appointment which they had made 
the day before. When they were informed of what had paflled, 
%ni that Hnrry TrogerSy who was their Servant, had been in 

the 
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the AAioo, and was rctir'd co the Houie of the yeMetiamEm^ 

baSukMir, they were in crouhle and perplexity ; difmifs'd their 

Coach, and returned to their Lodgif^. Though they abhorr'd 

the AdioQ that was committed, they forefaw, the prefence 

of one of their own Servants in it, and even fome paffionate 

words they had ufed, in their expoftulation with Umi LnM, 

sgatnft the reception of fuch a Meflenger, as if ^^ the King 

^ their Mafter had too many Subjeds in that place, for fuch a 

^'fidlow to appear there with any fecurity, would malte it be 

beiiev'd by many, that the attempt had not been made with-^ 

oat tiieir coofent or privity. In this trouble of mind, they 

immediately writ a Letter to Dm Lewit de Hsr^, to exprefs 

the fenfe they bad of this unfortunate raih AAion; *'of 

^ which, they hoped, he did believe, if they had had any no- 

'^tke or fiifpicion, they would liave prevented it. Dom Lnok Tbe^mUf-^ 

retum'd them a very dry Anfwer ^ ^^That he could not m^'itJMnmritg 

^gine that they could have a hand in fo foul an AflafEoa- '• Den 

<" tioo in the Court ( for all Mulrtd is caU'd, and lodt^d uptm ^j'^;^ 

as the Court) ^of aPerfon under the immediate Procedion^^^'' 

^of the King : However, that it was an Adioo fo unheard 

** of, and fo diflxmourable to the King, that his Majefty was ^^^f^ 

'^refcilv^d to have it^examinM to the bottom^ and that cxem- 

''plary Juftice thould be done upon the Ofienders : That his 

^ owa femhaflSdoor in ^tfgkmd might be in great danger upon 

^ this Murther ; and that they woiJd fend an Exprefs prefenthr 

^ riiither to frtisfy the Parliament how much his (jatholiCK 

^Maidfty deteft^d, and was ofiended with it, and refolv'd to 

^ do jufnee upon it 3- and if his £mba(&dour underwent any 

^inooQvenienoe There, they were not to wonder, if his Ma** 

^ jefty were fevere Here ; and fo left it to them to imagine 

cl»t their own Perfons might not be fafe. 

B UT they knew the temper of the Court/too well, to have 
the leaft apprehenfion of that : yet they were a little furprifed, 
when they firft law the Multitude of People gather'd toge* 
ther about their Houfe, upon the firft News of the kd&oti ; 
infomuch that the ilreet l)efore their Houfe, which was the 
broadeft in MMdrid ( the CaUe di Ak^a ) was fo throng'd, 
chat Men oould hardly pafs. But they were quickly out of 
that apprehen(h)n, being aflured, that the jealoufy that one 
of the fiii|(iSj|2»Embafladour8 had fufler'd Violence, had brought 
that Multitude tc^ether; which they found to be true ; for 
they ix> fooner (hew'd themfelves in a Balcony to the People, n^ft tba 
but they fainted them with great kindnefs, pray'd for the Iving^'^'* ''^ 
their Mafter, curfed and reviled the Murtherers of his Father ;J]Jg;j;;JJ|J^ 
and fo departed. They who had betaken themfelves ro the^MiUjiifrrt-' 
Chapel, were« the next day or the fecond, taken from thence/Mni -, the 
by a pricdpai Officer after Examination, and fcnt to the Pri-f*^ ^'^' 
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foo : the other was not ioquir'd after ; bur^ having conceal'd 
himfelf for ten or cweive days, he went out of the Town in 
the nt^ht; and, without any interruption or trouble, went 
into Fr0nc9. 

O P all the Courts in Chrifteodom Msdrid is that where 
EiBbafladours, and Publick Minifters, receive the gretteft 
Refjped:, which, befides the Honour and Puodualicy of that 
people, bred up in cbe obfer vacion of diftances aod order, 

Eogeeds from the excelieat method ihe Emba(&dours have of 
iqg with mutual lefpcA towards each other, and in mutual 
concernment for each others Honour and Privileges : b that, 
if any EcDbaftidour, in Hin^f or his Servants, receive any Af- 
front or Difrefped, all the other Embafladours repair to him ^ 
and oBki their Service, and loterpofition, by which means they 
are not only preferv'd from any Invafioa by any private and 
particular }iublenoe, but even from fome k(k» of Power, which 
the Court St felf hath feme time thought fit to ezercife, upon 
an extraordinary occafion, towards a Miniftcr of whom they 
bad no regard. All are united on the behalf of the Charader ^ 
IMkI w)llQOt fuflfer that to be done towards one, which, by the 
cpnfcquence, may refled upon all. 

. I T cannot be imagin'd, with what a general compaflSon all 
jtfae EmbaflTadours look'd upon thefe unhappy Gendemen, 
who bad involv'd themfelves by their raAineft in fo much 
peril. They came to the E^g^b Embafladours to Advife, 
and Confult what might be done to preferve them, every 
ppe offering his Affiftapce. The Adlion could io no degree 
be juftified ; all that could be urged and infilled upon in their 
bohalf, was the Privil^eof Sanctuary, ^^They had betaken 
^' themfelves. to the Church y and the taking them from thence, 
^^ by what Authority focvcr, was a violanon of the Rights and 
^'Immunities of the Church, which, by the Law of tl^King- 
,^dom, was ever defended with all tenderneft. So that be- 
*^ fore the guilt of the Blood could be examined, the Pri- 
^' foners defir'd that their Privil^e might be examin'd, and 
'^ that they might have Council af^gn'd diem to that purpofe; 
which was granted ^ and feveral Arguments were made upon 
the matter of Law before the Judges; who were favourable 
enough to the Prifoners. The King's Council urged, *' that 
'^inoife of AflailiiMion, the Privilege of Sanftuary was ne* 
^'ver allow'd (which is true) and cited many Prefidents of 
late years in Msdrid it felf, where, for lefs Crimes than of 
Blood, Men bad been taken out of the Sanduary, and tried, 
and executed. The Eagli[h Embafladours thought not fit to 
appear on their behalf, and yet were not willing that the new 
RepubUck fliould reoeive fo much Countenance from that 
Court) as would have refulted from putting thofe Gentlemen 

to 
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to death as if cbey had kiU'd a PuUick MiniOer. The Pope's 
Nmcki^ Jml$9 Mg^ihfij who was afterwards Climmf the ih^Nmus* 
NindiyCOiikl not, acoordiiig to the ScyJeof the Roman Courr^ Rofpigliori 
tkba ghrecr receive ViBts from the EMg&b Embaffiidours : ';;l'^'l^^ 
bat wy peiform'd Civilities to each ocfaer by Mefl&ges, and ^/,w/ 
pafled motoal Sahacadons, with all refped to each other, as^^c^. 
cheymetafafoad. And the f%K/M»Eix)bafladour brought 1 hem 
fireqaenc aflbranoes, " that the Nuodo had fpoken very cf- 
*^feAiiaUvtothe King, tadxo DtmLenvky for the redelivery 
'^ of the Pri&Miers to the Church, and preObd it fo hard upon 
^ the C o ufc i cno e . of the King, that he had fome promife that 
^tbey Qxmld not &ifier. 

I N the mean time, thundering Lcttcn came from the Par-* 
Iiament> with great Menaces what they would do, if ezem- 
I^ry wftice was not inflided upon tbok who had Murthei'd 
their Mnvoj ; and D&» Alnz0 qrgpd it, as if ^^ he thought 
**himl^f in danger dll full fatis&Aion (hould be given in that 
*'paftioniar; all which for the prefent made deep impteflioo, 
b that they knew not what to do; the King often declaring 
*^ that he wouU not infringe the Privilege of tlie Chorch, and 
^ fo uadeigo the Cenfare of the Pope, for any advant^ he 
^cocdd leoetve with reference to any of hisDcxninions. In 


the end (that the diipomfe of this Mair may not be refum'd ^ ^^*f 
again hereafter ) after a long Imprifonmenc ( for during the '^^^jStt 
Embaffidours ftay dhey would not bring diem to any Trial, Km^sfs- 
left they might ieem to do any thine upon thehr follici*<iM*'-i d^^f- 
ratkm) the Prifonen were prooeedea agatnft aflbon, or'"'** 
Ibortly afoer the Embafibdours had kft MMrUy and were aJl 
condomi'd to dye ^ and aflbon as the Sentence was dedar'd, 
all the Prifcners were again deltver'd into the fiune Church ; 
whia^ tbey remain'd many days, having Provifions of ViAu- 
als lent to them by many Perfons of Quality, until they had 
ail opporamky to make their Efcape, which was very fuccefs- 
fuUy done by all but one; who, being the only Proteftant a- 
moogft them, was more tnaUdoufly k)oked after and watched, 
and was folbw'd, and arorehended after he had made three 
days Joorney from iMWm, and carried back thither, and put 
to death: which was all the fatisfaAion the Parliament could 
obtain in that Afiair ; and is an hiftance, how far that People 
was froin any Aficdion'co thofe of BMgUmdm their Hearts, 
how much foever they comply 'd with ttem out dF the necef- 
fity of their Fortune. 

When fixnc weeks were pafled after that unlucky acci- 
dent, the Embaffidours went to confer with D#ai Lsvar upon 
fome other occurenoe, with no purpofe of mentioning any 
thiiy of the Prifimers. Dm £mr [poke of it in a manner 
they did nocexpeft, one emreffion was ^^Vftmfgpmfidisdt 
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<' €fi0s Cdvmkrds ire. I envy chofe Geodemen for having 
^^done fo oobie an AAion, bow ponal Ibever ic may prove 
^' tx> them, to revei^e the Bkx)d of their King. Whereas, he 
faid, ''the King his Mafter wanted fudi rdblute Subjects ; 
'' otherwife he would never have loft a Kingdom, u he had 
^'done F&rtifgMlf for wane of one brave Man^ who, by t^ing 
^ away the Life of the Ufurper, might at any time, during the 
*' firft two years, have put an end to that Rebellion. 

To return now to the Affidrs ofSceilaaul: whether when 

the Marquis of ArgfU firft knew chat the King would venture 

himfelf into Sc^ilamdy he fufpefted his own Itrengtb, and fo 

fent for hi^Friend O&mweB to affift him ; or whether it leem'd 

more reafonable to the Parliament, when it was aflured of the 

King's being there, to Viiit him in that Kingdom, than to 

expeA a Vifit from him, is not enough clear at this time. 

Cromwell, But aflbon as the King was in Scotlsmd, Cr9tmt>ill, being fent 

/'*' f^ .*y for by the Parliament, left what remain'd to be done in Ire- 

m!«f w ^^^ ^ Irettm (who had Married his Daughter) and made 

Ireland, bim Deputy y and Tranfported himfelf into E^Umd-y where 

/mw Ire- the Parliament , not without great oppofition from all the 

ton htt 7)«- Presbyterian Party, refolv'd to fend an Army into Se^Lmd, 

^TsfuJ^^^y oppofed it, as they thought it an unjuft and unpio- 

mraiff/iVifitableWar, and knew itmuftte a veryexpeofiveone^ and 

1$ fi»d 4m Others, beouife it would keep up, and increafe the Power and 

^rmy Mif Authority of the Army in Eigisnd ; which was already found 

^^'^"'*- tobe very grievous. 

This Refolution produced another great Alteration : Ks«r. 
Fair^x fiix^ who had hitherto worn the Name of General, dedar'd 
gtv$t •i^'uipofitively that fae would not Command the Army againft 
imm^jf^n. ^^^^j^^ The Presby terfans faid, «it wasbecaufe he dKXighc 
'^ the War unlawful, in regard it was againft thofe of the fiune 
^^ Religion ; but his Friends would teive it bdiev'd, that he 
Cromwell Would not Fight againft the King. Hereupon OtmaM was 
mtuuqt^ « cbofen Genend ^ which made no Alteration in the Army; 
^^' which he had modeli'd to his own mind before, and Com- 
manded as abfolutcly. But in all other places he grew more 
abfolute and more imperious; he difcountenanoeo, and fup- 
prefled the Presbyterians in all places ; who had been fup- 
ported by F^rfrnx, The Independents had all Credit about 
Dim ; and the Churdies imd Pulpits were open to all kind of 
People who would (hew their Gifts there; and a general Di- 
^ ftraaion and Confufion in Religion covered the whole King- 
dom ; which raifed as general a difcontent in the minds of 
the People, who, finding no eafo from the Bunhens they had 
fo long fuftain'd, but an increafe of the Taxes and Impofitions 
every day, grew weary of their new Government ; and hearti- 
ly prayed, t&£ their General might never return firdm Sc9t- 
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Umiy but that, he being deftroy'd there, the King n)fgi\t re- 
ran! Vidorious into Loiubn, The bicternc6 and profecucion 
againft their Brethren in EagUnd^ and the oM Animofity they 
y.zi longbome againft the Perfon of CrMmell^ made chofe in 
Audiority in that Kingdom refolve to defend themfelves a« 

Emft his InvaGon, and to draw together a very numerous r/^rscotf 
>dy of Men well provided, and fupplied withal] things ne- '**/* ««-*•- 
ceflEury but Courage and Condafi. They were fo careful in JJJ,^**"' 
die iDodeUtng this Army, that they fufier'd few or no Offi- 
cers, or ScJdiers, who had been in the Engagement of Duke 
Kmmli9mj or who eavethe leaft occafion to be fufpeAed to 
wiih well to the King or to the HmmbimiMn Party , to be 
Med or receiv'd into their Service. So chat they had only 
fbme old difcredired Officers, who, being formerly thought 
miwor^ of Command, had ftuck doie to Argylt and to the 
Par^ ofthe Kirk. The truth is, the whole Army was under 
the Government of a Committee ofthe Kirk and the State ; in 
which the Minifters exercifed the fole Authority, and prayed 
and preached againft the Vices of the Court, and the Impiety • 
and Tyranny of Cr^mvrff, equally; and promifed their Army 
Vidory over the Enemy as pofitively, and in as confident 
terms « as if God himfelf had direded them to declare it. 
The King de6r'd that he might Command this Army, at leaft 
run the Fortune of it. But they were hardly prevail'd with 
to ^ve him leave once to lee it ; and, after he had been in it 
thmor four hours, upon the oUervation that the Common 
SoMiers leem'd to be much pleas'd to fee him, they caufed 
him to return, and the next day carried him to a place at a 
ereater diftanoe from the Army j declaring, <' that they found 
^ die Soldiers too much indind to put their Confidence in die 
^' Annof Fleih 5 whereas their hope and dependence was to 
<' be only in God ; and they were moft afTur'd of ViAory by 
** the Prayers, and Piety ofthe Kirk. 

In J^h Crtfjmwff entered ScvtlmUy and march'd without crom well 
any oppoGtion till he came within iefs than a days Journey •Mt^t Scm- 
di BJenb9r9uff9 ; where he found the Scvt^^ Army encamped l^'*'*' 
upon a very advantageous ground ; and he made his Quarters 
as near*as he could conveniendy, and vet with difadvantagea 
enough. For the Country wasfooeftroyed behind him, 
and the Pafles fo guarded before, that he was compelled to 
fend for all his Provi6on for Horfe and Foot from Bt^Umd 
by Sea ^ infomuch as the Army wss reduced to great ftreights ; 
and the Sc&fs really believ'd, that they had them all at their 
Mercy, except fuch as would Embark on board their Ships. 
But aubon is Cr&tmtjeB had recover'd feme Provifions , nis 
Army b^gan to remove , and fecm'd to provide for their 
Nhrch. Whether that Mardi was to retire out of fo barren 

a Coun« 
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a Country for want offrovifiooi ( whid) no doubt were very 
fcarce^ and theSeafon of the year would not permit them to 
depend upon all neceffary Supplies by Sea« for it was now the 
Month of SeptemUr ) or iVhetber that motion was ooly to 
draw the Scots from the advantageous poft of which rhey 
were poflefled, is not yec underftood. But it was confefifed 
on all Udes , that , if the Scots had rem^inVi wi(bin thei^r 
Trenches, and feot Parties of Horie to have foUow'd the iSv- 
Tht difirtTi giijb Army clofely, they mud have fo dlibrder'd them, that 
•/crom- they would have left their Cannon, and all their heavy Car- 
weiiv M^r. y j^^^ behind them , befides the dangpr the Foot muft have 
^' been in. But the ^^// did not intend to part with them fo 

eafily ; they doubted not but to have the opoil of the whole 
Army. And therefore they nofoonerdi(cern'd that the£»- 
glsjh were upon their march, but they decamped, and (oUow*d 
with their whole Body all the Night following, and found 
themfelves in the Morning within a fmall diftanceof the Ene-» 
my : for Or^Mnti^ff was. quickly advertifed that the Scot^/b Ar«> 
my }^^ diQodged, aod marched after him^ and thereupon he 
made a iland, and put his Men in good order. The Scots 
found thev were not upon fo clear a diafe as they imagined, 
and placed themfelves again upon fuch a fide ot a Hill, as 
they believ'd the&rj^^ would not have the Coursgeto attack 
theip there. 
CromweU ^^'^ CtomwiB, knew them too well to fear them upon any 
««/ir«(rr«Mi ground, when there were no Trenches, or Fortifications to 
tht scoci f • keep him from them ^ and therefore he made haft to charge 
the s-^'^'^/thcm on all fides, upon what advantage-ground foever they 
^"°^"- flood. Their Horfe did not fuftain one Charge i but fled, 
and were purfued with a great execution. The Foot de- 
pended much upon their Mtnifters, whopreach'd, and pray'd, 
and aflured them of the Vi&ory, till the Etfi^ were upon 
them ; and fomeof their Preachers were knock' d in the head, 
whilft they were promifingthe Vidory. Though there was 
fo little refiftance made, that Cromwdl lo& very few Men by 
that days Service, yet the Execution was very terrible upon 
the Enemy y the whole Body of the Foot being, upon the 
matter, cut in pieces; no quarter was given tilTthey were 
weary of killing ^ fo that there were between five and fix thou* 
(and dead upon the place; and very few, but they who 
elcaped by the heels of their Horle, were without terrible 
wounds; of which very many died fhortly after; efpedally 
fuch of their Minifters who were not kiil'd upon the place, 
as very many were, had very notable marks about the head, 
and the face, that any Body might know that they were noc 
hurt by chance, or in the crotid, but by very good will. All 
the Cannon, Ammunitbo, Carriages^ and Baggage, were en- 
tirely 
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tirely taken, and Cr&mweB with his TiAorious Army march'd Cromwell 
dircftly to Editficrot^t j whei e be foui^d plenty of all things •^f^'Utn- 
wiiidi he wanted, and good accommodation for the refrein- i>orougb. 
iog his Army , which ftood in need of it. 

Never ViAory was attended with lefs lamentations : for 
MOsimMff had great argument of Triumph in the total De- 
feat and deftruSion of the only Army that was in Stot/aml; 
which Defeat had put a great part of that Kingdom, and the 
chief Cky of it, under his Obedience; Co the IQng, who was 
then at St J^mBm\ was glad of it. as the greateft happi- rxw Kitig 
ndf that could befall him, in the loft <jS fo ftrong a Body of^'*' ^^*^ 
his Enemies ; who, if they (hould have prevailed, his Majefty '^* *^ ^**' 
did beHeve that they would have (hut him up in a Prifon the 
oeic d» ; which had been only a ftrlfter coi^xnement than 
he liiflfer'd already : for the Lord JLsiwr, eldeft Son to the 
Marquis of ArgjU^ being Captain of his Guard, had fo watch- 
fill a care of him both night and day, that his Majefty could 
not go any whither without his leave. But, after this De- 
feat, they all looh'd upon the King as one they might ftand 
in oieed of : they permitted hfs Servants, who had been fe- 
qnefterVl firom him from his Arrival in the Kingdom, to at- 
tend, apd wait upon him, and begun to talk of callii^ a Par- 
hament, and of a time for the King's Coronation \ which had 
not hitherto been fjpoken of. Some Mtnifters begun to Preach 
obedience to the lung \ the Officers, who had been cafliier'd 
for their Malignity, talked aloud of ^ the mifcarriages in the 
^ Govemnoent, and that the Kingdom was becrayed to the 
* Enemy for want of confidence in the King , who alone 
^coidd preferve the Nation. They of the Council feem'd 
not to have fo abfolute a dependence upon the Marquis of 
-^O^y but fpoke more freely than they had ufed to do ; and 
the Marc)uis applied himfelf more to the King, and to thofe 
about btm : fo that the King did, in a good degree, enjoy the 
fruit of this ViAory, as well as Crormpell^ though his Ma- 
jefty^ advantage was difcern'd by a few Men only, and thofe 
reduced into an obfcure quarter of the Kingdom ^ but the 
odier made the tela^. The deftrodion of the only Army, 
and thib poffiffing of Edmhrougb^ was fook'd upon, in all 
places, as the entire coriquefl of die w hole Kingdom . 

Don AhHZ9 made haft to fend the News into Spain of 
^ the total and irrecoverable defeat of the King; that he was 
'^ driven into the High-lands ; from whence he would be 
^ cooopeird to fly,aflbon as he could get means to efcape : that 
^dieRepuUick was now fettled, and no noore fear or hope 
^ of the Kmg: the efieft of all which, the Embaffidours 
qukkly found at Mulridy by thecarriage and countenance of 
titttlCaigaiid the Couadl i though it cannot be doiied that 

the 
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the Common Bcople appcar'd to have a much more generoua 
ienfe ofche Alter ation, than the others did. The Embaffii- 
dours rcceiv'd Qiortly a full advertifement of the truth ; and 
<^ that the King thought his condirioa much Improved by the 
^* defeat; and they uiied all the means they could, by (everal 
Audiences^ to inform the Kingof ^/mandUffip Lewtf ofche 
truth ; aod ^' chit they were misinform'd > as if the Army 
'^overthrown was the Kings ; whereas they were indeed as 
'^ much his Enemies, astyMvaufffswas. But in this they cxMiU 
obtain no aedit, and all ways were taken to make them per- 
ceive, that it was heartily wiih'd they were gone^ whidi they 
were refolv'd to take no notice of. 
JUSterittry I N the end, one morning, the Seaetary of State came (o 
rf Swt them from the King ; and told them, '^ that they had been 
hn»ii*m»f. it uQ^ above a year in that Court, where they had been well 
tSKA^^f '^ ^''^^^' notwichftanding fome mifcarriages , which might 
Spain fifiht^Vvery juftly have incenfed his Catholick Majefty ( mencion- 
Smk^kQ*- ing the death of ji/ib^m) ^^ that they were Extraordinary Em- 
1r"k^* "baOadours, and fo needed not any Letters of Revocation: 
Anrtllr' '* " ^^ ^'^^y ^^ 'cceiv'd Anfwers to all they had propofed, ' and 
^ ' <^ were at liberty to depart ; which his Catholick Majefty de- 
'^ fired they would do, (ince their prefenoe in the Court would 
'^ be very prejudicial to his Afl^irs. This unexpefted and 
unufual Meflage, delivered ungracefully enough by an old 
Man, who, notwitbftanding h& Office, was look'd upon with 
little reverence to his parts, made them believe "that he had 
'^ miftaken his Mefljge, at leaft that he had deliver'd it with 
^ left Courtly circumftanoes than he ought to have done. And 
therefore they retum'd no other Anfwer, than ^' that they 
^^ would attend Da» taoU d§ Hara, and underftand from Hira 
n«r^/jrf*<^che Kings pleafure. The next day, they fent for an Audi- 
nonLewii. ence to Dim Lews ; whom they found with a lefs open Coun- 
tenance than he ufod to have ; nor did he appear any thing 
more Courtly than the Secretary had done; but tola thero^ 
that there were Orders fent toiiich a Perfon (whom he named) 
to prepare their prefent ; wMch fhould be ready within very 
few days,and prcfs'd them very plainly, and without any regard 
to the feafon of the year, it behig then towards the ei^ of 
Jmmarj^ to ufe all pofSble expedition for their departure, as 
a thing that, even in that refpeft, did exceedimlv concera 
the fervice of the King. This made the Embaf&doars tffla«> 

tine, which was likewife reported, that there was a formal 
^mbafladour upon his way from EngUmd^ and that the Court 
^^f|^"*'^ would be no more liable to the uke Accidents. Bat they 
iJll^rt^ knew afterwards, that the caufeof all this hafl was, that they 
^rf Madrid might hrli^ into the Town as manjr Pifturet. and other choice 
$nfuchb0f. and rich Furniture, as did load eighteen Muleij which, as 

was 
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was fiud befiste, D&b AUmzb bad boi^hc of the King'f goods, 
aod dieo lent to the Groyne^ and which they did not then thick 
could be decently brought to the Palace, whilft the Embafla* 
doors fliould continue and remain in the Town. 

This injundboo to leave iUdrUy in to unleafonable a time 
of the year, was rery fevere to theEmbaiiadours. The Lord 
O/n'mff^M was at this timeTeventy fix yes^s of Age, once or 
tvicein a year troubled with the Gour, in other refpeds erf" 
great vigour of Bod^ and Mind ^ nor did there appear in his 
natural parts aiiy kind of decay. He had refolv'd, when he 
fijft propofed this EmbaOy to the King, and, it may be, it 
was die chief rcafon of propofing it»tbat, if there ibould be no 
door open to let him return into EMgUmiy by the time that 
UsEmcKifly Ihouki expire, he would remain and die in Sfmm, 
B« he did then believe, that he (hould have found another 
kmd of Entertaioment there than be bad done. He had, 
without doabt, deferv'd very well from that Nadon, having 
ahrays performed thoTe OfiBces towards them which made 
him look'd upon at home astooweUafifeded to that People, 
which, CDgether with his conftant oppofidon of the Vnmb^ 
hadreaderd him very ungracious to the Queens yet there 
were Ibme fetibns, in which his credit and authority was not 
great enough to obtain all things for them which they defir'd, 
and expe&d ; as when their Fleet, uader the command of 
OfmJh^ about the year 1629, had been affiiulted in the ilswur, 
and defeated by the JMti Fleet, for want of that prote Aion 
which tbey thought the King might have« given to them. And 
it is probable their Embafladours, who were then in EmgUmsL 
whereof Dam Akmu^ was one, did not find that readineCiana 
alacrity in him to appear in their fervice^ as^ they had former- 
ly dme^ he very well knowing, that the being foUicicous for 
them , in that conjunfiure , might do Himfelf harm , and 
oouU do Them no good. But thefe Omiffions were now re- 
memberVi, and all his fervioes forgotten : fo that (as hath been 
tDuch'd bdfbre ) his reception, from the firilliour of bis com* 
iDg laft thither, was very cold both from the King aod the 
Court. And though he was now willing to refume his former 
rdblutioo of fbyios there ; yet the treatment he had receiv'd, 
and this laft farewm, made him doubt, very realbnably, whe^ 
ther he flioukl be permitted to fiay there or not. 

Th B R B waa another circumftance, which was necelfiry to 
bis refiding in ^Mp^ in which he met with fbroe difficulties 
that he had not fordeen, and which did exceedingly perplex 
him ; apd which he plainly enough difibern'd, and knew to be 
Che truecaufe of all the dilcountcnance he had met with in 
chat Cbus( ( though he was willing the other Rmbafladour, 
who knew nothing of itj (bouU believe that it proceeded 
% from 
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ffomwbjit hadpafled in Btghmd) whtcbwts tbea fomem- 
ber'd in the difcourfe of the Court, and was cbe true caufeof 
the general prejudice to him there: He had been formerly re- 
conciled in that Kiagdom to cbe Church of Hmm, and bad 
conftanrly gone to the Maft there ^ and declaring himfeif af- 
terwards in EKglawd co be of the Religion of the Church of 
EftgLmiy he was Apoftacsz'd from the other; which, in that 
Coantry, is look'd upon as &ich a Brand, as the in&my of it 
can never be wiped out ; and this indeed was the reafon of 
chat King's fo nocaUe averfion from him. The truth is, he 
had never made any enquiry into Religion to inform himfeif. 
but had oonform'd to that which the Province he held obliged 
him CO ; and though be cculd never get the reputation in Etg^ 
Itmd of being weil aflcded to that Church, and was always 
Itelfd upon as moft inclined to the ItMSMi, yet he convinced 
thofe who would have taken advantage of that guilt, by being 
preient at Prayers, and Sermons , and Ibroecnnes reoeiving 
the Sacrament^ as hedid thevery laft jSm^be fta/dinthe 
Hague before he begun his Journey towards SfM ; and even 
after his arrival there, was conftant at the reading the Com- 
mon Prayers bodi Mommg, and Evening, by their own Chap- 
Iain, in their Houfe, as long as the Chaplain liv'd : and many, 
who knew him very well, did believe that if he had died in 
Eftgind, he would have died in the Commimk>n of chat 
Ctox:h. But there is no doubt, hedid reiblve, from the time 
that he meaoc to remain and die in Sfmm^ that he would be«* 
come a Itflman Catholick agaia , which he thought to be a 
much cafier diiog than it was ^ and that he might have been 
reconciledby any Prieft in as private a manner as he could 
defire. But wboi he confulted that affair with a Jefiiit, who 
frequently came to the Houfe, he found, that after an Apo- 
ftacy, as they term'd it, it was not in the power of any Prieft 
to reconcile him , but that it was referv'd to the Pope him- 
feif ; who rarely gives the faculty io any but to his own Nun- 
tios. This obl^d him to refort thither ; which he could 
not eafily do without communicating it to the other Embaf- 
&dour ; cowards whom this was the only feaet he referv'd. 
And he found a way, as he thought, to elude bim \n this par- 
ticular. He told him, feveral days, that the Nundo had fent 
him fuch and fuch Me£&ges l>y that Jefiiit concemmg thofe 
Gentlemen who were in Prilbn, the firt)ftanoe whereof did 
not differ from what the VimeHsm Embai&dour had formerly 
deliver'd from him : at laft, he toM him, ^ that he found the 
^^ Nuntio had fomewhat to fay in that Af&ir which he would 
<^ not communicate by Mei&ge, but wifli'd co fpeak with him 
** in private ^ for publickly he muft not be known to have 
<*any conference with him ; and tbac beroipon he refolv'd to 
X go 
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^fSpimsgMt^ m Sit Benjammlf^h'tCowih to him: which 
he did, and was then feoonciled j and returned home, mak« 
iogfiicb a rdarioo of their conference to his Cocnpanion as 
he thought fit; and delivered the Nantio's falutation to hfan. 
fiat within two or three days he knew what the Aflair was : 
foiy befides that the Nuncio could not perform the Office 
alone, but was to have the afliflanceof two or three fo qoft. 
lified, there was really care taken that the other Ensbaffiidour 
might know it. And« before that time, when they both vf^ 
fit^tbe Prefident di U HMziendaj who carried them into hift 
Library, whtlft the other Embamdour was cafting his Eyes 
opos feme Books ( it being the beft private Library hi Ms* 
M) tiie Lord CMptffam told the Prefident, '^ that he was 
^himfelf aCatholick, but that his Companion was an oMl-- 
''nace Heretick : of which the Prefident fent him information 
the next day. But fince himfejf forbore ever to Communis 
cats this fecret to him, oBt of an opinion, it is very probable, 
chat he might give fome difturbance to his refolution, be like- 
vife took no manner of notice of it to him to the minute of 
theirparting. 
This difficulty being over, there remained yet another ;7%»cjpi 
^'"^ was, his having permiffion to ftay in that Country ^cotcington 



^voke k fay an extraordinary Motion'; in a word, that it 
^ was impoffible for him to make the Journey . Dm Lenvis told 
him, '^ be could anfwer him to part of what he (aid without 
" ^peaking to the King , that he mud not think of ftay ing 
^wkh theCharafter of an EmbaQadour, nor of refiding in 
*^MUnd^ in how private a condition foever; if he defired 
*^ any thing with thefe two reftraints, he would move the 
^ King in it. The other told him^ ^^thathefubmicted to both 
"thefe conditions ; and only deured Licence to refide in Vml^ 
^LMidy where he had liv'd many years, when the Court re« 
" raain'd there, in the tinve of King Fhi^ the third. 

This ^ace was not diflik'd ^ and within few days, Dtffif 
hnm fent him word '^ that the King approved it ; and that 
" he OiDuld have a Letter to the chief Magift rate there, to trca c 
"him with all refped; and that bis Ma^y would take aire 
"that he fhould not undergo any diftreft, but would iupply 
"him as his neceffities required. And, lhort^y after, a Mef- 
figewas fenc to the Embafladours to let them know, that the 
King had appointed fuch a day for to give them an Audience 7^ ^m^/^ 
to tdce their leave. This new importunity was as eirtraordi-A^ttri hav 
nary sa the former ; however, they perform'd their Cefemo- ^^'^(^ if 
nies ; and abbut the beginning ofMircb^ after they bad been **^^*- 
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in that Coart near fifteen Months, they both left Midrid in 
the Tame hour : the Lord Ofttingt^n taking his Courfe for FsU 
7^ J-^ Ud»Iid 'y where he had the fame Houle provided, and made 
J?'""B'<»"rtady forhimbythecareoftheJE»^^jJc(uit8 there, in which 
VaTiadolid ^ ^ imc]i at the time of his Agency, when the Court re-

year of his Age. 
nil Oh^^- H k was a very wife man, by the great and long experience 
A<r. he had in bufinefs of all kinds ; and by his natural tcmper,whicb 

was not liable to any tranfport of Anger, or any other paffi- 
on, but could bear contradiAlon, and even reproach, witnout 
bdng moved, or put out of his way : for he was very fteady 
in purfuing what he propofed to himlelf, and had a courage 
not to be lighted with any oppoficion. It is true he was illi- 
cerate as to the Grammar of any Language, or the principles 
of any Science, but by his perfectly underftandiog the Sfrnt^b 
( which hefpoke as a Sfsm^rd) tYicFrencby and lUliMm Lan- 

i^uages, and having tead very much in all, he couid not be 
aid to be ignorant in any part of Learning, Divinitv only re- 
cepted. He had a very fine and extraordinary underftanding in 
the Nature of Beaffs and Birds, and above all in all kind of 
Plantations and Arts of Husbandry. He was born a Gentle- 
man both by Father and Mother, his Father having a pretty 
entire Seat near Bruton in StmerfitJUrey worth above two 
hundred pounds a year, which had defcendcd from Father to 
Son for many hundred years, and is ftill in the poflfeffion of 
his Elder Brother's Children, the Family havine been always 
Roman CathoHck. His Mother was a Stafford^ nearly allied 
toS' Edw4trd Staffed ^ who was Vice- Chamberlain to Queen 
Elixshetb^ and had been Embafl&dour in FrmM ; by whom 
this Gentleman was brought up, and was Gentleman of his 
Horfe, and left one of his Executors of his Will, and by him 
recommended to S^ R^ieri Cecil, then Principal Secretary of 
State 9 who preferred him to S^Cbarks Cnfmattk^ wh&i be 
went Embafladour into Sfafm^ in the beginning of the Reign 
oSVMgJatBes \ where he remain*d, for the (pace of eleven 
or twelve years, in the condition of Seaecary or Agenr, with- 
out ever returning into EngUmd in all that time. He raifed 
by his own Virtue and Induftry a very fatrEllate, of which, 
tnough the Revenue did not exceed above four thoufand 
pounds by the year ; yet he had four very good Houfes, and 
three Parks, the value whereof was not reckoned into that 
computation. He liv'd very Nobly, well ferv'd, and attended 
in hisHoufe; had a better Stable of Horfes, better provifion 
for Sports (efpecially of Hawks, in which he took great delight) 
than moft of his Quality, and liv'd always with great fplen- 
dourj for though he lov'd Money very well^and did not warily 
% enough 
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enoQgli confider the circumftaoces of getting ic, he ijpeat k 
weU all ways but in giviog, which he did not aSedt. He was 
of ao excelieoc humour, and verv eafy to live with ; and^ un- 
der a grave countenance, cover'd the moftofmirth^ and cauf- 
ediDore, than any M an of the moft plealant diTpoucion. He 
never nfed any Body ill, but ufed many very well for whom 
he had no regard: his greateft fault was, chat he could dif- 
femble, and make Men believe that helov'd them very well, 
when he cared not for them. He had not very tender Afie- 
BoaoSy nor Bowels apt to yearn at all objeds which deferv'd 
oompal&on: He was heartily wearv of the world, and no 
Man was more willing to die ; which is an Argument that he 
bd peace of Conlcience. He left behind him a greater efteem 
of his Parts, than love to his Perfbn. 

The other Embaf&dour was difmifled with mudi more 71^, «, j^ 
Gourtefy: for when they heard that his Family remain'd at Afrt^ Emiaffadmr 
wirf in FUmders^ and that he intended to go thither, and flay HrMft'd 
there till he received other Orders from the King his Mafter,*7***^''- 
they gave him all difpatches thither which might be of uTe to '*^''' 
htm in thofe Parts. The King of Sf am himfelf ufed many 
gradotts Expreflions to him at his laft Audience, and lent sdN* 
towards to him a Letter for the Arch-Duke LecfoUi in which 
be exprefled the good opinion he had of the Embafladour ; 
and commanded *^ that , whilfl he Ihould choofe to refide in 
^ thofe Parts, under his Government, he (hould receive all 
^' ReTpcd, and enjoy all Privileges as an Embaffiidour : and 
Dom JLnris de ILnrd writ Ukewife to the Arch-Duke, and the 
Count of Fiwi^Uigjir#, ''to look upon him as His particular 
'^Friend : all which Ceremonies, though theycoft them no- 
thing, were of real benefit and ad vantage to theEmbafiadour : 
for befides the Treatment he recciv'd from the Arch- Duke 
himfelf in BruJJeUy as Embafladour, fuch directions, or recom-' 
mendations, were fent to the Magiftrates at Antwerp^ that 
heenjoyM the privilege of his Chapel, and all the Bf^glijby who 
were numerous then in that City , repair'd thither with all 
freedom for their Devotion, and theexercife of their Reii- 

E* )n : which liberty had never been before granted to any 
an there, and which the E^fgBJby and Ir^ PrieftS) and the 
Roman Catholicks of thofe Nations, exceedingly murmured 
at, and ufed all the Endeavours they could to have taken away^ 
chough in vain. 

In his paflage through Frameht waited upon the Queen ^^^^^-^ 
Mother, who received him very gracioufly j and he foundy^^e«<J»i^& 
there, that the fuccefs which O-diw^ff had obtained in ^c^/- France u 
iW ( though the King was ftill there, and in a better con- »*"' « '^ 
dition ihan before) had the fame effed in the Court of ^^7* ^'^ 
^^ i ic gave over all thoughts of the King, as in a con- ' ^' 
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dition not only deplorable, but as abfolucely defperate. 

T H B R e had, a little before, fallen out an acddeac that 
troubled Franci very much, andnolefs pleafed^jni; which 
ThtT)*Mtk Was the death of the Prince of Or^ra^^^ a young Prince of 
sfthi Prinei gxesit hope and expedation, and of a Spirit that deEr'd to be 
#f orange. ^^ Adion. He had found, that the Peace between ^jptfiiv and 
the L40W- Countries, which his Father had been fo foUicitoos 
to make, even at his expiration, was not like to prefenrehitn 
in equal luftre to what the 'three fonner Princes had enjoy'd ; 
and therefore he wifhed nothing more, than that an oppor- 
tunity might be oStr'd to enter upon the War. He complain'd 
loudly, that theX>>urt oiSfM'm had not obferv'd, nor per- 
form'd) many of thofe Conditions which it was oblig'd to do 
for the particular benefit of him, and his Family : whereby 
be continued involv'd in many Debts, which were uneafy to 
bim ^ and fi>, upon all occafions which fell out, he adher'd to 
chat Party in the States which were known moft to favour 
the Inrereft of Frame \ which inclination the Cardinal, and 
the other Mlnifters of that Crown, ufed all poffible care and 
endeavour to cultivate : and Sfam was fo much affedted with 
the appreheofion of the confequenceof that Alteration, and 
with the Confcience of their own having promoted it^ by not 
having complyed with their obligations, that they retolv^d to 
redeem their error, and to reconcile him again, if poflRble, to 
them. To this purpoie, a very great prefent was prepar'd at 
Madrid to be tent to him , ten brave ^a$^ Horfes, the 
word of which coft there three hundred pounds Sterling, 
with many other rarities of great value, and likewife a pre- 
lent of Plate, Jewels , and perfiim'd Leather, to the Princefs 
Royal his Wi& ; and a full afliirance, ^' that they would forth- 
^^ with begin to perform all the Articles which were to be 
^ done by them, and finUh ail within a Ihort time. 

T HE Exprefs, who was appointed to accompany the pre- 
fent, and to perform the other fun&ions, was to begin his 
Journey within two c'ays, when the News arrived, by an Ex- 
prefs from Bru/fihf who came in as ihort a time as could be 
imagin'd, that the Prmce of OroMgB was dead of die fmall 
Pox, and had left the Princefs with Child, and very near her 
»u frinetfi time ; who was brought to bed of a Son within few days af- 
dtUvtr'd tf ter his deceafe. The Court at Madrid could not conceal its 
sS*njhtrtij joy, nor diflemblc their opinion , that the Enemy whofe in- 
^^'^^' fluence they moft apprehended, was fortunately taken out of 
the way. On the other hand, France own'd a great ibrrow 
and grief for the loft of a Man whom thev believed to be more 
than ordinarily afiededtothem^ and who, by a ooniundion 
with their Friends in HoBamdy might, in a (horttime, be much 
fuperior to that Party in the States which adher'd to the spa^ 
009 Intereft. But 
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B u T oo Body receiv'd fo iofuppoitable prejudice, and da- 
mage, bjr this faral blow, as the King of Great Britam did j 
towards whom that brave Prince gave all the leftknony and ^^ Ki^t 
maoifeftacion of tbe moft eotire, faft, and unOiaken A&duoa ^^ V^V 
and Friendibip, that hath ever been perform'd towards any ^JJI[^'* 
PcffcD under any fignal Misfortune. Befides tbe aflSfting hio^ 
upon fipveral emergent occafions, with greater Sums of Money 
than were eafy to his incumbered Fortune, hie Reputation, 
and his dcclar'd Refoiution, ^^ that he would venture all he 
*' had in chat Qyarrel, difpofed many to be more concem'd 
for bis Majefty. Thougb he could not prevail over that 
FaAion sn EMmdj which were known to favour CrcmweB 
(and the more out of their averfion to him, and to his Power 
and Greatnefi) to induoe them to ferve the King, yet he kept 
the States General from confeming to that infanxius Alliance 
and Conjundion, which, (hordy after his death, they enter'd 
mro wkh the new Republick ; and whk^ they would never 
bave yielded to^ if He had Jiv'd. And, no doubr, the refpeft 
bodli FrMtce and Spam bad for Him, and his lateirpofitiony 
had prevail'd with both to be more rel^rain'd than they after- 
wards appeared to be, in a total declining all ocHvUeration of 
the King, and rejeding ail thoughts ot his Refloration. Ic 
ooocribuoed very much to the negligent Farcwel tbe Embaf- 
iadours had receiv'd. in ^am : For the news of dbe Prince's 
death had arriv'd there fome time before their departure ; and 
it dU not only extinguifli all imaginations in Fr^iwct kA any 
poffible hope for our King, but very much leflen'd the Re- 
ipe£t, and Civility, which that Court had always fliew'd to 
the Qupen her felf, as a Daughter oi Frame ; cowards whom 
thev expreOed not that regard they had formerly done. 

DVT there was another aoddent, which, at this time, gave 
die Queen more trouble than this ; and of which her Majdily 
made great, complaint to the Chancellor of the Exchequer ac 
his retom from SfMm^ Upon the Interview which had been 
between the King and the Q^een at Besiruaisy when the King 
went for MUmd, upon the forefight, if not the refolution, 
chat jt would be fit Kir him to adventure his own Perfon into 
Sc0ilsmdy he had left his Brother the Duke of X^k with the Trnhnu th$ 
Qsieen, with dfiarftian *^ that be (hould conform himfelf en- 7>»^# ? 
^ cifdy to the .will and pleafure of the Queen his Mother^ ^p^k irf$ 
*' matters of Religion only excepted. Andthere was the leis ^^^ 
doubt of his conformity to her Commands, bccaufe, befides '^ * 
his Piety and Duty^ which was very entire towards her, he 
was to depend whidely upon her Bounty for his Support ; the 
Court of IVtfv^ not taking any notice of this increafe of her 
expence, nor paying her own narrow affignacion.wkh any 
punAualiry; fo cnat £he was not able, befides the lefervcdnds 
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in her Nature, fo to fupply him as to make his Condition 
pleafant to him ; but exercifed the fame Auftere Carriage to- 
wards him, which (he had done to the Prince his Brother^ 
and as unfuccefsfully. The Duke was very young, with a 
numerous Family ot bis own, not well enough inciin'd to be 
contented, and confifting of Perfons who lov'd not one ano- 
ther, nor their Mafter well enough to confider him before 
themfelves : which wrought that eSedt upon him, that none 
of them had that Credit with him, that, at fuch an Age, fome 
good Men ought to have had : which proceeded from want 
of reasonable providence and circumfpe&ion. For when he 
made his Efcape out oi England (as is tnendon'd before) he 
bad only one Perfon attending him ("who had, before, no re- 
lation or pretence to his Service ) whofe Merit might have 
been otherwife requited, than by giving htm a title and de- 
pendence upon him ; and he quickly ap|>ear'd to be fo un- 
worthy of it, that he was remov'd from it. Then was the 
time that fuch Perfons (hould have been placed about him, as 
might have both diftover'd fuch infirmities, as his Nature 
might incline him to, and have inftded thofe Principles of 
Virtue, and Honour, as he was moft capable of, and difpofed 
to ^ and which had been as proper for his prefent Misfortune, 
^ for his higheft Dignity. But that Province was wholely 
committed to the Queen his Mother by the late King, who 
was then in Prifon ^ and her Majefty beins then at Fork, 
when the Duke Landed in HoBanJ^ (he could not deliberate 
fo lone upon it as fuch a fubjed required ; and fo was per- 
fwaded by others to confider them more than her Son ^ and 
made haft to put fuch a Family about him, with reference to 
the Number, and to the Offices which they were defign'd to 
ferve in, as was above the Greatnefs to which the younger Son 
of the Crown of E^tg/and could prerend, by the Ufage and 
Cuftom of that Kingdom, when it was in the greateft Splen- 
dour ^ and all this, when there was not in view the leaft Reve- 
: nue to Support it, but that the whole Charse and Burthen of it 
muft inevitably fall upon Her ; of whicn her Majefty was 
quickly fenfible, and paid the penalty at leaft in the peace and 
quiet of her Mind 

The Duke was full of Spirit and Courage, and naturally 
lov'd defigns, and defir'd to engage himfelf in fome Adion 
that might improve and advance the low Condition of the 
King his Brother ; towards whom he had an inviolable Af- 
feftion and Fidelity, fuperior to any Temptation. He was 
not pleafed with the treatment he received in Frsmce, nor had 
confidence enough in any of his Servants, to be advifed by 
them towards the contriving any expedient that he might rea- 
fonably difpofe himfelf to, or to be diffwaded from any £n- 
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terptifc which bis own PailioD might fiiggeft to him ; thoagh 
too mtny had too much Credit with him io contributing to 
lus diicootents, and in reprefentiog the uncomfbrtablenels of 
his own Condition to him ; '^ the little regard the Queen ap- 
^pear'd to hare of him, (he luftre that fome of her Servan.s 
^ iir'd in, and thofe who depended upon them, whilft his 
^ Royal Highnefs wanted ail that was neceilary, and his Ser* 
" vanes were expofed to the moft fcandalous neceffities and 
^contempt; which fuggeftions, by degrees, began to abate 
that reverence in him to the Queen his Mother, to which he 
was very dutifully inclined. 

Thsrb were at that time two Pcrfons, who, thoueh 
wkhoot any relation to the Court, very much frequented the 
Duke's Lx>dgings, and had frequent ditcourfes with him, Sf 
EdmdrJ Hfrierty the late King's Attumey General fof whom ^ ^^tr4 
much is faid before) and S^ G^rgr 'Rttt^ttlff^ who had been de- Herbert'Ml 
fign'd by that King to attend upon the Duke of Tvrk into^^.G. Rat* 
Jnlamdy when he once thought of fending him thither. Buc^^'^''^*V| 
that defign being quickly laid afidc, there was no more thoughtf^'^lau 
of ufing his Service there. The Duke looked upon them * ~ 
both as Wife Men, and fit to give him advice : and finding 
that they both appKed themfelves to him with cliligence, ana 
addrets, he communicated his thoughts more freely to them 
than to any others. And they took pains to perfwade him to 
diflike the Condition he was in, and that he might fpend his 
time more to his advantage in fome other place than in 
FrjuKM. They fpoke often to him of the Duke of Iattmu^^ ^ ^. 
** as a pattern and example for all unfisrtunate Princes to fbl- 22*HnElt 
^ low : That he being, by the power and injufticeof theKing^^ ^^em 
^oi FrsMce^ driven out of his Principality and Dominions, ^/iWDiki^ 
**had, bv his own Virtue and Adkivity, put himfelf in the^^*"**" 
^ bead ot an Army ^ by which he made himfelf fo confiderabie^ 
^ that he was Courted by both the Crowns of Ffam$ and 
^Sfmm, and might make his Conditions with either accord- 
'^ ing to his own eledion j and in the mean time liv'd with 
*^ great Reputation, and in great Plenty, efteem'd by all the 
^ World for his Courage and Conduft. With thefe, and the 
like difcouries, the Duke was much pleaied, and amuied, and 
wiOi'd in himfelf that he could be put into fuch a Coodkiony 
when in truth there could not a more improper example bavo 
been propofed to him, whofe Condition was more unltke his, 
or whde Fortune and Manners he was lefs to with to follow, 
or left able to imitate. For the Duke of Lorrahti bad for |^ jy^^g ^ 
many years before his Misfortunes, had a great name in War, Lorraine'4 
and was looked unon as one of the gitetcft Captains of cM-- cktrtA^r. 
fitmi^m y and bad drawn the Armes and Power of FrdtM up* 
M biWy by his ioconftancy, and adhering to Sfakf, conuary 
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to his Tr^y and oUigfttion with the other Crown ; and when 
he was driven out of his own Country, and not able to de-> 
fend it, he was in the head of a vtry good Army, and poC> 
fefled of great wealth, which he carried with him, and could 
not bat be very welcooae, as he well knew, into Flswders, 
both as his Mistortune proceeded from his Afic&ion to their 
King, and as his Forces wereneceflBury for their defence. And 
fo be made fuch Conditions with them, as weremoft bene- 
ficial to himfelf, and yet, in the confequence, fo unfiiccefsful, 
as might well terrify all other Princes 'from treading in the 
faroefootfteps. 
TbiKjuih' With the report of the defeat of that Amiy by CromweB 
fuv'd »• in Sc9tkmi ( wbidi was the firft good fonune to the King ) or

genoc, without any ground, that the lUng war dangeroufly 
Sick t and fliortly after, that he was Dead ; which was be- 
liev'd in Ef^famd^ and from thenoe tranfmitted into Frmtce, 
This gave a new Alarm to thofe two Gentlemen mention^ 
before , w1k> rcoeiv'd this information from fuch Friends in 
E^lmdy that they dkl really believe itto betrue; and there- 
upon concluded, that both the place and the oompany would 
not befit for the new King to befound in : and therefore that 
it would be neceffiu-y for Um to remove from thence, before 
the report (bould be confirmed, and believ'd. 

Whethk^ji they imparted this nfce confideration to the 

Duke or not, his Higbnefs, without any Pre&ce of the Mo-

^' ney the next day;from which,neither theQuceo%advlce,nor 

Authority, could divert him. Her Majefty quickly diCo&nfd^ 

chat neither the Lord Bjfr^m, nor Sr jFste Biphify nor M*^ 

BnmH, his Secretary, knew any thing of it j and therefore 

eafily concluded who the Counsellors were ^ who were both 

very ungracious to her, and ihe had long done all (he could 

to leffisn the Duke's efteem of them. They well forefaw that 

the want of Money would be of that force, that, without any* 

. other difficulty, the Jdurney would be rendered impoffible. 

They had therefore, upon their own credit, or out of their 

pwoftore, procured as much as would defray the Journey to 
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Brwffibi which, by the Duke's direfiions, was put into the 
hands c/S' Geargf Raiclfffty and to be managed by his provi- 
dence and dilcrccion. And then he publickly declared his re- 
Ibhtioo CO bqgin his Journey the next day for BruJ/elf, leav- 
iag his ^nrants to make what ihift they could to ftay there, 
orfollow him. 

Since there was no remedy, the Queen thought it necet 
ktj that his chief Servants fhould wait on him, that (he might 
receive an Account what progrefs he made, and what his de- . 
fipi coold be : fo the Lord Bj^r&My and M' Bennet, made them- 
feWcs ready for the Journey j^S'yaitoBffrit/fjfchoofing to 
ftay behind, that he might not appear inferior where he had 
exeidfi^ the fuprenie Charge. And fo, with the other two 
Qxmfellors, and many of the inferior Servants, the Duke, 
according, to his refolution, left the Queen ; and, when he 
cime 10 BmfeiSy he lodged at the Houfe of S' Henry Je Vic 
theKii^s Refident, without being taken notice of by any of 
that Court. Inhere the two Counfellors begun to form his Fa- 
mily, and to confer Offices upon thofe who were moft accept- 
able to them ; prefuming that they ihould ihortly receive 
News from E^gUmdy which would confirm all that they 
had done under other Tkles. In the mean time the Govern- 
meBC of the Honie, and orderhig the expence, was commit- 
ted wholely to S' Gtwrge RMtclrgw^ whilft the other contented 
kimfidf with prefiding in the Councils, and dh-eAing all the 
politick defigns . The Duke of Larrame had vifited the Duke 
upon his firft Arrival, and being inibrm'd of the ftreights his 
Royal Highneffl was in, prefented him with one thoufand 
nftols. But now the fecret ground of aH their Coonfels 
was found to be without any reality : the Kmg was not only 
alive, and in good health, but known to be inthe head of an 
Army that looked CrmFoxU in the Face; whidi deftroy'dall 
the Machine tiiey had raiied : yer, being too far Embark'd 
to retire with any grace, and being encouraged by the civili*' 
ty tlie Duke of lArraine had (heurd towards the Duke, they 
Ittd the prefomption to propole that there might be a Marri- . 
age between the Duke of Tori and the Daughter of the Duke m /mCim^ 
c« Jjtfrmm by the Countefi cfcoKteeroy ; whom he had pub- fiiur^fn^ifi 
Hdtly Married, but which Marriage was declared at Rme tof.^^f^fr' 
be void, by reafon that his former Wife was ftiU alive. ^'^ '*• 

When theDukeof J>rrMf faw how the AflairsofthiSLorfainc'j 
vomg IMttce were conduced, and that the Lord Bfrom^ and x.)f«ri 
M' Bmsvf, who were Men well bred, and able to have dif- ^l>-«tf*'«> 
coorfed any bufinefi to him, one whereof was his Govemour 
and the other his Secretary, who by their Offices ought to be 
mott tnifted in an Affirir ofthat moment, were not at all ac- 
ijQainted with It, and that tfap other two Perfons, who were 

Mea 
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Men of a very unufual inieo, ippear'd in it, and thiiC only 
Sf Geerge Ratctiffe undertook to fpeak to him about it, who 
could only roakehioifelf underftood tn Latm^which the Duke 
cared not to fpeak in, he declin'd entertaining the motion, 
till he might know chat it was made with the King's apiMoba- 
tk>n : which the other did not pretend it to be, but ^^ that he 
^^ did not doubt it would be afterwards approved b^ his Ma- 
^^ jefty. Thus they were at the end of their projeds ; and 
tu Dukg thiere being no means to flay longer at Bruffils^ they perfwad* 
^ti km Si' ed the Duke to vifit his Sifter at die Hague j and there to con* 
HUeue. ^^^U and advife what was next to be done. 
^^' O F all thefe particulars the Queen complained to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, with great bitterne^ againft the folly 
and prefuroption of thofe two Gentlemen, whoie fidelity to 
the King (lie did not fufped ; nor could (he imagine the mo* 
tive that had engaged them in fuch a bold undertaking ; but 
(lie requited him, '* that aflbon as he (bould come into FAnv- 
^^Jersy he would make a Journey to theHfgnf, and prevail 
** with the Duke ( to whom (he writ to the fame purpoie) '^ to 
^^ return again to Fsris'^ which the Chancellor promifed to 
endeavour heartily to do, being exceedingly trouoled at the 
general diibourfe , which that Sally had adminifter'd , as iE 
there were aSchifm in the Royal Family in aieafon when fo 
much union was requifite. 

There was another inflance of the Kin|'s extreme low 

condition, and of the highelt difre(pcd the Court of Franct 

could exprefs towards him, and of whidi all the Proteftant 

Party of the Queen's Family complatn'd very vehemently. 

From the timeoi^ the Queen's being in France^ the late King 

bad appointed a Chaplain of his own, Dr Cofins^ who was aN 

terwards Bilhop of Durhamy to attend upon her Majefty for 

the conftant fervice of that part of her Hou(hold, the num« 

ber of her Proteftant Servants being much fuperior to thofe 

who were Roman Catholicks. And the Queen had alwavs 

pundually comply'd with the King's diredions, and u(ed tne 

Chaplain very gracioufly, and aflign'd him a competent fup* 

port with the reft of her Servanrs. An under Room in the 

lAuvrty out of any common pa(&ge, bad been adiga'd for 

their Morning and Evening Devotions; the Key whereof was 

committed to the Chaplain ; who caufed the Room to be de« 

cently furnifh'd, and kept ; being made u(e of to no other pur- 

DfCofint pofe. Here, when the Prince firftcame thither, and after- 

fwbiitt^fi ifif 2jis^ whilft heftay'd, he performed his Devotions all the 

it^/!//«ji Week, but went Sundays ftill to the Refident's Houfc to hear 

«6f ^MMii'/ Sermons. At this time an Order was fent from the Queen 

jiMiiij M Regent, '^ that that Room (hould be no more appl>M to that 

PArif. « purpole, and that the Fremb King would not permit the 

" Exercife 
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^ Exerdfe of any other Religion inany of his Houfes than the 
^ Roman Catholick : and the Queen gave notice to the Chap- 
lain ^that (he was no longer able to continue the payment 
^ of the Exhibition (he had formerly ailign'd to him. The 
IVoteAants, whereof many were of the beft Quality, lamented 
this Alteration to theChancellourofthe Exchequer; and de- 
fired him to intero^de with the Queen, which he had the 
more title to do, becaufe, at his going into Spam, (he ha4 
vouchfafed to promife him ( upon fome Rumours, of which 
betook notice} *^ that the tame Privil^e which had been, 
^ (hould ftill be continued, and enjov'd by the Proteftants of 
" her HouOioId ; and that (he would provide for the Chap- 
^ Iain's Subfiftence. Heprefum'd therefore to fpeak wich her The chdntd- 
Majefty upon it ; and belought her to confider, ^' what ill im- ^ ff*^ 
^^preffionthis new Order would itoake upon the Proteftants ^J^j^^ 
^ of all the King's Dominions ; upon whom he was chiefly to ^^ 
''depmd for his Reftoration ; and how much prejudice it 
'^ might be to her felf, to be looked upon as a greater Enemy 
*^ to Proteftants , than (he had been taken nocke of to be ; 
'^and likewile, whether this Order, which had been given 
'^ fioce the departure of the Dukeof Tbri^, might not be made 
^'ufe of as an excufefor his not returning, or indesd for his 
<< goine away at firft, fince the precife time when it iflucd, 
^ would not be generally underftood. The Queen heard him Tkt HmUt 
very gradoufly, and acknowledged ^' that what he faid had ^"/«^* 
^ reafon in it; but protefted that (he knew not what remedy 
^ to apply toit ; that (he had been her felf furprifed with that 
*^ Order, and was troubled at it; but that the Queen Regent 
*^ waspofitivein ir, and blamed her for want of Zeal in her 
^^ Religion ; and that Ihe cared not to advance it, or to con* 
^* vert any of her Children. She wilh'd him " to confer with 
'^ M' M^waMgue upon it ; and imply 'd, ^ that His bigotry in 
^ his new Relieion, had contributed much to the procuring 
^^thatOrde/ He had newly taken Orders, and was become 
Frieft in that Church, and had great power with the Queen 
Regent, as well for his Animofity againft that Religion he 
Had profefled, as for his vehement Zeal for the Church of 
which he now was. Upon this occafion, her Majefty exmref- 
fed a great fenfe of the lofs (he had fuftain'd by the death of 
her old Confeflbr , Father Fbilips ; who , (he faid, ^ was a 
^ prudent and dilcreet Man ; and would never fufler her to be 
^'preOed to any pa(fionate undertakings, under pretence c( 
^ doing good for (Jatholicks ; and always told her, that, as ihe 
"otudit to continue firm and conftant to her own Religion. 
'^ ib (be was to live well towards the Proteftants, who de(er v'd 
^ wdl from her, and to whom (he was beholding. She Jaid^ 
^k would not be pc^Eble to ba?e the fione or any other Room 
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^^ Ibt afidc, or allowed to be ufed as a Chapel ; but that (he 
<' would take fuoh courfe, that the Family might meet for the 
<< ExercUe of their DevQtioQ infome private Room that be- 
'^ long'd to their Lodgings : and that though her own Exhibit 
'^ tion was fo ill paid, that (he was indeb^ to all her Ser- 
'^ vaots, yetfhe would give order that DoAor CBfins ( againft 
^^ whom (he had (bme perfonal exceptions ) (houLd receive his 
^' Salary, In proportion with the rcltof her Servants. She bid 
him ^^ afliire theX>uke ofT^rk, that he (hould have a free Ez« 
'^ ercife of his Religion, as he bad before, though it muft not 
*^ be in the (ame pkce. 
TbtchsmtK The Chancetlor conferr'd with M' IfyimtMgite upon die 
Urfnftn ^ubjeA ^ and ofier'd the fame rea(bns which he bad done to 
witb Mr jjjg Queen ; which he looked upon as of no moment ; but 
gue"«15wiif/^*^> "that the King of Fnfmr^ was Mailer in his own Houfe^ 
'^'and he wasrefolv'd, though the King of Emi^^mm/ himfelf 
^' (hould come thither again, never to permit any folemnex- 
<^ ercife of the Proteftanc Religion in any Houfe of his. The 
coniideration of what the Proteftants in Effgland might think 
on this occafion, was of leaft moment to him ; and it was in- 
deed the Comraondi(courfe there, ^' that the Proteftants of the 
'^ Churchof£»|fArsr^ could never do the King Service, but that 
<' all his hopea muft be in the Roman Catholicks , and the 
<^ Presbyterians ; and that he ought to give all falisSikftioii 
" to both thofe Parties. 

W HE N the Chaancellor of the Exchequer came to.^^^iifturf:^, 
with a purpofe to make a Journey fpeeclily to the Hd^it^ he 
was inform d, ^4hat the States were muchofiended that the 
*^ Duke of T&rk remain'd there ; and therefore that the Pr inceTs 
'^ Royal ( who now more depended upon their fiivour than 
ever^ her own Jovnture, as well as the fortune of her Son, 
being to befettled in their Judicatory ) ^' could no longer en- 
'^ tertaio him, but that he would be ^ next day at Breda. 
^^e^'^k' Thither the Chanorilor immediately went ; and found the 
T)^T ^^^ ^^^^ ^^^ ^ Family in all theconfufion imaginable, in 
ToHc M prefcnt want of every thing, and not knowine what was to be 
Breda ; t^ni done tiext. Thev all ceafiir'd and rq;)roach'd the Counfel by 
tht flaunt whkhthey had been guided, aodtheCouofelbrs aa Utterly 
fJ^htiHlie' inveigh'd againft eath other , for undertaking many things 
^*^ ' which had no foundation in truth. They wIk) concurr'd in 
ootluQg el(e, were eaually fevere againft the Atturaey, as a 
Man of that intolerable |>ride that it was not poflBble m any 
Man to converfe with him. He as frankly reproaoh'd thenl 
all with being Men of no parts, of no undemanding , nor 
learning, no principles, and norefi>lution,^aadwasib juft to 
dbcm all, as to contemn every Man of them alike. In tnith 
hebadrender'dhimielfidgriavoustochem.ail, tliat there was 

so 
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no Mtn who dcfired to be in his Company ; yet, by the 
knacks his talk, which was the moft like reafon without be- 
ing it, heretain'd ftill too much credit with the Duke; who, 
being amufed aud confounded with hiB pofitive difcourfe, 
thought him to be wifer than thole who were more eidSly 
mderftood ; and was himfelf To young, that he Was rather 
delighted with the Journeys he had made, than fenfible that 
he bad not enter'd upon them with reafon enough; and was 
fortified with a firm refolution never to acknowtedge that he^ 
had committed any error. However, he was very elad to re- 
ceive the Queen's Letter, which the Chancellor delivered to 
him ; heardhis advice very willingly, and refelv'd to begin his 
Joorney to VmHs without any delay ; and looked upon the oc* 
cafioo, as a very feafonable redemption. The next day he 
went to Aa$wrfy and from thence, with the fame retinue he 
lad carried with him, made haft to Fmrk^ and was received by 
the Queen his Mother without thofe expoftulatlons and repre* Tht THikg 
henfions which he might reafonably have expefted; though ^^' '*. 
her feverky was the fame towards all thofe, who, (he thought, ^m^ ' 
had had the credit and power to feduce him ; and they were 
not follicitous, by any Apologies or Confeffion, to recover her 
favoar : for the true reaion that had fwayed them being not to 
beavow'd, any other that they could devife and fuggeft, would 
have rendered them more inexcufable. 

During this time, the King underwent all kind of Mor- t^ Ki*^'' 
tificaions in Scdtlsmd. But after the defeat of the ScHiJb Ar- ^'^^ ^ 
my in Sefifmiery with which the King and CtMnpeB were^^ 
equally delighted, as hath been iafd before, the Marquis of 
Affjii^ Empire feem'd not to be fo abfolute. A new Army 
was appointed to beraifedj theKing himfelf interpofed more 
thafi ne hod done \ and the Noblemen and Officers came to 
him wkh more Confidence \ and his Majefty took upon him 
CO oomi^atn and expoftulate , when thole things were done 
which he did not like : Yet the Power was ftill in ArgjWt 
handt; who, under all the profeflions of Humility, exercMed 
ftill the &me Tyranny ; lofomuch as the King grew weary of 
Us own Patience, and refolved to make fonoe attempt to free 
himfelf Dr Wraxier , who had been the King's Phyfician 
many years before, and had conftantly attended upon hrs Per-* 
Ion, and very much contributed to the King's Jotfrney into 
Se^flsmdj was, (hortly after his commg thither, difliked by Ar^ 
gfk'^ who knew that he was a Creature of the Hami/fonumf^ 
and found him 10 be of an unouiet and over-adive Sprit ; 
and thereupon fequeftered him from bis Attendance. There ' 
were many Officers who bad ferved in Duke Hami&^'s En- 
gagement as MMIefim^ and others, who had very entire Af-> 
^jocis for the King) and many of them had correfponded with 
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Mmminfij and refolv'dtohave joyn'd with him; and finding 
themfelves excluded, asallofchemwere, from any Employ- 
ment by the Power of Argjk^ had retired into the High- 
landSy and remained there concealed in expedation of fome 

!{ood Seafon, in which they might avowedly appear. With 
oroe of thefe D' Fraxier had held correfpondence whilft he 
was in the Court, and had often fpoken to the King of their 
AfieAion, andreadinefa tofervehim, and of their power to 
do it, and had returned his Majefty's gracious Acceptation of 
their Service, and his Refoludon to employ them. And now 
not being bimfelf fufi^r'd to come to the Court, he found 
means to meet and confer with many of them ^ and held In- 
telligence with the hot A Laiaker dak y who had always great 
confidence in him ; and the Officers undertaking to do more 
than they could,- or the Dodtor underftanding them to under- 
take more than cheydid ( for his Fidelity was never fufped- 
ed ) he gave the King fuch an Account of their Ntunbers, as 
well as Refolutions, that his Majefty appointed a day for 
their Rendezvous, and promifed to be prefent with them, and 
then to publifii a Declaration ( which was likewife prepared ) 
of the ill treatment he had endured, and againft tne Perfon 
of Argjk ; to whom the Duke of Bnckk^hsm gave himfelf 
wholely up, and^ imparted to him all this correfpondence , 
having found fome of the Letters which had palled, by the 
Kinei's having left his Cabinet open ; for he was not at ail 
trulted in it. 
TW Kin But Argyk did not think the time fo near ; fo that the 
mitUrmn King did profecute this purpofe fo far, that he roide one day, 
^Xjmb ^^^^ * dozen or twenty Horfe , into the High-lands, and 
Juthwm lodged there one night; neither the Marquis oi Argb^ nor 
tOU tb4 any Body elfe , knowing what was become of him ^ which 
Sure. puc them all into great diflradion. It was indeed a very 
empty and unprepared defign, contriv'd and condufted by Dr 
FrszteTj without any foundation to build upon ; and might 
well have ruin'd the King. It was afterwards call'd die Start ; 
yet it proved, contrary to the ezpedadon of Wife Men, ver/ 
iMt upih- much to his Majefly's advantage. For though he was com- 
fi^^^jf pell'd the next day to return, with a drcumftance that feemed 
mta^'dn. ^^ ^^^^ fomewhat of force in it ( for as the Company he 
looked for failed to appear, fo there was a Troop of Horie^ 
TUKsH which he looked not for, fentby.^i^i!r, who ufed very ef- 
h^§r mid fe^u^d inftance with him to return ) yet xiotwithftandine, this 
hArgjU. Dedararion of his Majefty's refentment, together with theob- 
u tJ^uJ fervation of what the People generally fpoke upon it, '^ that 
wmtjtm' « the King was not treated as he ought to be, made the Mar- 
•MM'iiii iWqQJ3 Q£j§fgjl0 change his Couniels, and to be more follidtous 
'^'^"'^tofaCisfytheKing. A Summons was fent out, in die King's 

name. 
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name, to call a Parliament ; and great preparations v^ere really 
made for the Coronation ; and the Seafon of the year, againft 
wkkh Cr9mmdl was fecuring himfclf in EiemUrouib , and 
soaking Provifions for his Army, the Winter coming on, and 
^ ftrong Pafles which were eafy then to be guarded hindred 
rhe Enemies advance : (o that the King reCded, ibmettmes at 
StnUmg , and fometimca at Sc Jolmff0m% with convenience 
enoogh. The Parliament met at Stirlmgy and flx>rt]y after ,^^^, 
brought all the Lords of the other Party thither, who appeared sterling, 
to have aedit enough to wipe off thofeftains with which tbesnttrtci^ 
Engagement had defaced them , yecwith fubmiflion to ftand'*^''^'* 
publiddy in the Stool of Repentance, acknowlcMgiDg their ^'"^^ 
former Tranigreflioos ; as they all did. 

DuK£ Hamhon and Lautberdah were welcome to the 
King, and neareft his Confidence ; which neither the Duke 
dlBmckmgbamy who had caft off their Friendihtp as unufefo], 
flor the Marquif of Argfh , were pleafed with. The King 
Umfelf grew very Popular, and, by his frequent conferences 
with the Knights ancf BurgeSes, got any thing pafled in the 
Pirliamenc which he defired. Hecaufcd many infamous AGiSjtnjirm^ 
toberepeaTd, and provided fortheraifingan Army, where- fw/u, «f 
of himfeif was General; and no exceptions were taken toi;^ ^^ 
thole Officers who had formerly ferv'd the King his Father. ^ j' 

Thk Coronation was pailed wiih great Solemnity andrwc<r«iM- 
Magnificence, all Men roakingfliewof Joy, and of being uni«t*w. 
ted to ferve Us Majefty : yet the Marquis of Argjb prdTerv'd 
Us greatncls and tntereft fo well, and was ftiil fo conbderable, 
that it was thought very expedient to raife an imagination in 
lum,dut the King had a purpofe to Marrv one of his Daugh* 
ters; which was carried fo far, that the King could no other- 
wife defend liimfelf from it, than by fending an Exprefs into 
WrmK$ for the Qaeen his Mother s oonfent { which feemed 
not to be doubted of ) and to that purpofe Captain 7»m, a 
Perfon gratefol to ArfjU^ and to all the Presbyterian Party, 
was (ent ^ who, finding the Queen lefs warm upon the Propo- 
fition than was expeded, made Icfi haft back } fo that the 
Fate of Sc§iUnd was firft determin*d . 

The King's Army was as well modelled, and in as good a 
Condition as it was like to be whilft he ftayed in Scdtlaud. 
By that time that OrvmwtU was ready to take the Field, his 
Majefty was perfwaded to make DmridLtJky his Lieutenant 
General of the Army ; who had very long experience, and 
a very good Namein War ^ and Mddbtam Commanded the 
Horie. The Artillery was in very good order under the 
Command of Wemmes , who had not the worfe Reputation 
there for having been ungratefol to the King's Father. He 
was a oMfefled good Officer i aud there were, oroould be^ 

very 
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very few Officers of any (uperior Commftiid, but fiich who 
bad drawn their Swords againft his late Majefty ; oooft of 
tbofe' who badfcrv'd untier theMarquuof JUmhUt^, hav- 
ing been put to death. Many of the greateft Noblemen had 
raifed RegimeticS) or Troops ^ and all the young Gentletnen 
of the Kingdom appeared very hearty and chearfol in Com- 
mands, or Voluntiers : and> in ail appearance, they feem'd a' 
Body equal in any reipeft^ and fiiperior in Number, to the 
Enemy; whkh advanced all they could, and made it mani* 
Cfomwell feft that they defir'd nothing more than to come lo Battle ; 
''tflTw ^^^^ ^"^ "^ thought CounfeHable for the King's Army to 
^^,'^^. engage in, except upon very notable Advantages; which 
M/. they had reafon every day to exped ; for there was a very 

broad and a deep River beiweea them ; and if they kept the 
PaSes, of which they were poflefled, and could hardly choofe 
but keep, CromvM muft in a very few days want Provifidns, 
and fo be forced to retire, whilft the King had plenty of all 
things which he ftood in need of, and could, by the advan- 
tage of the Fades, be in his Rere aflbon as he thought fit. 
Bff&urMitf In this pdObure both Armies ftood in view of each other 
M4f 94th netr the two Months of j^ and 3^, with ibme fmall at- 
^MMktl^ tempts upon- each other, with equal SuoDefi. About the end 
Tune Mi ^^P^Jy ^7 ^ cowaidife or treachery of Major General Brvwm^ 
July. who had a body offourthoufand Men to keep it, Crmmdt^ 
Forces under Ljmhert gain'd the Paft , by which they got 
Cromwell behind the King ; and though they could not compel hisMa- 
^4i»/«P4/i,jefty CO fight, for diere was ftill the great River between 
Af^^X'**" ^^'^^ *^y '''^^^ poflcfled, or mkhr quickly be, of tfaemoft 
j^.f. fruitful part of the Country ; and (o would not only have fufiS- 
dent Provifion for their own Army, but in a (horc time would 
be able to cut offmuch of that which Ihouki&ipply the King's. 
This was a great fivprife to the King, and put him into new 
Counfels ; and he did, with the unanimous Advice of aimoft 
all the principal Officers, and all thofe who were admitted 
to the Council, take a refolution worthy of his Courage ; 
which, how tinfortunate fi>ever it prov'd, was evidence enough 
that the fame misfonune would have fiUlen out if he had not 
taken it. 

T H B King was now, bv CrvmmWB putting himfelf behind 
him,, much nearer to AgAsW than He : nor was it poffible 
fi^r him to overtake Ms Atejiefty, ia regard of the wsm he was 
unavoidably to pais, till aiter the King had been iome daya 
march before him : his Majefty's &te depended upon the Sue- 
ce6of one Battle : for a poffible Efeape into the High-lands, 
after a Defear« there was BO Kingly proipeft; all the Noffihem 
parts of EMgimid had given faim caofe oo believe that they 
were very well aflbOed tohisServke,. aad if he oould reach 

chofe 
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thofe Countries , be might preranse to enofeafe his Arm]r, 
which wasDumerouscDOugh, widianAddicion of fiioh Men 
aa would nuke it much more cooiiderable. Hefeupon, wkh ng i^i^ 
the concurrence aforefaid , it was reiblVd that the Army refiivM /# 
fliOQld immediately aiarcb, with as much Expedition as was""^^'**^ 
poffible, into Ea^iW, by the neareE ways, which kd imo^''^'*^' 
Lawaifbirey whither t)K King fent ExpreOes to give thofe, of 
whom tie expeded mtich ( by reaftm lome of them had been ' 
in Scttlsad with him, with promife of large undertakings ) 
notice of his purpofe, that they might get their Soldiers toge* 
ther to receive htm. His Majefty ftnt likewife an £xpre6 
to the Ukof /taPy where the l^lof Deriy had fecorely re- 
pofed himfelf from the end of the former War, '^ that he llxmld 
''meet his Majefty in Lmc^ire. The Marquis of Argften^yi^Mk 
was the only Man who diSwaded his Maiefty s march intoif Argyio 
EMglsmdy with reafons which were not frivolous ^ but the con- ^jfi^^ r 
trary prevailed ; and he ftayed behind ; and, when the King^^J^^ 
begun his anarch, retired to his Houfe in theHigh*Iands;tX^,i[!!4 
Some were of opinion^ that he (houU then have b^n tsojicntirJ uiik, 
Piiibfier, and left fo fecured that he might not be able to do "W** 
mi(cfaief when the King was gone, which moft Men beUev'd 
he would incline to. But his Majefty would not oonfent to 
it, hecattfe he was confklept '^ he would tiot attempt any thing 
^ while the Army was entire : if it prevailed , he neither 
*^ would, nor could do any harm ; and if it were defeatec^ iC 
^ would be no great matter what he did. 

Though CtrnmiU was not frequently without £ood In- 
telligence what was done in the King's Aimy, and Uouncils, 
yet this laft refolutk>n was confuted with fo great feae- 
cj^ and executed vrith that wonderfol exjieditkMi , that the 
Kiflg had marched a whole day without his comprehending 
what the meaning was, and before he receiv 'd the leaft ad* 
vertifement of it. It was not a fmall furprife to him, nor was Crom-' 
it eafy for him to refolve what to do. If he (hould follow ]^''V' ^j. 
with bis whole Army, all the Advantages hehad|otto Sc^t-^p^l^,^ 
Uadj would be prefemly loft, and the whole ^Kingdom h^ttmikmu 
again united in any new miiichief. If be foUowed but with 
part, he might be too weak when he overtook the Kiog ; 
whoife Army, he knew, would bear the fatigue of a long march 
bener than His could do. There w^re two confideratioM 
which troubled him exceedingly ; (he one, the terrible con- 
fiemation he forefa w the Parliament would be in, when they ^ 
heard that the King with his Army was nearer to them, than 
their own Army was for their defence ; and he knew that he 
bad Fjiftnrs enough to improve their fear, and to kflfen his 
Conduft: the other was, the Apprehenfion, that, if the King 
had tfane gtveo to reft in any pbce, he would infinitely en- 
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cretfeandftrengdienhis Armyby therefortofthe People, aa 
well as the Gentry and Nobility, from all paru. And though 
be did fo much undervalue the 5i0if^ Army, that he would 
have been glad to have found himfelf engaged with it, upon 
any inequality of Numbers, and difadvaatage of ground, yec 
he did believe, that, by a good mixture with EMgii/b^ they 
might be made veryconfiderable. He took a vtty quick re- 
folntion to provide for all the heft he could : he dispatched an 
Exprefs to the Parliament , to preveut their being furprifed 
with the News ; and to aflure them, ^^ that he would himfelf 
^overtake the Enemy before they fliould give them any trou- 
^^ ble J and gave fuch farther Orders for drawing the Auxiliary 
Troops together in the feveral Counties, as he thought fit. 
^igrt H B gave LiomiertOrdtTj ^^ immediately to follow the Kii^ 

Limbert '^ with feven or eight hundred Horfe, and to draw as many 
t^fitumtbt (c others, as he could, from the Country Militia; and to di- 
^ggj'^^^fturbhis Majcfty's march the moft he could, by being near, 
y^fi^ ^^ and obliging him to march clofe ^ not engaging his own 
*' Party in anyibarp Adions, without a very notorious advan- 
^* tage ; but to keep himfelf entire till heifaould come up to 
*^ him. With this Order Lamiert marched away the lame 
day the Advertifement came. 
UMvti Cromwell refolv'd then to leave Major General Mntk^ 

Monk i» upon whom he look'd with moft confidence, as an excellent 
scotlaaA Officer of Foot, and as entirely devoted to him, with a ftrong 
Party of Foot, and feme Troops of Horfe, ftrong enough to 
fuppreftany Forces which (bould rife after his departure, ^' to 
^^Kecp Edemtanrngh:^ and the Harbour of Ueth 9 to furprife 
^^ and apprehend as many of the Nobility, and confiderable 
^ Gentry, as be (hould iufped, and keep them under cufto- 
^' dy ; to ufe the higheft feverity againft all who oppofed him ; 
^^ and, above all, not to endure or permit the Licence of tlie 
^^ Preachers in their Pulpits ^ and to make himfelf as formid- 
^' able as was poffible : in the laft place, that, aflbon as there 
^^ appeared no vifible force in the Field, he (hould befiege Sier- 
^/m-y whither moft Perfons of condition were retired with 
their Goods of Value, as to a place of ftrength, and capable 
of being defended; where the-Records of the Kingdom, and 
many other things of moft account were depofited ; it being 
the place where the King had, for the moft part, refided. He 
charged him , ^* if at St Jehtfft<m\ or any other place, be 
^foundaftObborn refiftance, and were forced to fpend much 
^^ time, or to take it by Storm, that he (hould give no Quar«- 
'^ ter, nor exempt it from a general Plunder ; all which Rules 
Mmk obferv'd* with the utmoft rigour ; and made himfelf as 
terrible as Man could be. 
When CrraoprZf had difpatch'd all tbefeO^dm and Dhfe- 
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QmxdMj with manrellous Expedition, and feco moft of them 
fltfivaoced in fome degree, he begun his own March with the 
remainder of his Army, three days after the King was ^one^ ^AmifUimt 
with a wonderAil chearfulnefs, and afliirance to the Officers f^^K^s 
and Soldiers, that hefliouid obtain a full Vidbory in EHghmd^l^ ^^* 
oyer chofe who fled from him out of Sc9tlmii. *'*^* 

The King had, from the time that he had recavet'd any 
Authority in Scot/ami, granted a Gommiffion to the Duke of 
Bmckmgbam^ to raife a Regiment of Horle which Majfiy watf' , 
to command under hfm, and to raife another Regiment of 
Foot. And the 'BMg^b which (hould refort thither, of which 
they expeA«i great Numbers, were to Lift themfelves in 
thofe Regiments. And there were (bme who had Lifted them- 
feires accordingly ; but the difctpline ih&Sc^s had ufed tothe 
King, and their adhering to (heir oid Principles, even after 
ihey feem'd united for his Majefty, had kept the King's friends 
to Engi^ttfd from repairing to them in Scotland. They who 
came trom Miami with the King, had difpofed themfelves as 
is faid before, and there was little doubt bat that, aflbon as 
the King fhould enter Emg/anJ, thofe two Regiments. would 
be immediately full. The Duke of Bttckixrgimm bad loft much 
ground ( and the more becaufe the King was not pleaied with 
it) by his having broken oflFall manner of Friendlhip with 
Duke lUmiUom, and the Earl of Lamhtrdale ( to whom he 
bad profefled fo much ) and had entePd into fo faft a conjun- 
fiioQ with the Marquis of Argyle^ their declared irreconcil- 
able Enemy, and adhered fo firmly to him, when he was lefs 
dutiful to the King than he ought to have been. MaJJey had 

fotagreat Name by his defending GhceBer againft the late 
ling, andwaslook'd upon as a Martyr for the Presbyterian 
Imereft, and fo very dear to that Party j and therefore, af- 
Ibon as they came within the borders of Englaniy he was 
iient with fome Troops before, and was always to march at uutkyf^ 
feaft a day before the Army, to the end that he might give J*?*^ 
nixice of the King's coming, and draw the Gentry oAhej^*]!^ 
Counties throueh which he pmd, to be ready to attend upon ^' 
his Majefty. Befides , he had particular acquaintance with 
mofl ofthe Presbyterians dlljmii^nre ^ whom no Body ima* 
gin'd to be of the SM^ temper, or unwilling to unite and joyn 
with the Royal Party ; nor indeed were they. 

B u T it was fatal at that time to all Sc^t'tjb Armies, to have jic^immtuk 
always in theiii a Committee of Minifters, who ruin'd all:a/MMf/«r# 
and though there had been now all the care taken that could *» *^^^ 
be, to choofe fiich Meii for that Service as had the reputation ;;J|^^ 
ofbeing the moft Sober, and Moderate of that whole Body, 
and who had thew'd more AfteAion, and advanced the King's 
more than the reftj yet this moderate People nd 
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foooer heard that Maffiy was fent before to call upon rbeir 
Friends, and obferv'd that, from the entrance into EmgUmd^ 
thofe abog( the King feem'd to have left regard for the Co- 
venant than formerly, but they fent anExprefs tohim, with* 
out compiunicating it in the lead degree with the King, with 
Letters, and a Declaration, wherein they requir'd him ^'ta. 
^' publi(h that Declaration, which fignified the King's^ and the 
'^ whole Army's Zeal for the Covenant, and their Refolution 
*' to prbfecuce the true intent of itj and forbid hioi ^'torc- 
c^ceiveor entertain any Soldiers in his Troops, but thofc 
^' who would fubfcribe that obligation. The King had foon 
notice of this, and loft no time in fending toMm^tf ^^ not to 
^' pabliQi any fuch Declaration, and to behave himfelf with 
^^ equal dviUty towards all Men who were forward toferve 
*' his Majefty. But before this inhibition was recetv'd, the 
matter had taken Ahip all places, and was fpread over the 
Kingdom } all Men fled frpm their Houfes , or concealed 
themlelves , who willied the King very well ^ and belides , 
his Motion was (b quick, that none of them could repair to 
him. 
7%«f4r/t/ In LoMcq/bire the EarloflVrih^methim; who, aflbon as 
Derb)r mti he received his Summons, left the Ifle of Idsm, When the 
^^^/* King's Army came about Wkrrh^^m in (A^bsrt^ they found, 
'*' that there was a Body of the Enemy drawn up in a fair Field, 
which did not appear confiderable enough to ftop their march. 
Limberc This wasZ^MMr^; who had made fo much haft, that he had 
ftiums^ kn' that day fallen upon fome of their Troops, and beaten them 
«/«rcfi H into the Army f but when the Army came up, Lamhert^ ao- 
^*^** cording to his Order and purpofe, retir'd) and , being pur* 
fued by the King's Horfe witn a greater party, made more 
haft than a well ordered retreat requires, but with no conG- 
derable lofs. This Saccefi made a great nolle, as if Jjimiert 
had been defeated. 
ut War- A T Wut'tHffim it was thought Counfellable, very unfor- 
rineton tuaately, that the Earl of Bnbj^ with the Lord Wttbrmgftm^ 
thi hri •/ and feveral other Ofiicers of good Name, fliould return into 
f^J^J,^^' LoMca/bfre^ in order to raife the well aflfeaed in thofe two 
j^,4iiiii Counties of Zamca/bire ^nd cbe/hire; who could not come in 
ftmuLzn-upon foquick a march, as the King had made: and yet ic 
cafliirewiMr being out of the road that Cromwell was to follow, who was 
n^TJf^'cnter'dinto Torkjhm, the remaining of thofe Perfons there, 
ivtJ^ was thought a good Expedient to gather a Body of Ef^/i/b^ 
which the King extremely defir'd ; and if they found any 
great difficulties, they were to follow the Army. In order to 
which, the Earl had a Body of near two hundred Horfe, con- 
fiding, for the moft part, of Officers, and Gentlemen ; which 
deprived the Army of a Rrength they wanted i and was af- 
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terwards acknowledged co be a CottDfe] coo fiiddaihly en* 
ter'd open. 

Upon appearance of that Body of Ijmkrt\ the whole 
Army was drawn up, and appcar'd very chearful. The King 
hiring obferv'd D^nnd Lefley^ throughout the whole march, 
&d and melancholy, and, at that time When the Enemy re- 
lirM, and plainly in a quicker pace than a good Retreat ufed 
to be made, flow in giving Orders, and rending by himfelf, 
his Majefty rode up to him, and asked him, with great alacrity, 
^ how he could be fad, when he was in the Head of fo brave 
^*an Army? (which he faid look'd well that day) and de- 
manded of him, "How he liked them ? To which IXrw</payM Ltf- 
L^by anfwer'd him in his Ear, being at fome diftance ftoirr^^jj^^ 
any other, ** that he was melancholy indeed, for he well kdeWfi^t \_ 
**that Armvj how well foever it look'd, would not Fight :^i»/. 
which the Ring impotedto the chagrin of his Humour, and 
gave it no Credit, nor told it to any Man, tiU fome years af- 
ter, upon another occafioa which will be rennember'd in if s 
place, h& told the Chancellor of the Eischeouer of it. 

It was not thought fit topurfue Lsmiirt ; whoi, being 
known to be a Man of Courage and ConduA, and his Troops 
to be of the beft, was fufpeded, by fo diforderly a Retreat, 
to have only defign'd to have d^awn the Army another way, 
to dtibrder and difturb their march ; which tney refolv'd to 
continue with the fame Expedition they had hitherto ufed, 
which was incredible; until they fliould come to foch a Poft 
as^ they might fecureiy reft themfelves. And there was an 
imagination, that they might have continu'd it even to Zmt- 
ins; which would have produced wonderful Eftefts. But 
they quickly feund that to be impoffible, and that both Horfe 
and Foot grew fo weary, that they muft have reft : The wea- 
ther was exceedingly hot ; the maith having been bc^n near 
the beginning of Aifgnft ; fo that if they had not fome reft 
before an Enemy appK>ach'd them, how willing foever they 
mWit be, they oould not be able to Fight. 

There was a final! Oarrifon in Sbr&wsbmjQiMkmvaAed 
by a Gentleman^ who, ic was thought, might be prevailed 
with to give it up to the King ; but his Mai^ fending to 
him, he retum'd a rude denial : So that his Majefty'sEye was n» Kit 
upon Wwcefier^^ that was fo little out of his way to !>«*», ^•^ . 
that the going thither would not rtuch retard the march, if ,5^*^"' 
they found the Army able to continue it. Mrcfjhr had al- ^ 
ways Ixen a place very well afiefted ha ic felf, and moft of the 
Gentfemen of that County had been engaged for ilheKing in 
the former War, and the Ctty Was thd laft that hid Surrendered 
totheParliariienc, of alk thofe which had' been Garrifon'd' for 
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GarrifoQ from that time bad been kept there ; the SberiC 
and Jullices, and Committees, haying had power enough lo 
defend it againft any malignity of the Town, or Gounty ; and 
at this time, all the principal Gentry of that County had been 
Tbi King feiz'd upon, and were now Prifoners there. Thither the King 
m^ehet u came with his Army even aObon as they had be4rd th;it he 
jvorcefter. ^^ j^ Effgiand : whereupon the Committee, and all thofe 
who were imploy'd by the Parliament, fled in all the confulion 
imaginable, leavine their Prifoners behind them , left they 
themfelves (hould becoAae Prifoners to them ; and the City 
open'd their Gates, and receiv'd the King, with all the de- 
'monftration of ASeftion and Duty that could be exprefled ; 
and made fuch provifion for the Army, that it wanted no- 
thing it could defirc ^ the Mayor taking care for ithe prefent 
provifion of Shooes and Stockings, the want whereof, in lb 
long a march, was very apparent and grievous. The prin- 
cipal Perfons of the Country found themlelves at liberty j 
and They, and the Mayor and Aldermen, with all the So- 
lemnity they could prei^re, attended the Herald, whq pro- 
wbgrtbtis diaim'd the Kinz, as he had done, in more haft, and with lels 
fndMMHd. Formality, in all thofe confiderable Towns through which his 
Majefty nad pafled. 

The Army liked their Quarters here fo well, that neither 
Officer, nor Soldier was in any degree willing to quit them, 
till they Ihould be throughly refremed : And it could not be 
deny'd that the fatigue had been even infupportable ^ never 
had ib many hundred Miles been marched in lo few days, and 
with fo little reft ; nor did it in truth appear rea(bnab}e to 
any that they (hould remove from thence, fince it was not 
pofliblc that they fliould be able to reach Ijmdim^ though it 
had been better prepar'd for the King s reception than it ap- 
pear'd to be, berore Cromwell would be there : who, having 
with great haft continu'd his march in a diredl Line, was now 
as near to it as the King's Army was, and ftood only at a 
gaze to be inform'd what his Majefty meant to do. IV^rcefler 
was a very good Poft, feared almoft in the middle of the 
Kingdom, and in as fruitful a Country as any part of it ; a 
good City, ferv'd by the noble River of Severn from all the 
adjacent Counties; {Tales behind ir, from whence Levies 
inight be made of great Numbers of ftout Men : It was a 
place where the King's Friends might repair, if they had the 
Aftc&iotis they pretended to have ; and it was a place where 
he might dc^fend himielf, if the Enemy would attack him, 
with many advantages, and could not be compell'd to engage 
his Army in a Battle;, till OotmueB had gotten Men enough 
to encompafs him on all fides : And then the Kine might 
chopfe on which fide to Fight, (ince the Enemy muft be on 

t>oth 
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both fides the River, and could not come fuddainly to relieve 
each other, and the ftratcning the King to this degree would 
require much time ; in which there might be an opportunitjf 
for feveral Infurredions in the Kingdom, if they were fo 
weuy of the prefent Tyranny, and fo folHcitous to be reftor*d 
ID die King's Government, as they were concetv'd to be: 
For no Body could ever hope for a more fecare (eafon to ma- 
nifeft their Loyalty, than when the King was in the heart of 
the Kingdom, with a form'd Army of about fifteen thonfand 
Men, Horfe, and Foot*^ ( for fo they might be accounted to 
be) with which he might relieve thofe who were in danger 
to be opprefled by a more powerful Party. Thefe confidera- 
cioos pitxluced the Refolution to provide, in the beft man- 
ner, to ezped CrammU there; and a hope that he might be 
dela]rM by other diver6oos: And there was like to be time 
enough to caft up (xKii Works upon the Hill before the Town, 
u might keep the Enemy at a diftance, and their own Quar- 
ters from being fuddainly ftreighten'd : All which were recom- 
mended to General UJby to take care of, and to take Aich a 
perfedt view of the Ground, that no advantage might be 1^ t: 
when tlie time requir'd it. . 

The firfl ill Omen that happened, was the News of the 
Meat of ihe Earl of Dtrkyj and the total deftruAion o^ thofe r/ / 
gallant Perfons who accompanied him. The Earl of Dfrfy^ rfiM. 
withiatwo or three days after he had left the King, with a 
Body of near two hundred Horfe, all gallant Men, imploy'd 
his Servants, and Tenants, to give the Country notice of his 
fbytng behind the King, to Head and Command thofe Perfons 
who (bould repair to his fervice; which the quick march his 
Majefty made through the Country would not permit them 
to do. In expedation of agood appearance of the People, he 
went to a little Market Town, call'd Wigsm in Lancajhire^ 
where he (laid that Night ^ when in the Morning a Regi- 
ment or two of the Mincia of the Neighbour Counties, and 
ibme other Troops of the Army, Commanded by a Man of 
Courage, whom Cr^mwM had fent to follow in the track of 
the King's march, to gather up theStraglers, and fuch as were 
not able to keep pace with the Army, having received fome 
Advertifement that a Troop of the King's Horfe were behind 
the Army In that Town, fell very early into it, before the 
Perfons in the Town were out of their Beds, having aflurance, 
upon all the enquiry they could make, that there was no Ene- 
my near them. Nor indeed was there anyfufpicion of thofe 
Forces, whkh •oonfifted of the feveral Troops of the feveral 
Counties with others of the Army, and palled that way by 
aoddeitt. As many as could get to their Horfes, prefently 
Mounted j they who could not, put themfclves together on 
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Poot, tnd all endeavour'd to keep che Enemy froiD eatring into 
the Town ^ $nd the few who were got on Horfeback, Charg'd 
them with great Courage. But the Number of the Enemy 
was too great, and the Town too open, to put a flop to them 
In any one placed when they could enter ac fo many, and 
encoropafs tbofe who oppoied them. The Earl dtDtrtj^ after 
his Horfe had been kill'd under him^ made a fliift to mount 
again ; and fo, with a fmall Party of Horfe, through many 
dieSculties and dangers, eicaped wounded to che King to 

The Lord WHbrmgf&Hy after he had recei v'd many wounds, 

rh$ Urd ^^ given as many, and merited his death by the vengeance 

widiring- hctook upon thofe who afiaulted him, was kill'd upon che 

too kiiCd place ; and fo was S' Tbonuft TiUkJby^ and many other gal* 

■^ '*• lant Gentlemen, very few efcaping to carry News of chede- 

' ^' feat. Sr HWiam Itrogmrtcmy who had been formerly Major 

General of the Marquis of Ne^CMflb's Army, and was left 

to Command in the fame function, received fo many wounds, 

that he was looked upon as dead) and not fit to be carried 

away with the Prifoners ; and fo fell into fuch charitable and 

generous hands in the Town, that, being believ'd to be dead, 

he was afterwards fo well recover 'd,though with great Maimes 

and lois of Blood, that he at laft got htmfcif Tranfported into 

UsUand'y where be was, at firft appearance, taken for a Ghoft, 

all Men believing him to have been buried long before- 

Moft of thofe who were taken Prifoners, of any Quality, 

were afterwards Saaificed as a fpedade to the People, and 

Barbaroufly put to death in feveral places; fome, with the 

Earl of Derkf ; and others, near the fame time, in other 

places. 

7W L«ri The Lord U^brmgtdu was one of the moft goodly Pert- 

withring. (bns of that Age, being near the head higher than moft tall 

ton'' cfc«. ^cn, and a Uendeman of the beft and moft ancient Extra- 

^^^* dlion of the County of NartbumiirUmly and of a very fair 

Fortune, and one or the four which the laft King made choice 

of to be about the Perlbn of his Son the Prince as Gentleman 

of his Privy Chamber, when he firft fettled his Family. His 

Afiedion to the King was always remarkable ; and ferving in 

che Houfe of Commons as Knight of the Shire for the County 

of Northumierlandj he quickly got the reputation of being a- 

mongft the moft Malignant. Aflbon us the War broke out, 

he was of the firft who raifed both Horfe and Foot at his own 

Charge, and ferv'd eminendy with them under the Marquis 

of NeyO'Caftb \ with whom he had a very particular and en* 

tire FriendOiip. He was very nearly allied to the Marquis i' 

and by his Teftimony that he had performed many ^nal 

Services, he was, about the middle of the War, made a Peer 

of 
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oF the Kingdom. He was a Man of great Courage, but of fone 
Pafliony by which he incurred ^he ill Will of many, who im* 
pited it to an infolence of Nature, which no Man was far- 
ther from; no Man of a Nature more civil, and candid to* 
wards all, in bufinefs, or converfation. But having fate long 
in the Houfe of Commons, and obferv'd the difingenuity of 
Che proceedings there, and the grofs cheats, by which they 
deceiv'd and ooufen'd the People, he hadcontraaed fo hearty 
an indignation againft tbem, and all who were coufen'd by 
them, and againft all who had not his Zeal to oppofe and de* 
firoy tbem, that he often faid things to flow and flegmatick 
Men, which ofifended them, and, it may be, injured them ; 
which his good Nature often obliged him to acknowledge, 
and ask Pardon of thofe who would not queftion him for ir. 
He Tranfjported himfelf into the parts beyond the Sea at the 
bme time with the Marquis of NtmCaphy to accompany 
him, and remained ftill with him till the King went into Sc9t' 
imd^ and then waited upon his Majcfty, and endured the 
fame Affionts which others did, during the time of his Refi- 
deoce there. And, it may be, the obfervation of their beha- 
viour, the knowledge of their Principles, and the difdain of 
their Treatment, produced that avertaon from their Conver* 
iatbn, that prevailed upon his impatience to part too ibon 
horn their Ck>mpany, in hope that the Earl of Derij^y under 
whom he was very willing to ferve, and he himfelf, might 
quickly draw together fuch a Body of the Royal Party, as 
might give fonic check to the unbounded imaginations bf^ that 
Nation. It was reported by the Enemy. t£it, in refpeft of 
his brave Perlbn and behaviour, they dici ofier himQtjarter; 
which he rdufed ; and that they were thereby compeii'd^ in 
their own defence, to kill him y which is probable enough ; 
for he knew well the Animofity the Parliament had againft 
him, and it cannot be doubted but that, if he had fallen into 
their hands, they would not have ufed him better than they 
did the Earl of Derfy; who had not more Enemies. 

Sir Tbamss liUeJky was a Gentleman of a good Family, ^"^ ^ 
and a good Fortune, who had railed Men at his own Charge l^j!|{^^^ ,^ 
at the b^tnning of the War« and had ferv'd in the Command ^ ' 

of them till die v^ end of it, with great Courage y and re- 
fafii^ to make any uompofition after tne Murrher of the King, 
he found means toTranfport himlelf into Irehmd to the Mar- 
quis of OnwMu/; with whom heftay'd, till he was, with the 
reft of the EngHfb Officers, difmifled, to fatisfy the barbarous 
Jealoufy of the Irifh ; and then got over into Se^timul a little 
beft>re the King marched from thence, and was defir'd by the 
Earl of JDirh to remain with him. The Names of the other 
Perfoos of Cgality who were kill'd in that £noounter,and thofe 

who 
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who were taken Priiboers, and afcerwardfi put to death, ought 
to be difcover'd, and mentioned honourably, by any who fludi 
propofe to himrelf to communicate particularly thofe Tranf-^ 
adions to the view of Poflerity. 

When the News of this Defeat came to ^arcfjhr^ as it 
did even ahnpft aflbon as the King came thither, it exceed* 
ingly afflifted his Majefty, and abated much of the hope he 
had of a general Rifing of the People on his behalf. His Army 
was very Htde increafed by the accefi of any Ag^ ; and 
though be had pafled near the habitation of manv Perfons of 
Honour and Quality, whole Affiiftions and Loyaftv had been 
eminent, not a Man of them repair'd to him. The fenie of 
their former SuflSuings remained, and the fmart was not over ; 
nor did his ftay mWbnefier for fo many days add any reforc 
to his Court. TheGenclemen of theCountry whom his com* 
ing thicher had redeemed from Imprifonment, reroain'd ^11 
with him, and were uieful to him ; they who were in their 
Houfes in the Country, though as well aflEeAed, remain'd 
there, and came not to him ^ and chough Letters from Ijm^ 
d&n bad given him caufe to believe that many prepared to 
come to him, which for fome days they might eauly have 
done, none appear'd, except only fome few Gentlemen, and 
fome Common Men who had formerly fev'd the laft King^ 
and repaired again to Worcefier. 
TrdvffMMu Therb Were fome other Accidents and Obfervations 
ifikt Kjiig which adminifter'd matter of Mortification to the King. The 
#>Woice* Duke of Buckbfgham had a mind very reftlefi, and thought 
"^* he had not Credit enough with the King if it were not made 
manifeft that he had more than any Body elfe : And therefore, 
aflbon as the King had entered Ef^lmul, though he had reafon 
to believe that his Majefty had not been abundantly fatisfied 
with his behaviour in ScoilamI, he came to the King, and told 
him, *'the bufinefi was now to reduce JS»g£i»/ to hisObedi- 
^* dience ^ and therefore he ought to do all things gracious, and 
'' popular in the Eyes of the Nation^ and norhmg could be 
''left fo, than that the Army (hould be under the Command 
^^ of a Sc^i^ General : That David Lejby was only Lieutenant 
^^ General; and it had been unreafonable, whilfthe remain'd 
^' in ScffttaifJ, to have put any other to have Commanded over 
''him ; but that it would be as unreafonable, now they were 
'' in Emgkmdy and had hope to increafe the Army by the ac- 
''cefs of ihcBMgl^y upon whom his principal dependence 
''muft be, to exped that they would be willine to ferve un* 
'' der Lijky : That it would not confiil with the Honour of any 
''Peer of EngUmd to receive his Orders ; and, he believ'd, 
" that very few of that Rank wouU repair to his Maiefty, till 
"they were fecure from that apprebenfion; and uled much 

more 
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more difcootCe to tha£ purpoie. The King was Co much fur- 
prifed wich it, tbac he could not imagine what he meatit, and 
wha: the end of ic would be ^ and asked him, . '' who it was 
^ that he thought fie his Majefty (hould give that Command 
.^(o? when, to his aftonifliment, the Duke told him, ^^he 
^' hoped his Majefty would confer it upon himfclf. At which 
the Kins was u> amazed, that he found an occafion to break 
off the diicourie, by calling upon fome Body who was near, 
to come to him y and, by asking many queftions, declined 
the former Argument. The DulEe would not be fo put off; 
bur, the next day, in the march, renewed his importunity ; 
and told the King, ^^ that, he was confident, what he had 
^^propoTed to him, was lb evidently for his Service, that Ds" 
" vid Ljtjkf himfeif would willingly confent to it. The Kii^^ 
angry ^ his prc^uting it in that manner,told him, ^^ he coukl 
*^ hardly believe that ho was in earneft, or that he could in 
'^ truth believe that he could be fit for fuch a Charge ; which 
the Duke fcemVl to wonder at^ and asked, *' wherein his un- 
"fitnefii lay { To which the King replied, ^^ that he was too 
^ young: And he as readily alledg'd, ^'tbaciSfrry the Fourth 
"of France Commanded an Army, and won a Battle, when 
"he was younger than He : fo that, in the end, the King was 
compell'd to tell him, *^that he would have no Generalif&mo 
"but himfeif: upon which the Duke was fo difcopcented, that 
he came no more to the Council, fcarce ijpoke to the King, 
negleded every Body elie and himfeif, iniompch as for many 
days he (carce put on clean Linnen, nor convcrfed with any 
Bcxly ; nor did he recov^ this iU humour whilft the Army 
fta/d at Wbrcefter. 

There was anqther worfe Accident fell out (bon after the 
King's coming thither : Major General Maffiy^ who thought 
himfeif now in his own Territory, and that all between 
Weretfiir and G beefier would be quickly his own Conqueii^ 
knowiiig every ftep both by Land and the Riv^r, wet^t out 
with a Fany to fecure a Pals, which the Enemy might make 
over the River; which he did very well; but would then 
make a farther in-road into the Country, and poflefs a Houfe 
which was of fraall importance, and in which there were Men 
to defend it} where he received a very dangerous Wound, (^m^t^z 
that tore his Arme, and Hand, in fuch manner that he was in Mafley 
great torment, and could not ftir out of his Bed, in a time**"^*'*' 
when hisAfiivity and Induftry was moft wanted. By this^*""^' 
means, the Pafs he had lecured, was either totally negleded, 
or not enough taken care of. 

Thbrk was no good underftanding between the Officers r^rffiij/^ 
of the Army : David Lejlej appeared difpirited, and confound- /vim i/iiw 
^ 9 E&ve« and * revoked his Orders, and (bmctiioes contra- 5^*' ^' 

difted^*''* 
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diAed them. He did not love MuUktam^ aod was very iea - 
loos that all the Officers lov'd him too well ; who was indeed 
an excellent Officer, and kept up the Spirits of the reft, who 
had no efteem of Z^Jbf> In this very unhappy difteroper was 
the Court* and the Army, in a Seaion when chey were ready 
to be rwallow'd by the power, and multitude oJF the Enemy, 
and when nothing could preferve them, but the moft fincere 
Unity in their prayers to God, and a jovnc concurrence hi 
their Counfels and endeavours ; in all wnich they were mi- 
ferably divided. 

Thb King had been feveral days in Wtfctfttj when CVmh- 
Mff was known to be within leu than half a day's march, 
with an addition of very man v Regiments of Horfe and Foot 
to thofe which he had brought with him from SMhmi\ and 
many other Regiments were drawing towards him of the Mi- 
litia of the feveral Counties, under the command of the prin- 
cipal Gentkmeh of their party in the Countries : (b that he 
was already very much fuperior, if not double in Number to 
the Army the King had with him. However, if thoie Rules 
bad been obferv'^ thofe Works caft up, aod that order in 
quartering their Men, as were refolved upon when the King 
came thither, there muft have been a good defence made, and 
the Advantages of the ground, the River, and the City, would 
have prefernl them from being prefently overrun. But, alas ! 
the Army was in amazement and confiiGon. Cr&mweBy with- 
' out troubling faimfelf with the formality of a Siege, marched 
TimKi^'t dhreAly onas to a Prey, and pofleis'd the Hill vnd all other 
^^^JlL P'^"** ^ Advantage, with very little oppofition. It was upon 
vn/s^ the third of Septn^iery when the King bavfaig been upon his 
Kmber; Hork moft part of the Night, and having taken a full view 
of the Enemy, and every body being upon the Poft^ they were 
appointed, and the Enemv making fuch aftand, that it was 
' concluded he meant to maJce no attempt then, and if he Dionld, 
he might be repelled with eafe ; his Majefty, a litde before 
Noon, retired to his Lodging Co ear, and refrefh himfelf : 
where he had not been near an hour, when the Alarm came, 
^* that both Armies were engaged; and though his Majeft/s 
own Horfe was ready at the door, and he prefently mount- 
ed, before or ailbon as he came out of the City, be met the 
whole Body of his Horfe running in fo great diforder, that 
he could not ftop them, though he ufed all the means he could 
and called to many Officers by their Names ; and hardly pre- 
ferv'd himfelf, by letting them pals by, from being overthrown, 
and overrun by them. 

Cromwell had ufed none of the delay, nor drcumfpe* 
ftton which was Im^in'd ; but dlreAed the Troops to fadl on 
in all places at once] and had caufed a ftroog Party to go 

over 
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oyer tbe River at the Pafs, which JMsffij had formerly fecu^ 
ed, at agpoddiftance from the Town. And chat being not at all 
piardcd, thej were never known to be on chat fide che River, 
nil (hey were even ready to charge the King's Troops. On 
that part where Middletan was, and with whom Duke HamiU 
/« charged, there was a very brave refiftance ^ and chey charg- 
ed the Enemy fo vigoroufly, chat chey beat the Body that 
charged them hack, buc chey were quickly overpower'd ; and 
many Gentlemen being kill'd, and Mddleten hurt, and Duke 
Hamiltem's Leg broke with a Shot, the reft were forced to re* 
tire and ihift for themfelves. In no ocher part was there re* 
fiftancemade^ butfuch a general confternacion pofldOfed the 
whole Army, that the reft oftheHorfe fledi and all the Foot 
chrew down their Armes before they were charged. When 
the King came back into the Town, be found a good Body of 
Horfe, which had t^een perfwaded to make a itand, though 
much the major part failed through upon the Spur. The 
King defired thofe whoftaid, ^'thac they would follow him, 
^ chat they might look upon che Enemy, who, be believ'd^ 
*'did not purfue chem. Ekit when his ^IaJefty . had gone a lit* 
He way, w found moft of the Horfe were gone the other way, 
and due he had none but a few Servants of his own abdut 
him. Then he fent to have the Gaces pf the Town (hut. 
tlutnone might get in oneway, nor out the other : but all 
was ooofiifion ; there were few to Command, and nonet to 
obey: ib that the King ftaid, till very many of the Enemy's 
Horfe were entered the Town, and then he was perfwaded to 
withdraw himfelf. 

Duke Hamihom fell into the Enemy's hands; and. the^^f Ha- 
next day, died of his Wounds ; and thereby prevented the miicon dud 
being made a Sped;acle, as his Brother had been ; which tbe^^*^"''' 
Prkie 2nd Animofity of his Enemies would no doubt have 
cauied to be, having the fame pretence for it by bis being a 
Peer of CffgZss^, as the other was. He was in all refpefts to mt^cbsrih 
be much preferred before the other, a much wifer, though, Ocr. 
it may be, ale(s cunning Man : for hedklnot afieft diffimti* 
latlofi, whidi was the other's Mtfter-piece. He had unque- 
ftiontble QDurage : he was in truth a very accomplifli'd Per- 
fan, of anexoeUent Judgement, and clear and ready Expret 
Sons : and though he had been driven into fome unwarrant* 
ableAAfons, hemade it very evident he had not been led by 
any Inclinations of his own, and {KUHonately and heartily run 
to all opportunities of redeeming it : and, in the very Article 
of hia oeath, he ezprefled a marvellous chearfolne&, ^' that 
^he had the honour to lofe his life in the King's Service, and 
'^ thereby t0 wipe out the memory of his former tran&reffi* 
^oos i wfatcb healways profefled were odious t9 himielt . . 
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As the ViAory ooftthe Enemy little blood, fo after it there 
was not much cruelty uTed to the Prifoners who were taken 
upon the fpot. But Very many of thofe who run away, were 
everyday knocked in the head by the Country People, and 
ufed with barbarity. Towards the King's menial Servants, 
whereof rooft were taken, there was nothing of feverity ; but 
within few days they were all difcharged, andfet at hberty. 
TUKsfi* Though the King could not gee a Body of Horfe to fight, 
jtrfr««t, 4*^ he could have too many to fly with him; and he had not been 
ttrntMlmm. j^^ny hours from U^celftr^ when hef:Und about him near, 
if not above, ibur thoufand of his Horfe. There w^sD^viJ 
iJifUy with all his own Equipage, as if he had not fled upon 
theiuddain; fothat good order, and regularity, and obedi- 
ence, might yet have made a retreat even into Scotland it (elf. 
But there was palenefs in every Man's looks, and jealoufy, 
and confiifion, in their faces; and (carce any thing could worfe 
befal the Kinj^, than a return into ^atland\ which yet he 
could not reatonably promife to himfelf in chat company. But 
when the Night covert them, he found means to withdra>v 
himfelf with one or two of his own Servants \ whom he like- 
wife difeharged , when ic begun to be Light ; and after he 
had made them cut off his hair, he betook himfelf alone into 
an adjacent Wood, and relied only upon Him fbi' his prefer- 
vation who abne could, and did Miraculoufly deliver him. 

When it was Morning, and the Troops, which had 
march'd all Night, and who knew that when ic begun to be 
dark the King was with them, found now chat he was not 
there, they cared lefs for each ochers company ; and moil of 
them who were BngHfl} feparated themfelves, and went into 
other Roads ; and wherever twenty Horfe appear'd of the 
Country, which was now awake, and upon their Guard to 
ftop and arreft the Runaways, the whole Body of the Scotifb 
Horfe would fly, and. run feveral ways; and twenty of them 
would give themfelVes Prifoners to two Country Fellows : 
however, Daifid t4jM reach'd Ttrk-fithre with above fifteen 
hundred Horfe in a Body. But thejealoufies increased everv 
day \ and thofe of his own Country were fo uniatisfied witn 
his whole condudan4 behaviour, chat they did, that is many 
of thero,believe that he was corrupted by Cr&nrwdli and the reft, 
who did not think fo, believ'd him not to underftand his pro- 
feffion, in which he had been bred from his Cradle. When he 
was in his flight, confidering one Morning with the principal 
Perfons, which wa^ they Ihould take, fome propofed this, and 
others that way ; Sr WSTtsm Armorer ask'd him, " which way 
^' he thoueht bcft ? which when he had named, the other faid 
^he would then go the other; for, hefwore, he had betray 'd 
^^ the King and the Army all the time ; and fo left him. 

WtLt 
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Well nigh all of them in this loDg flight were rtken, and Darid uf- 
asxnigft chem the Earl of Lmnbtrimb^ and many of the ley «^ ^ 
flM^Nobilttj, and the Earls of Ckvelawd and Derij^ and^ ^^'*- 
dirers other Men of Quality of the EMgl^ NaCioa And it is 
hard to be believ'd now very few of that numerous Body of 
Horfe ( for there can be no imagination that any of the Foot 
cfcaped ) return'd into Scvtl^md. Upon all the enquiry that 
was made, when moft of the falfe and treacherous Aftions 
which had been committed were diicover'd , there appeared 
no caule to fufped chat David Lffliy had been unfaithful in 
his Charge : thouidi he never recover'd any Reputation with 
thofe of his own Country who wedded the King's Incereft. 
And it was ibme vitidication to him, that, from the time of 
his Imprifonment, he never receiv'd any favour from the Par* 
liamenc,* whom he had ferv'd fo long ; nor from CronmeO, in 
whofe Company he had ferv'd; but underwent all the Seve- 
rities, and long Imprifboment, the refl of his Country- men 
taEki^d. The King did not believe him falfe ; and did always 
think him an excellent Officer of Horfe, to diftribdte and exe- 
cute Orders, but in no degree capable of Commanding in 
chief. And without doubt he was fo aroaz'd in that fatal day, 
thait he performed not the Office of a General, or of any com* 
perenc Officer. 

They who fled out of fF&reeJlery and were not kiird, but i&i i^V 
madePrifoners, and ail the Foot, and others who were xsken^^^** 
in the Town, except ibme few Officers and Perfons of (^Ja-^^*"'* 
lity , were driven like Cattle with a Guard to I^ndouy and ]^f2du 
there treated with great rigour : and many perifli'd for wantiAwFiiMM. 
of food ; and being inclofod in little room, till they were fold»«if« 
to the Plantations for Slaves, they died of all difeales. CVismu 
vr^ietum'd in Triumph ; was receiv'd with univerfal Joy and 
Acclamation, as if he had deftroy'd the Enemy of the Na- 
tion, and for ever fecured the Liberty, and Happinefs of the 
Peeple: a price was fet upon theKmsfs Head, whofe efcape 
was tixNight to be impoffible ; and order taken for the Trial 
of the Earl of Deriyj and fuch other notorious Prifoners as 
they had Voted to deftrudion. 

The Earl of Derby was a Man of unqueftionable Loyalty tuemtI^ 
to the late King, and gave clear Teftimony of it before he re- ^'^y *" 
ceir'd any Obligations from the Couit, and when he thought ^JU*^^ 
lumfelf difobligTl by it. This King, in his firft year, ient '^ 
him the Garter ^ which, in many refpeAs, he had expeded 
from the laft. And the fenfe or that Honour made him fo 
readily comply with the King's Command in attending him, 
when hehadnoconfidencein the Undertaking, nor any in- 
clination to the ^r^fr; who, he thought, had too much guUt 
upon them, in having deprelled the Crown, to bemads In* 
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ftruments of repairing and reftoring it. He was a Man of 
great Honour and clear Courage^ and aJl his defefts, and 
misforCUnes, proceeded from his having iiv'd fo little time 
among his Equals, that be knew not hov to treat his Inferiors ; 
which was the Souroe of all the iU that befel him^ having 
thereby drawn fuch prejudice againft him from Peribns of in- 
ferior Quality, who yet thought themfelves coo good to be 
contemn d , that they purfued him to death. The King's 
Army was no (boner defeated at WfrcefitTy hue the Parliament 
lenew'd their old Method of Murthering in cold Blood, and 
(ent a Commiflion toered a High Court of Juixloe to Per- 
fbnsofordinary Quality, many not being Gendemcn^ and all 
notorioufly his Enemies , to Try the Earl of Derty for his 
Treafon and Rebellion ; which they ea(ily found him guilty 
of ; and put him to death in a Town of his own, againft which 
he had ezprefied a fevere difpleafure. for their obflinate Re* 
bellion againft the King, with all the circumftances of Rude-* 
nets and Barbaricy they could invent. The fame Night, one 
of thofe who was amongft his Judges, ient a Trumpet to the 
Ifle ofMMm with a Letter direded to the Countefs of Dertf^ 
by which he requir'd her ^' tp cleliver up the Caftleand Ifland 
^ to fhe Parliament : Nor did their Malice abate, till they 
had reduced that Lady, a Woman of very high and Princely 
Extraftion, being the Daughter of the Duke ib Trtm&uile in 
Fratue, and of the moft exemplary Virtue and Piety of her 
time^ and that whole moft noble Family, to the loweft ee^ 

. nury and want, by difpofiog, giving, and felling, all the For- 
tune and Eftate that (hould lupport it. 

TaEYoftfae.King's Friends in FAnHferx, Fr4»r^, andHb^ 
Ismdj who had not bom permitted to attend upon his Majdty 
in Sc9tfMmiy were much exalted with the News of his being 
enter'd EMgismI with a Powerful Army, and being poflefled 
of Wkrcefier^ whieh made all Men prepare to make haft thi- 
ther. But they were confounded with the News of that fiital 

. day, and more confounded with the various reports of the 
Peribn of the King, << of his being found amongft the dead ; 
^ of his being Prifoner ^ and all thoie imaginations whidi na- 
turally attend upon fuch unpofperous Events. Many who 
had made eicapes, arriv'd every day in Vtmue^ Flmtders^ and 
HflUnd^ bat Knew no more what was become of the King^ 
than They did who had not been in EMglsmJ. The only oom- 
fort that any of them broo^t , was « that he was amongft 
thofe that fled, and fomeoT them had feen him that Eveatag 
after the Batde, mtny Miles out of Wm^er. Thefe ao» 
fteady degrees of hope and fear tormented thera very long ; 
fometimes they heud he was at the ngm widi his Sifter^ 
which was oocafion'd by the arriiralof the Dnkeof AMinK* 
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in HpIUmJ^ and it waBChcNighc good Policy to publifli 
that the King himfelf was landed, that the Search after him 
in E/fglsmd might be dilcontinued. But it was quickly known 
that be was not there, nor in any place on that fide the S^. 
And this anxiety of mind difquieted the hearts of all Honeft 
Men during the whole Months of Siftemier and OS^Ur^ and 
fuicS Nfventier \ in which Month his Majefty was known i^ Ki'-t 
io be at R^MB'y where he made himfelf known,and ftay'dibme''^ '? 
days to provide Cioaths ^ and from thence gave notice to the ^^^^^^ 
Queen <x his arrival . 

1 T is great pity that there was never a Journal made ofTkepMnieu- 
that Miraculous EJeliverance , in which there might be feen]^"/'^ 
h many vifible impreffions of the immediate H^of God.|^^'^^{' 
When the darkneis of the Night was over, after the King had Hm had 
caft himfelf into that Wood, be diicern'd another man, who^^^^f^ 
had gotten upon an Oak in the fame Wood, near the place !^ ^JV 
where the King had refted himfelf, and bad dcpc foundly. ^''^^' 
The Man upon the Tree had firft feen the King, and knew 
him, and came down to him, and was known ro the King» 
being a Gentleman of the neighbour Coumy of St^ffard-jhirg^ 
who had ierv'd his late Majefty during the War, and had now 
been one ofthe few who refoned to the King after bis coming 
Vdlf^neft^r. His name was CareUfi^ who had bad a Qim-^^ ^'"^ 
mand ot Foot, about the degree of a Captain, under the Lord^ISiittr. 
LmigU^rmtgb. He perfwaded the King, fince it could not be^TIw. 
fafe for him to go out of the Wood, and that, aflbon as it »** /w-* 
fixxiU be fully Tight, the Wood it felf would probably faeA*^' '''r 
vifited by thofe of the Country, who wpuld be Searching to^^'^^^* 
find thole whom they might make Prifoners, that be would ^ 

get up into that Tree, where He bad been ; where the Boughs 
were £> thkk with leaves, that a Man would not be difcovtr'd 
there without a narrower Enquiry than People ufiially OMke 
in places whkh they do not iiifped. The King thought ic 
good Counfel *j and, with the others help, ciimb'd into the 
Tree ; and then helped his Companion to afcend after him | 
wisese they fiite all that dav^ and (ecurcly faw Many who cime 
purpofely into the Wood to look after them, and heard aU 
their difcoarfe, how they wouU ufethe King himfelf if thry 
could take him. This Wood was either in, or upon the Bor- 
ders of 9ii^9fiflm$ ^ and though there was a nigh- way near 
one fide of i^ where the King bad enter'd into it, yet it was 
hfge, and all other fides of it open'd amongft Incknures, and 
Cmehfi was not unacquainted with the Neighbour Villages, 
Mdk was pare of the King's good Fortune^ that this Gentle- 
SMS by being a RomanCktboiick, was aeoui^inted with thoft 
oftbat ProMioA of aildegtces, who b^ thebeft opportu* 
Mica, of cottQeali fl ig him ; fs» it muft nev^r.be dcoipd, that 
'Vel. III. Parti. Ee foma 
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. fome of &at Religion had a very great (bare in liis Majefty's 
prefervadon. 

The day being (peat in the Tree, it was not in the King's 
power to forget that he hadliv'd two Days with eating very 
little, and two Nights with as little fleep ^ fo that, when the 
Nient came, he was willing to make (bme provifion for both : 
and he refi>lv'd, with the advice and afTiftance of his Compa- 
nion, colcavehfsblefled Tree; and, when the Night was 
dark, they walk'd through the Wood into thofe Indofares 
.which werefartheil from any High- way, and making a ihift 
to get over Hedges and Ditches, after walking at leaft eight 
or nine Miles, which were the more grievous to the King by 
the 'Weight of his Boots ( for he could not put them ofr^ 
when he cutoff his hair, for want ofShooes) before Mom- 
ntne$ b$ : log they caihc to a poorCocts^e, tlie Owner whereof being 
T^^JJm ^ R^>ttian CathoHck was known to Can/efi. He was called 
miles 0f, Up, and aflbon as he knew one of them, he eafily concluded 
mhtrg ht i^j ia what condition they both were ; and prefenrlv carried them 
i» j^Bjto. ,^{Q a little Bam, fell of Hay; which was a better lodging 
^hanhe had fo^himielf. But when thev were there, and had 
icxsnferr'd with their Hoft of the news and temper of the Coun- 
ti^, ic was agreed, that the danger would be the greater if 
.thcy*ayM together ^ and therefore thziCareU/s fliould pre- 
fendy begone^ and fliould, within two days, fend an hoocft' 
Man to the King, ip guide him to fome other place of fccu- 
rtty j and in the noean time his Majefty fliould ilay upon the 
Hay- mow. Tiie poor Man had nothing for him to eat, but 

!>roini(ed him good Butter-milk ; and fo he was once more 
eft alone, his Companion, how weary (bever, departing from 
^bim before day, the poor Man of the Houfe knowing no more, 
than that he was a Friend of the Captain's, and one of thofe 
Who had efcaped from Wtrcefier. The King ilept very well 
in his lodging, tiU the time that his Hoft brought him a piece 
of Bread, and a great Pot of Butter-milk, which he thought 
chebeftfoodhe erer bad eaten. The poor Man fpoke very 
intelligently to him of the Country, and of the People who 
were well or ill affefted to the King, and of the great fear, 
and terror, that poflfcfs'd the hearts of thofe who were b<?ft 
afieded. He told him, <' that he himfelf liv'd by his da»y 
^^ Labour, and that what he had brought him was the Fare he 
^' and his Wife had; and that hefear'd, if he ihouid endea- 
^' vour to procure better, it might draw fufpicion upon him, 
^' and People might be apt to think he had fome body with 
^^ him that was not of his own Familv. However, if he would 
^' have-him get fome Meat, he would do it ; but if he could 
^ bear this hard Dbt, he (hould have enough of the Milk, iuid 
f^ fome of the Butficr that was made with it. The King was 

(atisfied 
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Citisfied with bis reoToD, atid would not ran the hazard for a 
diange of Diet ; defir'd only the Man, *^ tbac he might have 
^ his Company as often, and as mucb as he could give ic him 9 
there being the fame reaibns againft the poor Man's difi»ati- 
ittioghis Labour, as the alteration of hisFare. 

A FT E R he had refted upon this Hay-mow, and fed upon 
this Diet twbdays and two nights, in the evening before the 
third night, another Fellow, a little above the comicion of his 
Hoft, cametotheHoufe, fcnt from CtrUJs^ to conduft the ntneebt is 
King to another Houfe, more out of any Road near which ct^d^atdf 
any part of the Army wa^ like to march; It was above twelve *J^'' 
Miles that he was to go, and was toufe the fanie caution he^'J.^ 
bad done the firll Night, not to go in any coinmdn Road ; 
which bis Guide knew well bow to avoid. Here he new 
drefled himfelf, changing Cloaths with bis Landlord ; he had 
a great mind to have kept his own Shirt, but he coofider'd, 
that Men are npc foonerdifcover'd by any mark in diiguifes, 
than by having fine Unen in ill Cloatb^; and ib be parted 
with his Shirt too, aqd took the fame his poor Hoft bad then 
on. Though he had forefeen that he oouft leave his Boots, 
and hla Landlord had taken the befteare he could to praivide 
an old pair of Sheoctf, yet they were non ealy to him when 
he firft put them on, and, in a ihort time after, grew very 
grievous to him. In thf» Equipage he let out fniro his fitft 
Lodging in the beginning of the Night, under the condud of 
this Guide ; who guided him the neareft way, croffiog over 
Hedges and Ditches, that they might be in leaft danger of 
meecmg paflengers. This was ta grievous a march, and he 
was lb tired, that he was even ready to defpair, and to prefer 
being taken and (uff-r'd to reft, before purchafing his Safety 
at tinit price. His Shooes had, after a few Miles, hurt him 
lb much, that he had thrown them away, and walked the 
reft of the way in his ill Stockings, which were quickly worne 
out ; and bis Feet, with the Thorns in getting over Hedges, 
and with the Stones in other places, were fo hurt and wound- 
ed, tfaathemany times caft himfelf upon the ground, with a 
defperate and obftinate Refolution to reft there ciil the Morn- 
ing, that he might (hift with lefs torment, what hazard foever 
he run. But his ftout Guide ftill prevail 'd with him to'mafce 
a new attempt, fometimes promifing that the way lliould be 
better, and iometimes afliiring him that he had but Httle far- 
ther to go : and in this dtftrels and perplexity, before the 
Morning, they arriv'd at the Houfe defign'd ; which though 
it was tetter than that which he had left, his Lodging was 
ftill in the Bam, upon Straw inftead of Hay, a place being 
madcaseafyin it, as the ezpedation of a Gueft could difpofe 
it. Here be had fiich Meat and Fbrridge asfuch People ufe 
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to hav6 ; with which, but erpecially with the Butter and the 

Cheefe, he thought hitnfelf well feafted ; and took the heft 

care he could to be fiipplied with other, little better, Shooes 

and Stockings : and alter his Feet were enough recovered chat 

nni9t$s> be could go, be was conduced from thence to another poor 

n^th^riand Houfe^ withitt fiidi adiftance as put him not to much trou- 

/• i$ttiurt. yg . j^j, having HOC jret in his thought which way , or by 

what means to make his efcape, all that was defi^'d was only 
by (bifting from one Houfe to another, to avoid difcorery. 
And being now In that Quarter which was more inhabited 
by the Roman Catholicks than moft other parts in BtfiUn4j 
he was led from one to another of that Periwafion, and con- 
ceal'd with great Fidelity. But he then obferv'd that he was 
never carried to any Gentleman's Houfe, though that Country 
was foil of them, but only to poor Houfes of poor Men, 
which only yielded him reft with very unpleafant fuftenancc i 
whether tnere was more danger in thoie better Houfes, in 
regard of the refort, and the many Servants; or whether the 
Owners of great Eftates, were the Owners ukewife of more 
fears and apprehenfions. 
i/fr Hud]«- Within few days a veiy horeft and difereet Perfon, one 
lion fMt u Mr Hud&ftom^ a Benedidine Monk, who attended the Ser- 
*"'? ^^JJ®- vice of the Roman Catholicks inthofe parts, came to him, 
hraltiiabim f^^^ '^y Carekjs j and was a very great auiftance and comfort 
uih9 urd to him. And when the places to which he carried him, were 
.wilmot. at too great a diftaoce to walk, he provided him a Horfe, and 
more proper Habit than the Rags he wore'. This Man told 
him, ^' that the Lord Wllmot lay oonceal'd Ukewife in a Friend's 
^^ Houfe of his ; which his Majefty was very glad of ^ and 
.*' wiflied him to contrive fome means, how they might fpcak 
^^ together; which the other eafily did ; and, within a Night 
or two, brought them into one place. Wilmot told the King 
** that he had by very good Fortune, fallen into the Houfe 
<^ of an honeft Gentleman, one M' Liw, a Perfon of an ex- 
^* cellent Reputation for his Fidelity to the King, but of fo 
^' univerfal and general a good Name,that,though he had a Son, 
^* who had been a Colonel in the fClng's Service, during the 
^^ late War, and was then upon his way with Men t6 Wbr- 
^^ce^er the very day of the defeat. Men of all ASeAlons in the 
^* Country, and of all Opinions, paid the old Man a very gre&t 
**refpea : that he had been verv civilly treated there; and 
^^ that the old Gentleman had ufed fome diligence to find out 
^^ where the King was, that he might get him to his Houfe ; 
^^ where, he was fure, he could conceal him till he might 
^' contrive a full deliverance. He told him, ^ he had with- 
'* drawn from that Houfe^ in hope that he mijght , in fome 
^' other place, difcover where his Majeft; was, and having now 
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^^iuppily found biro, advUed him to repair to diat Hoole> 
^ which ftood not near any other. 

The King enquired of the Monlc of the reputation of this 
Gepcleman; who told him, ^^thac he had afairEftate; waf 
^exoeedinglv belov'd ; and the eldeft Juftice of Peace of that 
^'Coofity or Sttiffwi'y and though he was a verv zealous 
^Proceftant, yet he liv'd wich (b much civiJitv ana candour 
^ towards the Catholkks, that they would all tnift him, as 
^ much as thev would do any of their own Profeffion j an^ 
^ that he oould not think of any place of fo good reppfe and (b> 
^curity for his Majefty's repair to. The King lilted the Pro- 
pofitioa, yet thought not fit to furpriie the Gentleman : hue 
fent WUaM thidier again, to afliire himielf tbajt hem^ht he 
reoeiv'xl there \ and was willing that he Qiould know what 
GudEt he recdv'd ; whidi hitherto was (q much concealed, 
that none of the riouies where he had ycit been, knew, or 
faan'd to fnfpeft more than that he was one of the KiQg's 
Pany thj^ fled from Wmefier^ The Monk carried him to a 
Haak at a reafonable diftance, where he was to.expcdan Ac- 
Gonnt ffom the Lord Wilmotj who retum'd very punAually, 
with as much afliirance of wellcome as he could wi(b. And 
fo they two went together to M' I^m/z Houfe ; where the na Ki^t 
Kmg found he was wellcome, and conveniently acoommo- ^*^ fj 
dated in (uch places, as in a laige Houfe had been provided ^^^ », 
to coQceai the rerfons of Malienants, or to proferve goods of |^^,/°^ 
value firom being plundered. Here he lodgd, and eat very 
weU ; and begqn to hope that he was in prefent &fety . WiU 
wait retum'd under the care of the Monk, and expected Sum- 
mons, when any farther motion Ibould be thought to be ne* 
ccfliiry. 

Ik this ftation the King remained in quiet and bJeflbd (e* 
codty many days, receiving every day imbrmaticfP of the ge- 
neral conftemation the Kingdom was in, out of the appre- 
henfion that his Perlbn might fall inco the hands of his£ne- 
mies, and of the great diligence they ufi^d to enquire for him. 
He fiiw the Proclamation that was iflued out and printed ; 
in which a thoufand pounds were promifed <o any Man who 
would deliver and dticover the Perfon of Cbm^hs Stiuart^ and 
the penalty of High Treafon declared againft thofe who jpre- 
fum'd to harbour or conceal him : By which he faw how 
much he was beholding to all thofe who were faithful to him^ 
It was now time to confider how he might get near the Sea, 
from whence he might find fome means to Tranfport him- 
felf : And be was now near the middle of the Kingdom, &ving 
that it was a little more Northward, where he was utterly 
onaoQuainoed with all the Ports, and with that Coafl. In 
dir weft be WM bcffc ^uainted, and that Coaft was moB: 
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E roper to Tranfport faim into Fntnee ; to which he was indlnVl* 
Jpon this matter he Communicated with tho^ 6f this Fa- 
mily to whom he was known, that is, with the old Gentle- 
DQan Che Father, a very grave and venerable Perfon, the Co- 
lonel his Eldeft Son, a very plain Man in his difcourfe and 
behaviour, but of a fearlefs Courage, and an Integrity fuperior 
to any temptatioiK and a Daughter of thcHoufe, of a very 
good Wit and Diicretion, and very fie to bear any part in fuch 
a Truft, It was a benefit, as well as an inconvenience, in 
thofe unhappy times, that the Affedions of all Men were al- 
moft as well known as their Faces, by the difcovery they had 
made of tbemfelves, in thofe fad Seaions, in many Tiials and 
Perfecutions : & that Men knew not only the Minds of their 
next Neighbours, and thofe who inhabited near them, but, 
upon conference with their Friends, could choofc fit Honfes, 
iat any diftance, to repofe tbemfelves in fecurity^ from one 
end of the Kingdom to another, without trufting the Hofpita* 
lity of a Common Inn : And Men were very rarely deceird in 
their confidence upon fuch occaiions, but the Perfons with 
whom they vfttt at any time, could conduA them to another 
Houfeof the fame Afiedion. 

' Mr L A N E had a Niece, or very near Kinfwoman,who was 

Married to a Gentleman, one M' Nortm^ a Perfon of eight or 

nine hundred pounds fer smutnty who liv'd within four or 

five Miles of Brifidl, which was at leaft four or five days jour- 

tsey from the place where the King then was, but a place moft 

to be wifh'd for the King to be in, becaufe be did not only 

know all that Country very well, but knew many Perfons 

aifo, to whom, in an extraordinary Cafe, he durft make him- 

Aff fV wtfifelf known.* Ic was hereupon refolv'd, that M^'L^m ihouM 

^#/iVi tht vifit thir Coufin, who was known to be of good afiedkxis : 

'^'/7 jkI!" ^^ ^^^^ ^ fcould ride behind the King ; who was fitted 

Norcon'M ^^^^ Cloaths and Boots for fuch a Service ^ and that a Ser- 

fidingbtf^r* vant of her Father's, in his Livery, fliould wait upon her. A 

idfi Lane, good Houfe was eafily pitch'd upon for the firft sight's Lod^ 

ing ; where Wthnt had notice given him to meet. And in this 

Equipage the King begun his journey ; the Colonel keeping 

him C6mpat)y at a diftance, wi? h a HaWk upon his Fift, and 

two or three Spaniels ; which, where there were any Fields 

at hand, warranted him to ride out bf the way, keeping his 

Company ftill in his Eye, and not feeming to be of it. In this 

manner they came to their firft Night^s Lodging ; and they 

need not now contrive to come to their journies end about 

the clofe of the Evening, for it was in the Month of 08ob^ 

far advanced, that the long journies they made could not be 

difpatch'd fooner. Here the Lord Wilmoi found them ; and 

their journies being thoe adjufted, he was inftrudted where 

he

he Ibaukl be every Night : fo they were fekloin feen tc^ther . 
in the Journey, and rarely lodged in the fame HouTe ac Night. ' 
In ^s coanner cheColooei Hawked two or three day$» till ha. 
had brought chetnwichin lefs chaa a davs Journey ot M^Nsr^ 
Umi Home ; and then he gave bis Hawk to the Lord Wilmtt^i * 
who ooocinued the Journey in the fame Excrcife. 

T H B R E was great care taken when they came to any . 
Honfis, that the King might be prefently carried into fome . 
Chamber ; M" Lane declaring <^ that he wa3 a Neighbour's 
^Son, whom his Father had lent her to ride before her, in 
^ hope that he would the fooner recover from aQ^rtan Ague, 
<<wich which he had been miferably a£flided, and wasnoc- 
<^yec free. And by this Artifice flie caufed a good bed. to be 
fttU provided for him, and the beft meat to be fenc ^ which, 
flbecxcen carried her ielf, to hinder others from doing it. 
Tbere was no reding in any place till they came to.M'^^- 
t$iis^ nor any thing extraordinary that happen'd in the way, 
lave chat they met many People every day in the y/^y^ who 
were very well known to the King j and the day that they. 
west CO Mr l^fon\ they were neceflarily to lidc quite 
through the Cicv of Brifiol ., a Place, and People, the Kh)g' 
had been fo well acquainted with, that he could not but fend 
his Eyes abroad to view the great alterations which bad beei\ 
made there, after his departure from thence : And when he 
rode near the place where the great Fort had ftood, .he could 
not forbear putting his Horfe out of the way, and rode with. 
bis Miftrefii behind him round about it. 

T H e y came to M^ Nortams Houfe fooner than ufual, and it TV; f^' 
being on a Holy-day, they faw many People about a Bowling-:/'/' *• -^^ 
Greco that was before the door, and the firft Man the KingJJ^*)^** 
kw was a Chaplain of his owni who was ally'd to the Gen* s^riftoi* 
tleman of the Houfe, and was fii ting upon the rails to fee how 
the Bowlers play'd. IfSliamy by whioi name the King went, 
walk'd with his Horfe into the Stable, until his MiAreu could 
provide for his retreat. M^^ Lane was very wellcome to her 
Coufin, and was prefently cooduAed to her Chamber ^ where 
Ibe no fooner was, than Qie lamented the condition of ^^a 
<< good Youth, who came with her, and whom flie had bosi- 
'^row'd of his Father to ride before her, who was verv (ick, 
^' being newly recover'd of an Ague ^ and deiired her tioufin, 
*^ that a Chamber might be provided for him, and a good fire 
*' made : For that he would go early to Bed, and was not fit to 
^* be below fiairs. A pretty little Chamber was prefently made 
ready, and a fire prepared, and a Boy fent into the Stable to 
call IfSUam^ and to fbew him his Chamber ; who was very 
glad to be there, freed from fo much Company as was below. 
M's L^m was put to find fome excufe for making a vilit ac 
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cbat time of die fear, and fo niaiiy days Joamey from her Fa- 
ther^ and where flie had never been before^ though the Mi- 
ftrefs of the Houfe and (he had been bred together^ Sod Frieoda 
as well as Kindred. She preeended ^ that &e waa, after a lit^ 
<<tie reft, to go into D&rJH^fiUri io another Friend. When 
it wai Supper rime, there being Bmath brought to the Table, 
M'^Lmtem'd aiitde di(b, and defired the Butler, who wait* 
ed at the Table, << to carry that difli of Porridge to ffHUam^ 
^^ and to tell him that he (hould have fome Meat fent to him 
*^ prefently. The Bucier carried the Porridge into the Cham* 
her with a Nairicin, and Spoon, tod Stead, and fpoke kindly 
to the young Man ^ who was willing to be eating. 
The ^1^ it The Buder looking narrowlv upon him, fell upon his 
kmmm» f the lo^cts^ afld with tears told him, *^he was glad to fee his Ma- 
2-j/*r,/rfc,ccjefty. The King was mfinitely ftirprifed, yet recoUoajed 
^'' himfelf enough to laugh at the Man, and' to ask him ^ what 
'^ he meant ? The Man had been Falconer to Sr Ammt Jer^ 
myitL and made it appear chat he knew well enowh towbom 
be (poke, repeaciog iome particulars, Which the lung had mt 
forgot. Whereupon the Kiqg oonjur'd him '^not to^eak of 
^ what he knew, lb much as to his MaAer, though he believ'd 
^* him a very honeft Man. The Fellow promiled, and kept his 
word; and the King was the better watted upon durmg the 
time of his abode there. 

Dr Gorges, the King's Chaplafai, beteg a Gentleman of 
a |ood Family near that place, and aUy'd to M' >r«r/sis,fupped 
wich them, and being a Man of achearfuIGonverfation, ask'd 
Mr< Ldne many queftions concerning I^SUfus, of whom he 
faw Ihe was focareful by fendingnp Meat tb Um ^^baw long 
'^ his Ague had been gone? and whether he had puiged fince 
*^ it left him ? and the like ; to which (he gave fucb Anfwers as 
occurred. The Dodtor, from the final prevalence of the Par- 
Uamenc, had, as many others of that FunAion had done, de- 
clined his Profeffion, and pretended toftudy Phyfick. Aflbon 
as Supper was done, out of good Nature, and withoDt telling 
any Body, he went to lee WKMm. The King £lw him com- 
ing into tlie Chamber, and withdrew totheinfide of the Bed, 
that he m%^t be fs^theft fiom the Candle, and the Doftor 
came, and late down by him, felt his Pdfe, and ask'd him 
many queftions, whidi he anfwer'd in as few words as was 
poffible, and expreffing great inclination to go to his Bed ; to 
which the Dodor left him, and went to M" L«m, and told 
her, <^ that he had beea with HVlism^ and that hie would do 
** well J and advtfed her, what fli: fliould do if his Ague re- 
turnU The next Morning, the Dodtor went away^ fo that 
the King faw him no more. The next day the Lord H^bmt 
came to the Houfe with his Hawk, to fee M» Lsm, and (6 

conferr*d 
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ooofen^d ifith Mttw; who^itts to oonfider vhai hewiS'to 
(b. Tfaejf dno^ht it mceffitry to reft feme day5, ciU thcf 
vefeMDRn'd whatPoit lay iDoft coBr e niem fer them, and- 
whit ttdbn Wd neareft co it, upoa whofe Fidelity cfaey 
ffl^trdy: And tfaeKiog gave hinidtadions to eoqvire after 
bate Flenbiv, and fame other particuiajs, of which whcD 
he fbmM be fiilly inftruAed, he Ifaoiiid letura again co him. 
b die mean time, JPUnm lodged ac a Hoofe not far from 
Ifr N»rtm^y co which he had heen reaxDmended. 

A F T£ n fome days ftay here, and Gonmunication between 
the King a»d the Lord fMmi by Lettn-a, the King came to* 
knowthac Golond Fnmm JfMbjm IWd within little more 
than n diaya Jonroey of the pboe where he was; of which he 
wuirery gM) for befides the inclination lie had co biseUer 
BiQCher. whofe Wife had boen hisNuiie^ this Gentleman had 
bdHiwed fafanfeif very wdl daring the War, asid had been Go- 
fcmodr of XHrnAirGaftle) where the Kiog tnul lodged when he 
vniotlieWeft. After the end of the W^, and when all other 
piMea were Sorrender'd in that County, He likewtfe Surren- 
dei\lTliat^ upon fair Gonditiona, and made bis Peace, and 
aAerwairfa Married a Wife with a odmperent Fortune, and 
Ihr'd ^oietly^ wichoot any fufpidon of having kflen-d his af*^ 
feftioa aowoMs die King. 

Thb King fent liliinsrto him, and acqoaintnl him where 
be wtt, and ^dut henroidd gladly ^leak with Urn. It was 
QothtMibr him ft> choofe a good flaoe wliere tomeer, and 
theietttxNi the day was appointed. After the King had taicen 
Us leave of M'' L^wa, vmo remabi'd with her Goofia (Nbr^ 
ins tlR Kingy and ilie LofdWikMy met the Colonel ^ and, 
ndie wuy, be met in aTown, cbroqgh which theypalfed, 
Mr JSrfMi. a Servant of the Ktn^t , who weH knew the Lord 
IMmt, wm had iio4>dier diigoffe than the Hawk, bnt took 
lionotioe of him, tior fuijpefted the King to be there; yet 
thstday nEiadetfaeKlngmorewary of having him hi his Com** 
paay upon die Way. At the place of meeting, they lefted T4i Kin 
OBfcif one Nighty snd dien the King went to the Goloners/M/ !•/•/#• 
Hottife^ where he reftedina0ydays,wraft theColond projeft- !!(^?°"'f 
cdatwhatflacetheKhigmightEaibaric. and how they might ^^^^ 
pTOGOie a V<SbIL to be ready tfiere; which was not ealy to 
find ; there bdng fo great a fcar poOeffing thofe who were 
hoon* that It was hard co nrocore any Vefel that was oat- 
ward bound eo take in any rsflenger. 

There was a Gentleman, one M^ fiC^, who liv'd nour 
Lfmm in D^Jh-ftftre, and was well imown to Colonel I^Sm^- 
Mw, having been a Captain in tiie King's Army, and was ftill 
looiud upon as a very honefl Man. With him the Colonel con* 
fidcod^ how they might get a Veflel co be ready to take in a 
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ecwpfe of GefitkiBeii, Ffieods of his, who were indtoger CO be 
Arrefted) and Traniborc them into FrMtc: Though no Man 
would ask who the Perfons were, yet it could not but be fuf- 
peded who they were, at leaft they coocluded,^hat it was fome 
ctU^nefier Patty. JJ/me was generally as malidoas and dif- 
aflbfied a Town to the King's Intereft,as any Town in ISngl^md 
could be : yet there was in it a Mafter of a Bark, of whofe ho- 
nefty this Captam was very cxmfident. This Man was lately 
tetum'd from Framt^zx^ had unladen his Veflel, when EBifim 
askoi him, ^^ when he would make another Voyage } And he 
anfwer'd, <^ aflEion as heoould get Lading for his Ship. The 
other asked, ^ whedier ht would undertake to carrv over a 
*' couple of Gendemen, and Land them in Frsmiy if he might 
*^be as well paid for his Voyage as he u£ed to be when he was 
^^firaighced by the Merchants. In conclufion, he told him> 
^^ he mould receive fifty pounds for his Fare : The large reoom- 
pence had thateffeft, thatthe Man undertook it; though he 
fiiid << he mud make his proviGon very fecretlv ; for that he 
*' might be well fufpeded for going to Sea aflain without be- 
^ ing fraighted, after he was fo newiy returned. Colpod Wmd- 
kdm^ being advertifed of this, came together with the Lord 
Jfilmot to the Captain's Houfe, from whence the Lord and the 
Captain rid to a Houfe near Lymtj where the Maiter of the 
Bark met them ; and the Lord H^lmt being (atisfied with the 
difoourfe of Ae N^n, and his warinefs in forefiseing fiifpicion$, 
whteh would arife, it was refolv'd that on fuch a Night, 
which, upon confideration of the Tydes, was agreed upon, 
the Man ihoukl draw out his Veflbl from the Peer, and, being 
at Sea, (hould come to fuch a point about a Mile from the 
Town, where his Ship ihould remain upon the Beach when 
the Water was gone ; which would take it o£f again about 
break of day the next Morning. There was yety near that 
Point, even in the view of it, a fmali Inn, kept by a Man who 
was reputed honeft, to which the Cavaliers of the Country 
often reforted ; and Lmtdm Road pafled that way ; Co that ic 
was feldom without Company. Into that Ion the two Gentle- 
men were to come in the b^inning of the Nighty that they 
might put themfelves oo bcMurd. All things being thus con- 
certed, and gdod earoeft given to the Matter, the Lord TfV* 
m»t and the Colonel return'd to the CoIoaeFs Houfe, above a 
days Journey from the place, the Captain undertaicing every 
dav to look that the Mafter (hould provide, aod, if any thing 
fell out contrary to expedation, to give the Colonel notice 
at fuch a place, where they intended the King Ihould be the 
day before he was to Embark. 

Thb 
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The King, bbfng fat!«fied with tbefe prepanttiOM, came, n«i«r# ** t # 
at che time appointed, to that Houfc where he was to hear*'**^**"*** 
that all went ^ it ought to do ; of which he rcceiv'd affiirance V^^l^^^ 
from the Captain; who found that the Man had hoUeftly^Jj^/ulli 
par Us PnmfioiDS on Board, and had his Cdknpany ready^^ C/^f^Mm 
winch were bat four Men ; and that the Veflel fliould be £lliibo. 
drawn out that Night : So that it was fie for the two Perfona 
to come to the aforeiaid Inn, and the Captain conduced them 
within fight of it j and then went to his own Hou(e, not di- 
flant a Mile from it ; the Colonel remaining ftlH at the Houfe 
where they had lodged the Night before, till he might hear 
the news of their being Embarked. 

T H s y found many Paflengers in the Inn ; aod fo were to tjw suf 
be oootented with an ordinary Chamber, which they did not ^^*(^*^^ 
intend to fleep long in. But aObon as there appear*d anyJJ^*^^^^^ 
light, WUmvt went out to difcover the Bark, of which there /eft SttUm, 
was no appearance. In a word, the Sun arofe, and nothing 
ifte a Ship in view. They fent to the Captain, who was as 
snich ainaz'd ; and He lent to tlieTown; and his Servant 
coqU not find the Matter of the Bark, which was ftill in the 
Peer. They fufpeded the Captain^ and the Captain fufeeA- 
ed the Matter. However, it being paft ten of the Ciock^ 
tbev concluded it was not fkioi them to ftay longer there, 
and fi) tfaey mounted their Horfes again to return to the Houfe 
where they had left the Colonel, who, they knew, refolv'd to 
ftay there till he were aflur'd that they were gone. 

T H a truth of the difappointment was tUs ; the Man meant 
honeftly, and made all things ready for his depanure; and the 
N%ht be was to go out with his Veflel, he had ftay'd in his 
own Houfe, and flept two or three hours, and the time of 
the Tyde being come, that it was neceflary to be on Board, he 
cook out of a Cupboard fome Linen, and other things, which 
be ufed to carry with him to Sea. His Wife had obferv^cT, 
that he had been for fome days fuller of thoughts than he ufed 
to be, and that he had been fpeaking with Sea^men, who 
ufed to go with him, and that fome of them had carried Pro- 
▼ifiona on Board the Bark ; of which (he had ask'd her Huf> 
band the reafon ; who had told her, *^ that he was promifed 
^ fraight fpeedily, and therefore he would make all things 
^ ready. She was fure that there was yet no ladmg in the Ship, 
and therefore, when (he faw her Husband take all thofe Ma- 
terials with him, which was a Aire fign that he meant to go to 
Sea, and it being late in the Night, (he (hut the door, knd 
fwore he (hould not go oat of his Houfe. He told her, ^' he 
^ mutt go, and was engaged to go to Sea that Night ; foe 
"^ which be (hould be well paid. His Wife told him, '' (he 
** was fiire he was doing fomewhat that would undo him, and 

^flie 
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^^ (he wfli refolvM he flioiild noc go ouc of bis Houfe ; and if 
'* he fliould perfift in tc^ (lie would tell the Neigbboursi and 
'^ carry him before the Mayor tobe examin'd, tbac the truth 
^' might be found ouc. The poor MaOf thusMafber'd bv the 
paiBon and violence of his Wife , was forced to yield tp 
her, that there might be no fvcher noiie ; and fo went into 
his bed. 

And tc was very happy that the King's jealoufy haften'd 
him from that Inn. It was the fplemn Faft Day, which was 
obiery'd in thofe times principally to eoflame the Peopk agaioft 
the King, and all thole who were Loyal to him, and there 
was a Chapel in that Village overagainft chat I9Q> where a 
Weaver* who had been a Soldier, ufcd to Preachy and utter 
all the V illaiAy imaginable sgainft the old Order of Govern- 
ment : and he was then in ithcCbapel Preaching to hi$Cioa- 
f^rcgation, when the King went from thence, and t^i^ the 
-'eoplc <^ that Cbsrks Sfusrt was Jurking fooaewfaere in chat 
^ Country, and that they would meriit from God AlmightK^ 
<^ if they could find him out The Pafiengers^ who had lodg!d 
fai the Inn that Night, had^ aflbon as they were up, (eot for a 
ir^' '• ^ Smith to vifit their Horl^s, it being a hard Fioft * The Smith, 
«^/I ,^hen he had done what he was ient for, according to die 
jhHinithfif cuftom ofthat People, ezaminM the feec of the other two 
^«r[ti. Horfes to find more work. When he had ob(erv'd them, 
he told the Hoft of the Houfe , '' that one of thofe Horfes 
^^ had traveird far; and that he was Aire that his four Shooes 
'^ had been made In four fevend CounU^; which, whether 
his skill was able to difcover or no\, was very true. The 
Smith going to the Seripon cold this ftory to fome of his 
Neighbours ^ and fo it came to the Ears of the Preacher, 
when his Sermon was done, immediateiy he fent for an Of- 
ficer, and fearch'd the Inn, and enquired for tbofe Horfes ^ and 
being inform'd that they were gone, . he caufed Hories to be

When they came again to th(( . Colonel, they prefendy 

concluded that they were to make no longer ftay in tho(e

S^UsMny, or Wmchefier^ which might probably lie in their 
way. 

There was between that and Salishry a very honeft 
GeotleoQao, Colonel Rciert VtiBps^ a vounger Brother of a 
rerygood Family, which had always oeen very Loyal; and 
he had ferv'd the King during the War. The King ^as re- ru i^Vr 
iblv'd CO fruft himj and fo fent the Lord U^bnot to a place A"<^ wjN 
bom whence he might fend to M' fhiBfs to come to him,ri®^^*'?*" 
and when he had fpoken with him, WFhiUfs {i\o\i\A comejf"^''*' 
to the King, and Wilmot was to ftay in fuch a place as they 
two (hould agree. M' FhiUfs accordingly came to. the Co- 
boet's Houfe; which he could do without furpicton, they be- 
'm^ nearly ally'd. The ways were very full of Soldiers ; 
which were fent now from the Army to their Quarters, and 
many Regiments of Horfe and Foot were aflign'd for the 
Weit ; of which diviflon Deshrougb Was Commander in chief. 
Thefe marches were like to laft for nuny days, and it would 
not be fit for the King toftav fo long in chat place. There- 
upon, herefortcd to his old Security of taking a Woman be-^^^^^ 
hind him, a Kinfwoman of Colonel WhMitm^ whom he car- dMiXs um u 
Tied in that manner to a place not fat from Salittury ; to which •f^*** ""■' 
Colonel Fhiliff conduced him. In this Jonrney he paflM^*^"''*''^ 
through the middle of a Regiment of Horle*j and, prcfently 
^ixzi^mtt J}9siorougt Walking down aHIH with three or four 
Men with him^ who had lodged in Salisbury the night be- 
fore^ a\i that Road being foil of Soldiers. 

The next day, upon the Plains, Y>^Hiffchman^ o"c of the ^^^ Hinch: 
Prebends of SaUshnj^ met the King, the Lord Wilm$t and man muu 
PUBfs then leaving hitn to go to the Sea Coaft to finda Vef- *^'* Kin^m 
fcl, tiieD' conduding the King to a place called Heale^ ^^^^*lld^Zat 
miles from Salishrj, belonging then to Serjeant HjJf. who umtHntAle 
was afterwards Chief Juftice of the King's Bench, and then Mn HydcV 
in die poflfeffion of the Widow of his elder Brother ; a Houf^ "•<•• 
that ftood alone from Neighbours^ and from any high- way; 
wh^ coming in late in the Evening, he fupp*d with fomc 
Gentlemen who accidentally were in the Houfe ; which could 
not well be avoided. But, the next Morning, he went early 
from thence, as if he had continued his Journey ; and rhe Wi- 
dow, being trufted with the knowledge of her Gueft, fenc 
her Servants out of the way ; and« at an hour appointed, re- 
ceiv*d him ^ain, and accommodated him in a little Room, 
which had been made fincethe beginning of the Troubles for 
theocHKealmentof Delinquents, the Seat always belonging to 
a Malignant Family. 

Here he lay conceaKd, without the knowledge of fome 
Gentlemen, who liv'd in the Houfe, and of others who daily 

relbrted 
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reforted chkhcr, fot many days, the Widow her felf only at- 
tending him with fuch things as were nexeflary, and bringing 
him fuch Letters as thfe Doftor receiv'd from the Lord W^/- 
mof, and Colonel Fbtlips, A Veflei being at laft provided up- 
on the Coaft oiSuffiXy and notice thereof tent to D^ Hinchmany 
he fcnt to the King to meet him at Stone-Jyenge upon the Plains 
Thtnct to 4 three miles from Heale j whither the Widow took care to 
«i0N/tfinSttf-^ij.^^ him J and being there met, he attended him to the 
Bright^ place where Colonel Fbilips receiv'd him. He, the next day, 
hemfted \ delivered him to the Lord Wlmot y who went with him to a 
wtiftt 4 Ei^rk, Houfe in Snffix^ recommended by Cotonel Guntery a Gentle- 
7V^^^'^ roan of that Country, who had fcrv'd the King in the War ; 
GnmcrT ^^ ^^^ ^^^ there; and had provided a little Bark at 
tu^rivtin Bright- hemfiedy a fmall Filher Townj where he went early 
Vormandfon Board, and, by God's BleSing, arriv'd fafely in Nor^ 
«J-/*^ ffutttdy, 

Novemb. T^^^ E^rl of SoHtbamptony who was then at his Houfe at 
TUcbfiiid in Hampfiifirey had been advenifed of the King's be- 
ing in the Weft, and of his miffing his paflage at Lymey and fent 
atrufty Gentlen^an to tbofe faithful Perfonsin the Country, 
who, he thought, were moft like to be employ'd for his Efcape 
if he came into thofe parts, to let them know, '^ that he had a 
''Ship ready, and tf the King came to him, hefliould befafe; 
which advertifemcnt came to the King the Night before he 
Embarked, and when his Veflei was ready. But his Majefty 
ever acknowledged the obligation with great kindnefs.^ he 
being the only Perfon of that Condition, who had the Cou- 
rage to follicite fuch danger, though all good Men heartily 
wiflied his deliverance. It was iq Novemiery that the Krag 
landed in Normandy y in a fmall Creek ; from whence he got 
to R$any and then gave notice to the Queen of his arrival, 
and freed his Loyal Subjeds in ail places from their difmal 
Apprehenfions. 

Though this wonderful deliverance and prefervation of 
the Perfon of the King, was an Argument of general Joy • and 
Comfort to all his good Subj:£ts, and anew feed o£ hope for 
future Bleffings, )'et his prefent Condition was v^ry deplorable. 
France was not at ali pleafed with his being come thither, nor 
did quickly take notice of his being there. The Queen his 
Motnerwas very glad of his Efcape, but in no degree able to 
contribute towards his Support y they who had Intereft wiAi 
her, finding all (he had, or could get, too little for their own 
unlimited £xpence. Befides, the diftradion that Court had 
been lately in, and was not yet free from the efieftsof, made 
her Penfion to be paid with lefs punfiuality than it had u<ed 
tobe^ fo that (he was forced to be in debt both to herSer* 
rants, and for the very Provifions of her Houfe ^ nor had the 
. ; King 
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King OM ihiUigg towards the Support of Himlelf , and his 
Faottlf. 

AssooH as bis Majefty came to P<rr«r, and knew chat the 
Chancellor of che Exchequer was at Antimfy hecommaoded 
^/mmf!, who was of hts Bed-Chamber, to fend to him toT^Kin 
/cpair thither ^ which whilft he was providing to do, ^' ^^^^^i^!^!/!^^ 
the King's Seaetary, who was ^xAmfitrdsm^ and bad bcenJ^^X- 
icmov'd from his Attendance in Scotiamlby the Marquis of fttfritr#. 
ArfyU^ writ to the Cbancellor, ^^ chat he had receiv'd a IjcXr^'^^ ^•^^ 
**iei frpro the King, by which he was required to let all his**^*'"* 
^^ Majefty'fr Ser?ams who were in thofe parts, kngw, it was 
'* his pleafure that none of them (hould repair to him to Varis^ 
^ imcil cbcy Ihould receive farther order, fince his Majefty 
<< could not yet refolve how long he (hould ftay there : o( 
^^ which, Mr J^ng faid, '^ he thought it his duty to give him 
" notice ^ with this, chac the Lord C^Ufepper and himfelf, who 
^'had reiblv'd to have made haft thither^ had in obedience to 
'' ibis command laid alide that purpofe. The Chancellor con* 
duded that this inhibition concern d not Him, Gnce he bad 
feceiv'd a command from the King to wait upon him. Be- > 
iides, he had ftill (he Charader of EmbaOadour upon him , 
vhkh be could not lay down till be bad kifled his Majefty's 
hand. So he purfued his former purpofe, apd came to Paris rbt aMxai- 
in the cbrsfim^, and found that the command to M' Lmg^^'ft^^M- 
kulbeeo procared with an eye principally upon tbe Cbancd- ^'^^^ . 
]or, there being (bme ihere who had no mind he ibouki be ^chtitt^ 
viik the King ; though, when there was no remedy , the mu 4r Pil 
Q^Mi leoeiv'd him graciouily. Buc theKii^ was very wellris. 
fitegfed with his being come j and, for the hrft four or fure 
day% he fpent many hours with him in private, and informed 
hiaiof Vf^rymany particulars, oftbcharfli treatment he htdwberghg 
received in Scatlandy the reafon of his march into E/^lMul^rtwvttfftm 
theeonfuGon at Worcejier^ and all the circumftanoes of his'j^^'V 
.happy efcape and deliverance s many pans whereof are com-^^^^j^ 
preheoded in this relation, and are exadly true. For befides ;#/!,*/ 'Mi' 
aU thofe particulars which the King himfelf was plealed to««r«M». 
Communicate to him, fo (bon after the Tranfadions of them, 
when they had made fo lively an imprcilion in his memory, 
and of which the Chancellor at that time kept a very pundiuJ 
Memorial ^ he had, at the fame time, the daily converiatiott 
oftbeLordf^S&M/^ who informed him of all he could re- 
oiember: and fometimestheKingandHe recolleAed many 
paniculars in dbe difcourle together, in which the King s me- 
mory was much better than the other's. And after the King's 
bkuedfecurninto EfigUftdy he had frequent conferences with 
Bttoy of thofe who had afted feveraj parts cowards the EfcapQ 
whereof fome wei^ofthe Chancellor's aeareft Alliance, «Dd 
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ethers his moft intimate Frieiub ; towtMb whom his Majefty 
always made many gradoos ezpreffiontof his acknowledge* 
meoc : fo that there is nothing in this Ihort idation the veri* 
tfw h er c of can jaftly be tufpo&cd^ though^ as is faid before, 
it is great pity, that tliere couldbe noE^uy made, indeed no 
a^ Acooanc of e?ery Hour^s adveaosre from the comiqg 
•at of Wtftefitry inthat dtfinal confiifioo, to the hoar of his 
Embaritacion at Br^tt»tmfied; in whidx there was fuch a 
OMiotnenoe of good nature, duirity, and geoeroficy, in Per- 
fdns of the meaneft andlowefteztra^ionand condition, who 
did not know the yatee of the precioas Jewel that was in their 
Cuftody« yet all knew him to beefcaped from fuch an AdkMi 
as would make the dtibovery and delivery of him to thofe 
who goverb'd over and amongft them, of great benefir, and 
prefent advantage to them ; and in thofe who did know him, 
of fochCoimige^ LoipltY^ and Aftivity, that allmayreafoii* 
ably lock open the whole, as the infpiratk>n and conduA of 
God Almighty, asa maniieftation of his Power and Glory, and 
for the ooofiStkm of the whole Party, which had finn'd fo 
grievoufly ; and if it haeh not wrought that eflfeft in them, ic 
hath rend^d thorn the more inexcuiable. 

As the greattftBntm of the danger was direrted by thofe 

poor People, in Ui Night-mavches on foot, with to mudi 

pdfl and torment, that he often thought thathe paki too desr 

a priee for his Life^ before he foil into thehands of Perfons of 

better QiaHty, aand places of more coaveniency, fo he owed 

verymuchtothe diligence and fidelity offome Ecdefiaftical 

Pmbns of the Romim perfwafion ; efpecially to thofe of the 

Older afS^Bnmet'y which wastbe reafanthathe expiefled 

faarcfyfaat9y dctt his Reftoration, id that Order than to any 

ether, and granted them fome eztraordinarir Privileges about 

the Service of the Queen, not concealing tne reafon why he 

did fo ; which ooghcto have fatisfied all Men, that his Majo« 

flysitidttlgence cowards all of diat profoffion, by reftraioing 

the Severity and rigoor of the Laws which had been formerly 

made agaioft thm, had its rife from a Fountain of Prioosly 

jnftice and gratitode. and of Royal bounty and demeocy. 

Whilst the Counfels and Enterprifes in Scatiamd and 

Tht AfMft 'Eftgiimdy had this woefol iflue, InUmi had no better Suooeft 

^Ireland in tts UndertaUf^. Omnprf ind made fe great a Progreft 

4/ iJbwiMN. in his Conquefts, before he left that Kingdom tovifit Smr«

ftnrbrheconfukatiofis, and to obftruft the ezecutioo thereof^ 
and having put all tilings In this hopeful Method of proceed- 
ing, in which there was like to be niore ufe of the HaitercfaaD 
the Sword, he coromitied the managwg of the reft*, and the!

i^trfokmit^^hfs Authority. But, on the other fide, they aflured him, 
uh$m ; snd << that thdr Duty and Zeal was fo entire, and real for the King, 
rt^rtUm (land their Refolutfon fo abfolute never to withdraw them^ 
tfc/S^V **felves from his Obedience, that, if he would depart the 
mm H s ^' Kingdom, and commit the Command thereof into the hands 
M»mMm Cd^ -^^ of any Perfon of Honour of the Catholick Religion , be 
tbdicK. <c would thereby unite the whole Nation to the King ; and 
^^ they would immediately raife an Army that (hould drive 
<fjref Mr quickly again into Duiim-y and that the Lord Lieu te- 
nant might know that they would not depart from this deter- 
ipinaeion,the7pubU&'dfoon after an Excommunication againft 
ail Perfons who Qiould obey any of the Lieutenant's Orders, 
or raife Money or Men by virtue of hia Authority. 

D u R I N 6 aU thefe Agitations, many of the Roman Ca- 
thoHck Nobility, and other Perfons of the beft Quality, xe- 
main'd very £aichful to the Lord Lieutenant ^ and cordially 
interposed with the Popiih Biihops to prevent their violent 
proceedings ; but had not power either to perfwade, or tf^ 
ftrain them. The Lord Lieutenant had no reafon to be de> 
lighted with his empty Title to Command a People who 
would not Obeyv ^d knew the daily danger he was 1%^ 
being betray 'd, and.deliver'd into the hands of Intern ^ or 
being Aflaffinated in his own Quarters. And though Jhe did 
not brieve that the Iri/b would behave themfelves with more 
Fidelity, and Courage for the King's Intereft, when he fliouki 
be gone ; well knowing that iheir BiQiops and Clergy defign'd 
nothing but to put themfelves under the Government of 
Ibme Fopifli Prince, and had at that time fent Agents into 
Forreign Parts for that purpofej yet he knew likewife t^t 
there were in truth Men enough, and Armes, and all Prov^- 
fions for the carrying on the War, who, if they were uniied, 
and heartily refolv'd to preferve themfelves, would be much 
liiperior in number to any power L^etom could bring agfttnft 
them. He knew likewife, that he could (afely depofite the 
King's Authority iq the hands of a Perfon of unquefiionable 
Fidelity, whom the Kine would, withput any fcruple, truft, 
and whom the Ir^ could not except agatnfh being of their 
own Natk)n,of th^greateft Fortune and Intereft amongft theml 

and 
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and of the moft emioenc Coaftancy to the Romao Catholick 

Religion of any Man in the three Kingdoms ; and chat was. 

the Marquis of Claurkkard. And therefore^ fince ic was to 

no purpoie to ftay longer there himfelf, and ft was in his 

power iafely to rodte the experiment, whether the Irt(b would 

in truth perform what was in their power to perforro, and 

which they fo (blemnly promifed to do, he thoughc he fhould 

be tnexcufable to the King, if he ihould not confent to that 

Expedient. The great difficulty was to perfwade the Marquis 

of damriekard to accept the trurl, who was a Man, though of 

an tinqueftionable Courage, yet, of an infirna Health ; and 

bTM, and enjoy'd great eafe throughout his whole Life^ and 

oFaConftirutionnocequalco the fatigue, and diftrefl&s, thac 

rile cxmduding fuch a War mull fubjeA him to. He Knew 

well, and exceedingly detefted, the fevity, inconftancy, and 

infidelity of his Country- men : nor did hein any degree like 

Aeprefumptionof the PopiOi BKhop^^ and Clergy, and the 

Excvbitant Power which they had afliimed, and ufurpefi to 

chemfel^es ; and therefore be had no nind CO engage hitnfelf 

in fuch a 0)mmand. But by the extrsfiffdinary importunity 

oTthe Marquis of OrwiMM/, with whon) he had preferv'd a&ft 

and unlhaken Fricndfliip, and his preffing him to preferve 

htUmd CO the King, without which it wwld throw it felf 

into the Armes of a Forreigner; and then the fame ioR)or^ 

taxiSg^ (roimW the Jr^ Nobility, Btfliops, and Clergy f^flfcer 

tho Lord Lieutenant had inform'd tlieni of his piirpofe) 

^*lhat be would preferve his Nation, which without his Ac- 

^ceptance of their ProteAion, would infallibly be excirpatedy 

and their joynt promlfe ^* diat they would abfolutely ivtxiAt 

^to all his Commands, and hold noaflembly, or meeting la- 

^Ibongftthemfelves, without his Permiffionatid Commifuoiiy 

tqgecher with his unqueftionable deiire fo do any thing, bow 

contrary (ocvtt to his own inclination and benefit , that 

would be acceptable to the King, and mighc poffibly bring ihg Usr^ 

feme advantage to his Majcfty's Service, he was in the end 9M»Vor- 

Erevaird upon to receive a Commiffioo from the Lord™®^^^* 
leutenant to be Deputy of InUni^ and undertook that^ycbonc- 

Charge. kardfcii ' 

How well tliey complied afterwards with their promifes, 'O^r/e 
atid proteftations, and how much better Subj^s they prov'd 
toBe under their Catholick Govemour, than they had been 
imJer* theu* Proteftant, will be related at large hereafter. In 
the mean time the Marquis of Or»i^»i/ would not receive a 
Fafifixun Jr^MT, who would willingly have granted it, as he 
did to all the £iigiS^ Officers that defir'dtt; but Embark'd 
linAfelf, with ibme few Gentlemen befides his own Servants, 
in a imall Frigate and arri/d fafely in Norman Jj ; and fo

^ Ormond from the time of Werti^partore cheoce.^ This ww (hortlv af- 
fIImLi^^^ Kiog^ikiwi^ iP^cefiir^ and, aflbon as his Majefty 
vim in' tbt ^riy'd ftt P^crif; he ft>b;bwlth attended him^ and was 0K)ft wd-

Tif 4^*rii» -*<:oTL AND being fiibdued, and If aJ^ra^ reduced to that 
ffcilifrmm Cfccdicnce SA the Parlwment could wt(h , nothing could be 
worcefter. ^pcd^ to be dope iri FMland for the King's advant^e. 
From the time that. Clr^iNrwrtf was choren General in the pho; 
qf FmrfMXy he tookali oocafions to difcountenance the Vtei^^ 
byterians, and to pot d^em out of all truft and Iropioyt^eor^ 
a< well to the Country aa in the Army ; and, whilft he^w^ 
in ScHbmdy he had interoepted fome Letters from cMie J>&r, % 
PresbyteriaaMtnifter in l^mint (a Fellow who hath bm.

fqr Preaching wainft Peace) to a leading Preacher in Sc^" 
Und'^ and fent nicban.tnformation a^inft him, with fo mar

bytertans could make^ who appeared publickty with their u^ 
moft power, die \A^ was Condemn d and Executed upga. 
Love, 4 Tmper^UB. And fa Ihew their impartiality, about the fam? 
''•fV^'** tiac they Executed Bra»m Btifbel^ who had formerly fciv*<l 
^||^» the Parliament in the beginnuig of the RebeUioo, and fliordy 
afcer ferr'd the King to the end of the War, and had liv'd 
fome years in EMgldtU afcer the War expired, untaken notice 
of, but; Kpon this occa&on, was cnvk)ufly diicover'd, and put 
tofdeath. 

I T is a wonderitti thing what operation this Presbyterian 
Spirithad upon the minds of thofe who were poflefled by it*; 
This p6or Man Lm^i, who had been guilty of as much Tre<|<-» 
ion agaioft the King, from the beginning of the Rebellion, a| ^ 
Che Pulpit could ^^ontaio, was fo much without remorfe ior 
toy wickedoefs of that kind that he had oommitred, that jki«^, 
was jealous of iK^liiiig fo much, .as of being fufpedted to re^ 
pent, or that he. was brought %o fufivsr for his Affeftion to tl|^. 
King. And therefoce when he was upon the Scaffold, where 
heappear'd with a marvellous uodauntednefs , he feem'd 16 
much delighted witik the memory of all that he had done a*.. 
gainft the late KiQg, and againft. the BiRioos, that he could 
not even then forbear to fpcak with Anlmouty and Bitt^rneft 
againftboth, and'ezprclTed great fatisfaftkmia mind for what 
he had dene againft them, and was asmuchtranfported with 
the inward joy of .mind, that be felt in being brought thith/er 
tx> dte aa a Martyr, and to give teftimony for the covenant » 
^ whaifoevcr he %d. done being in the puriuit of the ends, 
befaid, ^^of that Sandified ObUgatioii^ to which be was In

When OmnoiB retoni'd to UmUmy He caiifed feveval ci««v«<l 
HcfaCoima of Jaftice to be ereded, b^ which many GmOt^l'^^^^' 
moicf Quality were condemn'd, and Execute iiimatiy fteMxttirurf 
if the Kingdooii as well as in Lmubm^ who had b«efl taken jufM t$ h 
Fritbfiers at Wtri^fler^ or difcover'd cw bare been their. Ani^"*^^- 
ttut the Terrdur might be tinhrer&t, (bftie fiiflbr'd for IdiMe 
dilboarfes laTayernSyWhat they would do towards ReAorAg 
the Kiflg, and others for having blank ConinMSons' fooM int 
tMr fauids fign'd by the King, though diey had aef«r ac- 
mapcod to do any thing thereupon, nor^ for ought appear'd, 
iimded to do. And under tbefe defolare «pprelieBfioos dt 
die Royal and Loyal Party lay groveUng, and proftrate, after 
Che defeat of ly^irjfffr. 

Trer s was at this ttee with the Kfaig the MarMis of 
OMKtn/; who oaiDeflikter before the Ch^mcfeUor of the £]&> 
dheqoer. Thoogb Ms Majefky was now ta unqueftiooable v^ ^x'' 
Uetfj the ftreigbcs and neceflittes he was hi were as unqu^^'^" ^ 
ftioDabie ; which ezpofed him to all the tiOdbte and tmteA-^*^^ 
nds tbac the Nbfters of very ind^ent Fanrilies are fobjcAed 
to; and the morey beeaofeaH Men confider'd only hit D^nity, 
and^Mt bis Poftnne : So that Nfcn had the isme Emulations^ 
aM AiQbifioos^ as' if the King had ail to gire whidh was^ 
taken firom him, and rhooght it a good Argument for theoi to 
aM^tacaofe he had itothhigto giiFe ; and asked very improper 
Revdjk^oBS,beca«re he could not grantdie PoflciSon; and we^e 
foittttoos for Honours, which he had power to granCy be- 
cMe he had not Fortunet to give them. 

There had been a gteat ac^imance^x^i^en the Mar-*nt Fmnd^ 
qA of OrmjHl, when he was Lord Thtrln, in the Itfo of his^;^^^'''^ 
6Miid*f;ttber, ai«i the Chailcellor of the Exchequer, ^>eh^J^;^ 
wi# renewed, hy a nmtoal correTpondence, wtea they both j,^ hw 
oifne so hatto mares in the pofaiick bufinefs, the one in Ir§»'{;bMm9ikr 
imd^ andthe other in JfariiMi: So that when they now mer^^'"^*' 
at?isrir, their met as old Friends, and quickly underftood eacb*^'^"^' 
ofbef lb weU, that there conid not be a more entire confi-^* 
dMde between Men. The Mab^is cDiiiuIt€<d ^th him k» hitf- 
nbsirdl concermtiencs^ and the ChancelloiK efteeiD'd, and cuN' 
tinted the FrtadftAp wirh att pofflMelndaftyy >aed applkaikin. 
TVt' King was abondandy faiisied in the Ftienddiip^ they 
had for each other, ind iniiled thee^ both entirety ; tior was 
it ta'the po#er of iAfy though' Ic was often endv^vour'd by 
Perftna of no ordhulry Account^ id \^Mk or hiternipt that 
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nmtttal con&deooe tM)iw«eniheai» 4mmg tbt whole time cbe 
King remaio'd beyond theSeat; whereby the King's fier- 
pkoM Aflairs wcrt /carried oo with the kfs cnmMe. And 
the OiaQoeUot did always aokAOwledge^ chat Che benefit c£ 
this Frietidihipwafi fo great to him^ that, without it, beoould 
mot have borne the weight of that port of the King's bufioefi 
Vhich was incurobeftt on him, nor the envy and reproach that 
attended the Tnift. 

Besxdss the wants and neceifities which the King was 
pseiled with in reTpdS; of himfeif, who had nothing, but was 
obliged to find himfelf by credit in Coaths, and all other ne- 
7Wm«^ ceflaries for his Perfon, and of his Family^ which he law re- 
ri«i 4iii /^duced to allextreroitieB; he was much ditquiexed by the ne- 
^^f*^ ceflBries in his Brother the Duke of T9rk's Family, and by ithe 
York'i £i- diforder and fadion in it. The Queen complained heavily of 
«»/;. S^Ge§rge Raulifftj and the Atturney; and more of the firft, 
becaufe that he pretended to fome Risht of being of. the 
Duke's Family by a Grant of the lace King \ which his pre- 
fenc Majefty determined againft him ; and reprehended his 
A^vity in the Jaft Summer. Sr Tsuhs Berkley had moft of 
the Queen's Favour ^ and though be had at that time no In- 
tereft ia the IMxii^ hSkfJatm^ he found a way to ingratiate 
blinfelf wMi his Royal Highoeft, by infinuating into him two 
Mrticolars^ hi iKXb whieh he forcfaw advantage to himfislf. 
Though no Man aded the Goveraour's part more Imperi- 
oufly than He had done whilft the Lord Byron was abient, 
£ndinff that he himfeif was lyable in fome degree to be go* 
wem'd upon that Lord's return, he had ufed all the ways 
be could, that the Duke might be exempted from any Sub- 
jedion to a Govemour, prefumtng, chat, when that Title 
fliould be extinguiibed, he (hould be poQefled of fome fiich 
0£Bce and Relation, as fliould not be under the Controie of 
fmy but the Duke himfelf. But he had not yet been able to 
brmg that to ps& ; which was the reafon that he ftay'd at 
Pufir when his Highnefs vtiited Fkmders and HoUMmi. Now 
be took advantage of the Activity of the Duke's Spirit, and 
infofed into him, *^ that it would be for his Honour to piic 
^^ himfelf into A&kHi» and not to be learning his Exercifes m 
'< Ptffsr whilft the Army was in the Field : A Propofition firH: 
indmaced by the Cardinal, << chat the Duke was now of years 
5^ to learn his wnfikr^ and had now the opportunity to im- 
^* prove himfelf, by being in the care of a General reputed 
''equal to any Captaia in cMJhniem^ with whom he mighc 
^^ learn that Exaerience , and make thofe Obfervatioos, as 
^^ might enable nim to feme the King his Brother, who muft 
^ hop to recover his Right only by the Sword. This the Car- 
dinal had M both to the Quotn, and to tbe Lpid Jprnym^ 
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whiiftdieKiiigwasifimrAnii/, whtinrnoMAii hadthehafdi- 
fiefr to ad?ife ic m that oonjundufei But, tfter the Kto^s 
Retnni from Ef^Uoid^ thetc waflCbd nothta^ but the Appro- 
batioo of his Majefty ; and no Man more ddired it than the 
Lord Bjfr$m. who had had good Command, and prderr'd that 
Jtind ot' Lire before that which he was obliged to live in at 
P^rar. There was no need of Spurs to be employed to incite 
the Duke ; who was moft impacient to be hi the Army. And 
therefore S^ J^bm Birkley could not any other way make him* 
fetf lb gratehil to him, as by appearing to be of that mifid^ 
Md by telling the Duke, ^ that whofoever oppofed it, and 
^ dlSwaded the King from giving his confent, was an Enemy 
^ to his Highners's &lory, and defired that he (hould live al* 
^ vmys in Puptllagb ; not omitting co put him in mind, ^* that 
^his very entrance into the Army fet hkn at Liberty, and put 
^\mn into his owndifpofal ; finceno Man went into the Field 
'^uflder the diredion of a Governour ; ftili endeavouring to 
improve his prejudice againil thofe who fliould either diflwade 
him from parfutng that Refolution, or endeavour to perfwade 
the King not to approve it; ^^ which, he told him, coold pro- 
^ ceed from nothing but want of A£feftioo to his Perfon. By 
this means he hoped to raife a notable diflike \h him of the 
ChanoeHor of the Exchequer, who, he'bdievM, did notli^P 
the defign, becaufe he having fpoken to him of it, the other 
had not enlarged upon it as an Argument that pleafed 


Thb Duke prefled it withearneftnefs and paffion, in which 
he d'lSembled not ; and ibund the Qjieen, as weil^ as the 
Kii^ very referv'd in the point ; which proceeded from 
tbeir cendernefi towards him, and left thefmight be thought 
ro be kfs ooocem'd for his Safety (ban they ought to be« 
*His Highnefi then conferrM with thofe, who, he thought, 
were moft like to be confulted with by the King, amongft 
whom be knew the Chancellor was one; and finding him to 
fpeak with Itiii warmth than the reft, as if he thought it 'a 
matter worthy of great deliberation, his Higbnefi was con- 
finn'd in the jealoufv which S' Jdbn Bmrkky had kindled fa 
him, that He was the principal Perfon wlio obftruded the 
KhM^s Condefceniion. There was at that time no Man with 
the King who had been a Counlellor to his Father, or fworn 
to Himfelf, but the Chancellor of the Exchequer. The Mar- 
quis of Ormmulf though he had adminiftred the Aflairs in 
InUmi^ was never fworn a Counfellor in EngUwd-y yet his 
Majpfty looked upon him in all refpeAs molt fit to advife 
him ; and thought it neoeflary to form fuch a Body, as Siould 
be efteem'd by all Men as his Privy Council, without whole 
Advioa he wwld take no Rcfolutions. The King knew the

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Queen would hoc be well pieaTed) if the Lotd Jermyn were 

noc one ; wholnall other refpeds waaoece&ry to thflt Truft^ 

fincegU AddreOb to the Court of Ftjhic^ were tobe dude by 

him : And the Lord I0lm9$y who had cukhrtt^d the King^s 

Aficdion dartae Ae time of their Peregrfcuition, mad drawn 

many pro(nife»nofobim^ and wasfiiU d^projefts forUsSer^* 

TV King vice, could noc be left out. The King therefore call'd the 

^^'* \iL M^ui^ o(Ormeml, the Lord Jirmytt^ and the Lord fflim&t^ 

mm CMM04 j^ jj,g CoyngH goard^ and declared ^ that thcv throe, toge- 

^' tfaer with the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Cnoold be ton-* 

<f fulted with in all hia Affiitrs. The Queen vert eameftly 

prefled the Kins, ^'that »j0im Beriin might likewife be 

^* made a Coomflor ; which his Majefty would not conlhic 

tof and thoogfat he could not reftife the itme Honour to the 

Lord mmvmthy the Lord Bfrm$y or aov ether Perfon wto 

fbouid wak upon hinfi, if he graoted it to SfJ^tm Birkkjry who 

had no manner of pretence. 

Be R K L fi T tocHc this refbfat very heavily, and thon^ his 

Eieat Parti, and the Services he had poform'd, which were 
nown to ytry few, might well enough difttnguiih htm froiA 
other Men. But becaofe he would noc be thought wkhouc 
Ibme juft pretence #hich others had not* he very confidently 
Sir John infiftdd upon a Right he had, by a promili of iche lare King, to 
Berkley bo Mafter of the Wards $ and that OflSoer bad ufually been 
ST^/ offhe Privy Council.^ The evidence hehad of that promife, 
/bf «/^w ^""^ ^° imercepced Letter from the late King to the Queen, 
Ffrsrdt. which the Parbament bad caufed tobe printed. In thatLet* 
ter the King anfwei^d a Letter hie had-reoeiv'd from her Ma* 
jefty, in which fhe pue Mm in mind, ^ chat he had promifal 
^^her to make fstk Birilty ( whfch was the ftyle in dK Let* 
ter) ^ Matter of the Wards} whk:h> the Ki«g (aid, <^ be won- 
^' der'd at, fisce he could noc remember that (be had eter 
^* (pokisa to hhn to that purpolb^ implying likewife that he wa9 
^0dt& for iL He prefled the Chancellor of the Excheouer 
^< CO urge thft matter of Right to the Kmg ( and faid, ^^the 
« Queen would declare the King had promifed it to her) and 
''to prevail with his Majefty to make him prefently Matter 
''of the Wa»^; which would give him fueh a Tick to the 
^ Board, that others could not take his being called rbicher a0 
'* a prejudice to fhem . 

Tn% Chaooetlor bad at that time much kindneft for liim, 
and did really defire to oblige him, b«x he durft tKft urge that 
for a rcafott' to the King, whtcb could be none, and what he 
knew, as well as a Negative could be known, had no fd^n^ 
datton of cruch*. fbr befides chat he wry well knew the late 
Kim had aot ib^ jgMi an opinton of Sr Jdm Betkkf, as^ he 
Ufnielf did at that time beanfly wiQi| and endeavour to infufe 

into 
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iotD him, the Kiogto^y after thAt pramUe was pretended to 
be aade, grimed tha« Office at Omrd to the Lord Cmmg' 
Um ^ ^ho executed it as loog as Offices were execated under 
the Gstnc of the Crown, and waspofleOed of the Title to his 
death. The Chaooelbr did therefore yttf eameftly endea* 
four codiflwade him from makhig that pretence and demand 
CO Che King ^ and cold him, '* the King could not at this time 
^do a more ungracious thing, that would lofe him more 
^ cbe hearts and 2E£eBasio» or the NobiJity and Gentry of 
^ EMgld$$dy than in making a Mafter of the Wards, In a time 
^when it would noc be the leaft Advantage to his Majefty 
^« or die Officer, to declare that he refolv'd to infift upon thac 
<^.part of his Prerogative which his Father had cdnfeoted xp 
'^MTt witbi the reTuming whereof in the full rigour, which 
'^be rnighc lawfully do, would ruinmoft of the Eftates of 
^< Bngi^dj as wtil of his Friends as Enemies, in regard of 
^^the vaft Arrears incurred in fo many years ^ and therefore 
^.whacever his Majefty might think torefolye hereafter, when 
"k Ox>uldpleaie God to reftorehim, for the prefent there 
^ muft be no thought of fuch an Officer. 

Sir Jobm Berkuy was not fatisfied at all with the reafbli 
that was aUed|;ed ; and very uniatisfiftd with the unkindnefir 
( as he called it ) of the refufal Co inrerf>ofe in it; and fikly 
^'Aidebis friends would not, he would himfelf require juiliiDe 
^.of the King ; and immediately^ heating chat the King Was 
id .the next Room, went to bim$ and in the warmth tehad 
cWaftad by theChancelk>r'scontradiAion» prefled bisMa^- 
jefty, ** to make good cbe promife his Father had made ; and * 
magBifirrd the Service he had done ; which he did really be> 
lieve to have been very great, and, by the cuftom of ttiakiog 
fhguent relations of his own AAions , grew in very good 
earoeft co think he had done many things whk:h so body eUb 
ever heard of« The King who knew him verv well, and tte*^ 
liev'd little of his Hiftorv, and lefs of his Father's promife^ 
waswillfaig rather to recbitm him from his importunity, than 
ta§ive him a pofitive denial ( which in his Nature his Makily 
aftedfidnot) left it might indifpofe his Mother or his Bro« 
ther : and fo, to every part of his requeft concerning the be- 
hoof the Council, and concerning the Office, gave him fuch * 
leafons againil the gratifying him for the prdfent , that he 
oqtti|d4iot but plainly difcern that hlsMsjefty ^s very averfe 
froqfi it. But thac confideration prevailed not with him ; he 
ofed fe great impovtuipity , notwithftsuding all the reaTons 
which had beenaliedg^, that at the laftLCh^ King prevailed 
w^ himfelfy which he ulled not to ^ jff b^ Cafes, to give. :

^^ that he knew all chat Indifpofition had been infufed by him ; 
'^ becaufe many of the reaions. which his Majefty had given

'^ that he would deliver his opinion in a Matter chat was fo • 
^< much too hard for him, till he heard what others thou^ft^ 
''at lead, till the Queftion was otherwUe ftated than it yec 
<' fiem'd to him to be. He faid, ''he thought the Council woul ^ 
^ not be willing to take it upon Them to advife that the Duke 
<' of Tariy the next Heir Uf the Crown, Ihould go a Voluntier 
^imo the French Army, and tharthe expofiQ|^ himfelf to fi> 
''much danger, Ihould be the efieA of Their CouofeL who 
"ought to have all poflible tcnderneG for the lafety of every 
''Branchof the Royal Family ; but if theDukeof Tofi, out 
*^ of his own Princely courage, and to attain experience in the 
^ Art of War, of which there was like to be lb great uie. had 
^ taken a reiblution to vifit the Army , and coi^end that 
^Caropagoe in it, and that the quedion only was^ whether 
^ the King fliould reftrain him from that Expedition, he was 
^ ready to declare his opinion, that his Majefty diould nocj 
^ there being great dtfierence between che King's advifitig him 
^ to go, which implies an approbation, and barely fu&dng 
" him to do what his own Genius inclined him to. Tiie Kn 
and Queen lik*d the ftattog of the Qypftion, as fuiting beft ' 
with the tendernefs they ought to have ; and the Doke wm 
as well pleafed with it, fince it left him at the Liberty h^ d^* 
fired^ and the Lords thought it fafeft for Them : and fa all 
were pleafed ; and much of the prejudice which the Dukeliad 
entertained towards the Chancellor^ was abated : and bis Royal 
Highoeis, with the good liking of the FrisistfiCourri went CO 
the Army; where he was received by the MarQml or Tmnmiy Vu 9n% 
with all poflible den[K>ollration ,of re(petft; where, in a ibott^'^^''*' 
time, he got the reputation of a Prince of very fignal Courage, •'**^* 
sund to be univerull^ b^IovM of the whole Army by his amip 
ble behaviour. " ^ 

The infupportable neceffitles of the King were now grows 
fo notorious, that the FrAK^ Court was comneU'd to take acv 
tice of them ; and thereupon, with (bme dry Compliments 
for the fmallnefi of the AflTignation in rcfpea of the iJl oon- 
ditionof their Affairs, which indeed were not in any goodT^.^^ft- 
pofture, they fettled an Affignationoffixthoufand Livres by V*?^^ 
the Month upon the King, payable out offuch a.GabeliJJJJ^i' 
whidu being to begin fix Months after the King came tiii- m$9ibfi$sUd 
ther, found coo great a debt contradled^ to be eafily fatisfied >>p«/» «^ 
out offuch a Monthly receipt, thoujghithad been punftually^''*^'** 
complied with i which it never was. The Queen , at his ^° 

Majefty's 
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Majefty'6 firft ftrrival, had dedar'd, ^^ that A^ was not able 
^<co bear the charge of the Kings dvet^ bat tnat he muft pay 
**onehalf ofthe expenceofhcr Taole^ where both their Ma- 
^•^icscat, with the Duke of Tark, and the PrioceTs Hnrh 
^^nta f whkh two were at the Qujeen'^ charge till the King 
came thither, but from that time) the Duke oiXork was upon 
the King's Account ) and the vciy firft Night's Supper which 
the King eat with the Queen, begun the Account : and i 
Moiety thera>f was charged to the King : fo that the firft Mo- 
ney that was recciv'd (qx the King upon bis Grant, was en* 
tirely ftopp'd bv S» Hfrry Wood^ the Queen's Trcafurcr, for 
Cbedifcharge or his Maje(^*s part of the Queen's Table (which 
ezpenoe was firft fatisfied, ss often as Money could be pro- 
cured ) and the reft for the payment of other debts cpntraft* 
ed, at his firft coming, for Cloaths and other N^eflaries, 
there beine great care tascn that nothing (hould be Jeft |0 be 
diflributed amonft his Servants ; the Marquis of Ormpnd 
ftsmfeif being compeird to pnthimfelf in Penfion, with other 
Gemiemen^ at a Piftole a week fi^r his dyet, and to walk the 
Streets oa foot, which was no honourable cuftome in Tark ; 
whilft the Lord Jermjn kept an excellent Table for thofe who 
coortedhim^ and had a(Joachof tiisown. and all other acr-> 
ooihmodatiofls incident to the moft full mrtune \ and if the 
King had the moft urgent occafion for the Ufe but of twenty 
Piftoles, )as (bmetimes be had, he could not find credit tQ 
barrow it; 'which he often had experiment of. Yet ifthero 
had not been as mudh care to take that from him which was 
his owtt) as to hinder him from receivmg the fupply aflkn'd 
by the King of Vtmtce^ his Neceilicies would not have been 
fo extraordinary. For when the King went to Jtrfej in ^r^ 
dcr to hisjourney mto Irtlmtij and at the fame time tha( he; 
fentthe Oianceuor of the Exchequer into^^ASi hefenrlike«- 
wiic the Lord Coltfe^per into MojU^ to borrow Money of that 
Duke \ and into ¥9Umi he fent M' Crtfis upon the fame er- 
rand. The former retqm'd whilft the Kn^ ^&* ^"^ Scotland y 
and the latter about the time that his Majefty made his efcape 
from Jfnrceffer.' And both of them fiicceeded fo well in their 
Journey, that he who recciv'd leaft for his Majefty's Service, 
had above ten thpufand pounds overand above the expenca 
of their Journies. 
§im ththU- Bu T, as if the Ring had been out of all poifible danger to 
■9»« f^r- want Money, the Lord Jtrtujn bad fent an£xprefs into $C9U 
mmr^h$ ^^' afl&on as he knew what fuccels the Lord O^lefepper had 
j^ffm ^ Mbft9^ and found there were no lefs hopes from M^ Cfoftt^ 
MolcoMNf and procured from the King (who could with more eafc 
Poland, grant, than deny ) V/arrants under his hand to both thofe En* 
voysj to pay the Monies they had recetv'd to Teveral Per-«^ 

fonsj 
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fbns; whereof ft ooDSder^le Sum was made aprefent to the 
Queeoiy more co the Lord Jtrwjn^ upon pretence of debca 
£ie to him« which were not diminilb'a by that receipt, and 
all dilpofed of according to the modefty of the Askers j whero^ 
ofD'G^e had eight hundred pounds tor Services he had per- 
ibrm'd. and, within few days after the receipt of it, chained 
his Reugion, and became jone of the Fathers of the Oratory : 
£} chat, when the King retum'd in all that diftrefs to Paritf 
be never reoeiy'd five hundred Piftoles from the proceed, of 
both thofeEmbailies ; nor did any of tbofe who were fijppUed 
by his bounty, feem feniible of the ob^gation , or the mom 
difpofed to do him any Service upon their own evpcnce ; of 
which tlie King was fenfible enough, butrefol^'d to bear that 
and nx>re, rather than, by entring into any fop^ulaaon with 
tfaofe who were faulty, to give an^ trouble to the Qjoen. 

The Lord Jtrmjny who, in his own judgement, wu f^ 
indiilerent in all mattery relating to Religion, was always of 
ibmc FaAion that regarded it. He had been much adaided 
to the Presbyterians from the time that there had beefii«ny 
Ti^attes wim the S(9tSj in which be hi^t, top mueh prmty. 
And now , upon the Ktog's Return into Frsmfy he had • 
great defien to peifwade his Majcfty to go to the Congrega-« 
oon at obareta9my to the end that be might feeep.up his In- 
(ereft in the Presbyterian Party ^ which he had no rcafoo ta 
belieye would ever be able to do the King Service, or willing,' 
If'diey were abk> without fuch odious Qxiditians as they 
bad hitherto infifted upon in all their Ovcrones. The Queen 
did sot, in the leafl: d^ee. oppofe thisj hut gather feem'd to 
countenance it, .as the beft Expedient chat might incUfie him, 
bydbgrecs, to prefer tbeRehgion of tbe.Chutcb of Rmti 
For though the Queen had never, to this .^im^i by her felf, or 
by' Others with her advice, uied theleaft means, toperftvade 
tlieKing to change his. Relieton, as well put of obfcrvatioo 
of the Injundtion laid upon net by the deceafed . King, as cue- 
of the conformity of her own judgement, which could not 
but perfwade her that the Change of his Religion would tn^ 
fidlibljr make all his hopes of recovering. iBngMuf defperats}: 
yet it is as true, tha^ from the King's re^uta from Worufi^^ 
file did really deipair of his being reftored by the Afl^iona- 
of his own Subjeds j and believ'd that it couM never be 
brought to paft without a ConiunStitm of Catbqlick Prinoea 
on his behalf, and by an united force to^Reilore him » and 
that fuch a Coojundion would never be entqr'd inix>, ezoepc 
the King himfelf became Roman Catholick. Therefore front 
this time Oie yr^- very well content that atiy Attempt! 
Ihouldbe made upon him to that puipofe; and, inthaite* 
gard| wUhMthaibe would go \oC$4ri9fp$%, which (be w^U 
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knew was not the RelkioD fae afiefled, but would be a little 
difbouncenafice to the Church id which he bad been bred; 
and from which aflbon as he could be perfwaded in any dqgreo 
tofwerve, he would be moreezpos'd to any other cempcation. 
n« Mint' The King had not pofiuvely refufed to gratify the Minifters 
/tf' •/ of that-Qmgregation ; who, with ereat prcfi^ons of Duty, 
m^filk!^'^ had befought him to do them that Honour, before the Chan- 
i^»{r«cMMcellorof the Exchequer came to him^ in which it was be«>« 
t9 thtir Uev'd, that they were the more like to prevail by the Death 
^'^^ '^^ of D^ Steward^ for whofe judgement in matters of Religion 
^tbTurd (he King had reverence, by the earned recommendation of 
jermyn. his Father : And he died after the King's Return within four- 
TrSccvtrdceen days, with feme trouble upon the iroporcuDlty and arti* 
^*^*^'JI'' Bee he faw ufcd to prevail with the King to go to cbdrnftm, 
xiw'rre. though he faw no diijpoficion in his Majefty to yield to k. 
tiltnintt ' The Lord Jermjn ftUl prefled it, ^^ as a tbixig that ought 
Ffaacie. << in policy and difcretion to be dorre, to reconcile that Peo* 
** pte, which was a great Bod v in Fnntcey to the King's Ser- 
'^ vice, which would draw to nim all the Forreign Churches, 
^ and thereby he miftht receive confiderable Amftance. He 
wondered, he faid, ^'why it fiiould be oppofed by any Man ; 
^* fince he did not wi(h that his Majefty would diicontiniie 
^^ hts own Devotions, according to the courfe he had always 
^^ obferv'd \ nor propofe that he fliould often repair thiihery 
'^ but only foroetimes, at leaft once, to fliew that he did kK>k 
**upon them as of the fame Religion with him } which the 
^Qiurch of £Mr/f»i/ had always acknowledj^d^ and that tc 
^ had been an Inftruftion to the Engbjb Embafladours,tbat they

TheChAn- T»B Chancellor of the Exchequer diflwaded his Majefty 
ttiUfftim from going thither with equal earneftnefs^ told him, ^^thac, 
^a!^ ** whatever cotmtcnance or favour, the Crown or Churdi of 
^frmif.^^^^^ had heretofore (hew'd to thofe Congregations, ic 
'^ was in a time when they carried themfelves«.with roodefty 
^*and dury towards both, and when they profeOed great duty 
^to the King) and much reverence to that Church; lament- 
^iag tjiemfelves, that it was not in their power, by the oppo- 
^fitioo of the State, to make their Reformation (o perfeft as 
^ it wu in B»glmul. And by this kind of behaviour they had 
^ indeed receiv'd the ProteOion and Countenance from En^- 
^ kmi as if they were of the fame Religion, though, it may 
^be, the Original of that Countenance and Protedion pro- 
^ceeded from another left warrantable foundation; which he 
^ was fure w«uld never find Credit from his Majefty. Bur, 
<^ whatever it was, that People now had undeferv'd it rrom the 
% "Kingi 
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^ Kiog^ for, afloomuibeTroubleategiin, the Hugonotsof 
<^ Frmtce had geoenJily expreOedgceac Malice cq che I^te King, 
c«aiid very many o£ tbdr Preachers and Minifters had pub- 
<c UcUy and iodufiriotiily juftified the RebeiUoa,aad pray'd for 
^tfae good fuccefs of it ^ and their Syood ii: ielfhad inAicha 
^ottfiiier inveigh'd againft the Church of EMg/amiy that they, 
^ opoD cbe imttef , profefled themfelyes to be of another Re- 
^ligioD; and inveigb'd againft Epiicopacy, as if it were iii-» 
^ oonfiftent with the Protefiant Religion* That one of their 
** great Ptofedbrs at their Univerfity. of Saumur , who was 
^^ Jookfd upon as a Man of the moft moderate fpirit amohgCt 
^' their Minifters, had publifh'd an Apology for the general 
^' inclination of that Party to^ the proceedings of the rarlia- 
^^ moBUL €3t Ef^ldmdy left it might give fomejealoufy to their 
''own King of their inclination to Rebellion, and of their 
''opiiiloa that it was lawful for Subje&s to take up Annes • 
''isainft their Prioce y which, he laid, could not be done in. 
'^FrmMC0 without manifeft Rebellion^ and incurring thcdif-* 
''pleafiire of God for the manifeft breach. of his Command- 
'' mencs « becaufe the King of France is an abfolute King, in^ 
*^ dependent upon any other Authority. But that the (Jonfti-^ 
''totion of the Kingdom oiExglani was.of another Nature ; • 
'^ beeauic the King there is fubordinate to the Parliament,

T H I Chancellor told the King, " that, after fucb an in- 
^' d^ky ofier'd to him, and to his Crown, and fince they bad 
" now madefuch a diftinftion between the Epifcopal and the. 
"Piesbyterian Government, that they thought theProfeflors 
" were not of the &me Religion, his going to ciarenten could , 
" not be without this efietfl, that it would be concluded every \ 
" where, that his Majefty thought the one pr the other Pro« . 
.".feflkm to be iadifierent; which would be one of the molt 
"ideadly wocmds to the Church of England that it had yet. 
" ever ni£fer'd. Thefe reafons prevailed fo far with the King's . 
own natural averfion from what had been propofed, that he 
declared pofitively, '^ he would never go to ctarentm-^ ^^^^^TbtKi»g 
determination eafed him from any farther application of thatiirtf/4f^i ^ 
People. The reproach of this refolution was wholely cbarged.*^^ ^ X^ 
upon the Chancellor of the Exchequer, as the implacable Ene« 
my of all Presbyterians, and as the only Man who diverted 
the King from having a good opinion of them:, whereas in 
truth, tK daily information he receiv'd from the King him* 
felf of their barbarous behaviour in Scotland towards him, and 
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of cfaeif infiipportabte pride and pedanny m their Nfaoners, 
did confirm him in the judgemeoc be hadatwaysmadbof rheir 
Profeffion y and he was the more, grievous to thoffe of thac 
Profefliqn^ becaufetbeycouldnot, as-cfaeyufedtodo allthofe 
whooppofed and crofled' them in that manner,, accuie him of 
being PopiOiIy a£&d?cd, and govern'd by the Papifts; to 
whom they knew be was equally odious ; and the Qieerfs 
knowing him to be moft di Iwefbed cd her Religion, made her 
willing to appear moft difpleafed for hi^ hindering the King 
fiom going to Cbartmfon, 

Therk was another Accident, wfaid) fell out aftfaistime, 
and. which the Chancellor of the Exchequer foresaw would 
exceedingly increafe theQucen's prejudice to hjm ; whidi He. 
did very heartily defire to avoid, and to recover her Majcfty's 
favour by all the ways he could purfuewitbhis duty; and. Hi 
confiftcnoe with cbat, did never, intheleaft: degree; difpofe 
his Majefty to deny anything to her which flie own'd thede* 
fire of. Lieutenant General MiddlHom^ who had. been taken 
Prifoncr after Worcefier Fight,, after he was recovered of his 
WQun4s.was fent Prifoncr to the Towerof Zi^wfow; where 
were like wife many Noble Perfbnsof thatNitton, as the Earl 
oiCravjfbrd, the Earlof £«f farrfiiAp, and many others. But 
as They of tbe^ Parliament hada greater, regard for Mdilettm 
than for any other of that Country, knowing him to be a Man 
of great honour and courage, and much the beft Officer the 
Scots had, fo they had a hatred of him proportionable ; and 
they thought they had him- at their Mercy , and* might pro- 
ceed againft him more warrantably for his life, than againft 
their other Prifoners ; becaufc he had heretofore,, ifi the be- 
etnniogof the War, ferv'dthcm ; and^thougfrhe had quitted 
tneir Service at the fame time when^ they cafliiery the Earl 
of Ejfex^ and made their new Model, and was at liberty to 
do what he thought beft for himfdfi yet they refolV'd' to free 
themfelves from any farther apprcheciions and fcar* of Him: 
to thatpurpofc they erefteda new High Court of Jufticc, for 
the Trial of fomcPcrfons who had been trouHefometo,them,, 
and efpecially Mddkfcn and Mnff^. 

This lafti after he hadefcaped from Wbrcefth^ and travel- 
led two or three days, found himfelffo tormented and weak- 
ened by his Wounds, that being near the Seat of the Earl of 
Stamford, whofe Lieutenant Colonel be had' been in the be- 
ginning of the War, and being well known to his. Lady, he 
chofeto commit himfclf to Her rather tliah to her Husband ; 
hoping, that in honour (lie would have found fome means to 
prefervehim. But the Lady had only charity to cure his 
Wounds, not courage to conceal his Perfon ^ and fuch Ad- 
vertifementswere given of hhn, that/ aiibon as he was fit to

" therefore they had commanded him, if neither Middlttmy 
"nor the Lord Nrv^vrfib were about his Majefty, that then 
" lie Ihould repair to the Marquis of Ormand , and delire * 
"httnto prelent falmtiJ the Kingi but that] haying found 
C g » J'boih 
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^ both thofe Loids there, he had made no farther Applkatn 

. ^ don than to them, who had brought him to his Majefty. 

7?fcf ^S^f He told the King, " that both thofe in Scotlamd, and thofe in 

l^iw^Mvii*^ the Tower, made it their humble re^ueft, or rather a cxm- 

thtri^ ^ dition to hia Maiefty ; that, except it were granted, they 

^ would no more tnink of ferving his Majefty : the condition 

*^ was, that whatever ihould have relation to bis Service io 

^ ScotUmdy and to Their Peifons who were to venture their 

^* lives in it, might not be communicated to the Queen, the 

'' Duke of Bmkimgbdm^ the Lord Jerwfm^ or the Lord WlU 

*^mot. They profefled all duty to the Queen, but they knew 

*^(he had too good an opinion of the Marquis of Argyle^ 

^* who would infallibly come to know whatever was known 

** to either of the other. * 

The King did not ezpeft that any notable Service could 
be performed by his Frieads in Scotland for his Advantage, 
or thqir own Redemption; yet did not think it fit to leem to 
undervalue the Proteffions, and Overtures of thofe who had, 
during his being amon^ diem, made all poffible demonftra- 
tionofA£[e£Uon,aodDutytohim : and therefore refolv'd to 
grant any thing they defired ; and (opromifed not to commu- 
nicate any thing of what they propoled to the Queen, or the 
other three Lords* But fince they propofed prefent Dif- 
patches to be madeof Commif&onsy and L.etters, he wifbed 
them to confider, whom they would be willing to truft in 
the performing that Service. The next day they attended hio 
Majefty again, and defired, ^' that all matters relating to Scot- 
^ umd might be oonfulted bv his Majefty with the Marquis 
ThtKff»i «<of Ormond^ xh^ljoxA Nfwurgb^ and the Chancellor of the 
XClI^B^^r •/" '^^^''^ J and that all the Difpatches might be made by 
ffc/iExcfe*- ^ ChanceUor ; which the King coniented to ; and bid the 
fMfrr«iMi^Lord Nnotwgb go with them to him, and let them know 
^ T>*f' his Majefty's pleafure. And thereupon the Lord Nev;6urgh 
cwdand ^^^^^^ MuUiet&m to the Chancellor j who had never feen his 
vJmmtI face before. 

5««^or- The Marquis of Ormnsj/, and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
mondv 4^ chequer, believ'd that the King hadiK>thing at this time to 
2r'/#«»^ do but to be quiet, and carefully avoid doing any thing that 
€9netrH$Mi might do him hurt* and to exped fome blefled coniunAure 
tbt King's from the Amity Of Chriftian Princes, or fome fuch Kcvolu- 
^ffMirs at tionofAfiairsinJBflg/fJv^byi^eirown Difcontents, and Di- 
iW umt, yifions amongft themfelves, as mijht make it feafonable for 
his Majefty again to Oiew himfelfT And therefore they pro- 
pofed nothing to thcmfelves but patiently to expeft one of 
thofe coniun&ures, and, in the mean time, (o to behave them- 
« felves to the Queenl that without being received into her truft 
and coofideooe, which cbey did notone^ they might enjoy 
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her Grace and good Acceptation. But the ddBgnation of Aem 
to this Scttilb Intrigue^ crofled all this imagination, and Ihook 
that foundation of Peace and Tranquiility, upon which they 
had railed their prefent hopes. 

The Chancdlor therefore went preiently to the King, and Tht o»^^ 
befought him with earneftncfs, " that he would not lay that «*IIL^J** 


** Burthen upon him, or engage him in any part of the Coun- JSU^ 

^' fels of chat People. He put his Majefty m mind of *^ the lyi^ mn 

^ continued avow d jealoufy,and difpleafure, which that whole ^mfUj km 


^ Party in that Nation had ever had againft him ; and that ^!t^ *=?*• 

« his Majefty very wdl kncw^ that thofe Noble Perfons who**** "^^•''^ 

^ferv'd him heft when he was in ScotUmdy and in whofe Af- 

'^feflion and Fidelity he had all poflBble fatisfadion , had 

^ fome prejudice agamft him, and would be troubled when 

" they ihould hear that all their Secrets were committed to 

^<Him. He told his Majefty, this Truft would for ever de- 

^prhre him of all hope of the Queen's Favour; who could 

''not bat diibem it within three or four days* and, bv the 

^ frequent refort of the $e9$^ Vicar to him (who had the 

Vanity to defire long conferences with him ) ^' that there was 

^ fome Secret in hand which was kept from Her ; and (he 

^ would as eafily difcover, that the Chancellor was privy to 

'^ iC| by his readine Papers to his Majefty, and his Siening 

^diem ; and would from thence conclude, that He had per- 

^ fwaded him to ezdude her Majefty from that Truft ; which 

^ Ihe would never forgive. Upon the whole^ he rcnew'd 

his importunity, ^that be might be excufed from this con- 

**fidcnce. 

The Kine heard him with patience and attention enough ; Vm Ki^» 
and confeOed, ^'that he had reafon not to be follicitous for nf(r t« '»'«>; 
^* that Employment ; but he wifhed him to confider withaL 
^ that he mull either undertake it, or that his Majefty muft 
^ in plain terms rejed the Correfpondence ; which, he faid^ 
^iie thought he would not ad vile him to do. if his Ma- 
^ jefty entercain'd it, it could not be imagined that all thole 
'* Tranfadions could pafs through his own hand, or, if they 
'^couU, his being (but up folong alone would make thie 
^fiune dUbovery. Whom thenihould he truft? The Lord 
^^ ^SBvAmrgbj it was very true, was a very honeft Man, and 
^ worthy of any Truft; but he was not aCounlellor, and no* 
''thing could be fo much wonder'd at, as his frequent being 
'^ (hut up with him ; and more, his bringing any Papers to 
''him to be fign'd. As to the general prejudice which he 
^ conceivM was againft him by that Party, his Majefty told 
Iiim, '' the Nation was much altered fince he had to do with 
*' them, and that no Men were better lov'd by them now than 
^'They who had from the begfaining been faithful to his Fa- 
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^^tbcr^ and Himfelf. To whjch he added^ that AMfktam 
^'bad the leaft in him, of any iofirinicies rooft incident to 
'^ that Part|f> that he kqew : And thap he would find him a 
^^ Man or great Honour and Ingenuity, with whom be would 
^^ be wpil pTealed. HisMajcfty Taid, *^he would frankly declare 
'^ro l^isMorher^ fhat be had received fome Iptelligepce out 
^^oi Scotland, and that be was obliged, and bad given bis 
** word to tbofe whofe Lives woqld be forfeited if known, 
^^tbat he would not coipmupicace it lyicb any but tbofe 
^^ who were chofen by tbemfelves y and, afcer tbjs, (he could 
f^oot be oHended witn bis referyation : And concluded with 
a gracious Conjuratipn ai)d Command to the Chancellor^ 
^^ that be flioifldchear fully fubm it, and undergo that fm- 
*^ ployment ; which, he aOured him, (bould never be attended 
7W ^b4ii. '^ with prejudice or incpnyenicnce to him. In this manner. 
9*u*r fut. he fubmipted himfelf tp the K^ing's fiifpofal, and was tfu^ed 
miu ; znd fbroughout that Affair j which bad f^yeral Stages in the ve^fs 
^WrTi^«i< following, and did produce the inconyeniencies be had tbrc- 
in tib#)i^/.feen, apdrpndpr'd him Co unaccpgt<^l)le tp the Quepn, that ibe 
fain, eafily entertatn'd tbofe prejudices a^ainft him, which tbofe 
{he moft trufted were always ready to infufe into her, ^ 
qnder which be was compell d to beat many bardthips. 
The Trm^ ^His uucomfoft^ble Condition of the Ring was render'd 
hies rf tkt yet more defpprate, by the Streights, and l^fccefficies, into 
^'^"^i- which the Fr^wci Court was about this time plimged : So that 
th^'iimty ^"^y ^^° hitherto had (hew'd no very good willto aflift the 
^ing, were now become really unable to do it. Tbe Far* 
liament of Paris had behaved themfelves fo refraAortly to all 
their King's Commands, prefTed fo importunately for the Li- 
berty of toe Princes^ and fo impatiently for the r^fnove of 
tbe Cardinal, that the Cardisal was at laft compell'd to per- 
fw^de the Q|een to coi^fent to t^o'th : And fo bimielf rid to 
Havre Je Grace, and delivex'd the Qijpep's Warrant to (be 
t^cm ^ Liberty^ and after a (bort Conierenoe ^ith the P/ipce 
of Ofmi^y he continued his own Jovuney towards Germat^y 
s^nd paQed in 4i%Miie, with two or three Servants, till he caqoe 
near cilmie, ^nd tb^te be remaiq'd at a Houfe belon^ic^ ta 
iha?EIe5or. 

When th^ Pxince^ came to Vark^ they had recciy'd great 
welcome from tbe Parliameor, and the City ^ and inltead of 
ck>£ng with the Court, which it was tbbught they would have 
done, the Woimd was widen'd without any hope of recon- 
ciliajtion : So that the King and Q^een Regent, withdrew 
(com thence ^ the Town was in Armes ; and Fire and Sword 
denounce^ againft the Cardinal ; his Goods fold at zn Outcry^ 
and a price let upon bis Head ; and all Perfons who profeiled 
any Duty to their King, found tbemfelves very unfafe in 

Paris. 
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Psfis, During all this time the Quceo olE^lamJaxid the King^ 
with their Families, remain'd in the Louvre^ not knowiag 


wDft&er to go, nor iiviell able to ftay there ^ the Affignetnencs^ 
which had been made for their Subfiftence, not being paid 
tbem : And the loofe People of the Town begun to talk of the 
Duke of Tork'z being in Armes againft then). But the Duke 
dOrkam^ under whofe name all the diforders were commit* 
ted, and the Phnoe of Cande, vifired our King and Queen 
villi nttny Profef&ons of Civilitv : but thofe were fliortly 
abated lifcewiie, when the Frtncv King's Arnay came upoa 
one fide of the Town, and the ifan^^ with the Duke of 
Is»rrmme\ upon the other. The BrenchArcDV thought they 
had the £nemy upon an advantage, and deured to have a 
Battle with them ; whidi the other declined ; all which time, 
the Court had an underhand Treaty with the Duke of Lor^ 
TMtMei and, upon a day appointed, the Trench King fent to 
the King of E^lamd, to delire him to confer with the Duke 
ofJLerrjuaei who lay then with his Army within a MHe of 
the Town. There was no reafon vifible for that delire, nor 
could it be cooceiv'd, that his Majeftyls interpofition could be 
of OQoment : yet his Majefty knew not how to refufe it ; biic 
immediately went to the place aflign'd; where he found both 
Annies drawn up in Battalia within Cannon (hot of each 
other. Upon his Majefty s coming to the Duke of Lorrsine, 
the Tieatv was again revived, and MefiDiges fent between the 
Duke ana Marflial TVmnrf. In fine, the Night approaching, 
both Armies drew off from their ground, and his Majefty re* 
tam'd to the Louvre; and before the next Morning, the 
Treaty was finifb'd between the Court and the Duke of I^fr- 
rmm-^ and he march'd away with his whole Army towards 
FlsMders^ and left the Sfdniards to fupport the Parliament a- 
gainft the Power of the French Army ; which advanced upon 
them with that Refolution, that, though they defended them* 
felves very bravelv, and the Prince of Cotidi did the Office 
of a brave General in the Fauxtourg Sc Mttrceaux^ and at the 
Port & jintoineykci which places many gallant Pcrfonsof both 
fides were (lain, they had been all cut ofl^ if the City had 
not been prevaiTd with to fuficr them to retire into ic; which 
they had do mind to do. And thereupon the King's Army 
retired to their old Poft, four Leagues offj and attended fu- 
ture advantages : The King having a very great Party in the 
Pailiament and the City, which abhorr'd the receiving and 
entertaining the Sfaniards into their bowels. 

This Retreat of the Duke of Ufrrsm^ broke the neck of 
the Prince of Cendi'$ defign. He knew well he (hould not 
be long able to retain the Duke of Orleans from trcatiiis 
with the Court, or keep the Farifians at his Devotion i and 
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that the Duke de Beaufort ^ whom they had made Govcmour 
of Tarisy would be weary of the Contention. For the pre- 
fent, they were all incenfed againft the Duke of lArrmm^ 
and were well enough contented that the People fliould be- 
lieve, that this defedlion in the Duke was wrought by the 
aftivitjr, and interpo&tionof theKingof JSagiW^ and they 
who did know that his Inccreft could not have produced that 
cSeA, could not tell how to intercept his Majdfty's Journey 
to fpeak with the Duke in fo unfeafonable a conjunfture : fo 
that, as the People exprefled, and ufed all the infolent re- 
proaches againft the EngBfh Court at the Jjowort^ and loudly 
threatened to be reveng'd, fo neither the Duke of Orkamsy 
nor the Prince of Omd^j made any vifit there, or exprefled 
the leaft Civility towards it. In truth, our King and Queen 
did not think themfelves out of danger, nor ftirred out of 
the Louvre for many days, until the French Court thought 
themfelves obliged to provide for their Securttv, byadvimig 
the King and C^een to remove, and affign'd y Germahf% to 
«, ^ .^ f ^"^"^ for their Retreat. Then his Majefty fent to the Duke 
Engbnd f^ Orleans , and Prince of Condi, " that their purpofe was to 
0Hd his M*. " '^ave the Town : upon which there was a Guard that at- 
thgr rgmvd tended them out of the Town in the evening ; which could 
t$Si Gcr- not be got to be in readinefi till then j and they were fliortly 
*"'"* '• after met by feme Troops of Horfe fent by the Fremb King; 
Which conduced them by Torch-light to S« GemuMs'^ 
where they arrived about midnight^ and remain'd there 
without any difturbance, till T^ms was reduced to that King's 
Obedience. 

1 T is a very hard thing for People who have nothing to 
' do, to forbear doing fomething which they ought not to do j 
and the King might well hope that, fince he had nothing eUe 
left to enjoy, he might have enjoy'd quiet and repofe; and 
that a Court which had nothing to give, might have been 
free from FaAion and Ambition ; whilft every Man bad cooi- 
pofed himfelf to bear the ill fortune he was reduced to for 
Confcience fake, which every Man pretended to be his cafe^ 
with fubmiOion and content, till it fliouId pleafe God to buoy 
up the King from the lowneft he was in ; who in truth fu^- 
fer'd much more than any Body elfe. But whilft diere are 
Courts in the World, Emulation and Ambition will be infe- 
parable from them ; and Kings who have nothiiig to give^ 
fiiould be prefled to promife ; which oftentinoes proves more 
inconvenient and milchievous than any prefent pft oould be^ 
becaufe they alwavs draw on more of the fame title, and 
pretence ; and as they who receive the Favours, are not the 
more fatisfied, fo they who are not paid in the fame kind, or 
who^ out of modefty and difaetioo, forbear to make (ucb Suit«« 

are 
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tre sriey'd and ofiended to fee the Tanity and prefumption of 
boklMen lb unfeafooably gratified and encouraged. 

The King found oo benefit of this kind in being ftripp'd 
of all his Dominions, and all his Power. Men were as im- 
portunate, as hath been faid before, for Honours, and Offices, aAm>>jimu 
and Revenues, as if they could have taken poOeffion of them/*" ^^V* 
aflooo as they Had been granted, chough but by promife : 'i^^^' 
and M^n who would not have had the prefumption to have 
ask'd the fame thing, if the King bad been in EMgUmd^ thought 
it Vjcry juftifiable to demand it, becaufe he was not there ; 
fooe there were fo many hazards thacthey Ibould never live 
CO enjoy what he promiied. The vexations he underwent of 
this kind, cannot be exprefled ; and whofoever fucceeded not 
in his unreafonable defires imputed it only to the ill Nature 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer : and concluded, that He 
alcne obftruded it, becaufe they always receiv'd very gra- 
cious Anfwers from his Majefty : fo that though his wants 
were as vifibie and notorious as any Man's, and it appeared 
he got nothing for himfelf, he paid very dear in his peace and 
quiec for the credit, and interett he was thought to have with 
his Matter. 

The Lord JiPtlmtt had, bjr the opportunity of his late Con- 
verfation with the King in his Efcape, drawn many kind ex- 
preflions from his Majaly: and he thought he could not be 
too follidtous to procure luch a Teftimony of his Grace and 
Favour, as might diftinguifh him from other Men, and pub- 
U{h the efteem the King had^f him. Therefore he impor- 
tiuicd his Majefty that he would make him an Earl, referring 
ciie time of his Creation to his Majefty's own choice : And 
tbemodeftyof this reference pievail^l ^ che King well know- 
ing, chat die fame Honour would be defired on the behalf 
of^another, by one whom he Ihould be unwilling to deny. 
Ekic fince it was not askfd for the prefent, he promifed to 
do it in a time that fliould appear to be convenient for his 


There were ProjeAs of another kind, whkh were much 
more troublefome; in which theProjeftors ftill oonfider'd 
themfelves in the firft place, and what their condition might 
prove to be by the Succefs. The Duke of Tork was fo well 

S leafed with the fatigue of the War, that he thought his con- 
itioo very agreeable ; but his Servants did not like that couHe 
of life fo weu, at leaft ddSred fo far to improve it, that they^ 
tti^ht reap fome Advantages to themfelves out of His ap- 
pointments. S' Jobm Berkhj was now, upon the death of 
the Lord BjTon^ by which the Duke was deprived of a very ru urd 
good Servant, become ilie fuperior of his Family, and call'd ^yron, tbg 
^imfelf, without any Authority for it, Mmlmit des ^^fres^Jir^ 
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dBf9» AUtffi'RtjAk*^ had the mtnagecneaCof ail bi€ Receipts 
and DisburiemeDU \ and all the reft depended ^ipoo hka. He 
defired, by all ways, to get a better Revenue K>r his Mafter, 
thatf the fioaU Peofioo he received from Vrtmu ; and thought 
no expedient fo proper for binx, as a Wife of a great ^Dd 
noble jFortttoe; which he prefijoed he fliould have the ma- 
naging of. 

Theee was then a Lady in the Town, Maimmjette Je 
iMignevJU^ the Daughrer of the Duke d$ lAngueviUe by his 
fitft Wife, by whom (be was to inherit a very fair Revenue, 
and had title to a very confiderable Sum of Money, which her 
Father was obliged to account for ; h that fhe was looked 
upon, as one of the greateft and richeft Marriages in Vrmte^^ 
in refped of her Fortune ; in refpefi of her Penon not at all 
attra&ive, being a Lady of a very low Suture, and that Sra- 
Sif Johii^ ture fomewhat dcform'd. This Lady Sr John de(ign*d for d^ 
Berkieviff- Dulcc y and aeated with thofe Ladfies who were neareft to 
Aoi^ilede^^''' and had been trufted with the Education of her, before 
Longue. ^ floentionVl it to his Royal Highneft. Then he perfwaded 
Tf iie/ifiAe him, ^* that all hopes in EmglMul were defperate: That the 
Vmfy's mfe. c< Government was fo fettled there, that it could never be 
^ (haken -, ib that his Highnels nuft think of no other Fortune 
^^ than what he fliould make by his Sword : That he was now 
^' upon the Stage where he muft aA out his Life, and that he 
'^ fliould do well to think of providing a Civil Fortune for him- 
'^ felf, as well as a Martial ; which could only be by Marriage : 
and then fpoke of MaJemoiJille Je L$ngueville, and made 
her Fortune at lead equal to what it was ^ ^^ which, he iaid, 
^' when once his Highneft was poflefled of, he might ieli ; and 
^^ thereby raife Money to pay an Army to Invade Exglsmd, 
'^ and Co might become the Reflorer of the King his Brother : 
^< this he thought very praAicable, if his Hi^nefs ferioufly 
'* and heartily would endeavour it- The Duke htmfelf had 
no averiion from Marriage, and the oonfideration of the For- 
tune, and the circumftances which might attend it, made ic 
not the lefs acceptable ; yet he made no other Anfwer to it, 
'' than that be muft iirft know the King's and Queen's judge- 
'^menc of it, before he could take any refolution what to do. 
Upon which S' Jpim undertook, with his Highnels's appro- 
bation, to propofe it to their Majefties himfdf, and accord- 
ingly hrft fpoke with the Queen, enUtrgipg on all the benefic 
which probably might attend it. 

It was belie v'd, that the 6rft Overture and Attempt had 
not been made wirhout her Majefty's privity* and approba- 
tion ; for the Lord Jwrmyn had been no leis aaive in the con- 
trivance than ^jitm Bifkkf : yet her Majefty refufed to de- 

Uv«r any opinion in ic^ till fl)e knew the King's : and fo at 
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hft^ after the youitt Lady her felf had b^n fpoken to^ \ii$ 
Majefty was infofnrcl of it, and ^is apprqbation defired ^ with 
which he was not ^ell jpleafed ; and yet was unwilling to ufe 
his Authority tq obftrua what was loofc'd upon as fo grcgt a 
benefit and adv^tage to his Brother^ though he did not dif- 
icinble his Refentineot of their Prefuipptibn who undeitook 
to enter uponl'reati^s of that l^atujrc, with the fame lijberty 
as if k poDoerq'd oniy their 6w^ iClndrqi and Allies : How- 
ever^ he was very refervM ia hying what he thought oJFic. 
Wh£[$ his N^aply' was ip delioeration, all the ways were 
taken to di(coiref*wha( tne Chancellor of the Exche^uer'9 
judgeoDenc was ^ and t^e Lord Jeni^n fpol(e to him of it, ac 
a matter that woifld not adroit any doubt on the King's part| 
otberwiie than from tf)e difHcuity of bringing it to pad, in 
regard theLa()y's Friends Vouid not eafily pe induced to give 
their conlent. Biit the Chancellor could not be drawn to 
rogke any other Anfwer, fhan 'Vthat i( was a SubjeA fo much 
^^above his coroprehenfioni and th^ conf(?quepces might be 
'^fuch, that he had not the ^mbitipn to dcfire to be confulted 
"with upon it \ and that lefs ihan the King's or Queen's Comr 
*^ mand Ibopld not induce him %» enter upon the difiroqrf^ 

** of it. 

I T was not lone before theQ^een fent for him ^ and (eem- ru gum 
iog to coroplaii> of the importunity, which was ufed towards ''"M'*'* 
her in that aflFa jr, ^iid as if it were not grateful to her, asked ^^g**^ ^ 
him, 5yhat his opinion of |t was? To which he anfwer*d,'J^^lJJii 
^^thathedid not upderftand the convenience of it fo well, ^^iktiitm^it. 
*<to pv^e whether it were l)ke to be of benefit to the Puk^ 
** of Tfrk : But hp thought, that neither the King, nor her 
^'Majefty, (hoqld b^ willing that the Heir of the CrowQ 
^(bould oe Married before the King himfelf; or that it fi^ui4 
" be in any Wp^iun's power to fay, that, if there were but 
^ one Perfon deadj die fl\o\M be ^ Queen : Wi^ which her 
Majefty, who no doubt ^id love thcRing with all polSblo 
tendemefs, feem'4 to be tnQve4, as if it had been a confi*. 
deration ihe had qqf ^h^ght of before ; and faid , wit^ 
feme warmth, '<< that (he would n^ver give her confent tha^ 
** it (hould be fo. However, tl^is Argqnieiot was quickly madQ 
known to the Duke of K?r4, and fevcral glo0bs made ujyui it, 
to the reproach of the Qt^^ellor : yet it made fucb an ino* 
preffion, that there were then as adive endeavours to fipd a 
convenient Wife fpr t^ie King hitpfifif, and JH^fJin^J^, the Mademoi- 
Daughter of ihe Duke of Orlt^s, by hi| firft Wife, whp, infj^lj^^^* 
the Sight of her Mpther, was already poiSlefled of the (^ir iorfgrlS^i^^; 
heritance gf the Dutchy of Mmfeiitfir^ ws^s thought of. Tq 
this the Qieen w^ much inclined, W th$ iCiUj; himlelf noc 
averfe i both looking top ai^ ripif^ ^e r^i.Qf tc might give 

' ' ' ' ' to 
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to his prefent neceffides, and the convenleooe of having a 
place to repofe in, as long as the florm (hould continue. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had no thought, by the eondu- 
fion he had made in the other Overture, to have drawn oa 
this Propoficion ; and the Marquis of OrmanJ and He were 
no left troubled with this, than with the former j which made ^ 
them be look'd upon as Men of oontradiftion. 
Tbi U4rqiai T H E Y reprefented to the King, •* that, as it could admi- 
^^'tZth^^^ nifter only fome competency towards his prefent fubiiftence^ 
teiUr tf tb^^^ ^^ ^^ might exceedinglv prejudice his future hopes, and alie* 
txehffter's ^^ uate the A£fe<3ions of his Friends in E»gUmd: That the Lady 
•x(r«/rn>iM«-<< was elder than He by fome years; which was an exception 
imnfi tkii. « amongft private Perfons ; and had been obferv'd not to be 
^^profberous to Kings: That his Majefty muft exped to be 
^^ prefled to thole things in point of Religion which he could 
'^ never confent to ; and yet he flioald undei^o the fame dif- 
^'advantage as if he had confented, by many Men's believing 
^' he had done fo. They befought him *^ to fet his heart en- 
^'tirely upon the recovery ofSfland, and to indulge to no- 
'^ thing that might reafonably obftruft that, either by making 
^^ him iefs intent upon it, or by creating new difficulties in 
'^ the purfuing it. His Majefty aflur'd them '' that his heart 
^^ was fet upon nothing elfe ; and, if he had inclination to this 
^' Marriage, it was becaufe he believ'd it might much facili- 
^* tate the other ; That he look'd not upon her Fortune, which 
^was very great, as an Annual fupport to him, but as a (lock 
^^that fliould be at his difpofal; by Sale whereof he might 
^ raife Money enough to raife a good Army to attempt the 
^' recovery of his Kingdoms : and that he would be well af- 
^^ (bred, mat it (hould be In his power to make that ufe of ir , 
^'before he would be engaged in the Treaty : that he had no 
^ apprehenfion of the preflures which would be made in mat- 
^' ters of Religion ; becaufe, if the Lady did once confent to 
^ the Marriage, (he would a0ed nothing but what might ad- 
•* Vance the recovery of his Dominions j whidi (lie would 
^ quickly underftand any unreafonable Conceflions in ReU- 
** gion would never do. In a word, his Majefty difcover'd 
enough to lee them fee that he ftood well enough inclined to 
the Overture it felf ; which gave them trouble, as a thing 
which, in many rcfpeds, was like to prove very inconve- 
nient. 

But they were quickly freed from that apprehenfion. The 
Lady carried her felf in that manner, on the behalf of the 
Prince of C^d^f and fo ofien(iveIy to the French Court, hav- 
ing given fire her felf to the Cannon in the Bajfile upon the 
King at the Port S^ Antom^ and done (o many blameable 
things againft the Wt/ntebl^Mg and Queeny that they no fooner 

heard 
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hetid of this dilbourfe, but they quickly put an end to it ; 
the Cardinal, who was now returtrd again, having long re- 
Iblv'd, that our King fliould never owe any part of his Refti- 
tution to any countenance, or affiftance, he fliould receive 
from Vrmut ^ and, from the fame condufion, the like end f^th thfi 
was put to all Overtures which had concern'd the Duke af^'^k"*'^*^ 
nri and the other Lady. " '«'^^'«- 

T H fi R E was, fliortly after, an unexpeded Accident, that 
feemM to make fome alteration in the afl&irs of Ckriffendom ; 
which many very reafonably believed, might have prov'd ad- 
vantageous to the King. The Parliament , afloon as they 
had fettled their Common-wealth, and had no Enemy they 
iear'd, bad fent Embaflklours to their Sifter Republick, theTivP^iriiii. 
States of the united Provinces, to invite them to enter into "'^ Z*^ 
a&ider Alliance with them, and, upon the Matter, to be as ^*^|^*? 
one Common wealdi, and to have one Intereft. They were,l7,°«i" 
leoeiv'd in HMmJ with all imaginable reto^ and as great riMmr«« 
Expreffions made, as could be, of an equal defire that a firm/^^^»MS 
UnioQ might be eftablifli'd between the two Common- ?*•"' fi?* 
wedths : and, for the forming thereof, Perfons were appoint- ^^^ 
ed te treat with the Embafladours j which was look'd upon as 
a matter that would eaiily fucceed, fince the Prince of Orjig^, 
who could have given powerful obftru&ions in liich Cafes, 
was now dead, and all tfaofe who adher'd to him, difoounte- 
nanced, and remov'd from places of truft and power in all the 
Provinces, and his Son an Infant, bom after the Death of hif 
Father , at the Mercy of the States even for his Support; 
the two Dowagers, his Mother and Grandmother, having 
great Joyntures out of the Eftate, and the reft being liable to 
the payment of vaft debts. In the Treaty, Saha-John^ who 
had the whole truft of thcEmbafly, being very powerful in 
the Parliament, and the known confident of Cromvjell^ prefled 
focb a kind of Union as muft dtfunite them from all their 
other Allies : fo that, for the friendfliip oiEffgUmd^ they muft 
lofethe friendfliip of other Princes, and yet loie many other ' 
Advantages in Trade, which they enjoy'd, and which they 
£iw the younger and more powerful Common-wealth would 
in a (hort time deprive them of This the States could not 
digeft, and ufed all the ways they could to divert them from 
infifting upon (q unreafonable conditions ; and made many 
large Overtures and Conceffions, which had never been grant- 
ed by them to the greateft Kings, and were willing to quit 
Ibme Advantages they had enjoyed by all the Treaties with 
the Crown of Bnglamd^ and to yield other confiderable bene*, 
fits which they always before denied to graqc. 

But this would not fatisfy, nor would the EmbafJadoori 
leoede ^on) any panlcular they had propofed : fq that, after

Affi'onts from fome E^Sftf, and from ociiers^ they ^turn'd

the extreme indignation of ^ha-Jebn j wl^ich ht manifefted 
aflbon as he retum'cf to the Parllam^hV ^ whd difdainii^g like- 
wife to find themfelves undervalued ( that Is, not vafued abbVe 
all the world befides ) prefently encer'd upon Counfels hour 
they might difcoancenance and controle the Trade of tblUmd^ 
and encreafe their owii. 
ru PMfUs. Hereupon they made that A& that ^* inhibits all For- 
mptmZ *^ ^^^$^ ^^'P* ^^^^ bringiutt in any Merchandife dt Cottimo- 
TT^m^f *^ dities ini6 EwtanJ, butiuch as were the proceed 6r|;rowth 
'^ of their own Country, upon the penalty of forfeiture Of all 
^' fuc^ Ships. This fndeed concerned all other Countries ; 
but it did, upon the matter, totally fupprefs all Trade with 
HoBandy whidi blad very Ittde Merchandife of the growth c^ 
dbieir own Country, but had uCcd to bring it thefr $hip6 the 
growth of all otner Kingdoms in thie world ^ Wine frotii 
France und Spamy Spices from the Indies, and all Commodi- 
ties from all other Countries ; which they muft no^ do hO 
more. The Dutch Embaf&dour expoftulated this matter vtty 
warmly, ^^ as a breach of Commerce and Amity, which could 
*' not coniift with the ^eace between the two Nations ; and 
<' that his Matters could not look upon it otherwifb than as a 
** Declaration of War. The Parliament Anfwer'd Kim fu- 
percilioufly, '^ that bis Matters might take it in whiit manner 
*f diey pleaied ; but They knew what v^as bell for their own 
^^ State, and would not repeal Laws to gratify their Neigh- 
^' hours *y and caufcd the Aa to be executed with the utmoft 
rigour and fdverity. 

The United Provinces now difcem'd. that the^ Had help'd 
to raife an Enemy that was too powerful for them* at^d tnac 
would not be treated as the Crown had been! However, 
they could not believe it poflible, tliat in the Infancy of their 
Republick, and when their' Government was manifeftIvodi6us 
to all the Nobility and Genmf of the Kingdom, and tne Peo- 
ple generally weary of the Taxes and Impoficions upon the 
Nation for tne fupport of their Land* Armies, the Parliament 
would venture to increafe thofe Taxer and Impofitioils prt)- 
portionably to maintain a new War at Sea, at to vaft an Ex* 
pcince, as could not be avoided ;. and' therefore believ'd thac 
they*only made (hevi^ of this Courage to aniufe and terrify 
t liem . However^ at the Spring, They ict out a Fleet ftrbnger 
than of cotirfe they u(ed to do : which made no mptdSon 
upon the EngUJb'^ whonevct (uipeded that the Dutib durft 
enter into a War With them' Befides that (hey were oonfi-

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dent 1K>^ fieh Coutifel smd Rdbfurion could be taken on a 
fuddiun^ and wirhouc rfaeir havfni; firS Kocice of it ^ they 
having feverarof the Stater General, and more of the States 
of Mmtdy very devoted to them. And therefore they in- 
cieafed-noc their expence, but fent oat their ulual FleeC for 
the Guard of the Coaft at their Seafod, and with no other 
InftraAiona than the^ had' been accuitom'd to. 

The Councif of d^c Admimity of HoBamly. which go- Ordtn fr§m 
vem'd the Maritime Affairs, without communication with'^ -^f^^'. 
the States General,, gave their Inftruftioiis to the Admiral ],^',""^|; 
Vam trumf^^ ^that when he met any of the Eifgt^ Ships of Fleet, ** mt 
''War, hefliould not ftrike to them, nor ffiew them any«/«/n>«M 
"other reffaett than what they received from them j and if"t*eEn- 
**the Jaig# expoflulated the matter, they ffiould anfwer'*^^'^ 
" frankly , that the rcfpedt they had formerly fhe w'd upon 
''tbolc Encounters, was becaufe the Ships were the King's,. 
'' andfbr the good itnelKgence they had with the Oown ; but 
^ they had no reafonrtD continue the fame in this alteration 
''of Government, ext^epttiierewerefomeStipoIarion between 
"them to that purpofe: and if this Anfwerdid not fatisfy,. 
"but chat fbrce was uied towards them, they (bould defend 
'' themfelves with their utmoft vigour. Thefe Inftruflions 
weie very fecret, and'never flifpedted by the Ef/fUflb Com- 
manders;, who had their old Inftrudions to oblige all For* 
retoi VtSclsf to ftrike fail to them ; which had never been re- 
futed' by any Natioir. 

It was about the bq^inning of JMky in the year 16^2, that 
ihe DiftcB Fleer, conmUng of above forty Sail y under the 
Command of Fim TVMvp, rode at Anchor in Dover Road y 
being driven by a ftiong^Wind, as they pretended, from the 
FiiMrrr Coaft, whenrthe JBng^ Fleet, under the Command^ 
of Blake, of a much kfs Number, a[4^arM in view ; upon ' 
which the i>«^i& weighed Anchor, and* put out to Sea, with*- 
out ftriking, their Flag,; which BUke obferving, cauled three 
Guns to be fired without any Ball. It was thenobfcrv'd,^^^^^^ 
that there was an Exprefs Kerch came, at the very time, from^M u^ tw 
ItilUmd' on board their Admiral; audit was then conceiv'd,.««r*iMM miii 
diatbenadj by that Exprefs, received more poficive Orders'*' '^^^' 
to Fight : for upon the Arrival of that Exprefs, be tacked 
abouty and bore direftly towards* the E/fgH/h Fleet ; aad the 
three Giiits were no (boner fired , but, in contempt of tho 
Adverttiement, he discharged one fingle Gun from his Poop^> 
and hung out a red Flag ; and came up to the Engi^ Adini* 
ral, andgave him a broad fide; with which he killed- manv. 
of his Men, and damaged the Ship. Whereupon^ though 
BAi^was furprifed, asnotexpe&ing fuch an Aflauh, he de- 
ferred not to give him the fame rude falutation ; and fo both 

Fleets 
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Fleets were forthwith engaged in a verv fierce Eocouoter ; 
which continoed for the fpace of four hours, till the night 
parted tliem, after the loft of much blood on both fides. On 
the part cfthcIMcb, they loft two Ships, whereof one was 
funk, and the other taken, withboth the Captains, and near 
two hundred Prifoners. On the EngUfh fide, there were ma- 
ny flain, and more wounded, but no Ship loft, nor 0£Ecerof 
Name. When the morning appear'd, the Dutch were gone 
to their Coaft. And thus the War was enter'd in:o^ before 
it was fufpeded in EMgiatul. 

With what connderation foever the Dtach had Embark'd 

themfelvesin thisfuddain Enterprife, it quickly appear'd they 

had taken very ill meafures or the People's Aftedions. For 

the News of this conflid wasnoiboner arriv'd in HftUmd^ 

but there was tliie moft general Gonftematum , amon^ft all 

forts of Men, that can be imagined ^ and the States themfelvet 

were fo much troubled at it, that, with great expedition, they 

Ykt ststti difpatched two extraordinary Embafladours into Eftglmuly hj 

f**^'T^**whom they protefted, •'that the late unhappy Engagement 

SiJ'Eagl ** between the Fleets of the two Common- wealths, had hap- 

itoAuM ^'pen'd without their knowledge, and contrary to the in ten- 

«^ •' tion of the Lords the States General ' that they had received 

'•the fatal lidings of fo ralb an Attempt, and Adion, with 

'• amazement, and aftotulhment ; and that they had immedi- 

'• ately enter d into oonfultadon, how they might beft clofe

^ both States : and therefore they moft eameftly defired them,

With thit haughty Anfwer they vteoroufly ilro(<fcuted 
their revenge^ and commanded Blake preloKly to dail.to the ' 
Northward : it being then the Sealbn of the year for the peat 
Fifheriet of the Duicb upon the C<m&b of ScotUmJ ^ and the 
Ues of Orkwq^ ( by the benefit whereof they drive a great Blaket^^M 
part of their Trade over Eurepi ) where he now found their IJlif^ 
multitude of fiOiing Boats, guarded by twelve Sbipa of War ; ^^S^A^i^ 
moft of which, with the fi(h they had made rcady^ he brought>;p«t 
away with him as goo4prize. 

W R s N B/akt was lent to the North, S' (iMfi j^yjhi^ be- 
ing juft return'd from the Weft Indies, was fent with another 
part of (be Fleet to the South; who, at his very going out^ 
met with thirty Sail of their liferchants between Dover and ^rc. Ayftw 
Oi'si^ 9 a good part whereof he rook, or funk , and forced thet^y^^ «r^»i^ 
reft to run 00 Shore upon the FreK^b Coaft ; which is very l^^ 'f 
little better than being taken. From thence he ftood Weft-^,;?SJ^^ 
ward s and near Vkmufb^ with thirty Sail of Men of War, ,k€ Dutch 
he engaged the whole D«^^i» Fleet, confiftin^ of fixty Ships of f/m^ hmt 
War, and thirty Merchants. It was near fouir of the Clock nyni©«w 
in the Afternoon when both Fleets begun to engage, fo that 
the Night quickly parted them ; yec not before two of the 
lUUmd Ships of War were funk, and moft of the Men loft; 
the Jhach in that Adion applying themfelves moft to fpoil 
the Tackling, andSailes of the £»f^> ^^ which they had 
fo good fuccefs, that the next Morning they were not able td 
givetbem farther chafe, till their Sailesand Rigging could be 
repaired. But no day paOed without the taking and bringine 
in many and valuable Dutch Ships into the Ports of EMguma^ 
which, having begun their Voyages before any notice given 
to them of the War, wete making haft hotpe without any fear 
of their Security : fo that, there being now no hope of a 
Peace by the mediation of their Embaf&dours, who could not 
prevail in any thing they pronofed, they retnrn'd ; and the 
War wasprodaim'd on either tide, as well asprofecuted. 

T H s King thought he might very reafonably hope toreaff 
feme benefit and advantage from this War, fo briskly enter'd 
upon on both fides; and when he had fateftiU till tne return 
of the Dwicb Embaffiidours from Lendon^ and that all Trea- 
ties were given over4 he believed it might contribute to hi$ 
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ends, iHie -nnAs a Journey iDto.Hif&vW^ aod QoadefiichPia- 

EoGcions Mpont&epU(xa6heoQightbe advifed to: but jAf^h 
is Miaje&y imparced this defign to his Friends ti|ere^ who 
did really-defife cpferve hini) he was very warmly diilwaded 
from coining thither; and aOoripdA ^^ chac it was ]o far fioox 
'^ being yet feaibnable, chat ic would more advance ^a Peace 
*^ chant aayithiBg elie chac.could bfiptop9M> and., ^ujid, for 
^* the prefenr, bring the grcaccft prejudice to his Sifter, and to

T HB King heceupofi took arefolqtionto make an attempt 
which.xxiuld..ito him no harm, if ic did not produce the good 
Ti^i^fAI'WhedeGred. The I>firri& Embailadour then refideat ac Pam^ 
PiAi frkf- Monfieiir B&rrei^ who had been Penfioner ofAmfierdMm^ was 
r 'flSIr^ ^^^^ t^^^y devoted tp the King's Service, havmg been for- 
thTovuch ineriy .fimbafladoiir. in £^4>m/, and bad always dependence 
£i»^4/4<^Mr upon the Princes of Orange fucceffively. He communicated 
thdt ht in all lisungs with great freedom with the Chancellor of the 
wU j»rn Exchequer ; who viGted him conftantly once a.W^l^ and 
t^tbtbtln »"eceiv'd Advertifements, and Advices from him, and the Em* 
bafladour frequently came to Hts Lodging. The King, upon 
conference only with the Ma^q^is of Ormand^ and the Chan- 
cellor^ and eDjoyning them fecrecy , caufed a Paper to be 
drawn up ; in which he declared, ^' that he had very good rea* 
'' fon to believe^ that there were many Officers and Sea-mea 
'^ engaged in the Service of the B^lifb Fleet, who under- 
^' took that Service in hope to find a good opportunity cq 
^^ ferve his Majefty ; and that, if the Dutch were willing to 
^^ receive ;hicn,be would immediately put himfelf on board their 
'^ Fleet, wirhout requiring any Command, except of fach Ships 
^^only, as, upon their notice of his being there, fliould re- 
'' pair to him out of the Rebels Fleet ; by this means, he pre- 
fumed, *' he (hould be able much to weaken their Naval power, 
^^ and to raife Divifions in the Kingdom, by which the ^Ub 
^^ would receive benefit and advantage. Having fign'd this 
Paper; be fenc th^ Chancellor with ic open, co Ibew to the 
DuUh .Embafladour, and to defire l\im to fend ic enclofed in 
his Letter to the States. The Embafladour was very much 
furpriied with it, and made fome fcruple of feoding it, left he 
might be fufpededto have advifed it. Fqjt they were ex- 
tremely jealous of him for his Afifedion to the Kiiig, and for 
his dependence upon the Houfe of Orange. In the end, he 
defired '^ the King would inclofe ic in a Letter to him, and 
*^ oblige him to fend it to the Stares General : which was 
done accordingly; and helcncicby.thePoft to the States.

be returned to his Maielty- They faid, ^^ no means ought to

<^ Eqemy : and aflbon as the People heard of it, they thought 
it reafonable to accept the King's Offer 4 De ^f , who was 
Penfioner of Hiftdiul , and had the greateft influence upon 
their Counfels, had no mind to have any conjundion with the 
King; which, he forefaw, muft neceflarily introduce the pre- 
tences of the Prince of Orsj^; 10 whom he was an avow'd 
and decbr'd Enemy. He told them, *' indeed it was a very 
'^ generous offer of the King ; but if they (hould accept ir, 
" they could never recede from his Intereft ; which, inftead 
^^ of putting an end to the War, of which they were already 
** weary, would make it without end, and would be the ruin 
"of their State: that, whilft they were free from being en- 
<<ffaged in any Intereft but their own, they might reafonably

Nor can it appear very wonderful, that the 1M^£ made

bled by the Spirit of the jBh^/i^, thar, though they took their TVEngliiK 
Ships every day, and made them prize, and had now feifcd f^^* •» * 
upon theif whole Fleet that was going to the relief of Dun- pjfjj^^. 
i»r/( f that was then dofdy befiegol by the Spmuard, and by,«X^^/ 
the taking that Fleet, was deliver'd into their hands ) yet the «f Dun- 
¥rmeb would not be provok'd to be angry with them, or to kirk. 
exprefs any inclination to the King; but fentan Embafladour, V^'/j^^^"^^ 
which they had not before done, to expoftulate very civilly ^'^J^^JJ^^^^ 
with the Parliament for having been fo unneighbourly, but f Eng. 
in truth to defire their Friendfliip upon what terms they land. 
pleafed ; the Cardinal fearing nothing fo much, as that the 
S^amisrd would makefuch aconjun&ion with the newCom- 
mon*weaith, as (hould difappoint and break all his defigns. 

The infupportable loflfes which the Dutch every oay fu- 
ftain'd by the taking their Merchant's Ships, and their Ships 
of War, and the total obftrudtion of their Trade^ broke theif 
hearts, and enaeafed their fedions and divifions at home. All 
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the Seas were cover'd with tfe Et%Vt> Fleets \ which made 
nodiftinftioiis of Seafons, tj^t were4i8 aftlve in the Winter as 
theSmnmer : and engage^ the IJb^ upon any inequality of 
Number. TYic Du$cbhivf'vD% beeh^beaten in the Month of 
O^ffcr, and B/ff4f having rcceiv'd a brufli from them in the 
Month of Deamier , in the Montii of Fetnuny , the moft 
dangerous feafonofthe Year, They, having appointed aRen- 
deivousofabout one hundred ana fifty Merchant Men, lent 
i«Frbnia- a Fleet of above one hundred Sail of Men of War to convoy 
'y ^'Z^')^ them ; and B/aii^ with a Fleet much inferior in number, 
DaKh engaged them in a very (harp Battle from Noon till the Nighc

nf Docch This laft lofs made them fend again to the Parliament to 
/Mrf4{#Mi««defire a Peace; who rejeded the Overture, as they pretended, 
^^^H^ ^^for want of fbrmality ( for they always precendcn a defire 
^^!ll!l^ of an honourable Peace ) the Addrefs being made only by the 
States of H^MBdy and We^^Frsezlojul^ the States General 
being at that time not Aflembled It was generally believ'd, 
that this Addrefs from RfOamd was not only with the Appro- 
Cromwell bation, but by the direftion of O'MMwff; who had rather 
?^ ^Vr confented to thofe particulars, which were naturally like to 
nririJtb prodeccthat War, to gratify Saimf*J»bm (who was infepar- 
fte Dutch, able from him in all his other Counfels, and was incenfed by 
ifii$iwvtm'd the Dutch ) than approv'd rhe Refolution. And now he 
in u kj foand ^ by the expence of the Engagements had already 
\l^ pafled on fcK)th fides, what an infijpporrable Charge that War 
mttft foe attended' with. Befides, he well difcem'd that all 
Burtfes, Friends and Foes, Presbyterians, Independents, Le- 
vellers, were all united as to the carrying on the War ^ whidi, 
hethougfat, could proceed from nothing, but that the exoefs 
of the expence might make it neceflary to disband a great 
part of the Land Army ( of which there appear'd no ufe ) lo 
fupport the Navy^ which they could not now be without. Nor 
liad he Authority to place his own Creature^ there, all the C^- 
ioers thereof being nominated and appointed folely by the 
Parliament : So that when this Addreft was made bv Ae 
Dafcb^ he fet up hisivhole reft and intcreft, that it mignt be 
well accepted, and a Treaty thereupon enter'd iitto ; which 
when he could not bring to pafs, he laid to heart; and de* 
fctfi not long, as^ill appear, to take vengeance upon the 
t Parliament 
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Ptrliameoc with a wicoefs, and by a way they teaft thought 
of. 

Though OMna^ff was exerciled with thde cohtradidi- 
oiwand vexarionsac homey by the Authority of the Parlia- 
ment, he found not the leaft oppofition from abroad. Hewaa 
more abfolute in the other two Kingdoms, more fear'd, and 
more obey'd, than any Kins had ever been ^ and all the Do- 
minions belonging CO the Crown, own'd no other fubjedlion 
than to the Common- wealth of £»>sZinri/. The Ides of Giver»- cnernfty 
fijy and J^fiy% and ^Vlfy were reduced ; the former prefent- ^^ J«'fcy 
ly after the Battle of fFarceffer ; and the other, after the King's JjjijT "^^ 
return to Farss ^ S' Gfcrge t^^eret having well defended j^- ^o^^e 
fey as long as h^ could, and being fo overpower 'd that he cartrrec d^ 
could no longer defend the X&«^, he retired into Ca{lIe£iSr.>>^'^(' 
'uA^tb ; which he bad fortified, and provided with all things ^ ^ ^J^^ 
oeceflary for a Siege ^ prefuming that, by the care and dill- Eii^bfth 
CenceortheLord Jnvtjny who was Governoiir thereof, hccsfiU, 
mould receive Supplies of Men and Provifion, as he fliould 
ftand in need of tnem j as he 'might eafily have done in (jpighc 
ofany power of the Parliament ()ySea, or Land. But itnad 
been the principal reafon chat O^/votieff had hitherto kept the 
better Quarter with the Cardinal, left the bait of thofe two 
Iflands, which the King could have put into his hands wheat 
he would, fliould tempt him to give his Majefty any Afliftance. 
But the King was fo ftrlA and pundual in his care of the In- 
tereft of £vj7«k/, whcnhefeem'd to be abandoned by it, that 
he chofe rather to fuficr thofe places of great impprtance to fall 
into CromnjDeW% power, than to depoGte them, upon any con- 
ditions , into French hands ^ which, he knew, would never 
reftore them to the jufl owner, what obligations foever they 
enter'd into. 

When thatCaftle had been befiegcd three Months, aud 
theEnemy could not approach nearer to plant their Ordnance 
than,at Ieaft,ha]f an E^gft/b Mile, the SeaencompafTing it round 
more thanfo far from any Land, and it not being podible for 
any of their Ships to come within fuch a diftance. they brought 
notwichftanding Mortar pieces of fuch an incredible grcatnefs, 
and fuch as had never been before feen in this part of the 
world, that from the higheft point of the Hill, near S^ Hf/ii- 
ry's, they (hot Granadocs of a vaft bigncfe into the CafHc,and 
beat down many Houfcs ; and, at laft, blow'd up a great Ma- 

EEiZine , where moft of the provifions of Vidtuals lay ; and 
iird many Men. Upon which S' George Cdrteret fent an Ex- 
preA to give the King an Account of the condition he was in, m Kint 
and to defire a fupply of Men and Provifions j which it being fi^» *"• 
impoffible for his Majefty to procure, he fent him Orders to ^ij!'^-. 
make the beft conditions he could ; which he fliortly after did ; ^^ 
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and cameliitnfelFto ^mrky to give the King a larger mforttia- 
tioQ of all that had pafled io that Aflfair ^ and a^erwards. re- 
main'd in Vrance under many mortifications^ by the pow^t dnd 
profecucion of CromweBj till the King's happy Reftoration. 
77j# Ftrrt^B A LL thc Forfcign Plantations had fubmitted to the Yoke ;

^<Hsde!i^ tion, was principally Inhabited by Men who had retired thi- 
ver^duf. ^^j^ qj, jy j^ f^g ^^ quiet, and to be free from the noife and op- 
prcffi^ns id*Eiag/*»i, and without any ill thoughts towards 
the King j many of them having ferv'u tim wirh Fidelity and 
Courage, during the War ^ and, that being ended, made that 
IJIand their Refuge from farther profecutians. But having 
now gotten good dilates there ( as it is incredible to what for- 
tunes Men raffed themfelves in few years, in that Plantation ) 
they were morfe willing to live in Subjeftion to that Govern- 
ment at that difiance, than t6 return into Entlaniy ^nd be 
hablcto the Penalties of their former Tranfgrefnons ^ which, 
upon the Articles of Surrender, they were indemnified for :

MoR^ \^asexp^ed from Virgmia -y which was the moft 
Ancient Iflanration j and fo w^is thought to be better provided 
to defend/it felf, and to be. better affeftcd. Upon both which 
fijpfpo!irion$,and out of confidence in S'^^ww Berktey ^ihtGo^ 
t'crncur thereof, who had ihduftriocfly invited many Gehtle- 
mcHj and ochers, thicher as to a place of Security, which he 
could defend againft any Attempt, and where they might live 
plcDtiruIIy, many Perfons of Condition, and good Officers in 
the War, had Tranfported themfelves, with all the ^ft^tes 
f hey had been able to prefcrve ; with* which the lioj^tfi Go- 
vernour, for no Man meant better, was fo confirnn'd in his 
ccnfidcnce, that he writ to the King almoft inviting Mm thi- 
ther, as to a place that wanted nothing.

As the Marquis btprefled all poffible indignation, fo many 
of the CathoHck Nobility, and eTch fome of their Clergy, 
who never intended to withdraw their loyalty from the Crown • 
of fiag^Afftrf, how weakly Ibever'ihcy "had manifcfted ir, indeed 
all (he Irijb Natioh, but thofe oWyhVy who were of the old 
Septs , #efe wonderfully fcandalfled to find thar all their 
ftrength was to* be deltveHd prefcritly up into ttife pofl feflidn 
of a Forrelgri' PKnce ; npbn ^oTc^ood nature owlyy it mtift 
be prefumed thathc Would hereafter reftore it tor ftie King. 
It was tujw time 'for the Popifli Btfiiops. and their Confede- 
rates,; to*iafegood whathad be^n offer'd by the Commiffio- 
ners wiA'tbilr'Authoipity 5 Which though they thought not 
fit to d^rh, thfey dfcd all their endeatrours now tt prodiring 
to have it confentcd to, and ratified. They-very importunately 
advifed, and prtflcd t'hc Lord Deputy, *' to confirm what had . 
" been offer'd, as the only 'vifible means to preferve the Na- 
** tton, and Root out of which the King^s'Right might again 
** fptfng tfndifertiw up : and when they toutid, that he Was fo 
far ftomVieldihg to wh^t they defired, that, if he had power, 
he would^ prribeed againft them with the utmoft fcventy for I 

what they liad dime, thar lie would ho more give Auaicnce • 

to Ac Embafladour, an'd rfemov'd from the place Whe/e they 
were^ to his own Houfe and Caftle at Fortwmn^ to be iecure 
from their iirfporrunity or^idlence, they barefeced owrfd all * 

that theCommiflSoners had propoifnded, ** as dbne by their 
*'GiT3ef, w^ho cbuld mate it gbod ^ and defired the Enibafla- . 
dour " to enter Ifato a Tnraty with them j and declar'd ^ that 
"they Woul8'fifenfoch Arttctes,With which the Dukeof I^- 
•*rtffef fhbuld be well fetisfied.. Tljey undervalued the pQWcr 
of thtMlar^isof b^im^ihff'i/,' anxot able to opjpoie any agree- 
ment 
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flMnt they (houU make, nor able to make good any thing he 
fiiould promife himfelf, withouc their AflSftance. 

The Embaffiulour wa9 a wire Man, and of flegme enough ^ 

and though he heard all they would fay, and receiv'd any 

rropofitions they would give him in wridog, yet he quickly 

difcern'd, that they were fo unskilful as to the managery o( 

any great defign, and fo disjoynced among themfelves, that 

they could not be depended upon to anypurpofe ;and excufed 

himfelf from entring upon any new Treaty with them, as 

having no Commiflion to treat, but with the Lord Deputy. 

But he told ihem, ^^ he would deliver all that they had, or 

^* would propofe to him, to the Duke his Matter ; who, he 

^'prefumc^l, would fpeedily return his Anfwer, aiKl proceed 

^^with their CommifCoaers in fuch a manner as would be 

tte LJ f^ ^' graceful to them. So he retum'd in the fame Ship that 

ntmu u brought him , and gave the Duke fuch an Account of his 

<*f -P* ^! Voyage and that People, that put an end to that Neffotia-- 

^^^"^^ tioo^ which had been enter'd into, and profecuted,^ with left 

givt r^ warinefs > circumfpedfcion , and good husbandry, than that 

t^tNtgtHA- Prince was accuftom'd to ufe. 

f^M. When the Embafladour was gone, thc^y profepited the 

Deputy, with all Reproaches of betravin^ and ruining his 
Country ; and had feveraldefigns upon his Peribn. and com*' 
municated whatever Attempt was refolv'd to the Enemy? 
yet there were many of the Nobility and Gentry that conti* 
nued firm , and adhered to him very faithfully ; which de* 
fended his Perfon from any Violence thejr intended againii 
him, but could not lecurehim, againfl their AAs of Trea- 
chery, nor keep his Counfels from being betray'd. After tlie 
Defeat of Wmrcejhr was known and |xibli(h'd, they left con- 
fidcr'd all they did ; and every one thought he was to provide 
for his own fecurity that wav that feem^i rooft probable to 
7^ t,*ri him . 2.%^ whofoever was moit intent upon that, put on ane«r 
^ dirwwn ^^^^' *"^ application to the Deputy, and loudly urged ^ the 
^levflf^J^^^ necefficy of uniting themfelvesfor the publick ^ifety, which 
d^»c« »«. ^' was defperaie any other way : whilfl in truth every Maa 
nug^dby m i(^a3 oegoclating for his own indemnity with Ltidbw ( wlio 
M^« fto commanded the EngUP^ ) or for leave to trani|)prt Regiments j 
p<ff^ infli which kept the Soldiers together, as if they haid been the De« 
citrtysMd pucy'sArmy. . 

Lutov. Th& Deputy had a fufpicion of a Fellow, who was ob- 
{erv*d every day to go out, and return'd not till the next ; 
and appointed an Oflncer of truft, with fome Horfe, to watch 
him,andicarch him ; whichthey did ; and found about htm 
a Letter, winch contained manv Reproaches againft the Mar* 
quis , and the Intelligence of^many particulars; which the 
MefleAger was earryingto Ludln^ It was quickly difooyer'd 

that 
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that tbc Letter was written by one Father Cfbogam^ a Fran- 
dicanFryar inCjJW^; where the Deputy then was; but 
modi of the Intellig^oce was fuch as could not be known by 
him, but muft come from Ibme who were in the mod private 
confulcations. The Deputy caufed the Fryar to be imprifon'dy 
and nsfoWd to proce^ exemplarilyagainft him , after he 
had fiift dilcover'd his Complices. The Fryar confefled the 
Letter to be of his writing, but refnfed to Anfwer to any 
other Qaefiion ; and demanded his Privilege of a Church- 
Man, and not to be tried by the Deputy's Ghrder. The Con* 
clufion was, tlie Popifli Bifhops caufed him to be taken out of 
the PrMbn^ and fent to the Deputy^ ^ that if be would fend 
*< to chem his Evidence againft therryar, who was an Eccle- 
^* fiaftical Perfon, chey would take care that juftice (hould be 
«*done. 

This Proceeding convinced the Deputy, that he (hould 
not be able to do the King any Service in that Company ^ 
nordurfthe ftay longer in that Town, left they (hould make 
their own Peace by delivering up him and the Town toge- 
ther; which they would have made no (crupleto have done. 
From that time he remov'd from place to place, not daring 
to lodfietwke in the fame place together, left he (hould be 
betrayal ; and fometimes without any Accommodations : (b 
that, not having been accuftom'd tothofe hard(h?ps, hecon- 
traAed thofe dtfeafes which he could never recover. In this 
manner he continued till he receiv'd Commands from the 
King. For aflbon as he had Advertifement of the Kind's Ar* 
rival at Fsrii, and it was vety evident by the behaviour of 
the Irftj that they would be no more applied to the King's 
Service under his Command than under the Marquis of Or- 
MsWs, ht (eatthcE^rlof Caftk-baven (who had been for-Htfinditkt 
ncrly a General of the Confederate Catholicks, and remain'd£«''^«^Cft- 
with great conftancv with the Marquis of clamriciard^ as long *^« ***^** 
as tb^e was any hope ) to the King, with fb particular an][|^^ ^ 
account, under his own hand of all that had pafled, from the^f««ibt 
time that he had receiv'd his Commiffion from the Marquis ^«x. 
of OrmamL that it even contained altnoft a Diary, in which 
he made to lively a ddcription of the proceedings of the Ir^^ 
of their Overtures to the Dukeof 2>rftfiiitf, and of their fe- 
veral cergiverfations and treacheries towards him, that any 
Man might difcern, efpecially thev who knew the generolky 
of the Marquis, his Nature, and nls cuftom of Living, that 
he had (hbmitted to a life very uncomfortable and melancho- 
lick ; and deiired his Majefty's leave that he might retire, and 
procure a Pals to go into EfigfanJ; where he had feme Eftaterw i^i^ 
ofbisown,and many Friends, who would not fufier him tof"^^'^ 
fiarve^ which hisMajefty made haft^to rend to him, with ^^**^f*^ 

great'"*' 
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great a Teftioaoqy of hii gr^icious AccaeptatioQ of his Sonricci 
and Afi^ioti, a& his fiogulai- merit deftcoy'4- 

Thereupon the Marquis fenc (o Ludlow fpr^ Pals to 
go into Bffglmd^ and render h|D)felf to the Parliatneot j which 
hQ prfifeotly ieot )^\m ; aad (b the Marquis Tranfported him- 
Thi Harftit f^U (o London ; where he was civilly treated by all Men, as a 
jifi 4T«rj Ma^ who had many Friends, and could have no Enqpiies but 
y^m Lad- (^Qfe who^XNild not be Fri^sto any. But by the Infirmi- 
^iJ^ ties he ha^ contrad^ in irelsnd^ by thofe fevere fatigues aad 
England, diftrefles he had beenexpoifed to, he liv'd not to the end of a 
Mddus year^ andhadrefolv'd, Mpoi|the recovery of any degree cf 
**'^* ' beaith, to have Tranfporred himfelf to the King, and attended 
^'^* his Fortune. He lefc behind him fo full a Relation of all ma- 
terial paQages, as well from (he beginning of that Rebellion, 
as during the time of his own Adminiftration, that I have 
been the lefs particular in the Accounts of what pafled ia 
the Tranfiidions of that Kingdom, prefumiog that moie ex- 
a& work ef His wili, in doe time, be oommupicated tp die 
World. 

The Afiairsofthe three Nations being in thispofture at 
the end of the year idf i, and there being new Accidents, and 
Alterations of a very extraordinary Nature, in the year fol- 
lowing, which were auended with much variety or Succe/s,* 
though not with that benefit to the King as might have been 
expeAed naturally from thofe Emotions, WelWl here ooa« 
dude this Book, and rcferve the other for the Next.

HAP not God referv'd the Deliverance and Re- 
ftoration of the iCing to Himfelf, and reTolv'd to 
acQompIifl) it when tb^e appeared leaft hope of 
it, and leaft Worldly means to briog it to pais; 
there happen'd at this time another very great 
Alteration in EiKigUmiy that, together with the continuance of 
the War with H»lUmi^ aiid A£Fronts every day ofler'd to 
FfMncty might very reafonably have adminifter'd great hopes 
to tbe King of a fpecdy cbaogc of Government there. From 
tbe time of the ddfeat at WorcMfierj and the reduction of Scot-^ 
imd%.ni Ireland to perfed Obedience, Cr9mv)eUi\dnQi find 
.the Parliament fo Aipple to obferve his Orders, as he esrpeded 
they would have been. Thp. Presbyterian Party, which he 
had diicoQntenaoced all he $:oijlcj, and made his Army of the 
Independent Party, were bold in contradiding him in the 
Houfe, and aoffiog all his defigns in the Cicy, and exceed- 
ingly inveigh'd againft the Licence that was pradiced in Re- 
ligion, by the feveral Fadioos of Independents, Anabapcifts. 
% ana 
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tndthe feveral Spedes of cbefe; who contemo'd all Magi- 
ftrates^aod the Laws eftabUOied. All cbeTe, how ceotraididory 
ibeyer to one another^ Omnveff cheriOied and protefled, thftc 
he migjiit not be overrun bv the Presbyterians ; of whom the 
time was not yet come that lie could make ufe : yec he feem'd 
to Qiew muoi refpeft to fome principal Preachers of that 
Party i andconfulted much with them, how thediftemperain 
Rieligion might be compofed. 

Though he had been forward enough to enter upon the 
War of IblUmd, that fo there miehc be no Propoficion made 
for the Disbanding any part of bis Army^ which othei wife 
could not be prevented, yet he found the expence of it was ib 
great, that the Nation could never bear that addition of bur- 
then to the other of Land Forces ; which how apparent £>- 
ever, he faw the Parliament fo fierce for the carrying on that 
Wff) that they wopld not hearken to any ri^oablc Copdi* 
tionsofPeacej which thcDuicb appeared moft follicitous to 
make upon any terms. But that which troubled him moS, 
- was the jealoufy that his own Party of IndlependenCB, and 
other Se&afieS, had concraAed ag^ft him : Tha; Party^ that 
had advanced him to the heig)it he was at, and made him fii- 

ferior to all oppofition, eVen bis bdoved fTmr, thought his 
bwer and Authority to be too great for a Common-wealth, 
and that He, and bis Army, had not dependence enough 
HpoO) or fuhmiQion to the Parliament, So that he foaqd thSk 
who had exalted him, now moft follicitous to bring Him 
lower i and he knew well enough what any difninucton cf his 
Power and Authority muft quickly be attended with. He 
obferv'd, that thofc his old Friends very frankly united them- 
folves with His and Their old Enemies, the Presbyterians, 
for the profecotion of the War with HoBamd, and obftru&ing 
all the Overtures towards Peaces which muft, in a ibort time, 
exhauft the Stock, and confequently difturb any fettlement in 
the Kingdom. 
CronwcU I M tfiis perplexity he reforts to his old remedy, his Amy ; 
tr^t M«- and again ere&s another Council of Officers, who, undler 
^IrJ^mt^ the Style, firft, of Petitions, and thenofRemonftrances, in- 
mS^^ terpoied in whatfoever had any relation to the Army $ ufed 
i4r««Mfethi great importunity for **tfae Arrears of their pay; tikt they 
FdrHsm^at « might uot be compell'd to take free Quarter upon their* fcl- 
^ ''^^ low Subjefts, who already paid fogreat ContributkHM and 
Sw'^IIiir^** Taxes; which they were well aflured, if well managed. 
'DifftUuim. ^ would abundantly defray all the Charges of the War, and 
^^of the Govemroenc. The fliarp Anders the Parliament 

?^ave to their Addrefles, and the reprehenfions forthdr pre- 
umption in meddling with matters above them, gave the Ar- 
my new matter to reply co^ and put them ia tamd of fome 
I former 
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foftxatx profeffiofif thev bad made, '^ that they would be glad 
'^ CO be cafed of the Dtirthen of their exnploymeiic y and chat 
^'theie might be fuccefliYC Parliaments lo undergo the fame 
^^ trouble They had done. The^ chereforie de£red them, ^ thtc 
^ they would renumber bow ffiany years they had face; and 
« tliough they had done great things, yet it was a great injury 
^' to the reft of rhcNationi to be utcerlv ezeluded from bear- 
'* ing any pare in the Service of their Country, bv their in- 
^^groffing the whole power into Their hands ^ and thereupon 
^ befought theni, that they would fettle a Council for the act- 
*^ miniftration of the Government during the Interval, and 
^'then diflblve themielves, and Summon anew Parliament^ 
'^ which, (hey told them, ^ would be the moft popular Afti-

T H E s s Addrefles in the Name of the Army, being confi- 
deody dellver'd by Tome QfBocrs of it, and as confidendy &• 
conded by others who were Members of the Houfe, it was 
thought neceflary, that they ihould receive a folemn tSsbate, rw ^vtuj. 
to the end that when the Parliament had declared its refolu* «mu d»k»ti 
don and determination, all Perfons might be obliged to ao f^ i'V**

Thsr E were many Members of the flode^ who either 
firom the juftioe and reafon of the Requeft, or watboably to 
comply with the fenfe of the Army, lo which they fbiefiiw 
they fliould be at laft oompelkd to fubmit, feem'd to tbii^k it 
neoeffitry, for abating the great Envy, which was conftfledly 
againft the Parliament throughout the Kingdom, tbt they 
ihould be diflblv'd, to the end the People mi^ make a new 
JSledionof fuch Perfons as they thought fit to truft with their 
Liberty and Property, veA wnatfoever was deareft to them, 
frit M^AUrtym cold them, <* thatne thoo^t they might findihrryMtr-

** in this particular : that When Mfit was found upon tY^^^^ 
^ River,and brought to Plmr9sb*s Daughter, (he took care that Mo^r;

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These Realbns prevailed fo fatr, that , whadbever was 

7bt p«r«4- faid to the contrary, it was determin'd, that the Parliamenc

fl^ Luid ^^^^ ^^y Pcrfons fliould take the prefumption any nsore to 

M jn rfojd^inake Overtures to them of that Nature, whkh was not fie 

^ DifiU for private and particular Perfons to meddle with : and to 

^"^i' put a Seafonable ftop to any farther prefumption of that kind, 

they appointed a Committee ^^ fjpeedil j to prepare an A& of 

*^ Parliamentfor the filling up oftheir Houie ; and by which, 

<< it ihould be declared to be High Treafon, ibr any Man to 

'^ propofe, or contrive the changing of the prefent Govern- 

V ment fettled, and efiabliflied. 

This Bill beingprepared by the Committee, they refoIvVi 
to pafs it with all po£Bble expedition. So Cr^mweO clearly 
difcern'd, that by this means tnev would never be perfwaded 
to part with that Authority and Power, which was fo profi- 
table, and fo pleafant to them : yet the Army declared they 
were not fati^ed with the Determination , and continued 
their Applications to the fame purpofe, or to others as un- 
'J\ agreeable to thefenfe of the Honfe^ and did all they could 
to infiife the fame Spirit into all the parts of the Kingdom, 
to make the Parliament odious, as it was already very abun- 
bantly; and Cromwgll was well pleafed that the Parliament 
Ihould exprefs as much prejudice againft the Army . 

All things being thus prepared, CnMntdSf thought this a 

good Teafon to cxpofe thefe Enemies of Peace to the iodignft- 

tion of the Nation ; which, he knew, was generally weary 

of the War, and hoped, if that were at an end, that they Ihoold 

be eafed of the greateft part of their Cootributioos, and other 

Impofitions : thereupon, having adjufted all things with die 

Chief Officers of the Army, who were at his Devotion, in 

eramwell the Month of Afriij that was in the year itff}, he came into 

^mdbkoffi^ the Houfe of Parliament in a Morning when it was fitting, 

T m'-^r'" attended with the Officers, who were likewife Members of 

ImjiT *^ Houfe, and told them " that he came thither to put wi 

^* end to their Power and Authority ; which they had ma- 

^^ naged fo ill, that the Nation could be no otherwife prelerr'd 

^'than by their Difiblution^ which he advifed them, without 

<< farther Debate, quietly to fubmit unto. 

Thereupon another Officer, with fome Filesof MuT- 
queteers, enter'd into the Houfe, and ftay'd there till all the 
Members walk'd outj Crimwett reproaching many of the 
Members by Name, as they went out of the Houfe, with 
their Vices and Corruptions, and amongft the reft, S' Hiiry 
Van* with his breach of Faith and Corruption ; and having 

ft ven the Mace to an Officer to be. fafely kept, be caufed the 
)oor8 ^ be lock'd up j and fodiflblv'd that Aflembly, which 

bad 
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htdfilalmoft thirtceo yean, and under whofe Name he had 
wrottghc {o much mtfchief, and reduced three KiogdcMnf to 
hia own entire obedience and (iibjedion, withoac any exam- 
ple or Precedent in the Chriftian World that could raKe his 
Ambition tofuch a prefumpcuous Undertakinc, and without 
any rational dependence upon the friendflijpof one Man who 
had any other Intereft to advance hia defigns^ but what be 
had given him by preferring him in the War. 

Whbn He had thua profpefoufly pafledthia JMrnr^ he 
Joft no time in publilhmg a Jjcclaration of die grounds and 
feafons of his Proceeding, for the fatisfaAion of the People: 
in which he put them iamtnd, ^*how miraculously God had 
*^ appealed for them in reducing Irftmul and S(§$Lmd to fo 
^*great a degree of Peac^ and EtigLmd to a perfeA quiet, 
^ whereby tlw Parliament had opponunity to give thePeo- 
^ pk the harveft of all theh Labour, Blood, and Treafure^ and 
^^ to fettle a due Liberty in refere n ce to Civil and Spiritual 
^thitts, whereunto they were obliged by their Duty, and 
^ thofo great and wonderful things God had wrought for 
^ them. But that they had made fo little pro^refi towards thia 
^^goodend, diat it was matter of muchgriefto the good F^ 
^ pie of the land, who had thereupon apply'd themfelves to 
^m Army, expefting Redrefi bv their means; who, being 
^ very unwilling to meddle with the Civil Authority, thought 
^ fit that fome OflBcers, who were Members of the ParEa- 
^^ mem, flhoold move, and defire the Parliament to proceed 
^^vigoioufly in informing what was amift in the Common- 
^ wealth; and in fettling it upon a Foundation of Juftioe and 
^Rig^cKNifiieis t that they found this, and Ibme other Endea- 
^ vours they had ufed, produced no good efled:, but rather 
*^ an averihds to the things themfelves, with much bictemds 
^ and averfion to the Peopte of God, and his Spirit aAing in 
^diem : infomiKii as theGodly Party in the Army was now 
*' become of no other Ufe, than tocouiKenance the ends of a 
^ corrupt Party, that defired to perpetuate themfelves in the 
^ fupreme Govenmient of the Nation : that, for the obviat* 
^ing thofe Evils, the Officers of the Army had obtain'd fe- 
^ vml meetings with fome Members of the Parliament , to 
^ confider what remedies might properly be apply'd ; but that 
^ it appear'd very evident unto them, trait the Parliament , by 
^ want of Attendance of many of their Members, and want 
^of Int^rity in others who did attend, would never anfwer 
"^ tbofeeods, which God, his People, and the whole Nation^ 
^expeOed from them; but that ttds Oiufe, which God had 
^ b greatly bkfled, muft needs lai^ifli under their hands ; 
^ and by degrees be loft, and the Lives, Liberties, and Com- - 
^ fooi of Ui P^opkj DO dtUvei^d into their Enemies hands. 
* ^^ Ii» "All 
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^< All which beiBS ierioufly aod fadly confider'd by the hoocft 
^^ People o£ the Nuion, as well as by the Army, it feem'd a 
^' Duty inounbenc upoo thein« who bad feen fo much of the 
5' power and prePence of God^ to oonfider of fome eflbdual 
^ means , whereby to cftabliih Righteoufoeft and Peace io 
^ cbefe Nations : that, after much Debate, it had been judg<- 
5< ed necefl&ry, that the fupreme Government Ihoold be« b j 
<^ the Parliament, devolved for a time upon known Perions^ 
*' fearing God, and of approved Intqerity, as the moft hope- 
5^ ful way to countenance ail God s People, prefer^e the Law, 
'^ and adminifter Juftice impartially ; hoping thereby, that Peo- 
<' pie might fo^et Monarchy, atui uniderftand their true lo^ 
'^cereft in the eledion of fucceffive Parliaments, and to the 
*^ Government ai|^t be fettled upon a right bafis, without 
^ hazard to this glorious Caufe, or neceflSty to keep up Ar- 
^ mies for the defence thereof : that being reiblv'd, if poffi- 
<* ble, to dedine all extraordinary Courfes, they had prevailed 
^* widi about twenty Members of the Parliament to give them 
'^^ a conference ; wkb whom they debated the juftice and nc- 
^ cd&ty of that Propofition : but found them of fo contrary 
« an qpinion, that- they mfifted upon the continuance of the 
^^ prefent Parliament, as it was then conftituted, as the only 
*^ waytobriw thofe good things topafs which they feem^d 
^^ to defire : that they infifted upon tnis with fo much vehe- 
^^mcBoe, and were fo much tranfported with paf&on, that 
^^ they caufed a Bill to be prepared for the perpetua^M tKls 
^' Parliament, and invefting the fupreme power in themiaves. 
.^^ And for the preventing the confummation of this AA, and 
^^ all the fad and evil ooniequences, which, upon the grounds 
^ thereof, muft have enfued, and whereby, atone blow, the 
^ Intereft of all hooeft Men, and of this giorkxis Caufe, had 
^ been In danger tobelaid in the duft, they had been neodi- 
^^ tated ( thoMgh with much repugnance } to put an end to the 
<< Parliament. 

Thshe needs not be any other defcription of the temifer 
of the Nation at that time^ than theremembriM that the dif- 
folution of that Body of Men, who hadreign'd fo long over 
the three Nations, wss generally stx^ grareral and acceptable

and the DedaratkMi, that iffiied thereupon, by which the Peo - 
pie were recked 10 live peaceably , and quietly to fiibaiit 
ihemfelves to the Gorerninent of the Council of SMte, whkrh

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fliould be oominated by tbe General^ until fiich a time as a 
Parliament, confifting of Pcrfons of approved fidelity and ho- 
neftjTi could meet, and take upon them the Government o^ 
thofe Nations, found an equal lubmiflioo^ and obedienoe. 

T H & Method he purfued afterwards, for the cx^mpofing a 
Goverment, by firft puttm^tt into amoft ridiculous Comii*

Men fo well cbofen, that they (hoald (hortly after delegate . 
the power inform of Law to him for theprefervatioil of the 
Nation, was nptlefsadmirable^ and puts mem mind of what

^^ Rome to that pafs, by magnifying their power and authority, 
litfihmstjfi mm^JJkmH ^nmmfirviluhs.

Cromwell wich his Council of Officers was ready tocromwell 
receive them, and made chem a long difcourfe of ^' the fear o(fpt*ki m 
'^God, and the honour due to his Name, full of Texts of J^^J^' 
Stripoire j and remember'd •* the wonderful Mercies of God jJ7«»nu 
*^to this Nation, and the continued Series of ProvidenceyniMt /ir 
^^ by which he had appeared in carrying on his Caufe, and rM* ua- 
^^ bringing Afiairs into that prefenc glorious Condition, where- '^*^* 
^^ in they now were. He put them in mind of '^ the noble 
^f Adions of the Army in the famous Vi&orv of ffbrcefier^ of 
*^ the Applications they hj^i made to the rarliament, for a 
^'good lectlement of all the Afiairs of the Common- wealthy 
^^ the n^Ied whereof niade it abfolutely necef&ry to dUIolve 


*' it. He afliired them by manv Arguments, fome of which 
were urged out of Scripture, ^^that they had a very lawful 
'' Call to take upon them the fupreme Authority of the Nk- 
^ciof^ and concluded with a very earned defire, *^ that great 
^tendernels might be uied towards all ConidenciousPerions^

Xn this manner, and with fo little pains,, this eztraordi* 
nary Man, without anjr other reafon than becaufe he had a 
mind to \Xj and without the a(£ftance« and againft the defire 
of all Noble Perfons or Men of Quwty, or of any Nupiber 
of Men, who, in the beginning cTthe Troubles, were pof— 
fefled of three hundred pounds Lands by the year, mounted- 
himielf into the Throne of three Kingdoms, without the 
Name of King, but witha greater Power and Authority than 
bad ever been .txerciifed, ot claimed by any King ; and re* 
ceiv'd greater ^evidence and manifeft^ion of r^ped, and 
efteem, from all the Kings and Princes laCkrifhwd^m^ than 
have ever been (hew'd to any Monarch of tnofe Nations : 
which was fo much the more.notorioosi in that they all ab* 
hsDrr'd himi when tbey trembled at his Power, and courted 
his Fricndlhip. 

- . Though 
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Though daring this laft year's unfetdemenc in EwgLmd^ 
O^mrneB bad, €x fl^udme fpteftatk^ taken care that there 
was a good Winter Guard of Shios in the I>raw/,.yet the 
,1>mcb had enjoyed a very fruitful narveft of Trade during 
that confufioi^ and fufpenfion of Power ; and had fenc out 
tbeir Fleets of Merchant Men under a Convoy, by the North 
cfSc^iawd'j and, by the return of that Convoy, receiv'd the^ 
Fleet from the. BtfA^^ withiecurity ; So that, upon the hope 
thole doroeftick (intentions in JSqgi^awi/ would not be fo (bon 
compofed, they begun to recover their Spirits again.. But 
^MRMffhadnofponer broke the long Parliament, but, with u F/Mt.. 
greac diligence, he caufed a ftrong Fleet to be made ready 7«^ U/j 
agaiaft the Springy and committed the Command thereof xQp^f^th m- 
three Adinirals joy ntly ; BUk§^ a Man well known, but not ^^ImMf 
thought entirely enough devoted to CrcmwiU^ Monk] whom 
hec2led out of fcpmjn^ as his own Creature ; and, Deam^ a 
meer Sea*man, frown, from a common Mariper, to the re* 
pvration of a bold and excellent Officer. . 

This Fleet, in thebeginDingofTiiiif in the year i6^%^ 
met with thtlMcb about the middle Seas over between ii^ 
ver tndZeelamd'y and. made what haft.tbev could to engage 
.chem. But the Wind not being favourable, it was noon be- 
fore the Fight begun ; which contiiiued very (harp till the 
ofght parted them 9 without anyvifible advantage toeitlier 
fide, <ave that Dem$, one of the Et^Uft) Admirals, was kiU'd 
by a Cannon (hot from the Rear- Admiral of the Dutch. The 
nen morning, the DuUb having the advantage of the fmall 
Wind .that was, the Euglifb charged fo fiirioufly upon the 
thickeft part of them, without difeharging any of their Guns 
dil they w^re at a very fm&ll diftanoe, that they broke their ry i^gfch 
Squadrons ^ and in theendforced rbem to fly, and make allAM«««4»^ 
the Sail they couldfor their own Coafts, leaving behind them ** J^nc- 
eleven of their Ships j which were all taken ; i^fides fix 
which were . fiii^. The Executkm on the Dutcb was venr 
neat, as was likewife the number of the Prifoners, as well 
Officers as Soldiers, The loft of the EngUlb was greateft in 
their General IV^w : there was, befides him, but one Captain^ 
and about two hundred Common Sea*men, kilfd : the Num- 
Jicr of the wounded was greater ^ nor did they lofe one Ship, 
nor were ib difabied but that they followed with the whole 
Fleet to the Coaftof tfylUmdy whither the other fledj and 
beinggot into the FA^ and the Jhcely the Jtei^ for Come 
tinteblock'd them up m their own Harboun, t^iog all fuch 
Ships as came bound for thofe parts. 

This great Defeat To humbled the States, that they ^^^^^^ 
aO poffible haft to fend four Commiffioners into B^umd to^^^jj^^ 

mcdiace for a Tfcacy, and a CefitioQ of Armes ; who were«^^,rj4s 

received if Tmmw 
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recehr'd very loftily by CtomweB^ and with fome reprehenfioQ 
for d^irwanc of wanoeft in encring inco Co uneqoal a Coq- 
cencion : yet He declared a gracious inclination co a Tieaty, 
till the oonclufion wherecvf he coald admit no Ce(&ion ; 
wiiich being known in HoBamL, they would not ftay To long 
tinder che reproach and difadvantage of being befieged/ana 
fiuit up in their Ports ; but made all poflible haft to prepare 
another Fleet, ftrong enough co remove the EKtW> f^om peir 
Cgaftsj which they believ'd was the beft Expedient to>d* 
Vance their Treaty : and there cannot be a greater Inftanoe 
of the opuiency of that People, than that thev mould be able, 
afcer (b many loflea, and fo lace a great Defeat, in fo (hbrt a 
time to fet out a Fleet ftrong enough to yi(it thofe who had 
lb lately overcome them^ and wholbut them within their 
Ports. . 

Their Admiral Tntmp had, with fomeofthe Flcet;^ re- 
tired into the fPkriagf. at too great a diftance from the dehor 
Ports for the B^m^ ^'^^ ^ divide it (elf. He had^^with 
a marveUous Induftry, caufed his hurt Ships to be rep^red i 
and more fevere putiilhrnent to be inflidled on thofe wh6liaici 
behaved therofelves cowardly, than had ever been u(ed in &at 
State. And theScates publimed fo great and ample reWai ' 
to all Officers and Sea-men who would^ in that conjudQu; 
Tramp .repair to their Service, that by the «nd of Ji^, within lel^ 
«w"*' ^J** tbAfi two Months after their Defeat, he came out of tl«

This 
jj'^v br ;ke the courage of the reft ; who feeing manjrof 
ti.;:ii' .Vooi^anions burnt and fiink, after Having endured Very 
n^'^ Sc'Vi.t, before the Evening, fled, and made all the ^il 
aev >:oull lou .. is theTtef/j the Bffi^. were not in a Cota- 
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dttion topurftie them ; but fouod tliemliihes obliged to re- 
tire CO their own Coalt, both to preferve and mend their 
matm'd and tore Ships, and refrefh their womided Men. 

This Battle was the moft bloody that had been yet 
ibugh|^ both (ides rather endeavourinjg the (kftrudion of 
thar Enemies Fleet than the taking their Ships. On the HbA 
tandirt part , between twenty and thirty of their Ships of 
War were fired, or funk, and above one thoufand Prifoners 
f aken. The Vidory coft the Bf^bjb dear too ; ibr four hui»^ 
dred common Men, and eight Captains, were flain out righr^ 
and above fevcn hundred common Men, and five Captains, 
wounded. But they loft only one Ship, which was burned : 
aud two or three more, though carried home, were difabled 
ibr fanher Service. The moit fenfible part of the lofi to th^ 
^cb was the death of their Admiral fte TVioNf , who^ in 
refpeAof his Maritime estperience, an^ the frequent Adions 
be had been engaged in, might very well be reckoned amongi| 
the", moft eminent Commanders at Sea of that age, and to 
whofe memory his Country is farther indebted than they have 
yet acimowledged.

Rigour J laid new impoficions upon them , and upon every 

light rumour of a Confpiracy, clapp'd up all thofe whom he 

ttought fit tofufped, intoclofe Prifons ; enjoyn'd others not 

to ftir from their own Houfes, andbani(b*dail who had ever 

been in Armes for the King, from the Cities of I/mdon and 

W^ fim m fi f v \ and laid other penalties upon them, contrary to 

the Articles granted to them when they gave up their Armes, 

and to the mdemnity upon their Compofitions. 

The difcontents were generd over the whole Kingdom, 
and among all (brts of People, of what Party foever. The 
^ly^ Presbyterians preach'd boldly s^ainft the Liberty of Ccmfci- 
imimiu^ cnce, and the monftrous Licence that fprung from thenoe j 
iMi. and they who enjo/d that Licence were as unfatisfied with 

/^' the Government as any of the reft, talk'd more loudly, zni 
threatened tbePerfon o( Cromwell more than any. Etutinto 
Chefe diftempers OmvPf// was not inquifitive ; nor would give 
{ thofe Men an opportunity to talk, by calling them in que** 
ftion, who. he knew, would fay more than he was willing any 
body ihouid hear ; but intended to monify thofe Untvly Af- 
rits at the charge of the King's Party, and with the Sj^eAade 
of their liifiering upon any the moft trivial occafion. And if. 
In this general licence of dtfcourfe, any Man who wacs fiifpe'^ 
Aed to wifli well to the King, let fall any light word againft 
the Government, he was fare to be caft inPrifon, and to be 
purfued with all poffible feverity atxl auelty : and he could 
not want frequent opportunities of revenge this way. It was 
the great oonfolation to miferaMe Men, who had, in dieib- 
felves or their Friends, been undone by their Loyalty, to meet 
together, and lament their conditions : and this brought on 
invedives tigamft die Perfon of Cromwell ^ Wine , and good 
Fellowlbip, and the continuance of the difcourfe, difpofidg 
Ijiem to take notice of the univerial hatred that the whole Kth 
tion had of him, and to fancy howeafyit would be to de^ 
ftroy him. Ad commonly there was, in all thofe roeetints^ 
fome corrupted Perfon of the Party, who fomented tnoft & 
difcourfe, and, for a vile recompenocj betrayed his Cbrnpani- 
f out 
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oos, and infonn'd of ail, and more than bad been faid. Whet«« 
upon a new Plot was difoover'd againft the Common- wealth 
and the Perfim of the Protedor, and a high Court of Juftic6 
was prefently erefted to try theCrimioals y which rarely ab* 
folw^d any Man who was brought before them. But to this 
kind of Trial they never expofed any Man but thofe of the 
King's Party j the other, of whom they were more afraid, h^i 
toe many Friends to (umr them to be brought before fudi a 
Tribunal ; ■ whidi bad been iirft erefted to murther the King 
himfelfy and continued to root out all who adher'd to him. 
No Mm who had ever been againft the King ( eicepthe 
became afterwards for him ) was ever brought bdore that ex- 
travagant Power; butfuch were remitted to the Trial of the 
Law by Juries, which ieldom condemn'd any.

The former bad been bred a Scholar in the Univerfity of johnwild^ 
C m dridg B^ .and being Touog, and of a pregnant Wit, in the ^^* ^ 
boning of the Rebellion meant to make hi» Fortune in the 
War ; and chofe to depend upon OrsanMff's coumeoance and 
advice, when be waanoc above the degree of a Captain of a 
Ticop o£ Horfe himfelf, and was much efteem'd and valued 
by him, and made an Officer^ and was Jb aftive in oontriv-^ 
^g and facoenting Jeabufies and Difcontems, and b dextrous 
in compofio^ or improving anv Diigufts, and fo ioQ^ired 
wish the Spirit of Pravhig and Preaching, when thde gifts 
came into requeft, and became thriving Arts, that about the * 
thae whon the King was taken from EbAnfyy and ic was ne* 
oiffirythat the Army Ibould enter into Coniefts with the Par- 
liament, J9bm JViUium grew to be one of the principal Agi* 
tatm, ami was.moft relied upon by Crwimuett to infufe tho& 
rhiogs into the minds of the Soldiers, and tocondud them io 
the mamcery of their Dilcootencs, as might mod advance 
tboiedewos He then bad ^ and quickly got the repucadon of 
a-Mao otParts ; and, having a fmooui Pen, drew many of 
the Papers which firft kindled the Fire between the Parlia- 
ment and the Army, that was not afterwards extinguifhed but 
in the rain of Both. His reputation in thofe Faculues made 
htm quit the Army ; where he was becocne a Major ; and 
where he kept ftill a great Intereft^ and betook himfelf to . 
iCv^ Afiirs, in the foUid^adon of Suited depending in the 
Parliament, or before Commiaees ; where he had much Qe- 
dir with tbofe who had moft power to do Right or Wrong, 
and fo miule himfelf neceffiuy to tbpfe who had need of .fuch 
Proteftkin from the Tyranny of the time.

tar the mean time to leave kim tat%kiitQi bisGreatadf^did 
believe belkouid be ^le lo malce iiacka Schifaa in tkeAnof , 
as woold give an oppnf tunity ftoocher earafed Betfima to take 
vaigeance upon him.

H E anlwer'd moft of the particular confidetations widi 
contempt of the danger , and confidence of going thrbc^ 
with it, but with no kind of reafbn ( a talent that did not 
then atx>und in him ) to n^ake it app^r probable. Where- 
upon ^he Chancellor exprefilvrefxifed to make hia Difoatchel, 
t01 he could rpeak with the King ; ^ with whom, he faid^ he 
''wouM do the beft he could to perfwade hid Miajefff to 
"hinder his Journey ; with Which the Captain wa!i provoked 
to fo great paffioo, that he broke into tears, and b^dbughc 
him not CO diflwade the Kftig r and.ieem'd fo much triDfpDrtexl 
with the refolution of the Advenmre^ as if he would "txx out* 
live the di&ppointment. Tbiti^ paffion fo far prevail'4 >*Wh 
the Kiog^ that he caufed aU bis diiparches to be made,, and de* 
UverM to him. And the very next day He and hfs'Coriipkr 
aions, bdqg (even or eight in number, went out of Fif m toge^ 
tiier, and took Poft for Calsk. Th s T 
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They lauded tt D^ver^ continued tbrirjoanief fo£MM 
WSnr^ and walked the Town ; ttafd there above thiee Weeltf^ 
till they had bought Horfes, which they quarter VI at Gboi^ 
mon Inns, and lilted Men enough of their Frieoda and Ac* 
quamrauce toprofccute their purpofe. And then they appotnc- 
ed their Reodexvous at Bsrwet^ marched oat of Ltmbm a^ 
CromwetTs Soldiers , and firom Bsnwt were foil four/cOre 
Horfe well Armed, and appointed, and Quartered that Night 
at S^ AU^m ; and from thence* by eify Joumies, but out of tte 
Common Roads, marched fafeiy into SccfUmd'^ beat up feme 
Quartera which Jay in their way, and without any miiadven- 
ture joyn'd Middktou in the High^lands ; where ^oorf9%gm$y 
after many brave Adtons perform'd there, received upon a 
Party an ordinary flefh.wound; which, for want of a good 
Surgeon proved mortal to him, to the very great grief of JMifi^ 
dkiim^ and all who knew him. Many of the Troopers, when 
they onild ftay no longer thercL found their way again through 
JBajrAsmf, and retum'd to the King. 

IN the diftrefi which the King fuflfer'd during hia abode in 
Framce^ the Chancellor of the Exchequer's part was the moft 
uoeafy and grievous. For though all who were angry with 
Him, were as aiigry with the Marquis of Otmwsm/, whoUv'd 
in great Friendflup with htm, and was in the fame truft with 
the KxDg in «!! his Counfels which were referv'd from others ; 
yet the Marquifs's Quality, and the great Services he had per- 
form'd, and the great fufl&rings he underwent for the Crown^ 
made him above all dieir exceptions : and they believed his 
averfion f^om all their Devices to make marriages , and to 
txtSdk in Religion, proceeded moft from the credit the other 
had with him. And the Queen's difoleaiure grew fo notori- Th»siim%'» 
ous agatnft the Chanoelior, tfaat after ne found by degrees that ^f^f^* 
Ibe would not fpeak tohin^ nor take anjr notice of htm when f^flj^^ 
tbt &w him, he forbore at kft coming in her prefence : and ^ extIw^ 
for many Months did not fee her face, though he had the ho* ^mt m " 
nour to lodee in the fame Houfe, the Palace Royal, where Pnnc^. 
both their Ma jefties kept their Courts ; which eocotiraged all 
whodefiredto ingratiate themfelves with her Majefty, to ex- 
prefi a great preiiraice to the ChaiKeilor, at leaft to withdrair 
from his convetiation : and the Queen was not referv'd in de* 
daring, diat the did exoeedioglv defire to remove hiro from 
the King ; which nothing kept nim from defiring alfo, in ^ 
uncomfortable a condition, but the conicience of hts duty, and 
the conBdence his Majefty had in his fidelity. 

This difindinatkxi towards him produced, at one and die 
fame tfane, a contrivance of an odd Nature, and a Union be* 
tween two feemingly irrecondhible Fa&ions , the Papifts

raid, ^'he bad no thought of fpeaking of his Faith; yet in 
fliort, he fpoke to him like a wife and honeft Man ; ^' that if 
*^ any Overtures were made him of the change of his Religi* 
^'on, hemufttell his Majefty, it becomes bim as a Cardinal 
^^uiwilhhisM^jefty aCatholickforthefavinghis Soul; but 
^^ he mud deolare too^ that if he did change his Religion, he 
*^ would never be reftored to his Kingdoms. But he fiiid, '^ he 
*^ did believe ( .(boKgh the Pope was old, and much decayed io

The particular things being out of 
the King's Memory, aflbon as heretQm'd,.he ask'dltheChan- 
cellor of the Exchequer concerning them ; and having re- 
ceivM a pundual Account from him, his Majefty writ a Let- 
ter the next day to the Cardinal, and gave him information as 
to thofe particulars. Within very few days after this, the CsiX* 
Tht t^trdi- diual coming one day to the iMvre to fee the (^eea Mo- 
114/deRmther^ he was arrefted by the Captain of the Guard, and lent 
^^ '*» Prifoncr to the BaftiU ; and in one of his Pockets, which they 
^^^ fearch'd, that Letter the King had fent to him was founds and 
delivered to the Queen Regent ; who prefently imparted it 
to the Queen of EMglamd^ and after they bad toade theiplelves 
merry with fome improprieties in the Frtncby the Kipg hav- 
ing, for thefeaecy, not confulted with anybody, they dilbo- 
ver'd fome purpofe. of applying to the Pope, and to odier Ca- 
. tholick Princes ; and that his Majefty ftiould enter upon jiay 
fuch Counfel, without firft confulting with the Qupeo'nis Mo* 
ther, could proceed only from tho. inft^ationpftiS^.O^nceilor 
of the Exchequer. Her 
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H & tt MajeftVj with a vert great proportion of IharpDefi^ 
reproach'4^che itthgfor^ his Negled, and gave him his La- 
ter. The Kiog was exceedingly feofible of the little reTp^ 
the Queen Mother had fliq#'d towards him, in communicat-

rht Cndi WHILST the King is preparing for his Toum^ to meet 
iwi^KiQgtfe Prtnodsof OrtfSgt, it wiu be fit to look back a little on 
chtriM ftrthecoodidooof the raft of bis Brothers and Sifters. After 
A^'^ dM the Prinoeft MnwwM^had beenfeciedy conve/d baai 
^ fZ O^i^nJs into Fr4mc0j by the Lady M^ra^m her Govemefi, in 
^ktr'i ifr«ift« die Year forty^fiz ^ andtheDukeof Tsri, in the Year fonjf 
dght, had made his efiaipe from S^Jmm's; where He, and 
the reft of die Royal FamUy that remain'd in ISfmjUmd^ wen 
imder the Care and Tuidon of the Earl of N0r$Stmkrkmi i 
dicParliameotWMkinQCfu&r> nor didthc Earl defire, that

wap,' by that means, w^ taught io that LeaQiing:;d>aCiirfi9 fit 
for this years, and "very well inftruAed ia the rsiooipka of 
Religion, and the JG)ury!tbtltbe ow'dtotbeKingbisfirotfaer: 
ail wb^h ^made the deeper unpreffion in his i^ery. pmnaacic 
Natvre,:by what his memory retain'd of thoie Inftra&oa? 
which the King his Jiatber had, with mi|ch.:fanr9ltf> gi¥4n 
htm^hofpre his death. But/thoFtly after, tbe^ Prin«e^ Slks^ 
^«<^,.4od.ibe Duke of QhctHiTy were rema/d jB^oimhe Go- 
vernnMnc oft be Conncefs of LmaBmr^ ^nd Am into^rtheifle 
of tflgtt to 'Car$sir00k CzRle ^ where MiUmaj nAttKCaptain; 
and th^Cctrntfrthem codon^cfed to him, with tm Affignation 
for^di^r Maintenance ; vhidi^he was to onder; iuNlrii%iahvia 
truebjHas ^ven asa hMioktahim ; and he wasrequhwd &riftly, 
*^ that no Perfon flioiild be permitted £oMi» t brir h ia d s , and 
^^thacchoy)flK)uId not be oti)erwife treated than as the :Chfl- 
*^dren of a Gentleman^ which A^Mmwry obfeiv'ik mry exaA' 
^]y ; and the Duke of^<jM»fs;/6rwasnot€ali'd b$r<any olher 
Style (han M** H^nry. The Tutor was CMiimied, and fi«t 
thnher.wUh^him ; which ^leafed him vecy .wdi And hose 
they, remai^'d at leaft two. or three Years. The Princefs daod 
4n ^is Place.; ^d, aocoiding to the Charity of that tim^ to- 
wards Cr^mmfU^ Terf nspy wopld hafe it hdfevid to :be kf, 
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Poyfen ; of which there was no appeanmoti nor aoy proof 
ever after made. 

Bt7T whether cblsrei^roacfa aad fuTpidon made any im* 
preffioninthe mind cfcr^mmtt, or whether he had any jca* 
toufy cbattbeDakeof G/WtfffTy who was now about twelve 
years of Age, and a Prince of extraordinary Hopes t>otb firom 
the Gomlinefii and Grace(vdoe&ofhlsPerlbo,and the Viva- 
city and Vigour of his Wit and Underftandfaig, which made 
him moch fpoken of^ might, at fome dmeor other^ be made 
ule of by the difbontented Fartv of his own Army to give 
him trouble, or whether he would (hew the contempt he oad 
of the Royal Pamilv, by fending anodierof it into the World 
to try his Fortune, ne did declare one day to the Parliament, 
^ that he was well content that the Son of the late Kln^ who 
<^ was then in Ofrtih^kCMci (bould have liberty to Tranf- 
'^port himfelf into any parts beyond the Seas« as he tboM 
^defire: which was at chat time much wondered at, and not 
believed ; and many thought it a prefage of a wone indlna^ 
tlon ; and Ibr fome time there was no more fpeech of it 
Butnodoe and advice being fenttothe Dulce by thofe wb? 
wifh'd his Liberty, that he mould profecutethe obtaudog that 
Order and Releafe, He, who defired moft to be out Sf ro- 
ftraint, lent Ms Tutor, M' L9Vily to Lmdom^ to be adviTcd 
by Friends what he (hould do to procure fuch an Order, and 
'Wurrant« as wfts necei&ry for his Tranfportatioo. Aodhc^ 
bytheamrice of thofe whowifli'd well to theAflair, did lo 
dcxtroufly foUidte it, that he did not only procure an Order 
from the Parliament that gavehsm Liberty to go over die 
Seas with the Duke, and to require MiUmm to permit him 
to Embark, but likewlie five hundred pounds from the Com- 
miffioners (rf^t he Treafury, which he received, to de&ay the 
Charges and Expences or the Voyage ; being left to provide a 
ShiphimfeU^ and being oblig'd to Embark at die lile of Il%i^, 
and not to (ufier the Duke to go on Shore in any other past 
of Bf^lmti. 

Tbis happened in the latter end of the Year i6$%i and 
was ib well profecutcd, that, ibon after, the King recdt/d 
adveitiiement from his Sifter in BUUmd^ '* that the Duke of 
^ GUathr was arrived there ^ and would be die next day with 
^ her ; wliich was no fooner known riian the Queen very 
eameftly defired, that he ml|ht be prefendy fentlortoP4r^ 
diarCbe might fee him, which fhe bad never done iince hp 
was about a year old; for wichin fiich abort time after be 
was Born, the Troubles were (b far advanced, that her Ma- 
jefty mode herVovage into B$BmU^ and from that time had 
never feenhim. Tne King could notrefofe to tuMy his Mo- 
ther in fo reaibdaUe adenre^ though he did iiiipeft that iheie

might be a farther paipofe io that defign of feeing him> thaa 
was then own'd. Ancl therefore he had difpatched preiendy 
a Meflenger to the HMtuey that his Brother might make aU 
pofliblebaft to Pmt, He was accordin^y preiendy lent for, 
and came fifely to Psrisy to the facisfaAion of all who faw^ 
hina. 

N o w all Expedition was ufed to provide for the KingV 
remove^ fo generally defired of all ; ahd« fortheiiiture. the 
Charge of governing the Eipences of the Family, and of pay- r 
mentof the Wages of the Servants, and indeed of ifliiing ouC 
aD Nfonies, as well in Joumies as when the Court refided any 
where, was committed to S^hm Pcx, a young Man bred if^Sceptie^ 
aader the fevere difdpline of the Lord Perrcfy now Lord Pox Jm- 
Chamberiam of die King's Houfhold. This Steg/bet^ Fox wat ^ *« r«- 
vcry well mialified with Languages, and all other jnurts <3f j^L'^ IM- 
Clerldhip, Honefiy, and Dilcretion, that were necel&ry fbr n^ 
die diicfaarge of fuch a Truft j and indeed his great Induftryp 
Modefty, and Prudence, did very much contribute to the 
bringii^ the Family, which for fo many Years had been ua^ 
(ict no Government, into very good Order } by which his Ma* 
jefty« in thepinchh^ftreightsof his Condinon, eojoy'd very 
much cafe from the time he left Psrt. 

Prince Bxpert was now retum'd from Nantes ; and fiod* '*'»<» Rn^ 
ifig rfiat he fbould receive none of the Money the Cardinal ^\/'^ 
was to pav for the Brafs Ordnance, and being every day ^<^t[^^i^ 
indilbottci by the Chagrin Humour of the Keeper ( who endea- ccrnany. 
YOutM toenflamehimagainft the King, as well asagaioftmoft 
otl^erMen, and. thought his Highoefs did not give evidence 
etiMfii of his concernment and Friendlhipfor him, except be 
fcH'efUt with every Body with whom He was angry ) relolv'd 
t& leave the King; wrought upon, no doubt, behcies the fro* 
wardoefi of the other Man, by the defbair that feem'd to at- 
tend the King's Fortune i and told his MajeRy, ^^ that he was 
^ relbhr^d to look after his own Affairs in Gtrmdnj i and firft 
^ to vifit his Brother io the Palatixstey and require what was 
^due from him for his Appennage; and then to gototl^e 
^ Etnperour, to receive the Money that was due to him upon 
** the Treaty at Mumffer ; which was to be all paid by the Enst- 
peroar} from the profecution of which purpolb his Majefty 
did notdiffwade him ; and, poflTibly, heard it with more indif- 
ferency than the Prince expeded y which railed liii natural 
Paffion; infomucb, as the day when he took his leave, that 
nobody might imagine that he had any thoughts ever to re- 
tutntohave anyrclatioh tb, or dependence upon the King,ff«/7|fM i» 
h^pld hhAfejefty, **that, if he plcafcdj he raight dirp61cofw»» »w 
«the place of Matter of the Horfe i In which he h d beenj^-r,*^^ 
fttded by die late King,* ssid bis prefent Majefty bad, topre-^^ '^ 
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fetvt that Office for htm^ and to take away the pretence the 
Lx)rd Pi6rcy might have to it, by his having had that Office 
to the Pnnceof IfSrfc, recorapcnfed Him with the plate of 
Lord Chamberlain^ though not to his full conrent. But the 
King bore this Refignation likewife from the Prince with the 
fame countenance as he had done his firft Refolution ^and {o^ 
cowards the end of ^prsl , or the begibning of Mgy , his 
Highnefs left the King^ and begun his Journey for the Pala- 

Shortly a<ter the Prince was gone, the King hcf^ to 

fhink of a day foir his own departure, and to make a Lift of 

fiis Servants be intended ihouid wait upon him. He fore- 

£iw that the only end of hi$ Journey was to find feme place 

'.\ whene he might fecurely attend fucnaConjundcrre, as God 

. ', * Almighty (honld give htm, that might invite him to new 

AAiviry, his prefeat bufinefs being to be quiet ^ and therefore 

be was wont to fay, ^' that he would provide the beft he could 

^ for ft, by having ot^ly fudi about him as could be quiet. 

He couM not forget the vexation the Lord Keeper had always 

given him, and how impoffible it was for him to live eafily 

with any l)ody $ andfo^ m the making the Lift oftbofe who 

were to go with him, he lekhSs Name our ^ which the Keeper 

could not be long without knowing \ and there^pcAi he came 

to the King, and a&ked him> ^' whether he did not intend that 

\ ^^he(hou)d wait upon him? His Majefty told him, No, for 

*-^ that he refolv'd to make no ufe of his Great ^1 j and there* 

'f forc^faacbe fliouid ftay at Vmrss^ and not put bimfelf to the 

1' croi^le of fuch a Journey, which he himfelf intended to 

^' mk& without the eafe and benefit of a Coach : which lo truth 

be did^ putting hisGoach-Horfes in a Waggon, wherdn his 

. Bed and Cioaths were carried : nor was he owner of a Coach 

in fome years after. The Keeper expoftulated with him hi 

vain upon the dishonour that it would be to him' to be left 

behind, and.the next day brought the Great Seal, and delivered 

Hf Urd 4tcohim;^nd defir'd ^^thac he would fign a Fapcr, tfi which 

K,^r Hcf- « his Majefty acknowledged, that he had rcce Wd again his 

J^"^^f";/* Groat Seal from him ^ which the King verywillmelyfign'd; 

tu i^x- ^^^^ immediately rcmov'd his Lodging, and left the Court ; 

and never after faw his Majefty ^ which did not at 'all pleafe 

Che Queen ; who was as much troubled rhat He was to ftay 

where She MTas, as that he did not go with the King. 

^^' Mh^h The Queen prevailed with the King, at parting, in a )^- 

^h!*K,i'n9 u Ocular in which ne had fortified himfelf to deny her, whfch 

/rkw ite was, ^^ that he would leave the Duke of Gfocejhr ^ith her; 

jdm^-'/ which (he asked with fomuch importunity, that, without 

^yf^"^ very much difobligii^ her, he could nocrefift. Shedefired 

him *^ CO confider in what condition be had been bred .till he 

"came 
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^ caflle iiitQ FrsMce , wlchoDC Learniog either ezercife or kn- 
^^ guige, or having ever feeo a Court, or good Coiopany ^ and 
<' being now in a place, and at an Age, that he might be in- 
*^ ftruSed in aU thcfp, to carry him away from all thefe Ad- 
^ vantages to live in QermM^j would be interpreted by all the 
^^ world, not only to be wane of kindneft towards his BVo- 
*^cher, but wancofall manner of refpeA to Her. Thereafon- 
tblcnefs of this difcourfe, together with the King's utter diC 
ability to fupport him in the condition that was fit for htm, 
would eafily have prevailed, had it not been for the fear that 
the purpofe was to pervert him in his Religion^ which when 
the Queen hadaflured the King <^ was not in her thought, and 
'< that Qie would not permit any fuch attempt to be made, his 
Majefty confented to it. 

Now the day being appointed for his Majefty to begin his 
Journey, the King defired that the Chancellor of the Exdie- . 
quer might likewiTe part in the Queen's good grace, at leaft 
without her notaUe disfavour, ibe having been ib fevere to- 
wards him, that he had not for fome Months prefiim'd to be 
in her prefence; fothar though he was verydefirous tokifs 
her Majefty's hand, he himfelf knew not how to make any Ad- 
vance towards it. But the day before the King was to be goee, 
the Lord Ff^(X> ^^^ was ditched by his Majefty to fpeak id 
the A£&ir, and who in truth Ind kindnefs for the ChanceHof, 
and knew the prejudice againft him to be very unjuft, brought 
him word that the Queen was content to fee him, and that h^ 
would accompany him to her in the Afternoon. Accord- upw th» 
ingly at the hour appointed by her Majefty, they found her ^V' ^- 
alone in her private Gallery, and the hot^ Pnrcf withdraw- ^'''^'^rj^ 
ingtotheo:her end of the Room, the Chancellor told her^^j^^^r 
Majefty, '^ that nowflie had vouchGifed to admit him into her fiw txetf- 
^^ psefence, he hoped, (he would let liira know the ground of fw^f^Wj* 
*^ the difpleafiiie (he had cooceiv'd againft Um ; that fo bav- jJJ'tJIJJJ^ *' 
^^ ing vind^^ued him&lf from any fault towards her Majefty^ jmi^* 
'^ he mighti^ve her with a confidence in his Duty, and re- 
<<ceive her Commands, with an aflurance that they fliould be 
^ pundually obeyed by him. The Quera, with a louder 
voice, and more emotion than file was accuftomM to, told 
l^ixn, ^ chat (he had been contented to fee him. and to give 
*^ him leave to ki(s her band, to comply with m Kmg'a de- 
** fires, who had importuned her to it; otherwife, thatheliv'd 
^^ In thax manner towards her, that he had no reafon to ex- 
'^ peft to be welcome to her : thatifae need not aflSgn any par* 
*' (icdar miscarriage of his , (ince his difrefpeft towards her 
^ was notorious co all Men ; and that ail Men took notice, 
" that he never came where (he was, though he lodged under 
'' bor BjMif ( for theHouie washers) ^< aod that flie thought 
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^' flie bad not feen bim in fix MaothsbefiarB ; whkhtbc looked 
^^ ^Q ^ i^ high an Afiont, chat only her leipeft towards the 
^^ Kiog prevailed with her to endure it. 

When her Majefty made a paufe • the CbanoeUor (aidj 
^' that hor M^yefty had only mentioo'd his puniflunenr, gnd 
'^ nothing of his fault : that how great foever his iofiraiitjfts 
^^ were io defeA of Underftanding, or in good mannefs,he baa 
^' yecnever been in BMm; whichhe had deferv'd to bci if 
f ^ he had afieded to paUiOb to the world that he was in the 
Queen's disfitvour, by avoiding to be Iben by her 2 that be 
bad no kind of Apprehenfion that they who thought wouft 
^'offaina> would ever believe him to be fiich a Fool, as to 
'< prpvoke the Wife of his dead Mafter, the greacneis of wMe 
*^ Afiedions to her was well known to him^ and the Mother 
^' of the King, whofubfifled by her £ivour, and all this in 
f ^ Frawce , wbere himfelf was a baniih'd Perfini, and (be. at 
^^home, where (lie nught oblige, or diibblieehimat her plea- 
^ fure. So that be was well afliired, that no body would think 
f^ him guilty of fo much folly and roadneis, as not to ufe all 
^' the meavours he potSbly could to obtain her Grace and 
^ Protedion : that it was very true, he had been long with* 
'^ out the prefumption of being in her Majefty's prefence. afV 
f ' tex he had uncmgooe many (harp Inftances of her difplea^ 
f ^ fure, and after ho had obferv*d fome alteration and averfiop 
'^ in her Majefty's looks and countenance, upon his coming 
^'intotheRoom wbereibe was, and during the time heflaayi- 
*^ ed tbere ; whteh others likewife obferv'd fo much, that they 
' withdrew from holdii^ any converfation with him in thofc 
'^ places, out of fear to oSsnd her Majefty : that he had ofteQ 
^ defired, by ieveral Perfons, to know the caufe of her Mbgo^ 
^' fly's dilpkaCittji and that he mi^ht be admitted to clear hini^ 
^' (elf firom any unworthy Suggefbons which had been made 
^^ of him CO her Majeft v i but could never obtain that hooourj 
^^and therefore he h^ conceived, that he was obliged, in gqod 
^^ manners, to remove (b unacceptable anobjedfrom the eyes 
^* of her M^ jeft V, by not coming into her prefence ^ wbk^ 
f^ all who knew bim^ could not rat know to be the grea^ 
^' Alortification that could be ioflided upon him ; and thp^ 
^' fore hemoil humbly befought her Majefty at this Audiesca^ 
'^ which might be the laft be (bould receivepf her, (he wouW 
* diimiis hm) with the knowledge of wtuthad been takes 
^^ tnufs, that he might be able tooaake bis innocence and io^ 
^' Cegrity appear : which heknew had been blafted by the ipa^ 
^' lice fit fome Perions ; and thereby mifunderftood and v^ 
^ interpreted by ties Majefty. But all this prevailed not with 
faerMajeftyi wbo^ alter (he had^^ with her former paflBon, ob* 
' " '' ' ^ffdit wiiiithoKiPgy andhiseodeayqiirs to leflea 
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tfatt Cradic which ffle ougHcto have, cofldtidcd, ^^Au Ibc 
^Ihouid be glad tafee raifon change her opioioD ; aod 16, 
carele&ly, extended her hand towards him ; which be kiiSng, 
her Majefty departed to her Chamber. 

It was about the beginning of 5^iMMp in the yeart<f54i thatn#iQj«x 
the King left PjTJr ; and becaufe be made a private Journey the ^Z* P>'^ 
frft ni|^t, and did not joyn hit Family till the next day,!"** '^^^ 
which adininifter'd mnchoccafion of difcourfe, and gave occa* 
fioQ to a bold Perfon to publiib, amongft the Amours of the 
FN0di Court, a partkokr that refleded upon the Peribft of 
theKing, dxx]^ with left Licence than he ufed towards his 
own S^veiaign, it will not be amifi in diis place to mention 
a Pkdervacion God then wrought for the King, that was none 
of theleaftof hisMetdes voncmafedto him^ and which (hews 
the wonderful Liberty that was then taken by fome near him, 
' CDWomote their own defiens, and projeOs, at the price ot 
tMir Matter's Honour , and the Inceieft of their Country, or 
the Senfe they had of that Honour and Intereft. 

There was at that time in the Court of P)r«ire, or rather 
inthe jealoctfy of that Court, a Lady of great Beauty , of a 
preifaice very graceful and alluring, and a wit and Benaviour 
diat Captivated tholie who were admitted taico her preienoe; 
her Extradion was very Noble, and her Allianoe the beft undet> 
the Crown, her Fortune rather competent, than abounding, for 
lier degree j being the Widow of a Duke of an Illuftrious 
Name, who bad been kll'd fighting for the King in the late 
Tfoubies, and left his Wife Cbitdlels, and in her full Beauty. 
The King had often feen this Lady with that efteem, and in- 
■^Hnatite, which flew were without, both her Beauty, and her 
Wit dderviog the homage that was paid to her. The Earl 
0F Bri/hly who was then a Lieutenant General in the Ffiemb 
Afmyy and always Amoroufly indined, and the more inclined 
bf the difficulty of the attempt, was grt>wn powerfully in love 
Mrh this Lady ; and to have the o^orc power with her, com- 
Mmteated thofe Secrets of State which concern'd her fafety,. 
«ad more the Prince of Omd^^ whoTe Coulin German (lie 
was; the communication whereof was of benefit^ or conve- 
niieiioe to both: yet though he made many Romantick Ac- 
lefflipts to ingratiate himfclt with her, and iuch as would nei* 
therliave become, or been &fe to any other Man than him- 
'fetfj who was aocuftoro'd to extraordinary flights in the Air, 
he could not arrive at the high fucoefs he propoTed. At the 
ftmetime, the Lord Crtfir was cranfported with the fame Am- 
bMon $ and though his Parts were very diSerent from the 
o^rs, yet he wanted not art and addrefs to encourage him in 
thdfe Attempts, and conid bear repuifes with more trano uti- 
lity of dund, and icquiefcenoe, than the odier could. When 
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thefe tiro Lotdt had hmented t6 eicta odher tkir mtmMl' w^ 
fcjUcJey; diey agreed geaefonfljr tb merit their Miflirefs^s ft* 
voor oy domgher a Service chat flioutd deferve it ^ aod bold- 
ly propofed to her the Marriige of the King ; who, they both 
knew, bid no diflifeeof her Perfim: and theypnrhied icwkh 
his Majefty. with all their Artifices. Thej tiAeA the rqm- 
ration of her WlfdooH and Virtue to thae of her Bejoty, md 
^< that ihe might be inftr umental to the procuring raoceFrleods 
^cov^ards hii Reftoratton, than any other Ezpediaot, then in 
^ view; and at tail prevailed ib hx with the Kmg^ who no 
doubt had a perfeA Efteem of hcfr, riiac he tnade the Oter- 
ttire to her of Marriages 9 which (he received with hernacunil 
snodefty and addrefi, declating her feif '^to be much unwor- 
^ thy of that Gnice ; and be^lsehiffg and adrifiilg hiin ** to 
^^ preferve that afl&^on and inciirtatjon for ari o^ft more

^vtce^ ufing all thoft Argiimenr$ for rcfafai, which inighc 
prevail with andenflaiine him to new impoituoitic^. 

'THOt76H tRefe Lottls made themfelvea, upon this Ad- 
iraflce, fure to go throiigh with their defign, yet they ibrefiiw 
manv obftm^bons in the way. The Queen, they knew, 
wt)uld never confent to it, and the Vrmtch Court wouid ob* 
ftruft'ir, as they had done that of MiubmmjWe ; nor could 
tbey perfwade the Lady her felf to depart from her Dignity, 
and to uie any of thofe Arts which lilight expedite the defign. 
The Earl of B^^/ therefore, that the News might not come 
to his Friend the Chancellor of the Exchequer by other h«ids, 
frankly imparted it to him, only as a pdlion of the Kind's 
that bad exceedingly tranrported him ; and then magnified 
tht Lady, *^ as a Perron that would exceedinglv cultivate the 
'* Kinj^'s Nature, and render him much more dextrous td ad- 
** vsmce his Fortune : and therefore he profeOed, ^^ that he 
'^ would not diflWade his Majefty from gratifying fo' noble aa 
^' aflH^AIon ; arfd ufed many Arguments to perfwade the Chan* 
cellor too to think very well of the choice. But whev lie 
found that he was fi> far from coHturring with him, that; he 
repfdachAi his great Prcfumpdon for interpofing in an Affair 
offo delicate a nature, as by hi» CoiiduA might prove the 
ruin of the King, he feemM refolv'd to profecute it no fardiar, 
but to leave it entirely to the King's own Inclination ^ who^ 
upon ferious reflexions upon his own Condlrioiiy «ad confe* 
rence with thofe he trufted moft, quickly conchided cb&t 
fuch a Marriage was not lilire to yl&ld much advantage to his 
Caufe ; and fo refol Vd to decline any iarther advance towards 
it. Yet the fame Perfofts pfcrfwaded him^ that it was a ne- 
ctary Gcnetofity to take his laft forewel of her ; and fo^ t frcr 
be had taken leave of his Mbthdr, be went fo mKh oot of 
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hifl wayM to Tifit berac herHoiife^,^4cretbofeLof^.Qiac)e 
their laft efibfC, and bUMajeftyj. with great eftcen) oif the 
Lady 'a Virtue, and WiCiooQi the next day joy n'd his Famny, 
and prafeouied his Journey lowards FiE(»M»rx ; his finall Acp 
out of the way, having raifed a con^dent rumour ia Paris, that 
be wai Married io that Lady. 

The King had roceiv'd a Pafs from the Arch-Duke for hia 
fiaffing through Fkmkrs, (b warily worded, that he could not 
but taJce notice^ that ic was czpededand provided for, that 
be OKNild by no means make any unneocflary ftay in his Jour-* 
ney; and he found the Gates oiOimlrsy (hut when be came^ ^^ 
thither, and was oompell'd to^ ftay Img in tjte A&eny)on,^'l^' 
before they were open'd to reoeive bioi ; which they excufied, i » ki$ jm 
^^by leafon that they uoderftood the Enemy was at hand^Mr;. 
^^ and intended co fie down before chat City ; of which there 
appear'd in the face of all the People, and the Govemour 
himfelf, a terrible Apprehenfion. Bat» upon recoUedion,his 
Majefty was well receiv'd by the Govemour, and ueated and 
lodged that nigjhc by him in his Houfe^ who was the better 
oompofed by his Majefty's aOiiring him, <^ that the Ftgmb 
^ Army was at a great diftance hom him, and that his Ma- 
^^ jefty had paftd through it the day before (when Marfbal 
nmme had drawn up the Army to receive his Majefty ; (be 
Dnke of T^rk having there likewife taken his l^ve of the 
King > ^' and by the march dial they then appear'd to ofiake, 
^^ there was great reafon to conclude chatibey had nodefign 
^^ upon Camirsj ( which good information made the King's 
prefinoe the more acceptable. But befides the civility of t&t 
Su pper , and Lodging that Night, bis Majefty had not the 
fesftAddrefs from the Arch* Duke, who was within four or^^^ .. 
£ve Leagues with his Army, but pafled without the leaft no- ^/m rw 
dee taken of him, through thofe Provinces ; fo great a tcr- Flanders 
lor poftfled the hearts of the SfMstds^ left Uicir fliewing any T''^ ^' 
lefjpeA to the King in his padagc through their Country, lISi^""!/^ 
Aioiiid incenfe CrmmeU againft them, whole friendlhip they tk» Jrtk^ 
yec feem'd to have hope otT Duki, 

Hia Majefty intended to have made no ftay, having re- ^^Mons^ 
ceiv'd Letters from thel£«av, that his Sifter was already in ^Xllr? 
her Journey for the Sp0m. But, when became to JHSrarr, htuZmfr]m 
found two Gendcmeo there, who came out of EfigUnd withiw Fritndf 
Letters and Inftrudions ffuin thofe of his Friends there who'^^oKiaa^f- 
letain'd their oM Affedkms. By them his Majefty was in- ^^J^ 
form'd, that many of them recovered new Courage from the st^ti $f^f. 
General difbomeot which pofiefled the Kingdom, and which/«f>« ^ 
every day encieafed by the continual Oppre6Bons, a|id Ty- EogUnd, 
raony they fttftafai'd. The Taxes and Innpoiitions every (lay[J|^'^^ 
were at^gmmipd, and OrmmM^ and his CoupdJ, did greater cromweii 
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* AAtf efSovefttgncyttaiiever King md Fftirllftmefit had at- 
tempted. All Gomwete AiUof fudi PcHbns as cootradiAed 
their Commafidi) and were fuTpeAed to irlOi weSi to the 
King ; and there appear*d (bch arend among die Offioen of 
tbeArmy^ that the ProteAor «aa compdTd to difphoe ms- 
nyofthemi and to put more oonfidif^Men in their nkcet* 
And afthiaremedy was very neoeffitry to be applied tor hit 
Security, lb It prov'd of great Reputation to him. even be^ 
yond hisown hope, or atleafthia confiklenoe. Fbr the li^ 
cenoe oF the Common Soldiers, manifefted in Aeir general 
and publicit dlicxHiriea, cenfijres, and repioacher of FTmh and 
hit Tyrannical proceedings ( which Libeity he well Knew 
was token by manyj that mey might dtfanrer the AffiAions, 
and Indtaatlons of other Men, and for his Service) did doc 
much afieft Mm, or was not terrible to him otberwffe tlian as 
they were Soldiers of this, or that Regiment, and under this 
or that Captain, whole Ofiioers he knew well bated him, and 
• who bad their Soldiers fo much at their Devotion, that they 
obuld leadthem uponanv Enterprfe : and he imew weilthat 
thii ieditious Spint poflmed many of the principal Officers. 
bt)thof Hor&and Foot, who hated htm now, in tlie fame 
proportion that they had heretolbre Iov\i hfan, above all the 
worid. This loud diftemper grew the more formidalrfe to 
htm, m that he did believe the fire was Undled and blown b7 
£M£0fr, and that they were aU conduAed and inspired hf 
bismcfauiicholldt, and undifcetn^d Spirit, tboif h yet all things 
were outwardly very fair between them. Upon this dhquifi-; 
tion he faw hazard enough in attempting any Reformatioii 
f which the Army thought hf durft not unocftaketo do alooc» 
and they fcar'd not his proceeding by a Council of War^ 
where they knew they had many Priencs ) but apparent dan^ 
^r, and very probable ruin, if he defbt^d it. And fo tnA^ 
mgonly to, and depending upon his own Star^ he cafhief^d 
ten or a dozen OtRcttSy though not of the Ugheft Command^ 
and thofe whom he moft apprehended^ yet of chofe petulant 
ind aftive humouM, wMch made them K>r the jprefent moft 
ufefiti to the others,' and moft pernicious to Him. By this 
experiment he found the example wrougbtgreatefie6b upod 
mxny who were nottouch'dbyir, and tfeit mc Men who had 
done To much mifdifef, t>emg now reduced to a private con^ 
dition, and like other particular Men, did not only loie all 
thetr credit with the Soldiers, but l>ehaved themfelves with 
much more warinefs and refervation toward all other Men« 
This gave him more eafe than he had before enjoyed, and 
raifed his refolutionhowto proceed herdifter upon tte Vlkt 
Provocattons, and gave him great credit, and auoiovity, wlAt 
thofe who had bdiev'd that many Officers had a greater ixitkh' 
eooe upon the Army than himfelh It 
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It wai very evkieot that be had iboie WariAbis pitrpofe; 
£» from the ctpie that he had made a Peace with the DtfUi^ 
be tookgieater care to enaeafe his Stoies and Magazmes of 
Armes aod Ammonitioiiy and to build more Ships, than he 
had ever dooebefore ; and he had given order to mkc ready 
^ogreal Fkett in the Winter^ under Officers who fhould 
baxre no dependence upon each other ^ and Landsmen were 
likewile appointed to be levied. Sooje principal Offioen 
aaxM^gft nefe, made great profeflions. ofUuty totheKing; 
and made tender of their Service tofaisMajefty by thefeGen- 
ueoMD. It was thought neceflary to make a days ftayat JlinM« 
to difpatch thole Ckntlemen j w>io were very well knowo* 
and worthy to be traded. Such Commiffions were prepared 
for them, and fuch Inftrudions, as weredeGred by thoTe who 
tmfkxfd them. And his Majefty gave nothing fo much jo iw Kfi^ 
Oiaigeto (he Meflengers, and to all his Friends inA^^W^^j^'^f 
with whom he bad correfpondenoe, as *' that they fliould live ^!S!j^s^ 
^quietly, without making anydefperateor anreafonoble atrw 
^ tempi^ or giving advantage to thofe who watched them> to 
^' put tbcm into Prifon^ and to xoin their E&ates and Fami* 
^Mies. He told them, ^' the vanity of iroagtnioc thatany In- 
^ furredioQ could give any trouble to fo well a form'd and 
^ dilciplin'd Army, and the deftru£Uon that muft attend fiich 
^ aralh attempt : that, as he would be always ready to veo^^ 
^.lure his own Per(bn with them ii) anv realonahle, and well 
^^ formM undertaking ^ fo be would witn patience attend God's 
^^ own time for fuch an opportunity ; and, in the mean timcL 
'^ he would fit ftill in fucn a convenient place as be fliould 
^1 find willing to receive him ; ol which be could yet make no 
^'.judgement: however* it was very neccffiiry that fuch Com? 
mifEons ibould be in tAe bands otdilcreet and able Men, in 
Ezpedatioo of two Contingencies, which might reafonably 
be expeded. Tfaeooe, fuoia Schifm in the Army, asmkhc 
divkle it upon contrary Interefls into open Contefts, and Do* 
clarafions agaioft ^ch other, wUch could not but produce an 
equal Schiim in the Government: the other, the death oi 
Cr$jmvril^ which was confpired by the Levellers, under feve- 
rs Combinations. And if that foil out, it could hardly be 
imagined, that the Army wonld remain united co (he particu** 
lardeiignofany finglePerlbn, but that the Parliament, which 
had been with fo much violence tum'd out of doors by Ct^st^ 
mfs and which oook it felf to be perpeuial, would quickly 
aflemble again together, and take upon tnemfelv^ the (upreme 
Government. 

, Lambjkrt, who was unqucfttonaUy the fecond Per ion in 
the Command of the Army, aod was Aought to be the 6rft 
tsttbdr ASc£d90h ^ bad o^kft bimd dwn Cr^wivtf him^- 
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felf io the Difiblution of that Parltameac, and wav principal in 

raifiqg him to be Protedor under the Inftrument of Govem- 

ment; aadfocould never reafonably hope to be cnifted, and 

employ'd by them in the abfohite Command of an Armythat 

bad already fo notorioufly rebell'd againft their Mafters. Then 

Mg»k^ who had the abiohue Command in Sc9$/aml^ and was 

fait Rival aheady, under a mutual jealouiy, would never fub- 

mittothe Government of JL^Mitfcrr if he had no other Title 

to it than his own prefumption ; and Hdrry CrfmweB bad made 

himfelf fo popular in InLmJ^ that he would not, probably, 

be commanded by aManwtomhe knew to be his Father's 

greateft Enemy. Thefe confiderations had made that impref- 

fion upon thofe m EMglimd who were the moft wary and averfc

H B was a Man of very fine parts of knowledge^ and In his 
manners and behaviour nnich the beft bred of any Gtrmm. He 
bad Ae flawing civility, and language ofthe Fremb, enough 
leftrain'd, and controled by the Germsm gravity and fomja^ 
Uty ; • fo that, altogether, he feem'd a very accomplifh'd Prince, 
and became bimielf very well, having a good Perfpn, and 

Eaceftd Motion: He was at that time above thirty, fmd had 
en married to ^Sifter ofthe former, and the thep King 
ofP#£ip(/; wholeayingonly a Daughter, he was now newly 
flsarried to theD^hter of the Landgrave ofHeffi D^mfiadt' 
who upon her marriage became Roman Catholick. She had 
BO emment features ofbeauty, nor the Vremb Language and 
Vivacity, to contribute to the£ntertainment j fo that ihe was 
ladier a Spedator of the feftivity, than a jpart of it. The eo-^ 
fertainment'was verv fpiendid and roagnincent in all prepara- 
tions, as well for the Tables which were prepared for tf)e 
Lords and the Ladies, as That where his Niajefty and his Si- 
ft^ and the Dukft -and the Ducheis only fate : the meals, ac« 
cording to the coftom of Gemumj\ very Ibn^, with fei^eral 
forts w Mufick; both of Inftruments and Voices^ which, if 
iot excellent, Was new, anddifier'd mudifrom what his Ma- 
jefty was accuftom'd to hear. There was Wine in abundance^ 
bat no Man prefled to drink, ifhe called not for it ; and tht 
Duke hifnfeir an Enemy to all excefles.

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than the entrance into Winter. The Magiftrates of the City 
rencw'd their dviiitics, and profcffions of rcfped to the King ; 
which they always made good ^ nor could his Majefty have 
choTen a more convenient retreat in any place ^ and He* be^ 
ing well refrefh^d with the divertifemems he had enjoyecl, be« 
took bimfelf with great chearfuloefi tocooDpofe his mind toHmm^^ 
his fortune^ and, with a marvellous contentednefi. prescribed AT* >^«. 
lb niany hours in the day to his retirement iii his Qofet; 
which he employed in reading, and ftudying, both the Italum 
and Frencb Languages ; and , at other times, walked much 
upon the Walls of. the Town (for, as is faid before, he had 
no Coach, nor would fuficr his Sifter to leave him one] and 
fometimes rid into the Fields^ and, in the,whole> fpent his 
time very well. 

Ths rluntio of the Pope refided in that City, and per- 
form'd all lefpeds to his Majefty : He wasa proper zai mve 
Man, an IfslumBitbopy who never made the leaft Icruple a; 
his Majcft/s enjoying the liberty of his Chapel, and cheexer«r 
cife of his ReliffiGO, though it was very publtck ; fd that ia 
truth his Majefty was not without any le&eft that cooid be 
Ihew'd to him in thofe parts, iave that the £ledor never came 
to (eehim, though he Ilv'd within little more than an hour ; 
whUJiheexcufed by feme indifpoficbn of health, and uowil<» 
Ungnefs to enter hito that City ; though it proceeded as much 
from the fullennefi, and morofenefs of his Nature, unapt fox 
any converfation, and averfe from all civilities; which mada 
him for a long time to defer the pavment of his (mall Quota, 
which had been granted to theKii^by the Diet, and was ac 
laft extorted from him by an importunity unfit to have been 
prefled upon any other Prince, or Gentleroan. This EleAor's 
deleft of urbanity was the more excu(able, or the left to be 
complain'd of, fince the Eleftor Talafine^ fo nearly allied to 
the Crown, and fo much obliged by it, did not think fit to 
taks^any notice of the King's being fo near him, or to (end a 
MeBenger to fiilute him. 

Within a (hort time afte^ his Majefty 's return to O^Agar, ^* ^«M«f 
he leceiv'd news that exceedingly afflifted him, and the more, ^''^^^^ 
that he knew not what remedy to apply to the mifchief whici JjJ^'^^* 
he (aw was likely to befal him upon it. From FMriSy his Ma- vm the 
jefty heard, that the.Qaecn.l)^ pat away the Tutor he had t>^ ^ 
left to attend his Brother the Duke of Glocgjier^ who ic-f^J^ltj 
msin'd at Paris, upon her Majeft/s defire , that he might'* 
learn his Exercites. The Queen had conferr*d with him upon 
^ the derperatene(s of his condition, in refoeft of the King his 
^Brothers fortune, and the little hope £at appeared that his 
^' Majefty could ever be reftored, at leaft if he did not him- 
ff Yeu become Roman Catholick ; whereby the Pope , and 
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<^ other Prlnced of that Religion, tnighc be united hi his quar- 
^^ rel ; which ciiey would never under taice upon any other ob- 
'Migation: that it was therefore fie that the Duke, who had 
<^ nothing ro.iuppoit bim^nor could expcA any thing from rhc 
«*King, fliouW be inftrdSed in the Roman Cachoiick Rcfi- 

** gion y that fo, becoming a good Catholick, he might be ca- 

^' jpabie of thofe advantages which her Majefty fliouTd be able 
** to prbcuTt ,for him : That the Queen of iFrmue would hcre- 
^ upon confer Abbies, and Benefices opon him, tofuch ava* 
^Mue, as ^vould maintain him in that fpieodoras wasiuhable 
^ CO his Birth : that, in a litde time, the Pope would make 
<< him a Cardinal' ; by which he might be able to do the King 
*^ hts Brother modi fervice, and contribute to his Recovery ^ 
^^ whereas, without this, he miidbecxpofed to gre^c necefli*- 
**ty, and mtfery;, for that flie was notable any jongerto give 
^^ him maintenance. She found the Duke more refolute thao 
ihe expefted from bis Age ^ he was ib well inftrufted in his 
Religion « thar he difputed againft the change ^ urged the 
precepts he had rectiv'd from the King his Father, and hisdv- 
ttg in the Faith he had prelcribed to him ; put her Mamy 
in mind of the|)romife the had made to the King his Bro- 
ther at parting ; and acknowledged ^^ that he jbad oblfged him- 
'^felf to his Majefty, jthat he would never change his Reli- 
^gion: and therefore befought her Majefty, that Qie would 
^ not farther prefs him, tt lead till he (bould inform the King 
** of it. The Queen well enough knew the King's mind, an3 
thought it more excufafole to proceed in chat Mair withouc 
impartiogltto him ; and therefore took upon her the Autho- 
rity of a Mother, andremov'd his Tutor from him ; an4 com- 
mined the Duke to the care of Abbot Jd^imtsgisi her Almo«- 
ner ; who, having the plcafant Abby of Vmtnfij^ entertained 
his Highnefs there, fequefter'd from allrefoit of mch Per£bns 
as might confirm him in his averfenefs from being converted* 

ArsooM as the Kitig receiv'd this Adveniiemenr, wliipd 
both the Duke and his Tutor made haft to traufmic to hii^ he 
was exceedingly perplexed. On the one hand, his Ma^y 
knew th^ reproaches which would be caft upon him by his Ene^ 
snies, who cook all the painS they could to perfwade the wqiM, 
that he hfmfelf had changed his Religion; and though his ex- 
erdfe of it was (opubKck, wherever he was, that Strangers 
lefoned to it, and & could bear wknefs of it, yet their impu- 
<tence Was fuchip their pofittve averment, that they perfwad- 
ed many in £9^/4w^, and efpecially of thofeof the Reformed 
Religion abroad, that his Majefty was in truth a Papift : and 
his leaving his Brother behind him jp Framf^ where it was 
evident the Queen wc«ild endeavour to pervert him, would 
be ^n Arguinent^ that he did not defire to prevent it : on the 
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other 6de, he knev well the Ikcle credit he had^ ¥f4mcey 
and how far they would be from affiftio^ him, ia aoomeftof 
filch a nature with his Mother. However, that the world might 
fee plainly that he did all* that was hi his power, he (eftt the 
Marquis of OrwMn^ with all poffible Expedition into FtMut^Tbt j^^ 
who, he very well knew, would fteadliy execute his Com-fi^f^ 
mands. He writ a Letter of complaint to the Queen, of her q^^ 
having proceeded in that manner in a matter of fo near im- Uf, pranc* 
portance to him, and conjured her ( to diiconttnue the pro-ZWibiw. 
^* iecution of it ; and to funer his Brother the Duke of Gioce- 
^^fier to repair with the Marquis ofOfffmut to his prefence. 
He commanded the Duke ^^not to conient to aoy Propofiti- 
^^ ons which (hould be made to him for the change of his Re- 
^ ligion ; and that he (hould fidlow the advice of the Mar- 
^'quis of Orm&nJ, and accompany him to Colopti. And he 
dire&ed the Marquis of OrmoKd ^^ to let M^AftmrntMij and 
^whofoeverofthe£flr|i^(hoaldjoynwirh him, know^ that 
^ they (bould e^xped fuch a refentment from his Majefty, if 
^' they did not comply with his Commands, as ibould be fuit- 
'^able to his honour, and to the afTront chey put upon him. 

T HE Marquis behaved himfelf withfo much wifdomand . 
refohition, that though the Queen was enough oflfended with 
him, and with the exroftulation the King made with her, and 
imputed all the King^s (harpnefs and relalution to the Cbon** 
fel he received from the Marquis and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, yet (he thought not fk to extend her power in de- 
tahiing the Duke, both agitinft the King's and his own- Will ; 
antf the Duke, upon the receipt of the King's Letter, deckred 
''that he would obey his Majeii^y ; and the Abbot found, that 
he muft enter into an abfolute defiance with the King, if- he 
perfifted in advifing the Qneen not to comply^ with' im Ma* 
jefty'isdireAkxis : fo.that, after two or three days ^ielii>era« 
tion, the <^een expreffing very much difpleafurfe at the-King^s 
prooeedingj and that fl^ (hould wholely bedevefled of the 
power and authority of a Mother, told the Marquis, ^^ that the 
^Doire might difpofe of himfelf as he ples^od ; and that (he

• Though the King b«l in truth Teiy little bopetbattbe 
new Pope would be mote magnanimous than the old, and did 
bdiere that the MaiEim, with which HMMomr bad anfwer^d 
.tiiofe who would bafe difpofed Um to fiipply the. King with 
•femeMooeyji '^ that be could not, wkb agood Gooibience, 
^ apply the Patrimony of cbe Church to the afliftanoeand fup- 
"port of Heteticks, would be as cusrent Divinity with jiUx-^ 
siMfy and all his Sueceflbrs, yet he oonU not but be abun- 
dantly fatisfied with die kindnefi of the Duke dlHmtm^^ 
aadflould not ooridode bow hx his Interpofition might pre- 
faitupm a Temper and Cooftitution lb rcfin'd, and witnout 
tiiafe Dregs wfaicn others bad ufed to carry about them to 
that P/omodon: therefore, a&er tbete^ admowledeemenci 
which were due for the Overtures, Ma Majefty tokl him,

^ dfa} Nature, which would not take delight in the ekecuc- 
'^if^ femHch Cruelty; andtherefote.beconceiv'd it might 
^ be very agreeable to his ioclination to declare. aTid promiie, 
<< that when it ftiould pleafe God toReftore his Majefty to 
'' his Government, he would never fufller thofe Laws to be 
'^ executed, but would caufe them to be repealed ; which ge- 
^'neroos and pious Reiblution made known to the Pbpe, 
<<woakt work very much upon him, and dii|>ofehim toixlake 
" an airTwerable return to his Majefty. The King anfwer'dy 
^' that his HighoeTs might very fafely undertake on his be- 
^< hall; that iut flioutd be in his Power, it ihould never be in 
^' his Will, to execute tboTe fevere Laws : buc that it was noc 
^^ in hii Power ab(blute)y to repeal them ^ and k would be 
'^ leis in his Power to do it, if he declared that he had a pur- 
*^ pofe to do it: therefore. That muftbeleft to time ; and it 
^ might reafbnably be prefum'di that he would not be back- 
^* ward to do all of that kind which he Oiould find himfelf 
^^ able to do ;. and the Declaration which he then made, his 
^ Majrfty faid, that he would be ready to make to the PMoq 
^ the Duke meant to fend, if he came to him : which was ac- 
knowledged to be as much as could be defired.

WMcnmay beoneofthereafbns, that the Policy of thatNa* 
.tlottis fo diflbent from, and (6 much undervalued by the 
other Politick Rirts erf the World. And therefore 'tis the 
lefs to be wonder'd at that tjils Duke, who had bimfelf ex- 
traordinary Qiialifeatk>ns, retain'd that revetence for thofe 
who had taught him whed he was young, that he believ'd 
Them to grow, and to be improved as nft as He, and foto 
be ftlll abler to inform him. Without doubr^ he did believe 
his Jefuit tb be a very Wffe Man -, and, ic may be, kbew, that 
He would think fo to whom he was fent: and afloon as he 
4Ximeto him, he fent him to the King to be inftruAed and 
Infohn'd of his Majcfty's pleafure. The Man had a very good 
afpeA, and left vanity and prefumption rhan that Society u(e 
CO have, and leem'd defirous to merit from the King bv do- 
ing him Service; but had not the fiime confidence he mould 
lUBIta doit, as his Mailer had. And when he returned from R^me^ 
^ ^**- he brought nothing with him from the Pope but eeneral good 
wiflies tortheKing'sRcftoration) and (harp coibinainta againil 
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CaFdinal M^tt^rm for being deaf to all Overtures Qi Peace ; 
and that tiU chea ^U Atcempus to fervc his Majefi y would be 
vain andinefiefiual : and conccroingany Supply d[y[gx\<^y, be 
told the Duke, that the Pope had ujecl the fame Adage that his 
Predece(!br had don^^ and fo that Iptriguc was derermin'd* 

The reft and qviiec that the Ysxng propofedco himfelf mji%infitm' 
this neceffitated retreat, wasdifturb^by the impatience and?***^**'^ 
aftivky of his Friends in fiig/W } who notwif hftanding all *y IJUl/^ 
his Nfajefty's Commands^ and Injundtions, not to enter upon ^^,^$ 
aoylucklain andrafblnfurredtions, which could only comri^T^;* 
bwt CO their own ruin, without the lead benefit pr advantage 
to Hit Service, w^re To pricked and iitung by the tofoleoc^ of 
their Enemies, at^ tbeuneafinefi of their own Cpnditiooand 
Fortune, that they could not reft, They (ent Expre(Ies every 
day to Cotme for more CommiflioQS and Inftrudions. and 
made an Erroneous Judgement of their own ftrcngth and 
power, by concluding chat all who bated the prefentOovern- 
meot, would concur with them to overthrow it , at Icaft 
would aA no pare in the defence of it. They aflured tfaf 
King, ^' that they had made fufHclgnt providon of Armes and 
^ Ammunition, and had fo rnany Perfgqs engaged to appear 
^ upon any day that (liould bc afugn'd, that they pnly d^lvfcd 
^ \m Majefty would appoirjc that day ; and tbat they wc^rc b 
^^ united, that even the Jifcovery before th? day, ancftb^ (diapr 
^ ping up many Perfons in Prifoi\, which ^hey (?3(peAed, ni6p}4 
^ nc^ oreak the defign. The King doubted tney would bQ.dCr 
ceiv'd ^ and that, though the Perfons who fent thofe Expr^-r 
ie% were very honeft Men, ^nd h^d ferv'd well in the W^| 
and were reacy to engage again^ yet they were potequ^jp 
(o great a work« However, it ^^s not fit to difcouqeePanoi 
or dilheartea themj for, astnany of bis Party were too jeft* 
lefi, and too ajtiv^ fo there were more pf cbem remf^apd 
lazy, and even abandoned to defpair. The truth is, tbeunegyal 
Temper of thofe who wiiVd very wpH, and the jealoiily,, at 
\czjk the want of confidence in each other, made the Ktng'f 

Sart exceeding difScuI^ Very many who held corrplppnr 
cx^ with his Majefty, and thofe he afiSgn d tp that QmC€, 
woaldnot truft each other ^ every body chofe their own knoc^ 
with whom they would converfe, and would not comaumir 
icate with any body elfe ^ for which they, bad too juft ^ excufey 
from the diicoveries which were made every day by want olf 
Wit, as much as want of Honefty ^ and fo Men were caft mco 
Prifon, and Icept there, upon general Jeabufies . But this referr 
vation,fince they could not aTlrefolve to be quiet, prov'd very 
grievous to the "King^ fi^r he could not convert and rcftraia 
thofe who were too forward, by the counfel pf thofe who 
itood in a better light, and could difcern better what was to be 
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ionc, becaufe they could not be brought Cpgetber to confer ^ 
and Uiev who appear'd to be lefs defperate, were by the others 
reproached with being lefs AfTeftionatej and to want Loyajty 
a$ much as Courage : fo they who were undone ui>on ooc 
and the fame Account, were opprefled, and torn in pieces by 
one and the fame Enemy, and could never hope for recqre- 
ry but by one and die fame remedy, grew to reproach and re- 
vile one another, and contraded a greater Antmofity between 
themfelves, than agatnil their Common Adverfary : nor cooU 
the King reconcile thk diftem'per, norpreferve hinafelf from 
beinginvaded by it. 

Though the Meflengers who were fent, were addreflexl 
only to the Klng^himTelf, and to the Chancellor of the Ei^- 
chequer, and were fo carefiiQy concealed, that no Notice was 
taken or Advertifement feat by the many ^ics, who were 
fubom'd to give Intelligence of any one Expreft mat wajs fent 
to C^lepte^ yet they had commonly fomc Friend or acquaiatr 
ance in the Court, with whom they conferred ^ and ever te« 
tum'd worfe &tisfied with thofe who made objedtions agatnlit 
what they propofed, or feem'd to doubt that they would qoc 
•« be able topertorm what they fo confidently promiied ; and it 
was thought a very reafonable conviAion of a Maa who liked 
not the mo(( extravagant Undertaking, if he were not ready 
to propole a better : To that his Majefty thouebt fit often ta 
feem to think better of many things promilcd than in trutbne 
''2jfj*f' ^W. The Melfcngers. whfch were ferit this Winter to Cto- 
Sdl *vf *i^ ( ^^^ ^ ^^y ^^h ^cre honeft Men, ^d fent from thofe 
ftfg ^m >^no were (uch ) propoied to the King, as they bad formedy 
Bagland. dontf, ^' that when they were in Armes, and nad provided a 
^^ place where his Majefty mieht land fafisly, be would then 
^ be with them, that there m^ht be no dilpute upon Com- 
mand : and in the Spring they fent to him, ^ that the day 
^ was appointed, the eighteenth of w^ri/, when the Rifing

deflred to' be preferttly rcleared ; and thkt Party carried it iri 
bope of receiving good Offices afterwards from fcim. In this ; 
mkmtf they ^dntintied bn their march Weftward. They from 
TUm f fim^^ and other places, who were behind tfaieni, be}ng 
angry for fheir leaTing SaHfiitry, would not fcflow, but fikt- 
ler'dilliemlbiTes^; and they who were before them; and heird 
in wbatdrorder they had left mitjhire , Kke^ife di^rfed : 
' (b that after they had continued their Journey intb Devrnp^iri^ 
vH^Odt meeting any who would joyn with them, i^orfe and 
Men were fd '^ired for want of meat and fleep^ that ^t ^ngte 
T#06p oF^Horie^ inferior in number, and commanded by atj 
Officer^f no credit in'tbe War,' being in thofe parts by ijhance, 
foik>w^d them ati dfihmce, nil they were to foent, that he ra- 
ther isf mated ^an eompeird them to deiiver twmfcftesj rome. 
andamongftthofeTf^ig/r^C quired their Horfea, and found 
ibeiter id fome honoft Men^s f)oure$;where tbcy wereccmeeai'd 
iHi opportunity f6rf 'd to Tranfport them into the parts beyond 
the Seas, Whi6re tbey arriv'd fafely. But M' Penrutidock^ Mr 
Gr§f0^ afid fnoft of the reft, were taken Prifbner?, upon pro- 
nife given by the Officer that their Lives fttould be faved ; 
wlik!hthey quick W found he had no Authoritr to make good. 
For €>9mnifeBno (ooner heard of his dieap ViAory, than he 
ifeot Judges awa^wltb anewcommiflionofOyerand Termi- 
ner, and Order to proceed with the utmoft feverity againft 
tbeOflender^. But Htftx, hisChiefJuftice, who had lo luckily 
efcaped st Sdibtmyy had not recovered the fright ; and would 
no more look thofe Men in the Face who had dealt fo kindly 
with Mm ; but eirpreftlV refufed to be employed in the fer- 
^Hce, raifing fome foruples in point of Law, whether the Men 
cooM be l^ally condenmed ; upon which CVraweff, iliortly 
after, tum'dhim^out of his Office, having found others who 
6xecuted his Commands. Putntddoiky and Grovi^ loft their 
lieads at ESfeier ; and others were hanged there j who havinft ■ 
recovered the Iitntnefi they were in when they rendered, died 
with great eourage and refohition, profeffing their Duty and 
LovaKy to the King : many were fent to Sabshtrf^ and tryed 
ana executed there, tn the place where they had fo lately tri^ 
mttphed ; and fome who were condemned, where there were 
Fathers, and Sons, and Brother^, that the Butchery might ap- 
pear wkh fome remorfe^ were reprieved, and fola, and fent

that fev ofchem ever recum'd ioto their owa Country. Thus 
diis little fire, which probably might have kindled and enflam- 
ed all the KiDgdom, was for the prefent extinguHh'd in (be 
Weft ; and Crsffrawff fecared without the bdp of his Army ^ 
which he faw, by tbcCouncenaoce it then fhew'd whea tbcjr 
thought he (hould have ufe of them, it was high tia^ xo re- 

fcgtm ;. and in that he refolv'd to ufc oo longer ^elay

<JJj^^J more peaocaWy. The Earl of 120^i»«#^ whpfaw darner at 

'adifianoe with. great courage, and lookMupon it lefsrefo*^ 

lately whai it was nearer, made bis Journey from LmdoMj 

widi af rfend or two, into Ytrk^irt at the time appointed ^ 

and found /ucliM appearance of Gentlemen upcxi . the place, 

as mjgh( yery well have deferv'd his patience. There bad 

been iome miUake in the Notice that had been giveo, and 

they who did appear, undertook for many who were abfenr, 

that, if he would appoint another (hort day for a Render^ 

vous, he (hould be .well attended. MarmaJuki Darcy had 

(bent his time very well amongfttbem, and foond them well 

difjpMdTed, and there .could be no danger in (laying the time 

pfopoTed, many of them having Houles, where he might be 

well concealed, and the Country generally wiih'd well to the 

Kingi and to uioie who coocern'd themfelves in his A£Eilrs. 

But he took many exceptions ; complain'd, as if they had de-

When be returo'd from the North, he lodged ztAj^jtm ^rovtroi 
tury-^ and having been obferv'd to ride out of the way in %tUt hefM 
large ground^ not far firona the Town, of which he feem'd ];^^'» **• 
to take fome Survey, and had asked many queftions of a"'**^** 
Country Fellow who was there- (that ground in truth be* 
ion^Hig to his own Wife) the next Juftice of Peace had notioe of 
it ; who being a Man devoted to the Government, and all that 
Country very ill a^^^ always to the King, and the News 
of Sdtisiurjj and the Procliimation thereupon, having pat aU 
Men upon their G6ard, came himfelf to the Inn where the 
Eail wa^; and being inform'd, that there were only two 
Gentlemen above at Supper (for Sr NkMss jinrnfirwm 
likewife with the Earl, apd had accompanied him in that 
Tourney ) he went into the* Stable j and upon view of die 
Horfes found they were the fame whichhad been obferv^d in 
tbeOround. The Juftice commanded the keeper of the Imt, 
otie Gihfj who, beiides that he wai a Perfon notorioufly af« 
fefted to the Governnoent, was likewUe an OfSoer, ^ tha^te 
^ (boold not fufl&r thole Horfes, nor the P^fens to whom 
^^ they belonged, to £o out of the Honfe, tiH he, the (aid 
^'Juftice, came thither ia the Morning; when he would exB* 
** mine the Gentlemen, who ^hey were, and from wfaeooe* 
*^ they came. The Earl was quickly adveitifed of all tbac 
pdfled below, and enough apprebenuve of what muft follow 
in the Morning. Whereopon he prefently fent for the Ma- 
fter of the Houfe^ and no body being prefent but his Com-^ 
panton, he told him, ^' he would put Eis Life into his' hands ; . 
*^ which he might deftroy or prefevve : That he could 'get no- . 
^ thing by the one. but- by the other he (hooid have prqifit/aiu} 
^^ the goodwill of many Friends^who might be' able todohim 
^^gooa. Then he told him who he was ; and as an eameft 
otinore benefit that he m^Ht receive hereafter, he gave btoi 
thirty or fonyjsfoltff'sy and a fair Gold Chain, which wa^ 
more worth to be fold than one hundred pounds. Whether 
the Man was moved by the reward) which he might have 
pofibOed witboQC defer ving it, or by generofity, or bywlT- 
dom and forefigbt, for he was a Man dF a ^ery good Under«> 
ftandin^, and might oonfider the Changes which followed af* ' 
ter, and hi whi<£ this S^vice prov'd of advantage to himj 
he did refolve to permit atkl contrive thehr Efcape : And 
though he thought fit to be accountable to thejuftice for 
their Horfes, yet he caufed two other, as good for their pur* 
poie. of bis own, to be made ready by a trufty Servant in 
anotner Stable j who, about Midnight, Conduced them into 
XjmJm-^zj; which put them in Safety. The Inn-keeper 
was vifited in the Morning by the Jufticc ; whom, be carried 
into ihP Stable> where tht Horfes ftill ftqgd, he baring ftiU 
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kepi tbe Key in bis owo Podcet, mc aaakiog any douiit </ 
. \ the Perfons whilft he kept their Horfei ; but tbe loo*kceper 
cGoieBed tbey were Eicaped out of his HouTe in tbe Nignt* 
how or whicber he coukl aoc imagine. Tbe Juftioe threaten'd 
loud i but the'Inn-k^peer was of thatunqueftiooable Fidelity, 
and gave fuch daily denonftration ctf bk Ai^ion lo the 
Common- wealth, that OammeB more fufpefted the., conni* 
vance of the Juftiee ( who ought not to have deferred tbe exat 
mioatiofiof tbe Perfons till the Moroiog ) than tbe Integrity 
of a Man fo well known as the Inn keeper was. Tbe E^i 
renain'd in L0»dm whilft the en^iry was warm and impor* 
tunate, and afcerwsjrds eaGly procured a paflage for Ffawdtrs 5 
and fo retum'd to CriomB. 
n« Kin A s 6 o o N as the Ring re^iy'd Advertifement of the iU 
i^T ^ Succefle^ in BtgUndf and that all their hopes were for tbe 
1^ ^ prefent biafted there, he leC< Zifhnd^ and returning by BreJa^ 
pologoe. ftaid in a Dorp nesf the Tow9,. ciU the Chancellor of ^ 
Exchequer attended him; %xsd then retum'd with all fpiwd 19 
Cfkpfe ; where his little Court w:as quickly gathered tpgeftlm 
. again, and better <lifpofed to fit ftUl, and exped G94> Qwn 
time. HisMajefty was exceedingly afflided with the lo^ of 
lb many hofieft Gentlemen in Bm^smd , who had engaged 
themfelves fo defpemtely, oot emy without, but eicpreiiljf 
* againft his^Majefty's Judgement : And he was the more trour 
bled, becauTe he was from feyer^l of hfs Friends fromr thence 
advertifed, *< that all his CounfelB w^re difcoverM ; and thai 
f < CrmmmU bad perfeA imelligen€e of wbaUbever his Msjefty 
^^ refolv'd to do, and of all he laid Himfelf 4 lb that it would 
^* not be fafe for any Body to correfpond with him, or to qisk^ 
*^dle in his Afi^rs o> Concernments : That bis coming into 
^^ZnUnd^ and his continuanoe there, was known to Qm^ 
^^9eO^ with all the particulars of his Motion; that mafty £er^

^^ ing a de&n to poOeft themfelves cf fome Towns , wd 
^^ Places oj^ftrength ; which inieUigence could not be fi^eft 
<< but from CsA|g«s ; implying, '< that tbe milcarriage maH 
'^thQ laft defigns^ proceeded wholely from, the Treafon of 
^^ feme perfons near his Majeft v. The King did not at dl 
woixler that Os^w^ff, and his Inftruments, took ^eat fuim 
fo make it generally be believ'd, that they knew all that was 
refoiv'd or thought of at CVAgiie;'but diat any Men wb6 
were really devoted to his Servkse, and who had kii^ne^ «d 
eftetoi for all thofe who weie truOed by his Majefty^j fhonkl 
be wrought upon 10 believe tho^ reports, very miuib diftmbed 
him. 

Whilst he was in this Agony^and immediately after hie 
fmm 10 C^Ufff^ a difoovery wga tuade of a ViUany, that

f roper yoong Gcocicman, bred a Roman CaclKlHck in thettenUr «c. 
amily of the Maiquit itf IfFiiviiKfr, whofePagebe had been. «*«^«M 
Hi^ Ruber, of tkac Religion likewife, bad been a Gokynet in 
rim King's Army; and wai flain ac the Battle of jik$sfrrJi 
whum iMa yomw Man, being then a Yoiidi, waa burr, and 
malm'dintbe left Ann and Skoolder. TbiaOentleinancameto 
c W i f aia fhortly after the King came thiiher firft^ and pretend* 
ed,^that he bad fold theincumber'd Fonune bis Facher had 
^^ left him } upon which, he had enough to matotain him, and 
^^ rdblvM to ipend it in waiting apon the King, tiU his Nfa* 
^ jeftv fhould be able to ratfe an Army ; in which he hoped 
^to have an oppommity to ravenge hisFathei's Bloody with 
many dWsQurfet of thai Namre ; and he broi^u a Lecter to 
Dr B^hs from hh Uncle Mtmmmgy who was well hnown to 
hhn, to commend his Nephew to his oonvnrfallon. He was 
a handfeme Man, had ftore of good Cioachsy and plenty of 
Money; which, wkb the memory of his Father, «inly intio- 
duoad hiQi, and made him acceptable to the Company that 
waa there. He knew moft of the King's Party in Ag^mf, 
and^fpoke as if he were much trufted by cfaem, and held cor- 
tv^ondenoB with them ; and had every Week the Oium^, 
ano the News of Lndm^ whkh feUom elie came fo far aa 
4$g m, He aflbdated himfelf moft with the good-fellows, 
and eat in their Gompany,being well provided for the expence. 
By degrees, he infinuated himielf with the Earl of Rmefiir^ 
and told him, ^ that all the King's Party look'd iipon him, as 
^the General who rouft Govern and Command them; for 
^ which they were very impatient : Thit he himfelf would be 
^^raady to run hia Fortune, and attend him into Btglmul ; 
^ and that he bad two hnodred good Men lifted, who wooU 
^appear welt Mounted and Atmed, whenever he (hould re* 
^^ quire them ; and that he knew where good Sums of Money 
^^hy ready to be applied to that Service. The EazI was ra* 
viflM with this diicourfe, and look'd upon him as a Man ient 
from Heaven to advance hia defigns ; and asked him, '^whe* 
^ tber he had been with the Chancellor of the gxohequer, and 
** ooramunicated all this to him ? He fiud ^^hc had, at his firft 
^ coming ta Town, waited upon theCluuioeUor; and intend* 
^cd to have fpoken of this, and much more than he had yet 
^feokeo, if he had been vacant, or walling to hear : but he 
^^ wem'd to him too referv'd ; which he imputed then tofome 
^ bofineft that poftflM Mm, and therefore made him a feoond 
^ vifit } when he fettnd)ii|B-wlcb the lame warine^, and with- 
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^^out a defire to :b6 infQrm'dl}^ Irintt ooiK»ri^ 
f *pf that Kiogdom ^ fo char he tdbhM to Tific bim oo mof er . 
Ik (^e end, he told the Earl, ^^ciuit lie would impart a {e* 
^f aet CO him of the ltd imporeance, and -which he had -not 
*^ yet had oppocttttitcy to infomi the King of, and, he did be* 
'^lieve, it wonU be the faise tbttf ca impart it co his Lord* 
*^ fliip as IP his Majefty himfelf I The Sotn was, that he weii 
^^triitted by>the Tooaff Earl of Bmirfhy whofe Afie&toni 
^f were encire ^r.his Majcfty, to aflurc the King erf* dbe fame) 
*^ aodrthat dHKigh it would not be &fe ibr him to appdur in 
.'.^ (be bead, aodbegioiutig of an loTuriefiiont he wouid ad** 
^Wance it as mcNdi as if he were there in Perfon;«nd be* 
.'^caufehe knew the Weft was becrcr- prepared to beghi the 
'^ Work than any otber part of the King)riom, he had caufed 
^< three chotirand pounda to be laid afide, aiidkept ready at 
^^Wthpn^ which fhoaldbedeiitrer*d to any Man, who, in the 
<^ King's Name, flxNild require it offiidi a Man (naming a 
1^ Ferion,' who waa known to be much tnifted by that Earl ) 
^^iipon'deliv«ry ofua ipriyare Token he produced out of bia 
^ Fbcket ( which was a dean piece of Paper,leakd wttbthittt 
iaipreffions of an Antitk Head in bard Waz) ^' which, he 
&id, ^^ the Earl required him to pre(mt totbsKing when be 
'^tlibught it might be feafonable. He added, ^ that he would 
^' be glad to be bimfelf in that firft Engagement, and fo to be 
'^ prefent when thac Token fiiould beddiver'd ; yet he oonfi- 
^^ii^t'dy that he was not enough known to have luch a Seciet 
^^ imparted to him, as the time of fudi an AAion ought to be } 
''^ and therefore, if it pleafed the King, lie wooM prcSsndy cfas- 
*^ hver that Token into his Lordfhip's hands ; who, he was 
^'^onfident, would be the firft that would have opportunity 
**to employ it- 

* The £arl had the Journey then in his head, which he nude 
fliortly after ; and tbought fuch a Treafiire as this would nmcb 
advance the Service. He made haft to inform the King of 
the whole, that he might have his approbation to receive the 
Token. To that porpofe, he broi^c the Man to the King ; 
who had never before taken other notice of him, than fpr his 
bringing the Diurnal conftantly to be read to his Majefty after 
Dinner, or Supper, as he rcceiv'd it. He made a laige Rela-» 
tion totheKii^ of what the Earl of Pimh^he had command- 
ed him to fay, and prefefited the Token to his Majefty for 
the three tboufand pounds ^ the manner of his diibourfe be- 
ing fiieh, as the -King had not the leaft Mpidon of the 
truth of it* Aflfoon as he left the King, the Earl brought him 
to the Chancellor, conjuring him to ufe him with great kiod- 
nefs, and gently repioachine hioxlbrhis want of Gourtefy to 
him before ^ which be wonder'd «t ^rfor it was very true tlutt 


r behad leceiv'd faim with asmuoh Civiiky at wai poSSbte hty^ 
^ ing koQfVP hiiCMhet, and OK^ft of his Family^ «id was^d 
to.fee hiai fitaqoofitfar at Eniyerfl, wdi koowiDg ,thac he had 
been bred a Roinao UathoUck ; aod the youog Mm bad feen'd 
iixicb pleafed wtcb the RecepioD be had given him« Bat 
firom that dme chat he made that RelatioQ ooDccfniog the Earl 
niFimir$ke^ which he repaated over to htra as he had related 
it to the Kiqgy 4fas Chancellor always fiifpcAed hira ; and 
ooald not preratl witbhimielf to have any &mlliarity with 
him; which the other compliined bsaivily of» aiid the Chan- 
eellor was modi reproached for oot ticating a Perfiuk of 
fotoocb Meiit» who had loft his Eadier aad had been hlmfelf 
tnaim'd io the King's Service, with more opennefs ^ for he 
did atwavs ule him with all neoel&ry Civility. Bot d)e ChodOh 
oellor's knowledge of the Earl of Vtmtfph^ and of the hu* 
numr that then poflefled him, and of th$ uneafioe(s of his own 
Fortune^ which did not make him at that timeMafter (^mudi 
Moaey^ befides that he believ'd thaii if the thing were cnie, 
he iboirid have receiv'd advertifement fooner of it from a Per- 
Ibn who was moft tiufied by the EarJ^ and who correfpcMid- 
ed very conftaotly with the Chattceilor^ made him diftruft 
hiofr. He therefore told the Khig, <^that he doubted JNKnr* 
f^ari^f had made that part of the Oory to make himfelf the 
^< more welcome ; which his Majefty did not think was a rea- 
Iboafalejealoufy; but wUh*d him to ufe all the means he could 
to difirover the trucb. The Chanoellor had no farther fufpi- 
don of him than upon die acconnt of that ftory ^ nor the Jeaft 
appreheofion that he was aSpy. 

W H KN it was puUickly known that the King wasabfent 
from C^bpte^ at that time that he made his Journey to Xh^ 
kad^ in themaoner tbu is mentioned before^ the Earl of B§^ 
dasfin being departed firom thence foroe time before, M' 
M^mmng appeared wonderfiiUy troubled, and compfcdn'd to 
fame, ^^ that he being entrufted by all iheKii^s FricndafWbo 
*^ would-fiot credit any Orders, but fuch as Qiould pafs throi^ 
^* his hands, the King was now goo* without imnarticc it;to 
^^him ; which woukTbe the ruin of his dcfign. He wenc to 
ihr QutnGellor, and lamented himiel^ << that there fliould i^ 
^tOBj Sworddiawn hi E^glswd before His^ 'his Father's Blood 
^ ^ ^led within him and kept him from fleep. He defired 
him therefore, ^^ that he would fo far comnwinicate the deGgci 
^^ !o him, that he might only know to. what part of <;«K/swd 
^^oTranfport himfeir, that he migHt be in Action afloon a^ 
'^ might bepoflible. He could draw nothing from theChan>< 
cellor; who told him, *^ that he knew of no mobability of 
^5 any hOimi ^ thcfefbte could give i» i^ivice. Upon 
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wM& be comhin'd tfiueti of theOaiicjelor's! wimcf Und^ 
nefii to him : But he loft no time in following eheKiog^ aoA 
having great acqoftiocance with HttSerfi Pf£», n Man mueb 
trailed by tiie Etri of Mtckflify and diat aflc^fted to knonr, 
or to be thought to kno# thejgreateft &crsx§^ he premiled^ 
with him, apon bearing Ms Charges, to iiocompany hiBi| 
that they tnignt find one wfeeie the Kittt waa, ac leaft chat 
they might be ready on the Sea Coaft, loTranijport tbemfekea^ 
iflto EMgbmi upon the firft occafion. Wtiether by aoddenr, 
or that the Earl of Rnhflfir had made any mention of Zs^ 
iSMft/ to M'PriMr^, thither they both {came; andfteing Sr 3%te 
Mn^fes, mi Mr NkMn there, they beNevVi there migto 
like wife be other of theh-OAgwf Frienda. Hnt^rt Frk^j aa 
he was a Man of a very Inqui£kive NatuM, watched fi> nai^ 
rowiy, that he found an opportunity to meet the King in an 
Evening, when he nfed to walk to take a' little Air after the 
days confinement The King, fince he was difcover'd, thought 
it beft to truft him; and charged Mm ^not only to make no 
^'diicovery, bat to remove out of the Ifland, left Ym being 
^ieen there^ might raife fiifpidon &i other Men. He did 
very importunately defire theKing that he might bring Jlfim- 
mr^ to (peak with him; a« not only an honeft Man (as no 
ddubt he thought him to be Jl bat a mad of that importaMe 
and trufL as might contribute much to his pfdfcnt Senrfce. 
Btit* theKing would by no mtais admit ram, nor did he 
fee -him ; yet afterwards^ upon this refleftion, Ms Majeily 
condl^ded that Crommett came to be informed of hia being li^ 
Zeehhiifj without any reproach to M' Frk^s Fidelity ^ wMcb; 
viraii 6ot fufpeded, though his prefiunptioo, and Impoftunky^ 
were* always very inconvenient. 

Shortly after die King's return to C^bgm^ Mmmkm 
Ifkewife came thither with his accuftom'd confidence. And m 
this time the Chancellor received Advertifement from JSq^ 
land, ^^tbat he had no kind of truft ftom the Earl of Psiis- 
^ hvke, but on the contrary, had been turn'd out of his Ser^ 
^ vice upon matter of diflionefty ; and that he was a fooHi 
^ Perfon of no Reputation : And his Majeftiy was inforaaV 
by others from Atfwerfy <^ that every Poft brought many Let* 
^* ters for him, which were taken up there, and tnnAnitted 
^< to Cohpte ; and that he had Letters of Credit upon a Mttr- 
^ chant of AKhperP for good Sums of Money. All this raifed 
a fufpk:ion in the King; who gave direftion to a trufty Per-^ 
fon, who was purpofely fent to take up aU thofe Letters at 
Aftinuerf^ which were fent thither from E^Umd for him, it 
being known under what cover they came^ and likewife thofe 
which were fenc from dbgm tyy him, bis addrefs being like- 
wife difcover'd. By this means Ae Party letura'd with many 
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gmtt ?miLW hqth from, aiHi>> bim; which. bciog)Q^d> 
and read) adBEtttiifter'd mattfif of great anwzement. There 
were Laccers from Ttiriiw, OMHVfjTa Secrecary aod Princi^ 
pal Minift^'i containing che fyxkfo&ioa the ProceAor leceiv'd 
in tbef^rdcular InceUigenGe heiy^ceiv'dfrom hiip, wich.ibort 
IfiftruAioafr bow he flioUd b^aye Mnifeif« The Peffoo em* 
ptoy *d .4)»d. beei^ fo dexiroqr, thac he broja^t with him JlUm* 
mng^s Lxectera bJF three Pofta, all fiiU <rf che moft particular 
thhagi done tt C^Upf^p and the particular words fM by the 
Kiiig, and Othiefs, (bat muft o^« afieft thofe who (bould 
rcioeive ths lotell^enoe^ but qS all which there wai nothing 
tfUQ i no fuch aftion had been dauty . ao fuch word ipoken. 

I H' one Letter, after fuch Informadon as he. thought fit, he 
Taid, ^^ 1^ by the next he Qiould fend fuch advice as was of 
^ mucb moffe fBooenc than be had ever yet fene, add above 
^' what he had gii^n from Z^hmdy and by which they mtghc 
^ fee^ diat:.there was nothing fo fecrec at Cto/iti;^^ of which fie 
^' could not be: infarm'd> if be had Money enougli j and there* 
fore de&gtd %bc Bill for the thoiirfand Growos might be diP 
Mche^d. Tc^thef with thk^ the Letter of the fubfequenc 
Poft wasr likewife ieifed upon; and by his Metbodi which 
was after wtrds difeover'd, ft was very probable that they were 
b9Cb(eBfi at one and the fame time^ and by the fiime Poft, 
chough they were of feveral dates. That of the latter date 
was very lone^ and in it was enclofed an Overture or Defigo 
for the uirpriHe and taking of Fljimnfth ; in which there was a 
very exad and true defcriptton of the Town, and ForCf and 
I4a«d> and the prefent Strength and Force that was diere. 
The*, ft PropoGtion^ that a Veflei with five hundred Me» 
( there were no more defired ) fliould come to fuch a place (a 
Qeek defcrib'd ) and upon a fign rbe» given, fuch a place in 
tins Town fliould be firft feiied upon, whiift others fliould 
poQefs both t)^ Fort, and the Ifland. . TheNamesof the Per- 
(am who. undertook xo do both the ofie, and the other, were 
Ukew^eibt down » and they were all Men known lo be well 
affbfted to the King, who, with the affiftance of that five hun- 
dred Men, might indeed be able to Maimer the place. For 
the bttter going through the Work when it was thus benin, 
tbera was an uiKlertakiog chajt S' Hugh P«Oardj and other Per- 
ibns named, who were all notable Mtn for their Zeal to the 
King's Service, Oiould be ready from the JUvm-Jhir€ fide, as 
Colonel Anmi^l and others from O^xpw^/, to feoood and 
fuppor^ what was to be done. 

The Letter informed, << that when the King deliver'd that 
^^ Paper to the Council ( which> he faid, ^^ he had received 
^^ from a very good hand ; and then tht Marouis of Ormtmi 
ifiade Cbis» and that objeftioo, and aebcis found ihii^ and that 
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diSbaokf in the Bseouimdf tlie Entcrf^He; all which the 
Cbaacellor oofwer'd mry dc^Ay^ and the Kkig htmfeif Taid 
very much of the eafineft ctf Voe Undeirraking ) ^^chere was 
^ one 4liffiGu]cy urged, chit tlieKiog hhnfelf appeared to be 
^^ ftarded ac, and iooked upon' the Chancellor ; Whb' arole 
^ from his place, and went to the King's Chair, aiidwhUberM 
<^ibmewhat in his Ear. Whereupon his Majefty toki thn 
^^ Lords, thai he had indeed forgot fomewhat that thdChan- 
'^cellor put him inmindof^andfor diat partioilarthey flxmld 
*^ refer the care of ic to Him, who woold take h tipbn liimj^ 
^^ and fo the matter was refolvVi, and the Earl of RoAefter ud- 
^'dercook for the five hundsed Men, and their Trarifportation^ . 
Mmkiftg concluded, '^^that if he had Money, Hh^ey (Iioujd. 
^flmow conftaotly -how this dcifign (hould foe advanced^ ok 
^any otherfec oq foot. Every Body wa^ exeeedinKly amaZe^^ 
at this relation, in which then: was not one syllable of tru^\ 
There had never fiicta )a Propofition been tnlde, nor'ti^a^ ther^' 
any foeh debtte or difaAUfe. There were in his Letter mar 
nyvain fiifiiibacioii» of bis Intereft, as if he ^ere never out 
of the King'i OMnpntty. • Two of the' Kidg's Servants were 
ieot CO fetfe upon his Perfon^ and his Papers ;* wh6 focmd him 
in his Ohamber wrieiifg, and his Cipher and Papers before, 
him^ ail which they pofleflbd themfelves of wltfcotiC'ftny re- 
finance. These war(3. feveral Letters prepared, and tbade up' 
wichiihe dates propbrlbr many Pofts to come, with informa- 
tioa, and intelligence^ of the fame nature as xbe former. 

T H>s ' Seoetary of SMty and one of thie Lords of the Coun^; 
ctl, .weie^fent to examine him 9 to whom he confeflbd, wtth^' 
out Unfyrelerve, ^( that the Neceffic; of his Fortcme had et- 
^poibd him to that bafe Condition of Life ; and, to make 
^'himfelf fit for ir,' hdhad difiembled his Religion; for, he 
^ fiud, he f emain'd flail a Catholick : That he was feof over by 
<^ Thmim to be a Spy wherever the King fllcruld be, and hid 
^f cenftaptly fent him Intelligence, for which he had receiv'4 


*5 g9od Sums of Money ^ vet, that he had bcttx fo troubled m 
^ Mmd for che vikneTs ot the Life he ied,'that he was refolv'd, 
^ bif raifiog great ezpeftations in them, to draw a good Sum 
^^of Money from them; and then to renoubce fimher cor-' 
'^ refpondence, and to procure the King's Pardon, and faiA- 
" fully to ferve him; Being asked, why he made fuch rela-. 
tions, which had no iruth in them, he anfwer'd. *' that if he 
^' bad come tathe knowledge of any tM^ which in truth had 
^' concera'd the King, he would never nave difcover'd it ; 
'^ but he thoog^'ic woaU do no prejudice to the King, If he

. THftfi'EV^o.H he made by hisowta A«mAx«Ic]^ and diat

lee the Cavaliers reduced to that eitremity y but wtdh fiich 
refieAions upon the Tyranny that was ezerdftd civer the 
Kingdom^ and upcm the foulneb of the bienchof Truft die 
Protedorwas guilty of. that it obliged all the Nation to kok 
upon him as a deceftaUe Enemy, who was to! be remov'd tyjf 
any way thatofe'd it ielf ; many of whioh arguments were 
made ufeofagainft htm tntheaen PailiamebtthathecalFdj 
which was not long after.

THE King reitiaio'd at Mifpf^ above two fears, rhr kH 
coaceodiDg with the rigour of his Forhine ^Ith/Ujj*' ^ 
great temper and magnaoimity ; whilft aB the^"^'"^ 
Prince! of Btfr0ft feem'd to cx»tend acoongftj^^rf. 
tfaemielves, who fliould moft emineody forget, 
and negleft him i and wbilft CtmmeB exercifed all imaginable 
Tyranny over thofe Nations , who had not been fenfibie 
enough of the bleffit^s they enjoyed under hit Majefty's Fa- 
ther's peaceable, and mild Government : fi> that, if the King's 
Nature could have been delighted to behold the Oppreffioos 
his Rebellious SubjeQs endured in all tbe three Nations, he 
might luive had abimdant comfort, and pleafiiie of this kind ^^ cWif j^ 
in aU of them: firft, in feeing' 5MiM, which fifft threw;"^^ 
e£ wantonly, it's own peace and plenty, and infected the (^JI.il 
Vol. m.

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other two Kingdoms with its Rebellion, now reduced, and 
govem'd by a rod of Iron ^ vanquiih'd and fubdued by thofe 
whom dhey had taught the Science of Rebellion, and with 
whom they had joyn'd, bv fpecious pretences, and vows, and 
horrible perjuries, to deftroy their own Natural Prince, and 
diffolve the Regal Government, to which they had been fub- 
je& ever fince they were a Nation : in feeing the pride and 
infolenceofthat People, which had ufed topraftice fach ill 
iQapnerstowatdl their King, fuppreiied, contemned, and ex<* 
pofed to (lavery under the difcipline, and caftigacion of Men 
whowere very few of them horn Geji^tleroen, but bred up in 
the Trades and Profeffions of Common Men. Thefe Men 
governed in their Hou(es« and prefcribed new Laws to them 
to live by, which they nad never been accuftom'd to, yet 
were compelled to obey, qpqn penalty of their Lives , and 
Eftates; whilfttheir adored Idol, Presbytery, which had puU*d 
offthe Crown from the head of the king, was trod under foor^ 
and laughed ^p ^ an4 their Picachcr^^ who hi^d threatofi'd their 
Princes with their rude thunder of Ex^oipmuni^ation, dif- 
piitedwith, foofled at,. and controlled bv Artificers, and cor- 
reded by the ifarokes and blows of a Corporal; and all this 
SubjeAton fupported at their own charge, the fierce Cover- 
nours being mid by them but of their own Eftates. 
0/ Ireland. fiB theopehe(iI JffA|»^, that bipguq its (icbeltiqn with in* 
humane Maflacres, and Putcheries of cheir peaceable apd in- 
hoceflit Neighbours, after the other of ^r^/^xr^ was iuppiefl<;d, 
or fo compounded, that the bleffing of Peace had again co- 
▼er*d the three Nations^ if this foctifli People had not, with- 
out any provqcation, but pf their own foUy and barbarity. 
With chat bloody ProlpgMe engaged again the three Kingdoms 
In a racing and devouring W^r ; lb that thoij^h Sn^laud blew 
the firft Trumpet, it was JneAnM/ciiat drew the firft bloody 
and if they had not at that time rebell'd, and in that manner, 
it is very probai>ie all themiferies which afterwards befel the 
King, and his Dominions, had been prevented. Theie un- 
happy People, when they faw that they could not make War, 
but «f^^ heateo as often as encounter'd, would not yet make 
Peace ; or if they did, ihey no fooner made it than broke it, 
^ith all the circumftances of Treachery, and Perjury, that can 
make s^ny foul A^ion the nx>ft odious. And after they had, 
for tbcic laft prefervation, re:urn'd tp their oi>edience to the 
King, and put themgf Ives again under his Proteft!oi% they 
quickly lepented of their Loyalty, oflSsr'd xhemfelves to the 
Soveraigoty of a Forreign Prinqe^ and when they had feen 
tl^ir natural King M^rther'd by his other Rebels', for want 
of that AiSftance which they might have give:i him, chofe x^^

them the Governour, andGovecnmene of the Kiog: Ifity^ 
his Majefty &Mf now this miferaUe People giovdttig at tht 
feet ot (heir proud Conquertirft) reduced to ^bveft defola- 
tion, and ercn to the potoc of Extirpation ; the. bkiod they 
had wtmonly, and (avag^lyrpilein.tbe l^egtiMUiig of the Re* 
bellion, qpw pleotifiiUy revenged in Ifareuoi of thdr owff 
blood, from one end of the l^ogdocato the other ; irJiilft thoTe 
Perfcm who firft contrived the RebeUson, andoenld never be 
reached bv the King, and they who caufed every fieace to b^ 
hroiien which had been made wifiiida Maj^f,' with all the 
poffibl^ afiroius to his Rpyaldipiity and^Iaumorftys after, 
they had endeavoured, by all^ the tzeacherous'Offiotfs flgatoff 
the Royal Power, to reoancile' themfelves to thetrnew Ma^- 
RerBy were every day taken, and infifmcaifly pnc to death by - .v. 
Thetr authority who ufiirped the,OtnerniBent 9 • who fdd, as 
hath been (aid before^ lb tnanythouiwdt of them ro the fer* 
vices of ForreigQ Princes, nnder whom they periiVd for want 
of Bread, and without rqgard : fo that tliere it nattn aocoifnc 
in Hiftory of any Nation, the Jews only excepted j itbat was ^ 
ever reduced to a more complete mifery than me Jr0) were at 
this time*^ And all this was the more extraordinary, in that 
it was without the pity of any, all the world looking upon them 
as defer ving the fate they underwent. 

Lastly &glMdj thatiesm'd to^oryia the Conqueft 0/ Eaf^ 
of thofe two Kingdoms, and to Reign peaceably over ^m, 1«b^* 
yielded aprofjpeft too, full of variety. Thou^the Ring's heart 
was even broken with the daUy informations he received of 
the ruin anddeftruAion his faithful and Loyal Party under- 
went ^ and the butchery frequently afted upon them, and the 
cxueme Tyranny the Ufurper exercifed over the whole Na* 
tion, was grievous to him. yet he could not be equally affli- 
ded to fee thofe who had been the firfl Authors of the publick. 
Calamity, now lb much (liarers in it that chey were no more 
Maflers of their Eftates, than They weie whoqa they had. 
firft fpoiled ; and that themfelves were brought and expofed 
upon thofe Scafiblds, which they had caufed tobeereded for. 
others; that little or no part of the new Govetnment wasiQ'« 
tfieir hands whick had pull'd down the old ; and thar^ after 
Monarchy hadheen made to odious to the People, the whole 
Wedth CK the Nation was become atthe dtftx>fal of a fingle 
Perfon; and that thofe Lords, without whole monflrous af* 
fiftanoe the Scepter could never have been wrefted out of the 
handsof the King, were nownumber'd and marfbaird with 
die dregsofthe rayple : in a word, that CrmmoiU was notfb' 
jealous of any, as cf thofe who had raifed him ; and contrived, 
and propofed nothing more tohimfelf, than to fupprefs thofe, 
or to drive them out of the Kingdom, who had been the prin* 
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dpalcsQ^ns to (upprcrstberRoyot Authority, and to drive the 
Jlpyiai Familfy -fiDd all that^herVltoit, into baaiflnoeat. 

Tli 1 5 pro^Kftthe Kins' hadof tbe three Kingdoms during 
•his cefidnnoe at C^iog^; but Wilfa chofe roaoifeftatioDS <^ 
God'a Vbngcaace upon thofe ingrat^fut Nations, ofwhfchhe 
hada fiioft tender andcompaffioDatt feeling, he was nor with- 
oue.fottie'gHcpinertng l^;b&Oft difeern an approach of that re- 
compeocd, whidhrthediTifle juftice ofually affigns to thofe who 
patiently attcnddus vkidiaacion. .

Neither Fleet knew what the odiei, or what ic 
lelf was to do, till each oftbem cane to fiich a Point ; where 
they were to open their Conmriffions ; and ermawill bad com- 
mnnicated his porpoTe for either to fo very few, that, for 
many. Months after they weae both at Sea, no Body knew to 
what they were defign'd; Though the intekixwrfe between- 
CromwfB and the Cardinal was maintained with many Civili- 
ties, and fixnecongdeoce, yet there was nothing of a Treaty 
iign'd ; hercfolving, as he profefled, *< to give his Friendihip

Their Ofv TafttR^Ofders from CtdmweU were very particular, and 

^^*' . very'popdve,.tbatthey fliould land at fuch a place, whic^ was 
plainly enou^defcribed to them. But whether they did not 
clearly underft^nd it, or thought it n6t<b convenient, when 
they were n^ir enough to make a judgement of it , they 
called a Council of War ; and it was there refolv'd that Ge* 
neralT^'hM^iSrrihould land in another place ( which they con* 
' ceiv'd to be much nearer theTowntnanintruthit was ) and 
from thence if^arch dircdly to it, there bein^ another Bri- 
gade of Foot to be landed, at a lefs diftaoce rrom the Town, 
in a Bay, that (hould joyn with them ; and joyn they did. 
But by the march wbich VnMis had maide, in which he fpent 
two days and a half in the Woods and uoeafy Paflages, and 
in the terrible heat of that Countrv's Sun, where they fobnd 
no Water to drink, they were io difpirited before they joyn'd 
with their Comjpaoions, that it was an ill prefage of che mlA 
adventure that toUow'd. The lofs of that time in their Adr 
vance had another very ill efieft. For the Inhabitants of the 
Town, that, at the firft appearance of fuch a Fleet, the like 
whereof in any degree they had never feeo before, had been 
feifed upon by fuch a Confternation, that they defpair'd of 
making any refiftance, when they faw their Enemies proceed 
fo {lowly, and engaged in fuch a March as muft tire and in- 
finitely annoy them , they recovered their Spirits, and pre- 
pared for their Defence. So that when FfMsiks , upon the 
^onjundion with his other Forces, and after having found 
feme freni Water to refreib bis Men, advanced towards the

Bay, and the frem Water River they had found there ; where 
they flay'd fi> long, that the General thought his Men not 
only enough refrem'd, but enough confirmed in their refblu- 
lions to redeem thefhafnc of their laft dtfbrder, having got 
Guides, who undertook to condud; them a nearer way to the 
City, and that they fli6uW not go near a Fort i which the 
Sfom^ds had in a Wood, from whence they had been in- 
fefted. The Common opinion that the NegreeSy Natives of 
fhofe parts, are fuch Enemies to the Spani^ds^ that they are 
willtng to betray them, and do any mifchief to tbcth, might 
pv)ffibly Incline the Engliflj to give credit to thofis Gufdci. 
But they did condud them direfilytothe Fort; near which 
an Arobufcade in the Woods difcharged a Volly again upon

T aE Treaty, as it was fign'd, was feat by an Expreis into 
ThtKn rt'^f^ ^^ ^^ approbation and fignature of bis CathoUck Ma* 
pvvfi hk jefty* The King with his fipail Traia went to Brufff. and 
F4iM/j/i«»Lo4gadJn.theHw^oj[aSubj^Aofh]6 0wn, the Lord 7k- 
Srfjjilfi ^^^^ ^^ Jrifh-maa ; who had been born in that Country, and 
fftfdtu inhcriised anEftatpby hu Mother,. There .the King ftayed, 
Brnget. till a,hao4fomeAGCQaMnodation,wasprovidied for him in that 
City, having fenc to Jt^s Brother the Duke of Gloceff^r, who 
remain^ yet at CoI$g^^ to coone to him, and that hii Family 
(hould att come fr^m thence. So that by the time: his. Maje- 
Xly had. returned ag^.to Bri^^/i, cp congiaculat c D^u Juam^s 
.atrival, and ipeqt three or four diys there, he found hitnfelf 
aswell fettled at Bruffs as hf had been at Colme-^ where, 
when his Family left, itf there was not the Icafl: debt remain'd 
unfatisfied 9 ^hich, in tbQ low condition . his . Msije(^y had 
been in, and itiU wa% gave ceputation to his Qeconomy . 

As upon the Difiu4ufion of the unruly Parliament,. Cr9wt- 
TPeU had fenc out his two great Fleets, to propagate his fame 
abroad, prefumtng that byuhe Conqucft which the one would 
make in the Weft Indies j he QK>uld haye Monpy. enough to 
keep his Army in obedience to him, and by the other's de* 
ftroy ing or fuppreffin^ the Turks of Algiers^ and Turns ^ which 
were indeed grown tormidable . to ail Merchants , he Ibould 
raife his reputation in Cbrijhmhm^ and be^omi^^ very popular 
wuh all the Merchants or Englissd ^ fo h^ did 'not , in the 
mean time, nqgkft to take all the ways he could, deviie, to 
provide for his own (ecurity at home. Though he had brought 
the King's Party fo toy, that he had no appr^hehfipq of their 
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Eower to raife an Army againft him ; yet he difcern'd^ that 
y breaking their Fortunes and Eftates, he had not at all 
broken their Spirits \ and that by taking fo many of their Lives, 
their numbers were not much leflcn*d ; and chat they would 
be ftill ready to throw themfelves into any Party that ffaould 
declare againft him} to which, he knew, there were enough 
indioed. 

But that which troubled him mod, was the diftemper m CrMBweil 
his Army ; where he knew there were many Troops more ^^^^., 
at the difpo&l of that Party that would dcftroy him, than at l|Xi*L li 
his own. It was once in his purpoTe to have drawn over a mmjt 
Regiment of Ang^, npon pretence of lending theth into Jfv- 
U»d^ but in truth with intention to keep them as a Guard to 
his own Perfon} and to that purpofe he had lent a Perfon to 
treat with Coionel BsttboKmry a Man^ well known in the Pro- 
teftant OmtdMS ; but this came to be difcover'd : fo he had 
not confidence to proceed Iri it. He refolv'd therefore upon 
an Expedient, which Ibould proi^de for all inoonyeniencies, 
as welt amongft the People, as in the Army. He cooftituted, Cma$nat$ 
out of the Pcribns who he thought were moft devoted to htm- titjus^tr^ 
felf, a Body of Major Generals^ that is, he affign'd to fuch a^**^^'* 
fingic Peribn fo many Counties, to be under his Command as 
their Major General : fo that all Engiand was put under the 
abfohite power of twelve Men, neither of them having any 
power in the Jurifdidion of another, but every Man, in thde 
CouiKies which were committed to his Charge, had all that 
authority which was before divided among Cx>mmittee-Men, 
Juftices of Peace, and feveral other Officers. - 

T H K Major General committed to Prifen what Peribns he nwr a 
thooght fit to fufpefi; took care to Levy all Monies which 
were appointed by the Protedx>r and his Cbondl to be cqI- 
ledcd for the Publick; (eqoefter'd all .Who ifid* not pay their 
decimation, or fuch other payments as they weye made Ihble 
to 9 and there was no Appeal nrom any of thefr Adb but to the 
Protedor himfelf. They had iik« wife a Martial Power, which 
waa to lift a Body of Horfe and Foot, who were to have fuch 
a &ilary conftandy paU, and not to be called upon to ferve 
' bat npon emergent occaficn , and then to attend fo many * 
days at their own Charge ; and if they ftay'd longer, they 
were to be under the &me pay with the Army, but indepen* 
dent upon the OflScers thereof, and only to obey their Major 
General. A Horfe-man had eight pouDds a year ^ for which 
fat was to be ready with his Horfe if he were called upon; if 
he were no^ he might intend his own Afllahs. By this means 
be had a fecond Army in view, powerful enoum to comrole 
the &ft, if they at any lime defcrv'd to be fiifeected. Ait he 
difcofsTdi by degrees, that thefe sew Magiftrates grew too 

much 
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much in love, with their owo power ^ aod befides th»t ti^y car- 
ried themfelves Uke fo many B^jffis'^ wich their Bands of Ja^ 
mzgrks^ c^w^dfi the. People;, and were exuremely odious co 
all Partiesj they did really afi^A fuch an Auchoricy as mighc 
imdenDine his owngreacqeis; yet for the prelent^ihe thought 
Dot fit to QOQtrole them, apd feem.'d lefs co apprehend them. 

When Admiral Blaie had fubdued the Turks of Timk^ and 
Algmt^ V^ betaken himfelf to the Coaft of Sftim^ and by 
the attempt of Hi^ani^U and the Pofleflion of Jamfik^j the 
War was fufficieotly declar'd againft the Cacholick iCing > 
i^jm^^i^MamasgM^ a young Gentleman of a good Family, who haid 
fm f >;• been drawn into the Party of Cr9mmS^ and fisnr'd under him 
mnh2\z)a\^ a Colonel in his Army wich much Courage, was fent with 
cHJUdffm *** addition of Ships to joyn with BM$y and joyn'd in Com- 
wUkSm! miffion of Admiral and General with him » Blah having 
found himfelf much indifpofibd in hi& Health, and having de- 
fired that another might be fent co Kffift him, and to take care 
of the Fleet, if worfe (hould be&l him. Upon his Arrival 
with the Fleet, they lay long before Cabs in expeftation of 
the Sf^i^ Weft ImKs Fket^ and to keep in all Ships iirom 
going out to give notice of their being there. After fome 
Months Attendance, the^ were at laft compelf d to. remove 
their Station, that they might get freOi Water, and fome other 
_^Pravifions which they wanted ; and fo drew off to a oonve- 
^^y* nient Ba^ in PartMgal, and left a Squadron of Ships to watch 
ii^ufm the Sfmi/b Fleet ; which, within a very (hort time after the 
ttespuiiih remofe of the &gOfb Fleet, came upon the Coaft ; and be- 
IS^ '"*SLftMC they were dtfcover'd by the Commander of the Squadron, 
thTtfrnZ^'^^ ^''^ ^ ^^ Leeward, made their way fo fail, that when 
nwVtf/ Md he got up with them ( though he was inferior to them in 
MHOktf iSW/ number) they rather thought of faving their Wealth b]^ Sight, 
^r^aief. (ii^ ^ defending themfelves ; and fo the Sfam^J Admiral run 
onQiore in the Bay i and the Vice* Admiral, in which was the 
Vice-King of Mexko wich his Wife, and Sods, and Daughters,' 
fir'd ; in which the poor Gentleman himfelf, bis Wife, and 
his Eldeft Daughter, periQi'd : His other Daughters, and his 
two Sons, and hear one hundred others, were faved by the 
EMgl^b'f who took theRere-AdmiraU and anoch^ Ship, very 
richly laden ; which, together wich the Prifoners, were fent 
into Efsglawdy the reft efcaped into Gibraltar 

The Ships which were lent for E^g^^mdy arrived at ¥orifi 
m^uth ; and though they might with lefs charge have cond- 
^^ nned thdr Voyage by Sea to Lomh»y crmnweU thought k 
uLmem' would makc morc noife, if all the Bullion, which was.of.greae 
^d fnm value, was landed at F^rtjm$tfb'j from whence it was brought 
Portf- by Land in many Carts to LmUf^j and carried tbrough^the 
noa^M City (q thQ Tower to be tbert Coin'^d, as it was, within as 
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fliort z time as it could be difpatch'd ^ and though ifc was in it 
lelf very confiderable, they gave out and reported it to be of 
much greater value than it was. But the lols to the Sfatu^rd 
was prodigious j though moft of what was in the Admiral was 
favea, and that only : And they faw the E»gbjb Fleet (lill re* 
maining before them, which was not like to mifs the other 
Fleet tfa€y fhortly afcer expelled, in fpight of all Advertife* 
ments which they were like to be able to fend to it. 

Cromwgll now thought his reputation, both abroad 
and at home* to good, that he might venture agab upon call- 
ing of a Parliament j and, by their countenance and cppcut^ 
rence, fupprefs, or compofe chofe rcfraAory Spirits, whiidi 
crofled him in all places ^ and having firft made fuch Sber^ 
in all Counties as he thought would be )ike to contribute to 
his defigns, by hindering luch Men to ftand againft whom he 
had a prejudice, at leaft, by not returning them if they fhould 
be choien, and by procuring fuch Peribns to be returned 2$ 
would be moft agreeable to him, of which there were choice 
in all Counties j and having prepared all things to this pur* cr^oiwtll 
pole, as well as he could, he fent out hW Writs to call a Far- fnmmm > « 
jiamcnc to meet at Wiihmmfitr; upon the fcventeenth of S^T^ti^^mm 
timtir^ in the year 16^6, WhenjUp^on the Returns, he fouiid,**"^*''* 
that though in fome places he had fuccceded according to his '^* ^^ 
wi(b, it was in others quite the contrary^ and that very many 
Members were retuin'o, who were Men of the moft i^itori- 
ocis Malignity againft him, he therefore reforted to bis old fe« imf^u s 
curity, to keep all manner of Perfons from entering into the Sk^criftim 
Houfe, who did not firft fubfcribe, ^* that they would ad JJJ^, 
^^ nothing prejudicial to the Government as it was eftabliQiM ke/trg h^ 
^' under a Protestor ; which being tendered, many Mem*/4r#« 
hers utterly refufed, and returned into their Countries, where 
they were not, for the moft parr, the worfe welcome for in* 
fifting upon their Privileges, and Freedom of Parliament. 

The major part frankly fubmitted and fubfcribed ^ fome of 
them, that they might have the better opportunity to do mil^ 
chief. So a Speaker was chofen ; and ac firft they proceeded 
fo unanimoufly, that the Proteftor begun to hope that he had 
gained his point. With very little, or n« oontradidion, they 7W Pnmd- 
(Mdled an Ad: of Renunciation of any Title that C&fr/fx Sh^ *^jf_^ 
sft (for ib they had long called the King) or any of that Fa* ^ 
mily might pretend ; and this all Men were bound to fub* 
faibe. With as little oppofitton,they pafled another, where- 
by it was made High Treafon to attempt any thing againft 
the Itie of the Protedor. Then they fmbd feveral ASs for 
raifing Money by way of contribution in EHgi^td^ Scpitamd, 
and Irtlsnd^ in a greater proportion than had ever yet been 
raiied. They granted Tonnage and Poundage to the Pro- 
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tedor for his Life ; and paffid feveral other A&s far the raifingf 
of Monies ; amongft chem, one for obliging all Perfons to 
pay a fill! years Rent for all Buildings which bad been erefted 
In, and abouc Lmubm , from before the beginning of the 
Troubles ; by all which vays^ vaft Sums of Money were to 
bc^ and afterwards were, railed. AH chde Ads they pre^ 
iented folemnly to hisHighnefs^to be confirmed bj his Royal 
Authority ; and He as gracioufly confirm'd them all ; and cold 
them, **tbat as it had bcen*thecuftOm of the Chief Cover- 
^' nours to adtnowiedge the care and kindneft of the Com- 
^ mons upon fuch Occafions, fo he did very heartily axKl 
'' thankfully acknowledge Theirs. 

Bur after all this, he was far from being Atisfied with tb^ 
method of their proceeding ; for there was nothing done to 
confirm his Perfonat Authority ; and notwithflanding all this 
was done, they might, for ought appeared, remove mm from 
being both Protefior, and General. There had been for fome 
Cffomwtll'itin^ jealoofies between Htili and Lamiert^ who had been the 
jmM^^ prinapal advtier of the raifing thofe Major Generals ; and 
^^*oUtu beinff one of them Umfelf, and having the Government of 
the five Northern Counties committed to htm, he defired to 
improve their Aothority, and to have it fettled by Authority 
of Parliament. But OsMPtorl^ on die other hand, Was well con- 
tented that they (boold be looked upon 91 c pnbiick grievance, 
and fo taken away, rattler upon the defire of Parliament, than 
that it fiiould appear to be out of kis own indiaation. But, 
hitherto , neither that defign in Zj mkr t^ nor the odier in 
Ct^mweff^ nor any difierence between them, had broken out. 
The Protedor htmielf feem'd to defiie sochim more 
than to have the Authority they had fotmerly given him, at 
leafh that he bad exerdfed from the time he was Protedor, 
confirm'd, and ratified bv A6t of Parliament. And if it had 
been fo, it had been tnuch greater than any Kiageftt enjoy'd. 
But he had ufed to fpeak much, ^^ that it wu pity the Nobi- 
*< llty (hould be totally fupprefled i and that the Government 
^' would be better, if it paflU another confiilcatioa belidea 
^(hat of the Houfeof Commons, in matter of Religion, he 
would often Q)eA:, ^that there was much of good in the or* 
'^der of BiDiops, ifthedrofs were icotir'doft: He courted 
very much many of the NobiHty, and itied all devices todif^ 
pofe them to come to him $ and they who did vifit him were 
ufed with exrraordmary refoeA by him ; all which, railed an 
opinbn In many, that he did in truth himfeif nfkA to be 
King ; which was the more confirm'd, when many of thofe 
who had neareft Relation to him« and were mod trufted by 
him» aflbon as the Parliament had difpatch'd thofe AAs, which 
$xt mentioo'd before, and that com|Maints came from lOl paitt

Sreat agony, and in his ot^q mtaid did heartily cfefise to be 
ling, and tbousht it the only way to be iaie. Assd'ic is con- 
fidently believ'd, that upon finne Addreflca heJuid-fonnerly 
made to fome principal Noble Men of the Kingdom, and 
ibme Friendly Expoltulations he had by himftify ot feme 
Friend, with them, why they referv'd themlclTes, and WouU 
have no Communication or acquaintance with Hin^ the Ao* 
fwer ftom them all federally ( for (uch diiboarfes cocdd be 
held but with one at a time ) was ^' that if he would makie 
^f himfelf King, they fiiould eafily know what they Indto do^ 
<^bat they knew nothmg of the fubmiffion and ^ o b e di eac e 
<1 which they were to pay to a ProteAor j and* tfa^t Aefe re* 
turns firft difpofed him to that Ambition. - 

' H B was not terrified with the oppofitlon that Ljiufcrf gave 
hkn; whom he now looked upon as a dedared and mortal • 
finensy, and one whom he n^iul deftroy, that he mnhc not 
be^sftroy d by him : Nor did he much ccmfider thole other 
Officers of the Anmr^ who in the Hoolc concnrt^J widi' JLmi- 
Amt, whofe loterdt he did not believe to begfeat;'andtf it 
were« he thought be Ihould qukJ^Iy reduce them, aflboo as 
.Lmtien ihould be di&raced,. and his powet'tafcenftom him. 
Bet he trembled ac the t)bftinacy pr thofe wlio^ he ^kneWy 
lowd^him; his Qrather Dishrm^by tod the hft,' iAo de- 
-pmded wholely upon him, and his Gfeatflefir, and who dad 
SMX wilb his Power and Authority left abfolute^than* it was. 
And ckatthefe Men Ihould, with that virufence, rwfahftand 
this promodon^lgriev'd him to the heirt. He cmikrr'd with 
ihtm federally, and endeavaar'd, by all the ways he could^ 
to convert than. But they were all uiesorable j and told him 
lefolttfiely, ^ that they could do him no gtiod. If they -tboiM 
^uidhcft to Mm j and therefore they were rdblv^j for their 
^<mtk latereft to leave him, and do the utmoft they could ar 
f* B^dnft him, from the time he aflumed that Title. 
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I r w«9/ fepoftcd that an ^Officer -of Name, in the BtUui^* 
efffhmm :iipaii thelSobjeA; told him jiefoiately suid vetttmenc- 
ly, '< that if ever he took the Tide of King upoo him, fas 
^wouM fcttlh&D: 'Certain tc iA ihii CtamfiM was inforxn'd, 
•and ganre cradtt to it, ^ chat there were anomberof Men, who 
'^^bouibl themfehres by Oath to kill him , within Co many 
•^hourrafter iM^fliould accept that Title. They who were 
very DE^irim^Tdid) that in this perplexity he revolved hit for- 
*nier Dreamy or ^Apparition, thackid firft informed, and pro* 
•miied him the'hi|^ Foimne to which he was already amv'd, 
raodwiifch:waf generally fpokeu of even irom the bieginning 
€>f the Tfoubtes, and when he was not in a pofture tint pro- 
knifed fucbEicftkation ; and that he then obferv'd, it had only 
idedared, ^f that he (houM be the greateft Man in JShj^Aom^ 
^and iboaM be near to be King ; which ieem'd to imply that 
be fhouldibe only near, and never aftually attain the Crown. 
Upon the whole matter, after a great diftradion of Mind, 
hiirhich. wair nanifeft in his CountenatKie to all who then tkw 
4amy lloc^|nthftanding his Science in diffimulation, his Courage 
faii'd him^ and after he hadfpent fome days verv uneafily, 
■he rent< for tjbe Committee of Parliament to attend nim ; and, 
ms his looks were extremely di&ompofed, and difix>?er'd a 
Mind full of trouble,and irrelolution, fo his words were broken 
asid disjoynted, witiront method, and foil of panfes » with 
fiequene mention of God and his gracious diipenfittion, he 
Mtrtfiifit oonchided, '^^ lihac be could not, with a good Confirience, ao* 
sw Ti$i$ tf cc^pj ^jj^ Government under the-Title of a King. 
^^' Many Were then of opinton, that his Genius at (hat time 

ferfook him, and yielded to die King's &>iric, and th^t his 
Reign was near its expiration ; and tuic it his own Courage 
bad not fsiledly'be would eafily have mafter*d all oppofition ; 
dnur. thnre were many Officers of- the Army, who would noc 
lurre left hivoi ' ^^ ^^^ ^^ Singly Government in their 
'•WB^aficdions ; and that the greatim Factions in Religion ra- 
ther promMed themiehres Protcftkin from a fingle Fbribn, 
«ihan«mm 4i^ParUaiaent9 or a new numerotM CcMindl; that 
Che<firft Motion 'for the making him King, was madcb^ one 
2Qf tfae-mofl weakhy Aldermen of the City of £.mm^ ana who 
fcrvU then for the Qty in Parliament ; whfchwas an Amh- 
nehcthat That potent Bod)f ftood well afieOfid to that Go- 
svcfnment) and wtmld have joyn'd with him in the defence of 
>. Others were^ confident, that he did very wifely to de* 
eline k; and that, if he had accepted it, hecoaldnot have 
-fiv'dinany days after. The truth is, the danger was osdy in 
^me prefent Aflaffination, and defperate Attempt nson hia 
Periisn, not from a Revolt of the Army from him ; madk no 
partieular Man bs4 Intereft enough to eomipt. And be m%ht 

have 
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have (scared bimfelf probabhf, for ibme time, fifom txh att 
Aflault ; and when uich demps are deferred, they are oom- 
monly dircover'd ^ at appear^ afterwards, in many Coofpi* 
racies acainft his Life. 

His Incereft and Power over the Army was fogreat, that 
be had upon the fuddatn remov'id many of thofe Officers who 
bad the ^reateft Names in the Fadioos of Religion, as Hiir- 
rifim, JRuA^ and others ; who, aflE)on as they were remov'd, 
and their Regiments oonferr'd on others, were found to be 
of no (]gat£k:atloo, or Influence. And it could have been no 
bard matter for him, upon very few days warning, to have fo 
Quarter'd, and ModelTd his Troops, as to have fecured him' 
loanyEnterpriie be would undertake. And, it may be, there 
were more Men fcandalized at his Uforpiog more than the 
Royal Authority, than would have been at his Aflumption of 
the IRoyal Title too. And therefore they who at that timo 
exerciled their thoughts with more fagadtyt look'd upon that' 
refu£U of his as an immediate Ad of Almighty God towards 
the King's Reftoration^ and many of the fobereft Men in the 
Natioa coniefled, after d^ King's Return, that their dejeded 
Spirits were wonderfully raifed, and their hopes revived, by 
that infatuation of his. 

B u T his Modefly, or his Wifdom,or Us Fear in the sefiifinft 
that fuprame Tide, leem'd not to be attended with the leaft' 
disadvantage to him. They who had moft fignally oppofed 
it, were fo fetisfied that the danger they moft apprehended 
was over, dut they oared not to ao6 any thing die that was 
pippQfed towards bis Greatneft ; which might be their owo 
another day : and they who had carried on the other defign, 
aikl thereby, as they thought^ obliged him, refolv'd now to' 
give him all the Power which they knew he did defirt, aad 
leave it to his own time, when with lets hefication he might 
aflua>e the Title too. And fo they Voted, that hefhooldea- 

C' y the Title and Authority he had ahcady ; which ihey es* 
roedin many particulars, beyond what it was by tbe.fiift 
InJIrument of Government^ by another Inflcuroent, wfaidi 
tfaey cali'd the Humble PuMm and AJvif9 ; in which they 
granted him not only that Authoritv for bis Life, but power 
by his laft Will and Teilament, ana in the prefeoce of foch a 
number of WitneOes, to make choice of^ and to dedase bis 
owo Sucoeflbr ^ which power Qiould never be gratited to any. 
other Protedor than himfeif. And when tbey had digeifed 
and agreed upon this Wridng, at the paffiog whereof Lam- fu h ^^ 
hr$ cnofe rather to be abfent than oppofe it, bis Parliament/r»'i^Tr«: 
fent to him for an Audience; which he s^n'd them on xhe**^*^ h ^^ 
ayth day of Msj i^yj, in die Banquc^iing Houfc ; whcre^J*J^J^ 
their Speaker Wtthnigfm prdented, and read the tititioff^^^^ 
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and ,4khit^ of his Fulumemy aad dcfired his Afient to ic. 
Th, c»»teBt» X H ft Comencf sod Sdbftaoce of u were, *^ thac his Ht^- 
^^^^ ^fflds O0Mr CrmmpM (hould, oader (he Tide of Prottrfiory 
'^be plea(ed to execute the Office of chief Magiftraoe over JSa^-

^^ Che haad of God, fince nothing but Hi» prefeaee could en-

And that he might entirely enjoy the 

Soveraignty they had conferred upon him, without any new 

blafts, and difputes, and might be vacant to the difpatch of 

his Domeftic Afiidrs, which he had modell'd, and might have 

time to confider how to fill his other Houfe with Members fit 

Ht ajtftu for his purpofe , he adjburn'd his Parliament till Jmmmj 

u» f4riid^ next, as having done as much as was neceflary for one Seffion.

Nocwkhftaoding all which, kiw Peo^ 

pie then believ'd chat he intended to name him for his &c- V\^ 

ccflbr ; he by his dtfcouries ofcen implying, ^< chat he would 

^'name fuch a Succeflbr) as was in all refpeds equal to the . .« 

*^ Office : and fo Men gueSed this, or that Mao, as they thought 

^ moft like CO be fo elieem'd by him. His fecond Son HMnjr^ 

w1k> had the Reputation of more Vigour, he had fent into 

Irftmtdf and made him his Lieutenant of that Kingdom, that 

he mig^t be fure to have no diftuiliance from thence. . ^^ 

He had only two Daughters unmarried: One of tho& he ^ JfJJ 
gave to the Grand- fon and Heir of the Earl of Jfknmci^ z^f^^ jilr^ 
Man of a great Eftac^ and throughly engaged intheCaufer»i^#. 
from the b^imtng ; the Other was Married to the Lord 
VifcounttF^Ar^Ms^/ld^e, the owner likewife of a very fair E- 
fiate in Tork^/birfy and defceoded of a Family eminently Loyal. 
There were many reafons to believe, chat this young Gendb* 
man, being chea of about three or four and twenty years of 
Age^ of great Vigour and Ambition, had many £ood pur-» 
pofeS) which he thought that Alliance flight, quali^iiad en« 
able him to perform. Thefe Marriages were celebrated aC 
tPbife^H^B with all iipaginable Pomp and Luiitre ; and it wai 
obferv'd, that though the Marriages were performed in pub- 
lick View according to the Rites wi Ceremonies then in nfe^ 
they were preTenjtly afcer wards in private Married by Minifters , 
Oraain'd by BiQiops, and according to the form in the Book 
of Common Prayer , and this with the privity of Otfnnpeff; 
who pretended to yield to it in compliance witK the impor- 
cbnity, and foUy of his Daughters. 

These Domeftic Triumphs were coofirm'd, and improv'd tu Su«tp 
by the Socceis of his Armes abroad. Though the FffwA'/tt|y«"~' 
had no mind to apply thofe Forces upon Dunkirk^ which ^ 
they were obliged, when taken, to put into CromweFs bands, 
and ib march to other places, which they were to Conquer t# 
their own ule, in which the fix thoufand Bngl^ under the 
Command of lOtfmUs attended them, and behaved themfelvca 
eminently weU, and in good difcipltoe; yet his Rmbafladour 
ZjaUart made fuch lively Infiances with the Cardinal, with 
complaints of their breach of Faith, and fomc Menaces, *^ that 
^his Mafterknew where to find a more puiiduai Friend^ 
diat aiflbon as they had taken JkbMtmeJy, aod S^ Faumi, the 
Army marcfa'd into FlanJers ; and though the Seafon or the 
year waa too far fpent to ei^age in a Siege before DMuUri, 
tbey Cue down t)efore MMrdikti which wiislook'd upon as the 
moft difficult part of the Work; which being redu^, would 
bcilitate the other very nuich : and that Fort they took, and 
delivered it Into the hands of lUyw^Us^ with an obligatkn 
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^ that chciy would bcfiece Pm$khk the next yw^ and make ic 
^ r;ju^ •'their firft Attempt. 

^^7 But that which made k oaife indeed^ and O^wn'd big 
9kt SuoceOes^ was the Vidory Irii Fleet, trader the Command of 


ffttflurd. BAdi0^ had obeaia'd over the SfM^mrd^ which, in trudi, with 
tSX ics Ciroomftanoes, was very wondeffui, and will neeer be 
forgotten in ^smy and the Qmsriis. That Fleet < had rode 
out all the Winter Storms before oUes and theOuft of P«r- 
«^^4e/, after they had fent home thofe former Ships whieb they 
had taken of the Weft D^ftni Fleet, and anderftood by the 
Fnlbiiers, chat the other Fleet from Fmt^ whk:h is always 
mucb richer than that of BinucQ^ was undoubtedly At S^, 
and would be on the Coaft by the begtnnkig of the Spring, if 
chey reeeiv'd not Advertifement of the pretence of the vigtHh 
Fleet } in which cafe they were moft like to ftay at the Cf- 
m»k$. The Admiral concluded, that, ndtwltnftaading all 
they had done, or could do to block up CMkt , one way or 
Other they would sot be without that AdvertKement \ and 
theiefore refolv'd to fail wkh the whole Fleet to the length 
of the Omsrkfy that, if it were poffible, they might meet 
with theGaleons before HtXy came thither; and if thqr (hould 
be firft got in thither^ they would then coimder what was to 
Itedone. 

With ibiB Refolutibn the Fleet ftood for theOnnffWify 
snd about the middle of .^tf came thkher; and found that 
the Galeons were got thither before them, and had placed 
themfehres, as they thought, in fafety. The finalier Sbips^ 
being ten in number, lay in a Semidrcle, moorVI akMig the 
Shore; and the fix great Galeons ( the Fleet confifting of fix- 
teen good Ships } which could not come tb near the Shore, 
lay with their bfoad-fides towards the Oflb). Befides this 
good pofture in which all the Ships lay, they were covered 
with a ftroog Caftle well fiirniih'd with Guns ; and there 
were fix or feven finall Forts, railed m ibm moft adi^otageoos 
places of the Bay, every one of them fomUb'd with <Hvers 
good pieces of Cannon ; lo that they were without the kaft 
Apprehenfion of their want of fecurity, or imagteatkin that 
any Men would be fo defperate, asto al&ult them tijpoii ibdi 
apparent dtfad vantage. 

W H E K the EBgttfb Fleet came to the mouth of the Ba^ of 
Smas CWk, and the General few in what pofture the SpMu^d 
lay, bethought it impoffibletobringoffanyofthe Galeons; 
however, he refolv'd to bum them (which was 1^ many 
thought to be equ^ly impoffible ) and fent Gaptahi St^jfwif 
with a Squadron of thebeft Shipstofall upon the Galeons; 
whidi he did vervrefelutely j whilft other Frigats entertatn'd 
the Foruj and leOer Breaft-worksj wkh continual Broad-fides

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to hinder their firing. Then cbe General coixiii^ iipividi 
the whole . Fkei; afcer foil ibiir hours 'fight, they drove the 
Sfmdards fiom: their ShipSy tsd poflciOed them ^ yet foijuii 
tbatcheh worit w«i iM done ; and cbatit ww noc only im» 
podibk to carry sway the Skipt, Ivhkh they had cakeo. but 
that the Wind that iud bfoitfbt them into the Bay, and eop 
abkd tem to Conquer the Enemy, would not ierve to carry 
them out again ^ fo that they lay eacpored to all the Cannoo 
firom the Shore i. which thunder'd iqxxi them, (bwever^ 
they r^folv'd to dp what wat hi their power ; and fo, dU^ 
chaiging iheir broad-fidef upon the Forti and Land, where 
they didgreac execution, they fix fife to every Ship, Galeons, 
and ethers, and hum'd every one of theiQj which they bad no 
ibooerdone, but it happened. the Wind tura'd, and canied 
the whvole FJeet without Ida of <)ne Ship out of theBlty^ and 
put thon fafe to Sea again. 

ThBi whole .Adim was to mimculQua, that all Men who 
knew the plii:e9 wonder'd that any fober Men^ with what 
Courage foevecendue<L would ever have undertaken it^ and 
ibey oittid hatdly*perlwade themfelves to believe what. they 
had done; whtlit. the ^ifSMrvfr comforted tfaemfelvet with 
the belieiF,.that they were Devils and not Men who had de* 
ftioycd.them.ifii.fiicha manner. So much aftrong refolutiofi 
of bold and conragioui Men can bring to pafi, that no refi- * 
ftanoe and advanuge of ground canxiiiappomt them. And it 
can hardly be imagined, how final! lofi the Eufgtifif fiiftain'd 
in this unparaUel^d Adion : no one Ship being left behind^ 
and thekliledand wounded notexGeedin|t two hundred Men, 
when the Slau^ter on board the ^pM^Ships, and on the 
Shore, was incredible. 

THfi Eleet. after this, havuig been Jons abroad, found itau^M. 
neoe(&ry to remrn home. And this was the laft fervice per- tmrm mtk 
(otm'd if Blsii ; who Sicken'd in his Return ^ and in the'^^Ff^ 
very entrance of die Fleet intotheSound of F^^fsmsA, expired. !!^'* 
He wanted no Pomp of Funeral when he was dead » Or»sa-*^' 
wvfcaofiiiiBhim to be brought up by Land to Ln^km m all 
the State that ceuld be ; and to encourage his 0£kers to Veo- 
tore theur Lives, that they might be Pompoufly BurfecL he 
was, with all the Solemnity poffible^ and at the Ouufeof the 
EiMkfc, IntSBiT'd in Jifny the Sevemh's Chapel, among 'the 
Manumeott of tboKings. He was a Man of private B^gfy'giffiJ 
trafbon; yet had enoi^ left htm by hisFatberto give him j^naMl 
^.ffsod Educatkm; which his own Inclinadon dilpded^him ibr. 
t0 leoaive ia.the Univecfity of OxfrrJ; where he took the 
degreeof a^kibfterof Arts; and was enough verfad In Booka 
fiara Man who intended not to be. of a;iy Piofeffioo, havmg 
iuffiaftoto(his 9wa co imsintaln Urn inthe pltnty he aflkflnck 

and 
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and haTiog- thea bo appaMnce of Ambkioo to be a greater 
Man than he was. Hewaiof amelanch(di^»afid a bdkm 
Natare, and fpeot his (ime moft wkh Good-felioirs^ wha 
liked his morofeneft, and a freedom he iifediti'tniFeighing a- 
gainft the LicoKe of the timty and the po«rer of cm Couiti 
They n^ho knew him inwardly, dtfoover'd thai be bad an 
And^Monarcbical Spirki when few Men tboughc the Go? era- 
meat in any danger. When the Tioobkfb^gjUiL hequicklp 
jdedated himfelf agtinftahcKing; and haviflg-fcime Cmw 
maod in Brtfi^lj when it waa&rft taken br Prince BtfirfwA 
the Marquis of Hntfer Jy being tnifted wim the Goinmand of 
alittleFort upon the Line, herefiifed togi^it up^ after tihe 
Govemoor had 6gn'd the Articles of Surrender, ud kept it* 
feme hoiura after m Prince was in the Town, and kiU'd moe 
of the SoUiers ; for whkb the Prince refolv'd tohaag hkn^ 
if fome Friends had not incerpofed for himi, upon hia want m 
experience m War ; and prevailed with turn co ^uit the pkoe 
by very |reat impcwtunicy, and with miich diffioulty* After 
this, havmg done eminent Service to the Parliament^ e(pedh* 
illy at Tstmi^ at land, He then betook himielf wtolefy t» 
the Sea; and quickly madehimfeif fignal there. He wiasdM^ 
fiift Man that declined the old track, and made it manifetl 
that the Sdenoe misht be attained in leis time than was ima** 
gin'd 9 a«d defpifed thofe-Rules wkfch had beso long in im* 
efcice, to keep nis Ship and his Men out of danger^ which 
had been held in former times a point of fpreac Ability and 
Qrcumrpeftion ; as if the principal Art xcquifice lathe Cap* 
tain of a Ship had been to be fure tooome borne- fitfe igafo. 
He was the nril JVbn. who brought the Shipaio contemn Cap 
fUes on (hore/ which had been thouRhc ever very formidable^ 
and were difcover'd by him to make a noife only, and to 
frifiht thofe who could rardybe hurt by them. He urastbe 
firft thatinfufed that proportion ofConrage into- the Sea* men» 
by makiiiigifaemiee by experience, what mi^bcf tbmgsthey 
-ooiild do, if they were reiolv'd; and taught them to fight in 
.Fire as well as upon Water : and thou^ he hath been verjr 
well imitated and followed, he was tl^ firft that gave thie 
Ezample'Of that kind of Naval Courage, and bold and lefolntn 
AtcsUexements. '

Cromwell thought he Had fufficiterly provided for his 
own Tecurity^ fmd ro reftrain the iniblence of the Onittyniy^ 
by having call'd the other Houfe ^ which by the Titithm and 
.Adwa was robe done^ and having fill'd it, for the moft part, 
with the Officers of the Army> and fuch others as he had 
good reafon to be confident of. So on the twentieth of ?#. 
sMMfy, the day appointed to meet ( whereas, before, the Far*. 
Uamenc ufed to attend him in the Painted Chamber, when he 
liad anv thing to fay to them; nowj lie came to the Houfe 
bfl^oras; where his new Creations were; then hefent the 
Gentlemen Uflier of the black Rod to calf the Commons to 
him. And thev being concluded to the Bar of that Hou(e, 
He being placeo in his Chair under a Cloath of State, begun 
his Speech in the old Style , ^^ My Lords, and You, thecronwell 
^ Knights, Cict7;ens,andBurg6(Ics, ofthe Houfe of Commons iTp*^ i* 
and then difcourfed forae particulars, which he recomitlended'^***' 
to them ; thanked them ** for their fair Correfoondence the 
"laft ScOion; and allured them, "if they would continue to 
'* profectite his Defigns, they (houfdhe call'd the beaded of 
" the Lord, atid Generations to come fliould blefs them. 

But auoon as the Commons came to their Houfe, they 
caufed the third Article ofthe Petition and Adviee to be read ;

wealth ; many of thofe who bad fubfcribed it, valuing them- 
^felves for having thereby become Inftruments to introduce 
them again, who could never otherwife have come to be re- 
admittol. 

As so OH as thefe Men came into the Houfe, they b^n7v«>rr«»f. 
to queftion the Authority and JurUdidion ofthe other Houfe iMtiu 4- 
". that it was true^ the Petition ^nd Advice hzd admitted therc»«^«»^^. 
^fiiould be fuch an Houfe; but that it (hould be a Houfe of

These dircourfcs being generally made and belie^d^ the 
Marquis took his Leave publickly ofcfaeKing, with his Ser* 
tants fit for fuch a Journey, who continued the Journey towanls 
Qtrmm^ i fo that the. Letters from C^Ugt^ to all piaoes gave 
an Account of the Marguis pf OmswJt^ being these \ wbi% 
hehimietf, with 4ine only $prvant, and OMiir(whDbadefl- 
poiiragcd him ^exy much to that undertaking ) took cbo way 
of ilMWi- and nired a &ark at SchevtHm^ in which ihd^ 
Embarked^ and were iafely landed in Bgi» ; from whence^ 
without any trouble, they got to L0i$d9m ^. whilft the Parlia* 
^pent was ftiU fiui w> When he was theie, he found mc ant 
to fpeak withmoft of thoTe of any condition upoawhofe A<K 
yicey and Intereft, the King mod depended^ and againft whofii 
pofitive Advice his Majefty would not fufier any thing tohtt 
^^J^ a]:^tnpted. That which troubled him moft was to dttcnver 
tUr^'i iJcaloury* or rather an Animofity between many ofthofe 
fH^m. wno equally wiO^d the King's Reftoration, to that degree, 
that they would neitb^r confer nor correlbond with each oCheti 
They who bad the moft experience, and. were of che gteaitft: 
reputatbn with thole who would appear when any tb^ wts 
to be done, but wouk) not expofe tbemrdves in Meetii^s or 
Correlpondencles before, comolain'd very much <»F^ che rafli^ 
*^ndrs of the others^ who beuev'd any Oflker of the Army 
*^.mac pretended diicoptenu and would prcfently defire them 
^ to communicate with fuch Perfons i which becaule they ft^

vOn the other fide, there were ttany youngef Men, iirh^ 
tMviiig had no part in the former War, were impatient toffaew 
theic cxMuage and aflefiion tothe King.

Amyv who law many ot their old Soldiers now in Cromw^f 
Armf.*aodfi)und them to talk after their old mandsr, coni 
diided that they wootd all appear fof the King, aflbon ^ they 
ihouid fee his eoloan flyhig. Thefe Mea ulking tpgetber^ 
wquU oftfQdfiboiiriei how eafy a thine it would be, Widi 
twoTfOopt ofiHoffe, to beat npTodi a Quarter, or feifefuch'ii 
Guard ; and then thofe Men codbked hlen how to get thoTe 
Tsoops^ andfound Men who had lifted fo many, which WouM 
be rouly upon call. There were always in theie Meetingi 
fomeCidzens, who undertook for die aficftion of the City; 
aridibme of cbefe wade little doubt of felfi^ upon the Tower. 
AikI truly tin petting many GentleiAen's &os at Apprentfcdi 
iocothe'iCity^ fiooethe b^inning of the Troubles, had made 
« great .alceradon, at leaftin the general talk of that People. 
ic was upondiis kind of Materhtis, that many bcmeft Men 
didjiiuiKt their hopes, and upon fomeafliiranoes they had 
from Ofisers of f he Army, who were as little to be depended 
upon* 

Thbrb was another, partkular 3^ which had principally 
c^Stfaribiited tndiis diftemper^ whidi piffing from band to hand 
hade ttade Men impatibnc to be jtt Annea j which wa^anopi* 
iriofi^iihattiie'King waseven ready to hnd with fuch an Acmy 
SLS wmd he able todo bis bufioeft.

which time he had his Education in FtoBCi and Itafy^ -wig 
now of Age, of Parts, and great vigour of mind, and newljr 
married to a youog beautiful Lady cf a very Loyal Spirit, aod 
notaUe vivacity of Wit and Humour, who ooncnrr'd with 
him in all honourable dedications of himlelf. He relblv'd to 
embrace all opportunities to ferve the King, and to difpofe. 
tbofe upoQ whom he had influence, to taice the fame relolur 
cion J and being allied to the Marquis of OmsMw', he did bf 
him inform his Majefty of his refolution, and his readinefs to 
receive aoy commands from him. This was many Mqntbf 
before the Marquis's Journey into EMglsmi. 

M'Stapley was well known to M' MmrsUtmi ^ who 
had reprelented his aB&ftions to the King, and how ufimil he 
might be towards the poflefEog (bme place in Sa£ix, and Uis 
undertaking that he would do lo, by a Letter to the Kioguiv* 
der M' Stdtfby's own hand i and thereupon M^ MfrJjumt da^ 
fired, that his Majefty would fend a Commi0ion for the Com*- 
mandof a Regiment of Horfe to him ^ whidi he would prp^ 
aude, and cauie to be ready agatnft the feafon he (hould be re- i 
quired to appear: which Commiifion, with many others, wa^ 
ieoc to M' MorJaimt ; and he delivered it to M' St^Uf i whp 
was exceedingly pleafed with it, rcnew'd all his Vows and 
t'roceftations, and it is ftill believ'd that he really meant all 
he pretended.

HBwec, trj. there were firft brought to be tried, John M^rdauni'^ S' Wmj 
td i9fti 4 S&Kgsiy^ a Gentleman of a very ancient Family, and of a very 
1?^SS1 "^J^pl^ Fortune in Tnrk-Jbhre ; and D' H0WH , an emment 
tfjitfhet, preacher in Xiwwtor, and very Orthodox, to whofe Church 
thofe of die Ktaig's Party frequently retorted , and few but 
riiofe. Thefe three were totally unacquainted with each other ; 
and thoofh. every one of them knew enough againft himfelf, 
they could not accuft one another,if they had been inclined to it. 
The firft and the laft could not doubt but that there would be 
evidence enough againft chem ; and they had found means to 
ooriefpond fo much together, as to refolve that neither of 
them would plead to the Imneachment, but demur to theju* 
rifdiftlon ofthe Court, and defire to have Council affign'd 
to argue againft it in point of Law ; they being both fiiffid- 
ently inftruAed , how to urge Law enough to make it evi- 
dent that neither of them could be legally tried bv that Court) 
and that it was ereAed contrary to Law. The nrft that was 
brought to tryal, was M' MmriMmt. After his Arraignment, 
by whidi he found that the delivery of the CommilEoo to 
SfMfbj would be principaliv infifted on. and which he koit^ 
might too eafily be proved, he, according to former refolQ* 
cion, r^ufed to plead Not-guilty ; but infifted, ^^that by the 
* '^ ^ Law of the Land he ought not to be tried by that Court; 
for which he gave more reafons than they could anfwer; ana 
then defired, <' that his Council might nave liberty to argoe 
** the potaic m Law ; which of courfe ufed to be granted in all 
Legal Courts. But he was told, ^' that he was better to be- 
'^ think himfelf ^ that they were well (atisfied in the Legality 
^ of their Cour^ and would not fuficr the Turifdiftion of it 
<<co be difputed ; that the Law of JSigi!fiv/had provided ft 
** Sentence for fuch obftinate Perfons as refofed to be tried 
^^ by it ; which was, that they fhould becondemn'das Mutes; 
^ which would be His Cafe, if he oontinued refradory : fo 
he was carried back to the Tower, to confider better what 
he would do the next day. S' 0my Slmgstf was call'd next. 
He knowing nothing of, or for the other refolutlon, pleaded 
Not-guilty ^ and fo was lent to the Prifon to be tried in hit 
turn. Dr Hmt^ whole greateft Crime was collefting and 
fending Money to the King, befides having given Money to 
fome Qflfeers, refofed to plead, as M^ Mmama had done, 
and demanded that his Council might be heard \ and iteoriv^l 
. the fame anfwer, and admonicioB, that the other taiid<faiw$<nd 
yiu remitted again to Prifon. Tqoik 
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IThosb Courts ieldoin confifted of fewer than twenty 
judges ; aroongft whom, there were ufually (bme, who, out 
of picy, orforMoney, were inclined to do good Offices to the 
PrUoners who came before them : at leaft to communicate 
fuch Seaets to them, as might inform them what woold be 
moft preffid againft them. M' Mtrd^mfs Lady had , by r/bt mtMm 
giving Money, procured fome in the number to be y^ty pro- ij^hub Mf 
picious to her Husband : and in the Evening of that day the *J«'<*^"»« 
Tryal had been begun, flie receiv'd two very important ad- '^2*^ 
vices from them. The one, ^* that^ihe (hould prevail with 
*^ her Husband to plead ^ then his Friends might do him fome 
*' Service : whereas, if he infilled upon the point of Uiw, be 
*^ would infallibly fufier, and no Man durft fpeak for him. 
The other, '* that they had no fufficient proof to condemn him 
^^ upon any particular with which he flood ciiarg'd, but only 
** for the delivery of the Commif&on to SiafUy ; and that there 
*^ was to that point, betides Stafby , one Colonel MtJlorj^ 
** whofe teflimony was more valued than the other's. Thi« 
Mtlbry had the reputation of an bonefl Man, and lov'd M*^ 
hhrimmi very well, and waSone of thofe who were princi- 
pally trufled in the buGoefs of Suffex^ and had been appre- 
hended about the fame time that Stsfltj was \ and finding, 
upon his firfl Examination, by the Qupflions admini/ler'd to 
him by Tfavr/nv. that all was difcover'd, he unwarily con- 
ffefled ail that he knew concerning M' M&rdmunt ^ having been 
himfelf the Perfon principally employed be:ween him and 
Stsfiej^. He was brought in Cuftody from the Tower, to 
give in Evidence againft M^ Mwdmmt , with an intention 
in the Court, after he had done that good Service, to pro- 
ceed as flridly againft hiroielf, though they promifed him 
indemnity. 

THE Lady, havingclearinformationof this whole matter^ 
could not find any way that Night to advertiie her Husband, 
that he llK>uld no more infift upon the want of Jurifdidiod 
in the Court. For there was no pofSbtlity offpeaking with,^ 
or fending to him, during the time of his Tryal. Therefore 
file laid dide the thought of thatbufinefs till the Morning, 
and pafiled the Night in contriving how IdaBorj might be pre- 
vailed with to make an Efcape ; and was fo dextrous, and fb 
fortunate^ that a Friend of Hers difpofed the Money me gave 
him foe£leduaHy, that the next Morning, when JMslbrj was 
brought to the riail to be ready to eive in his Evidence, he 
fotind fome means to withdraw from nis Guard, And when he 
was in the Croud he eafily got away. 

S H E had as good fortune likewife to have a little Note flie • 

writ concerning the other Advice, put into her Husbandsl 
band, ashe t>a8td to the Barj which having perufed, he' de-^ 

\o\A\l. nrtS. Sf psrceet 
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parted from hi» former refolution ; and afcer he bad mocjeftly 
orged the fame ajgain which he had done the day before, to 
fpeod time«and the Prcfidenr, in rouchcholer^ anfwering as he 
had done, he fubmicted to hisTryal^ and behaved nimielf 
with Couraec j and eafily evaded the greateft Dart of the Evi« 
dence they nad againft him ^ nor could they find proof, what 
prefumpcion (oever there might be, that he had fpoken with 
the Marquis oSOrmMd'y and he evaded mapv other partial* 
lars of his correfpondence with the King, with notable Ad- 
dfcfs. That of tn^Comroiffion ofSt^p/tf was referv'd to the 
laft} and the Cpmrniflion being produced^ and both the hand 
and the Signet generally known, byrealonof fo many of the 
like, which had fallen into thdir hands at Wcrcefter^ and by 
many other Accidents^ M'^^^//<7 was called to declare where 
he had it ; and feeing bimfcit confronted by M^ MorJioMj 
though he did, after many queflions and reproaches from tne 
Couocitthat profecuted, at laft confefs that he did receive it 
frbm M' Mordaimt'^ yet he did it info diforderly and coa^ 
flifed a maoper, that it appear'd he had much rather not have 
fkid it ; and anfwer'd theQycftions M' Jdardaunt as([ed him 
with diat coofuGoD, that his Evidence could pot be fatisfa- 
Aory to any impartial Judges. Then MaUory vf2& cdl'd for; 
but by no learch could be found; and they could nor> by 
their own Rules, defer their Sentence. And it lb fell out by 
one of the Judge's withdrawing upon afuddain fit of the So^iie, 
that the Court was divided, one half for the Condemiiing 
him, and the other half that he was not Guilty ; yhereupoo 
the determination depended upon the fingle Vote of the Pre- 
fident^ who made (bmeexcufes for thejuftice he was about 
todOj and acknowledged manv obligations to the Mother of 
thePrifoner, and,^ in contemplation thereof, pronounced him 
Innocent for ought appeared to the Court. There was not in 
OrcmvtFs time the hke InQance ; and fcarce any other Man 
efcaped the Judgement, that was tried l>dfbreany High Court 
of Jullice. And he was fo ofleaded at it, that, contrary to 
alltheforcosufed by themfelves/ he caufed him to be kept 
for (bme Months after in the Tower, and would willingly

two after,' MaBory was retaken, and they had likewifp cor- 
rupted a Ff^c^mao, who had lone fervid him, and was the 
only Servant whooi he had made choice of ( (ince he was to 
be allowed but one) to attend him in the Priibn: and be had 
dlfcoverM enough to have taken away his Life feveral w^s. 
But the fcandal was fo great , and the Cafe fo unheard of, 
that any Man, difcharg'duponapublick Trval, fliould ic a-' 
' gain proceeded againft upon newEvidehce for the famd Ofr 

ftnce, that CrmvM himfelf diought not fit to undergo the 

Reproach 
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Reproach of if, bur ^^ia the end ptcr^Vd v^kh to fef fum 
iit liberty* And he Wd$ very ft^ daytfae liberty, before he 
eonbailEed bimfetfas frankly in the King's SciTide al Before^ 
atKt widi better Soccefs. 

Sir Mdny Slkoty, aad poor D' Htmet had wbife for^^f Har^ 
HJae; and their Ettood wt$ the more thirfted after for tht^^X 
ocher-s ludemn^yj and the Coare was too feirerely i^prc-***^ 
headed, to comttiit the fame fimlt again. The former had 
lain two years in Prilbn in IXdEL and was brought now np to 
the Tower, for fearche^ ttighc not dfTcover enough of day 
new Plot, CO make lb many formidable Examples, as the pre» 
fent conjundure required. They had againfl him Evidence 
enougfar ( befides Ms ioeorriglbfe Fidelity to tbd Crown from 
themftaftuiiting it) that he had contrived, and contraQed 
withfome Officers of flbf, about the time that the Earf of 
Mnbifi^r had been in Tfk^he two yeart before, for thb' de- 
Itrery of ooe of the Bkxk-Honfestohimforthe Kirig^s Scr* 
^oe : nor did he care to defend himfelf agairfl the Accufation ; 
but lather acknowMfed, and juiMfied his AfltAion , and 
Qwn'ct Ms Loyalty to the Ktng^ wkh very littte compliment^ 
or csremony to the prefent Fo^i*. The other, u' Jf^vipjMdiMhF 
nceiviiigno information of M' Mordmmt^s declining the v^i'f Hewec, r#- 
fovmerly feft>tv^d upod (which it was not poflible to convey /^»xM'^ 
to> him tfiPthac inftaftt, no Body beings fufl&r'd to fpeak with^'^ 
him) and being brought to the Bar aflbon as the other waa 
lemov'dfromit, perfiAed imhe fame refolution, and' fpoke 
ealy agaiiift the Ulegalityof the Court; which, upon better 
Momastotl) and beroi^ the Judgement was pronoonced a- 
gainfthlm, hedeCredtorecraa^ and would have pat hidslelf 
upon his Tryal : but they then refiifed to admit him ; and fo n^ mhttk 
Sentence ofdeath was pronounced againft them both; wbi^£«f«>^^ ^ 
tey both underwent ihrlrh great Chriftlan Couraee. 

Si R H$rff S&figstf^ as is faid before, Was it) the firft Rank .^mmmt 
of the Gentlemen of T^kjhin ; and wasretum'd co ferve ^tf »^f vf 
a Mmber in the Farliament that continued fo many years ^^'^V^* 
wherdhe&tetill the Troubles begun; and having no reta* 
tkwtO) 01* dependence upon theCoutt, he was fway'd only 
by bt»Cottfciencd to deteft the Violent and undutiful beha- 
▼toorofthat Parliament. He was a Gentleman of a good un* 
derftanding, but efa very melancfaolick Nature, ana of very 
few words : and when he could ftay no longer with a good 
Confcieflce in their Councils, in which he never concurred, . 
he went into his Country, and joyn'd widi the firft who took 
up Ames for the Kuig. Anci when the War was ended, he 
rendn'dftillin his own Honft, prepared and difpofed to nm 
tbe Fortune of the Crown in any other Attempt. And hav- 
ing a gcml Fortune aad ageoe^al ReputatioOi bad a greiiter 
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InfiueooeupoD the People^ than They who talked mote aad 
louder ; ana was known to be irreooncilable to the new Go- 
veramenc ; and therefore wt» cue ofi^ notwithihnding Tcry 
ereac Incerceflion to prcrerve him. For he was Uode to toe 
fjord Falcmttruige ; who engaged his Wife and all his new

torioufly under the brand of Malignity. When the Lord Fst- 
eonMdge married CromwelTs Daughter ( who had ufed fea^- 
ly to frequent his Church ) after the ctremony of the time, f 
He was madechoiceof to marry them aocordiqg to the or- 
der of the Church ^ which engaged both that Lora and Ladyt 
to ufe their ucmoft credit with the Prote^r to preierye mi 
Life ^ but he was inexorable, and defirous that the Cfauich- 
men^ upon whom be looked as his. mortal enei9ies , Ihould 
. fee what they were to truft to, if dtiey flood in need of hai 
M^cy. 

I T was then believed that, if he had pleaded , he might 

have been auicted, fince in truth he never had been with cjbe 

Kiogat Ctf^S^sror Bruges \ with which he was charged in hia 

Indictment j and they bad blood enough in their power to 

pour out; for, beGdes the two before-mention'd, to whom 

they granted the favour to be beheaded, the^e weie three

*^'~»*^ .upon the People, the twolaft being Citizens. But all Nfen 

'*"^ ^^ppeared fo naijJeated with blood, and fo tired with thofe.abo- 

riiltuble Spedacles, that CrommoU thought it beft to pardon the 

reft who were condemn'd , or rather to reprieve them ; a- 

mongft whom Mallory was one ; who was ikK at liberty till 

the King's Return 9 and was more troubled for the weakneft 

be had been guilty of, than They were againft whom he had 

' trej(pa()ed. 

Though the King, and all who were fiiithful to him, 
were exceedingly af&.ded with this bloody proceediiSig, yet 
Cromwell did not ieem to be the more confirmed in bis Ty- 
ranny.

AnabapciftS) Independents, Quakers, declar'd an implacable 
hatred againft him^ and whilft they contrived how to raife a 
power to contend with htm, they hkewife enter'd into fev^ 
Conrpiracies to A&ffinate him ^ which he exceedingly apprer 
bended. They fent an Addrefs to the King by one oftheir Par* *^ ^dJr^ 



and thereupon to oompote their own power to ferve the King ^ 
who gave Aich an Anlwer only to them, as might dlfpofe them 
CO hope for his favour, if he received fervice nom them ; and 
to believe that he did oot intend to perfecute, or trouble any 
Men for their Opinbns, if their Actions were peaceable ; 
which they pretended to aflfeft. 

Si NOB the Spirit, Humour, and Language of that People^ 
and, in truth, of that time, cannot be better delcribed and re7 
prefented, than by that Petition and Addrefi^ which was nQ* 
ver publiflied, and of which there remains no Copy in any 
hand, that I fax) w of, but only the Ordinal, which was pre^ 
fented to the King fit being too dangerous a thing for an]^ 
Man who remained in£sg£rar^, to have any fuch trdnfcript in 
hisCuftody) itwill notbeamifs in this {>lace to inferc the Pe- 
tition and Addrels in the very words in which it was pre* 
fenced to his Majefty, with the Letter, that aocompahted it 
from the Gentleman mentioned before, who was an AAabapr 
tift of fpecial Truft among them, and who came not with the 
Petition, but expeded die King's pleafure upon the receipt o]f 
it; it being fent bv an Officer who had fcrv'd the King in an 
eminent Commaao, and was now gracious amongft thofe Se* 
jbries without fwerving in the 1^ degree from his former 
Principles and Integrity : For that People always pretended a 
juft efteem and value of all Men who had faithfully adhered 
to the Kim, and liv'd foberly and virtuoufly. The Addrcft 
was in chefe words :

^ rity of thoie, who, together with our felves, being carried 
^ away with^the delufive,and hypoaidjcal pretences o? wicked 
^ and UQgodty Men, have ignorantly, not malidouily, been

'^We have prertimVl in. all humility to omt unto your Ma- 
^^jefty thefe few Propofitians hereunto annexed y to which if

^ Or EAT was the rage, and juft the indignation of the

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'* greater was Aeir finy^ and upon better gronnda, whenthey 
^^obferv'd that, under the filent, nodeft, and flattering Tide 
^ofthiaProteftor, waa fecredy aflumed a Power moreab- 
^ folure, more arbitrary, more unlimited, than ever was pre- 
^ tended to by any Kmg. The pulpits ftreightways found 
^ with Dedamadons, the Streets are fiU'd with Palquib end 
^ Libels, every oHe etpreflfes a deteftafton of this Innovatioo 
^ by publick InVeftives, and all the Nation, with one accord, 
^ fccms at once to be infpired widi one and the fame refolu* 
^ tioo of endeavouring valiantly to redeem that Liberty, by 
^^ Artnes and Force, which was Treacheroufly ftoln from them

*^W HBN they had for a while ezerdfed themfelves in tn-

'< to lay aude thofe vain and idle prejudices, grounded rather 
*^uponpaffion than judgement, and return, as their duty eo-

'^ proceeded mus fit^ and gained as many of thechief of diem 
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<< whom I knew to be Leaders of the left, as oould (afdy

*^ I muft leaye it to the Ingenuity of this worthy Gentle*

'^ jefty, either as to the matter or manner of it. This only I 
^^ would put your Majefty in mind of, that they are but young

^^ As to the Quality of the Perfons, I cannot fay they are

''Foji my own part, as I do now aim at nothing more^ 

^* than only to give ]^our Majefty a fmali E^y of my Zeal for, 

. .^^ and abfolute devotion to your Majefty, fo I have nothing 

''more to beg of your Majefty, but that you would be pleai- 

^ ed to account me, . 

" May it pleafe your Majefty, ^c. 

The King believ'd that thele diftempers might, in fome 
conjunfiure, be of ufe to him ; and therefore return'd the ge- 
neral Anfwer that is mentioned before ; and ^ that he would 
*^ be willine to confer with fome Perfons of that Party, trufted 
U by the reft, if they would come over to him ; his Majefty 
t>eing then at Bruges : upon which that young Gentleman came 
over thither to him, and rematn'd fome days there conceal'd. 
He was a Perfon of very extraordinary parts , (barpnefs of 
* Wit, readineft and volubility of Tongue, but anAnabaptift. 
He bad been bred in the UniverGty of Camkrsdge^ and after- 
wards in the Inns of Court ; but being too young to have, 
known the Religion, or the Government of the precedent 
time, and bis Father having been engaged from the beginniog 
$gainft the King, he had fucked in the opinions that were 
inoft prevalent , and had been a Soldier in CrmMwdTs Life 
Guard ofHorfe, when he was thought to bemoft refolved to 
eftabUOi a Republick. But when that Mask was ^led o£^ 
be detefted him with that rage, that he was of the oombina- 
tkHl with thofe who refolved to deftroy him by what way 
foever } and was very Intimate with Syndircumt. He had a 
great confidenc of the ftrength and power of that Party; and 
Confi^fled that their demands were extravagant, and fuch as 
(he King oould not grant; which, after they were once en- 
gaged in blood, he doubted not they would recede from, by 
the credit th« Wifer Men had amongft them. He returned 
Into B^gUtiU yery well (atisfied with the King ; and did after- 
wards correfpond very faithfully with his profeffions; but 
left the King without any hope of other benefit from that Par- 
ty, than by their encreafiog the fadbn and animofity agaiiA 
CrmitwU: for it was manifeft they expeAed agooa Sum of 
prefent Money from the King ; which could not be in bis 
power to fupply. Whilst 
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\y H I L s T thefe things were, cranradting, the King fbund 
every day, that the Spaniards to much defpaired of his Caufe, 
that they had no mind to give him any A0ift^nce wftb tvhich 
he might make an attempt upon England \ and that, if they 
had been never fo well difpofed, they were not able to do it : 
and therefore he refolv'd that he would not, in a Country 
that was fo great a Scene of War, live una Ai ve and uncon* TU Ki^ 
cern'd : fo his Majefty fent to Dan Juan. " that he would /*"* '•^^^ 
•'accompany him in the Field the next Campagne, without l"|]^j^/^ 
** expcding any Ceremony, or putting him to any trouble. «« amm^Mit$ 
But the ^/^MTMr/// fent him a formal Meffage, and employed ."'^'•m 
the Earl of Briftol tocxcufe them from contenting, or admit- "'!*i^'» 
tjhg his Propofition, and to diflwade his Majefty from aflfed- JiJi?*'** 
ing fo unrcafonably expofing his Perfon. They laid, *' that 
'^ they could not anfwer it to his Catbolick Majdly, if they 
'• (hould permit his Majefty, when his two Brothers wete al-i- 
'' ready in the Army, and known to afl^dan»!rfo mucba^ 
'^ they did, like wife to engage his own Royal rerfon^ which 
'^ they pofitively protefted againft. . And when they afrer* 
wards faw, that it was not in their power to reftrain ' him from 
filch Adventures^ whilft he remain'd at Bn^es , which waa 
now become a Frontier by the Neighbourhood of MarJtie^ 
and particularly that, under pretence of viGcing the Duke of 
T$rky who lay then at Dunkirk to make (bme attempt in th^ ^ Kv^t 
Winter upon that Forr, his Majefty having notice, what nighf ^if^*^u 
thcv intended to aflault it, went fome days before to Duk- 'uL^hS- 
kirif and was prefent in that AAion, and (o near that many dlie. * 
were kill'd about him, and the Marquis of Ormcmf, who Was 
next to him, hadhisHorfekiird under him: they were wil- 
Bng his Majefty Qiould rentK>ve to Bruffih ; which they would 
never before confent to; and which was in many refpedts moft 
grateful to him. And lo, Cowards the Spring, and before the n# KiK 
Armies were in motion, he left Arugity where he had rcceiv'd^ ''***« Bn^. 
both from the Bifhop and the Magiftraies, all poffible refpeft.^c'J *^^ 
there being at that time a Sfaniardy Mark Ognfate. Burgo-Ma- BroffiS j» 
fter, who, being bom of an £»g/i^ Mother, had all imagin-fAt^w*^ 
able duty for the King, and being a Man of excellent parts^ ^«^* >^/'* 
and very dextrous in bufinef^, was very ferviceable to his Ma- 
jefty; which he ever afterwards acknowledged; and about 
the end of Vihruari^ in the year by that Account id'yg, he 
went to BruffkUy and never after returned to Bruges to refide 
there. 

His Majefty was no fooner come thithet, but Don Ahnzi 
renew'd his advices, and importunity, that he would make 
a coniunfti6n with the Levellers. He had formerly prevailed 
with him to admit their Agents one Stxfy^ to confer with him j 
whkb his Mftjefty willingly confented to ^ prefuming that 
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Axff might be privy to the A^itfb tbubiid ^ecm made to 

himoy the fame Party; which hqjjif^ not:, though they that 

fent tne Addreb well knew of hisf emplOTi^eDC to the Sf^A- 

srdf and had nomind totnift him co tbeK)og» at leaft not Co 

^Amutmm toon. The Mao, for an illiterate Perfon, (poke very well, 

4 Sesbf and properljr : and ufed chofe words very well, the true meao- 

^^^ ingand figmncadoo whereof he could not underftand. He 

^'^'^' had been, m the b^inning, a Common SoUier of Crmmoefu 



familiarity, he often admined thofe to whom he employed 
in any great Truft, and with whom he could not (6 freely 
converfey as in thofe hours. He was very oerfeftin the Hi* 
flory of CtMMMirsdiflimulatbns, and would deicribe his Ar- 
li£krs to the life,, and did very well underftand the temper of 
the Army, and very much undervalue the aedit, and imeieft 
oFthe Kmgfs Party i and madefuch demands to the Kingi aa 
if it were to his power, and his alone, to reftoie him ; in 
whieh Hsp /fyitzd concurred lb totally^ that, when hc^ fyv 
that the King would not be advifed by mm, he fent his Priqid 
Sexlf Into Sfsm to conclude there ^ and, ufcn the matter, 
wholely withdrew himfelf from lb much as vifiting tfaeKhig. 
And there need not be any other Charadter or ddcription of 
the Stupidity of that Sfm^d, than that fuch a Fellow, widi 
the help of aU' Irfi Prieft, Ihould be able cocozen him,' and 
make him to cozen his Matter of ten thouland Piftoles j for 
he ceceiv'd not left than that in FLmderfy whatever elfe lie got 
by .bis Journey to Mukidi which did not ufe to be of iinaU 
expence to that Court. 

Nothing that was yet tocome, could be noreattai- 

feSt^ than it was to all difcerning Men^ that the firft dd^Q 

tlie Friwth Army wou1<l undertake, when they fiiould bqpn^. 

their Campagoe, muft be the Siege (^JDMnbf it; without tal^ 

log which, Af^ffiRiff would do tbm lit;tle good : befides, their 

Comraft with CrmmveB was no Seaet ; yet the ^muards to- 

tally negleOed making provifions to detend it : being perfwa^- 

ed oy fome Intelligence they always purchafed at a great rate, 

to deceive themfelve^i that the Ftimcb wouU begin the Cam* 

Vm Uiffk pagne with befi^ng Csmtrsj. In the begumiog of the yean 

de Lcyde the Marquis di tMjde^ Govemour ofDimiirij and the beft 

iTi^r n ^^^^ ^"^y ^^y ^ ^' refpeds, came to BruJJib^ having ienc 

pmt%i%fi feveral ExpTefles thither to nopurpoletofollidteforfupplies. 

f^iu*f» He told them, '^ that his Intelligence was infallible, that Mar- 

Dttokf rk, << Qial Jkrtmte was ready to march, and that the Fremb King 

kutw^^h. <c himfelf would be in the Field to countenance the Siegeor 

^ Dimiiriy wbichbe couU not drfend, if he w^ not fiip* 

•*pUed 
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^ plied with Men, AmmimlMoo, and Vidual; of all which 
be ftood in great need, and of neither of which he could gcC 
fupply ; They cdliog him^ '* that he woul4 -tK>t be beBeeed ; . 
^that chey were (kre tbcFrm^fb meant coattenpc Otmirm^ 
which ithey provided the heft chey could, • and bid him be * 
ccmfident^ << that, if he were attacked, they would relieve 
<* him with their Army, and Fight a Battle beK>re he thould be 
** in danger. Being able to procure no other Anfwer, he re- 
turned, and came to take his leave of the King as he went out 
of the Town, and csoroplain'd very much to hitMajefty of their 
Cooniels, and deluding themlelves with falfe Intelltgenoe. He 
did, *^ he was going to defend a Town without Moi, without 
'^ Ammunitioii, mi without ViAual, againft a very ftroog 
^ and Triumphant Army j that, if he cooM have obtain'd Sup- 
^^plies in any realbnable degree, he Qiould have been able to 
^^ave entertatn'd them fiMne time ; but in the oondition he 
^was in, be dould only lofe hisLife therej wUckbe was re* 
^folv*d to d6: And fpoke as if he were very willing to do it} 
and was as good as his word. 

W tTHiH Uiree or four days after his return, the lP>«»f* 2S£'lL 
Armv appeared before DmMrki and then the ^mdsrd be* l^rFreiKb 
liev^d it i and made what haft they could to draw their Army ,xmj. 
together, whkh was very much difperfed^ b that, before 
they were upon their march, the Fnmh had perieAed their 
Circufflvallatiocu and render'd it impoffibk to put any Suc- 
cours into the Town. Now they found it necc(&ry indeed 
to haiaid a Battle, which they had promifed to do^ wheo 
they intended nothing lefi. When the Sfmuards had taken 
a full view of the pofture the Enemy was in, and were there** 
upon to dioole their own ground, upon which they would 
t>e fbimd. Hi* jKms, and the Marquis of Onrscifu^ who 
agreed in nothing elfe, relblv'd how the Army Qiould be 
ranged , whidi the Prince of OnuU diflwaded them from ; n* 'Trime 
and told them very exaftly what the Marlbal Turtmie would ^^^^'* 
do in that cafe j ^* and that he would ftill maintain the Siege, ^^7^^;. 
^ and give them likewife Battle upon the advantage of die ^rds ma ' 
^'ground ; whereas, if they would place their Army near an*- biorkfn'd t9: 
^ other part of the Line, they (hould eafily have communica* 
' '^'tion with the Town, and compel the French to Fight with 
^ more equal hazards . 

I T might very realbnably be faid of the Prince of CnuO 
and Marlnal Tkrnme^ what a good Roman H iftorian faid here- 
tofore KsH Jngtrthm and MffkUj that ^^m iifdim csftris JuUcne, 
^fMf ftjjhd m e9iHrams ficirt \ They had in the Time Ar- 
!* mies learned that Dilcipline, and thofe Stratagems, which 
^^tbey afterwards prafli&d againft each other in Enemy Ar- 
^miesi and fc was a wood«rfuI, and a pleafanc thing to fee 
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^nd obferve in Attacks or in Marches^ with what forefight 
either of cfaem would declare what the other would do : ai 
the Prfaice of OfMi^^ when the Armies march'd near, and the 
Sfsmsrdf would iiot aker their fercner lazy pace, nor their 
reft at noon, would in choler tell them, ^' if we do not make 
^ £reat haft to poflHs fiich a Pafs (which they never thopght 
Ot) Marihal Tkr^fme will take it, though it be much farther 
^^ from him; and would then, when they coofiderM not what 
; he f^id, advance with his own Troops to poflefi the phuoe, 
even when the Fremb were Gonhe in view ^ and by fiich (eafixi- 
able fore6ghts (kved the Spamifh Army from many diftiefles. 
And MzmiATkrium had the fame caucion,and govem'd him* 
^IF according a$ the Prince of Onw/1^ was in the Rere or Van 
^ . of the Army; and, upon the matter, only confider'd where 
He ^as,and order'd his Marches accordingly ; of which there 
/ was a very memorable Inftance two years before, when the 
Span^ Army had Befieged ArraSj and when the Duke of 
' Tork was prerent with Marflial Tkrnme The S^MOdrds had 
made themfelves To very ftreng, that when the French Army 
] came thither, they found that they oouid tiot compel them to 
: Fight, and that the Town rouft be loft if they did not force the 
f' Line. MaHhal nrenWy accompanied with the Duke of Tfrk, 
/who would never be abfent upon thoTe occafions, and fome 
; of the principal Officers, fpent two or three days in viewing 
^ the Line round, and obferving and informing himfelf of aU 
^ that was tp be known, and riding fo near the Line very fi^ 
'* cjuently, that fomeof his Company were kill'd within much 
^ leis than Mufquet <hot. In the end, he called fome of the 
^ principal OfSoer^, and faid, ^^ he would, chat day at noon, 
:^ ^^ aQault the Line, at a place which he (hew'd to them ; which 
;; the Officers wonder'd at ; and faid, ^' it was the ftrongeft 
I ^part of the Line; and that they had obferv'd to him, that 
' ^< the whole Line on the other fide was very much weaker 9 
'to which the MarOial replied, *^ you do not know who keeps 
\y that Line; We (hall do no good there ; JUmtfiiur k Prmcw 
r. ^ oiever ileeps, and that is his Poft ; but I will tell you, wha( 
^ ^ will fall oiiton the other fide ; for he had himfelf march'd 
. in the Sftmjh Army, and very well underftood the Cuftoms 
^ j6f it. He told them then, ^'that it would be very long, before 
^^'^ the Soldiers upon the Line, or the adjacent Guard, woold 
. •^ bdieVe diat the French were in eameft, and that they would 
^in tracfa-at that time of day aflault them ; but would tfiink, 
f'that they meant only to give them an Alarm; which they 
*^ were ^never , warm in receiving : That when the Spnnuards 
. ^ were convinced that the Freno) were in earneft, in which 
:.^tim6 beni6uld be gof near their Line, they would ien4 ^^ 
^theCount of FutnfnUbf/iM^ who at that time of day was 
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'* afually afkep, and his Servants would not be perTwtded to 
^^ waken htm in a moment : He would then fend far his 
^^ Horfe, and ride up to the Line ; which when he faw, be 
^^ would with fome haft repair to the Arch-Duke's Tent ; 
^' who was likewife at his Sitihy and when He was awake, 
^^ cbev would confulc what was to be don^ ^ by which time, the 
Marfhal faid, '^ They (hould have done : And tbey did enter 
the Line accordingly, 'and found by the Prifoners, that every 
thing had fallen out as he had f&retold. So the Siege was 
raffed, the Sf maris fled without making anv reGftance, left 
their Cannon, Bag and Baggage behind them: only the 
Prince of Omd^ was in fo gxxi order upon the firft Alarm, 
tbac when he heard of theConfufion they were in, he drew 
- cflF with his Cannon, and loft nothing that belonged to him, 
and marched with all his Men to a place of fafety. 

Notwithstanding the advice which the Prince of »*• «itt& 
CmH had given, B9m Jum was pofitive in his firft Relblu-![l'^f" 
tion. The Prince, not without great indignation, confented} '' 
and drew up his Troops in the ^aoe they defirel; and quick- 
ly few all come to pafs that he had foretold. iTie Country 
was moft inclofed, fo that the Horfe could not Fight but in 
fmall Bodies. The EitgUPy Foot under I^M^rr^ C^rg'd the 
• Sfamjh Foot, and, after a good refiftaoce, broke and routed 
them : after which there was not much more refiftanoe on 
that fide, the Sfmn/b Horfe doing no better than their Foot. 
Our Kitigs Foot were placed by chemfelves upon a little ri-* 
fing ground, and wereuharg'd by the FnuchHotk after the 
Sj^m^ Foot were beaten. Some of them, and the greater - 
part, marched off* by the favour of the Indofures, there not 
being above two hundred taken Prifoners. The Dukes of 72rfi 
and Gbcejhr Charged feveral times on Horfe-back ; and in die 
end, having gotten (bme Troops to go, with them, Charg'd 
the JSsgA^ ( whom, though Enemies, they were glad (6iee 
behave themfelves fowcll) and with great difficulty's^ Ibme 
blows of Mufquets, got fafe off! But there was a rumour 
feread In tiie FnMch Army, that the Duke of T^rt was taken 
Prifoner by the JSag/jiS&t fome Men undertaking to fey that 
thev few him in their hands : whereupon many of the Freiub 
Officers, and Gentlenoen, refolv'd to fet him at Libertv, and 
.rode up to the Bodv of Bffg^y ^^ looked upon all Aeir 
Prifoners, and 'found they were misiofoim'd ^ which if they 
had not been, they would undoubtedly, at any hazard^or daor 
ger, have enlarged iiim ; fo great an afiedioq that Nation 
own'd to have for his Highneis. 

The day being thus loft wkh a greater Root and Confu- 
fion than lofi oTMen, Disi Jnam^ and the M^rguis o£On^ 
racfum, who behaved themfislves in thdf own Ferfons wjth 
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CoanffeeQoix|b, wesocomeiH6(l to thiok better of the Prince 
of Omde^s advice, hyjjirhkh they preferv'd the beft part of the 
1^ cb!?/i Army, and retired to Ipf^ and Furmts, tod the Duke olTn^k 
^ihtBsitU to Nemf^rty that tl^ey might defend the reft when Dtmk^k 
ntirttt$ (hould be taken; Which was the prefisnt bufioeis of Marflial 
^prcf. nravM j who found the Manjuis ^ Liyi!? refolVd to <lefe9d 
It, notwithftaoding the defeat of the Aimy : and therefore he 
betook himfeif again to that work> aflboo as the ^Mifib Army 
^ .^was retired into faftoefi. The Marquis de Ltyde^ when he 
^VtiS^ faw there was no more hope of relief ftom Dm j^ms, which 
SMtnptm whilft he expeAed, he was wary in the hazard of his Mea, 
tkt enemy ; was nowrefolv'd to try what hecouU do forhimiclf : fo with 
Mr#^/s< ^ ftrong a Party as he could make, he made a defperate SaUy 
tfM jiMi. upon tl£ Enemy ; who, though he diforder'd tiiem, were 
quickly fo feconded,that they drove him back into the Town 
with great lofi, after himfeif had received a wound, of which 
he dial within three days after. And then the Officers fent 
to treaty which he would not oonfent to whilft be liv'd. The 
Marquis was a mueh greater lo(s than die Town y which the 
Matter of flbe Field may be always Mafler of in two MoiKhs 
time at raoft. But in truth the death of the Marquis was an 
irreparable damage, he being a very wife Man, of great Expe- 
rience, great Wifiiom, and great Piety, after his way ; imb* 
.much as be had an intention to liave taicen Orders in the 
Church; to wliich he was moft devoted. 
7h$Tmn*f 1*HosE in the Town had fair conditions to mardi to Sc 
Dunkirk Osoirr/, that they might not joyn with the Reliques of their 
pint9defd L. Army. Tlie Fnmcb King being by tliis time come to the 
r*^ '^1 Camp with the Cardinal, enter'd the Town, and took pofleC- 
xZ^i. ^^^ of it himfeif; which aflboa as he had done, he deliver^ 
^Mitf'tk^it into the bands of LKkhart^ whom OMnwiff had made Go- 
KnglUh. vemourofit. Thus the Treaty was perfann'd between them; 
and that Kine went prefintly to OiUtj and from thence lent 
the Duke otCnftf together with Mmcmij Nephew to the 
Cardinal, to LmJam to vifit Or j W J Pi g ; who likewtfe lent his 
Son in Law, the hordPslcmtSru^, to Cslms^ to congraiulate 
wkh that King for their joyru profperity. And mutual pro- 
firflSoDs were uicn renewed between thcxn, with new ohligt- 
tion, ^< never to make Peace without each other's oonfenc. 
. W H EN JOwJuMhzd iirft removed firom BtujJUs^ and the 
Army marched into the Field, the King had renew'd bis de* 
fire tnathemight likewtfe go with them, but was refufed wid) 
"^ the fame pofiti venefi he had been before. His Majefty there- 

Xn refolv'd that he would rm ftay abne in Bruffik^ wliilft 
the World waainAdlbni but tnought of feme more prt»» 
?ate place, where he ought cake the Summer Alr» and refrah 
Mfnfelf during that Seaibn. Hp was die more oonfoo'd m 
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thbinxMi the News ofthe defeat of the Anny near DmMrty 
aod the loft of that place. . So he reiDov'd to a Village call'd .. . : 
tydfirsUu'y where there were very €Dod Houfes, capable to n» IQM^ 
have reodv'd a greater Train than Debng'd to His Court r«^' *• 
Thither the King went about the Month of AupiBy the Vil- "•^I^TJ: 
lage lying upon the sicirts of the Srates Dominions in Brsisvfj *^ ^ ^' 
aiKl within five or fix Miles of Breda, fomecimcs he made Jour- 
nies, mc9gm$9y to fee places where he bad not been before. 

There a Man ought have obfer/d the great di&rence 
of Che eoodidon, which the Subjefts in the States Dominions, 
-even in the fight and view of the other, enjoy above what 
their Neighbours of the Sfamfit Territories are acquainted 
with. HMfirMtim is an open Village belonging to the ODUrt 
of chat name,and hath enjoy'd very ample Privileges, the owner 
thereof being one of the grcateft Nobles in the Duchy of Btm^ 
hmt. It is plea&ntly &ated, many very good Houles, and 
cheMannor large of Extent, and of great Revenue. But by 
reafon that it is always a Horfe-qoarter in the Winter Seafoti, 
who ufe great lioence, i: is fo poor, that thofe good Houfcs 
have ofdy Walls; (b that the People had not Furniture ta fup- 
piy thofe Rooms which were for the accommodation of thofe 
who attended the King, though they were fure to be very 
well paid, and therefore ufed aU the means they could to pro- 
cure it. But there appeared poverty in the faces and looks of 
the People, good Grounds without any Stock, and, in a word, 
nothing that looked well but the Houfes, and thofe empty 
within : on the other fide of a Line that is drawn ( for a Man 
may (et one Foot in the Dominion that is referv'd to the King 
of Sfmrn^ and the other in that which is affign'd to the HoUm^- 
der) the Houfes, theugh net (landing fo thick, nor (b beauti- 
fill wirhout, clean, neat ^ and well fixrnifh'd within ^ very good 
Linen, and feme Plate in every Houfe ; the People jolly, well ^ 
cloathed, and with looks very well pleafed ; ail the Grounds 
and Land fiilty ftocked with all kind of Cattle, and, as if it 
were the Land of (?49l^,the appearance of nothing but wealth, 
and fertility, enoompafled with extreme barrennefs, and un- 
conccivealMe poverty. And they on the HcUamd fide, that lies 
equally open, and undefended, can fee the SfrnfifhTtoo^ tt- 
erdie all Licence npon their poor Neighbours ofHe^kftriUem; 
and yet the moft difiblute among them dare not itcp into theiir 
Quarters to take a Hen, or commit the leaft Trefpafs : (b 
ftnftly the Articles of the Peace are obferv'd. 

Whilst the King fpent bis time in this, manner, about 
the middfe of Stffemhr, the Duke of fork, who remaiii'd fbili 
widi the Troops at JNim^ivt to defend that place, as DdM 7^9^ 
and the reft* remained about Pmitet and Bnge /, fent an for 
preis to the King to let him know, ^^that the tetters from 
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^^Ag^Mf, and fooae Pai&ngers, reported confidently that 
fhsi cr m-*' CrmmpiU was dead ; which, there having been no News of 
w«ll mm hi< fickoefs, was not at firft eafily believ'd But every d ay 
itU. bfoughc confirmation of it ; fo chat his Maiefty thought fit to 
"^ Kin V^^ ^^^^ hifi Country Life, and return'a again to Brnfftb^ 
^«Mw te that be mi^ht be ready to make ufe of any advantage, which, 
*5°^'* lo that conjunfture^ upon fo great an alteration, he might rea- 


(bnably expeA. 

crom' I T bad been obferv'd in Eftglmfd, that, though from the 

well'/ ui/. diflolation of the laft Parliament, all things feem'd to fuc- 
«|jM 2nA^ ^^^^ ^ ^°^ ^^ abroad, to the Proteftor's wifli, and his 
kk tUuK P^v^' ^i>d Greatnefs to be better eftablilb'd than ever it bad 
been, yet be never had the fame ferenicy of Mind he had been 
• ufed to, after be had refufed the Crown ^ but was out of 
oountenanoe, and chagrin, as if he were Confcious of not 
having been true to bimfelf ; and much more^tpprehenfive of 
danger to his Perfon than he had ufed to. be. Iniomuch as be 
was not eafy of acce(s, nor fo much feen abroad j and feem'd 
CO be in fome diforder, when his Eves found any ftranger in 
the Room ; upon whom they were nill fixed. When He in- 
tended to go to lUmftam Comrt, which was his principal de- 
Ij^ht and diverficm, it was never known, till he was in the 
Cxiach, which way he would go; and he was ftill hem'd in by 
his Guards both before and behind ; and the Coach in which 
he went, was always thronged as full as it could be, with his 
Servants ; who were armed ; and he feldom retum'd the iame 
way he went ; and rarely lodged two Nights together in one 
Chamber, but luid many fiirnifiied and prepar^, to wbkh 
his own Key oonve/d him and thofe he would h(tve with 
him, when he had a mind to go to Bed : which made his 
fiears the more taken notice oL and publick, becaufe he had 
never been accuftoro'd to thofe precautions. 

( T is very true, he knew of many Combinations to aflaf* 
fittate him, by thofe who, he believ'd, wiih'd the King no 
good. And a good while before this, when he had difcovcr^d 
syaikr- the defignof SynderUmi^ who was a very ftout Man, and one 
7^'^ wh* had been much in his favour, and who had twice or 
^^^^ thrice, by wonderful and unexpefted Accidents, been difap- 
mkiu srftri pointed in the minute he made fure to kill him, and had cauied 
i4». him to be apprehended, his behaviour was fo refolute in his 

Exaottnatlon and Trial, as if he thought he (hould ftill be able 
to do it; and it was manifeft that he had many more Aflb- 
ciates, who were undifoQver'd and as refolute as htmfelf ; and 
though he had got hip condeino'd to die, the Fellow's car- 
riage and words were fuch, as if he knew well how to avokl 
the Judgement ; which made CrsmweS believe, that a Party 
in the Army would attempt his refcue; whereupon he gave 
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ftrfft charge, ^< that be fliould be carefully looked to in the 
^ Tower, and three or foat of the Guard always with him 
^ day and night. 

At the day appointed for his Execution, thofe Troops 
Cr0mweB was moft Qonfidcnt of, were placed upon the Tower- 
Hill, where the Gallows were ereded. But when the Guard 
caird ^fmdercome to arife in the Dooming, they found him 
dead in his Bed ; which gave trouble exceoiingly to CtamweB ; 
for befides that he hoped, that, at his death, ^ avoid the ut- 
mpft r^our of it, he would have confcfled many of his Coo- 
federates, he now found himlelf ubder the reproach of having 
cau(ed him to be poyfon'd, as not daring to bring him to ' 
publick Juftice : nor could he fupprcTs chat Scandal. It ap- 
pear'd upon Examination, that the night before, when he was 
going to Bed in the prefence of his Guard, his Sifter came to 
, cake her leave of him ; and upon her goin^ away, he pot off* 
. btsCloaths, and leaped into his Bed, and &d, ^^ this was the 
. ^' laft Bed he (hould ever go into. His Body was drawn by a 
Horfe to the Gallows where he (hould have been banged, iad 
buried under it, with a Stake driven through him, as is ufiial 
in the Cafe of felf Murcherers : yet this Accklent perpleaed 
0$mweli very mudi ; and though he #as without the panko- 
lar difcovery which hcexpeded, hema<ie a |[enera)difcovery 
. by it, that he himfelf was more odious in his Army than he 
*" believ'd he had been. 
.He feem'd to be much afflifted at the death of his Fridnd ntjkMk 4 
the Earl of Winrmick ^ with whom he had a hSt FriendQiip ^ tiw £«r/ 1/ 
though neither their humours, nor their natures, were like. ^JJ^'fJ^ 
And the Heir of that Houfe, who had Married hxs youngeft ^, 
Dauglhter, died about the lame time ; fo that all his relation qrimiiu. 
' to, or confidence in that Family was at an end ; the other 
Branches of it abhorring his Alliance. His Domeftk delights 
were leflen'd vrtty day : He plainlv diicover'd that his Son 
. falcimMJg§*s Heart was fet upon an Intereft deftruAive to his, 
' and ere w to hate him perfedljr. But that which chiefly broke 
his Peace, was the death of his Daughter cUjp^k'^ who bad rudtsth 
been al ways h^ greateft joy, and who, in her ficknieis, which '/ <^*^ 
Was of a nature the Phyficians knew not how to deal '^"hrj^jf^ 
had feveral Conferences with him, which exceedingly per- cltypoie 
plexed him. Though no body was near enough to hear die 
particulars, yet her often mentioning, in the pains (he endur'd, 
this blood her father had fpilt, made People conclude, that 
Ihe had presented his word Adions to his corifideration. And 
though hfc never made the leaQ: fliew of remorfe for any of 
tliofii AAions, It \$ very certain, that either what ihe £iid, or 
her death, affefled him wondeitiilly. 

What- 
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Cfomwell W H ATBv E R it was, about the middk 6EAKpf/f^ht wia 
is*/w«* ^ (elfed on by a oomfnoa tertiaB Ague, from wfaJch, be be- 
^*^^'" Hev'd, a little eafe and divertifeinent at HM^fm OMvt would 

much abated : fo that he returned again to VMfuiZd^ wbn 
his Pbyfidans began to diink him in danger, though the 
Preauters. who pray'd always about him« and toM God A1-' 
mighty what great things he bad done ibr him, and how ranch 
ntore need he badftill of his Service, declared as fiomGod, 
that he fboaldrecover : and hehimfeif was of the fame mind, 
and did not think he Ibould die, till even the- time that his 
HtMftim &itfits iail'd him. Then be dechred to them, *< that he did 
dk^hu' ^^PPoii^^ his Son to fiioceed him, bis eideft Son AvAsri; and 
^^^y fo expired upon the third day of StfUfithr 1^58, a day he 
mdZfim thought always very propitious to him, and on which he bad 
sefitnb.3. twice triumphed for two of bis greateft Viftories. And tbii 
; . .^7 j<> . now was a day very memorable for the greateft Storm of Wind 
Tk urriUi that had been ever known, for Ibme hours before and after 
Sfmm m tkt his death, whfch overthrew Trees, Houfes, and made great 
fmtd^y. Wrecks at Sea ^ and theTempeft was fo univerfitl, that the 
efleds of it were terrible both in Frmtce^ and WbmJtrs^ where 
all People trembled at it ; for befides the Wrecks all along tbe 
Sea-Coaft, many Boats were caft away in the verv Rivers ; 
and within few days after, the droinutance of his oeath, that 
accompanied that Storm, was untverfally known. 
A'# rft«- ^ K ^^ ^°^ ^ 'i^^ Men, fi§9s ^wferttn m immd f«^ 
uBv. ieik f9jjim$^ mjtni famU l0$ubm$ ; whom his very Enemies 
could not condemn without commending him at the feme 
time : For he could never have done halfthat mifdiief with* 
out great parts of Courajge, Induftry. and Judgement. He 
muft have bad a wonderful underftandiog in the Natures and 
Humours of Men, and as ereat a dexterity in applying ttieion ; 
who, from a private andobfcure birth ( though of a Mod 
Family ) without Intereft or ESate, Alliance or FriendUiipu 
could raife himfelf to fuch a height, and compound and knead 
fuch oppofite and contradidory Tempers, Humours^ and Io» 
terefts intoaconfiftence, that contributed toHisdefigns, and 
to their own deftruftion ; whilft himfelf grew infenfibly power- 
ful etxMigh to cut off thofe by whom he had climbed. In the 
inffant that they nrojeded to demolilb their own baikUng; 
What was faid ot Cknta may very juftly be faid of Him, 4hih 
fim €um^ ps nemo auderit imms ; f^fficifiy fuf i sdb^ mji 
firtMno, ferfici poffht. He attempted thole things which no 
good Man durft have ventured on ; and atchieved thofe in 
which none but a valiant and great Man oouU have fucoeeded. 
Widiout doubt , no Man with more wickedneis ever at- 
tempted any thing, or brought to pa& what be defired more 

wickedly, 
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irickcdiy, more in the face' and contempt of Reltgioa) and 
mpnU Honefty ; yet wickednefs as great as his could never 
bayeacc»mpliili'dthoreide6^n8, without tte affiftance of a 
great Spirit, an admirable circumfpedion, and fagacity, and 
a moft magnanimous refolution . 

W H B N be appeared fir ft in the Parliament, he (eemed to 
have a Peribn in no degree gracious, no ornament of diicourfey 
none of thofe Talents which ufe to conciliate the Afiedioos of 
the Scanderby : yet as he grew into Place and Authority, his 
P|art8 leem'dto beraifi^d, as if he had Had concealed Faculties 
till be had oocafion to ufe them ; and when he was to aA tht 
part of a great Man, he did it without any indecency, noc- 
withftanding the want of Cuftom. 

After be was confirmed, and invefted Proceftor by the 
huoAM Petstkmand Advke^ hcconfulred with very few upon 
any AdUon of importance, nor communicated any enterprife 
h^ lefblved upon, with more than thofe who were to have 
principal parts in the execution of it ; nor with them (boner 
than was abfolutely neoeilary. What he once refolved, in 
wbich he was not rafli, be would not be diflwadcd from, nor 
endure any concradidion of his power and authority ^ butex^ 
torted obedience from them wbo were not willing to yield it. . 

One time, when be had laid Ibme very extraordinary 
Tax opoo the Qty, one cm^y an eminent Fanatick, and one 
who had heretofore ferved htm very notably, pofitively re- 
filled to pay his part } and loudly dilTwaded others from fub^ 
ipittjng CO it, ^* as an tmpofition notorioufly againft the Law, 
^ and the Property of the Subjed, which all honeft Men were 
*^ bound to defend. CremweBknt for him, and cajoled him 
with the memory of '^theoldkindnefs, andFriendfhip, that 
*^ had been between thetn; and that of all Men he did not 
^expoA this oppofition from Him, in a matter that was fo ne- 
*^ c^ffiMry lor the good of the Common-wealth. It had been 
always bis fortune to meet with the moft rlide, and obftinattf 
bebavioar from thofe who had formerly been abfolutdv ge- 
yem'd by him ; and they commonly put him in min^i or fome 
ezpidfiotis and fayings of his own, in c^fcs of the like nature : 
.fo this Man remembered him, how great an Enemy he had . 
expiefled bimfelf to fuch grievances^ and bad declared, '^ that 
^ lul, who fiibmitted to them, and paid illegal Taxes, were 
^ more 00 blame, and greater Enemies to their Country than 
^ they who had impofed them ; and that the Tyranny of . 
^' Princes could never be grievous, but bv the tameneis and . 
^Oupldlty of the People. Whency'SMnod/faw that he could 
not convert him, he told biro, ^ that he had a Will as ftub* 
^ bomas Efis, and he would try which of them two ihould be . 
^Matter, liiereupon , with fome expreffions of reproach ' 

■ and 
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and contempt ^ he comnQitted the Man to Prifon ^ whofe 
courage wa* nodung abated by it^ butaflbon as the .Term. 
came, he brought his Hr^^y Cfrpis in the King's Bench, which 
they then caUed the t^fer Bench. Menard ^ who was of 
Council with the Prifoner, demanded his Liberty with great 
confidence, both upon the illegality of the Commitment) 
and the illegality of the impofition, as being laid without any 
kwful Authority. The Judges could not maintain or defend 
either, and enough declared what their Sentence would be; 
and therefore thePfocedor's Accurney required a farther day, 
toanfwer what bad been urged. Before that day, AUynara 
was committed to the Tower, for prefuming to queftigpor 
make doubt of his Authority ; and the Judges were fent fbr^ 
and feverely reprehended for (ufferini chat Licence ; when 
they, with all humility, mentioned the Law and Magns Chof' 
tSyCnrnwiUtolA them, with terms of contempt, and derifion, 
^ their MMgjiui F — (hould not controle his Adions ; which 
" he knew were for the fafety of the Common wealth. He 
asked them^ << who made them Judges? whether they had anj^ 
^^ Authority, to (it there, but what He gave them? and if his 
^ Autibority were at an end, they knew well enou^, what 
*^ wottU become gf themfelves ; and therefore advifed them 
^^ to be more tender of that which could only preferve them ; 
and fo difmiOed them with caution, ^' that they (hould not 
^ (ufifer the Lawyers to prate what it wpyld not become Them 
"to bear. 

Thus he fubdued a Spirit that had been often trouble- 
fome to the moft Soveraign Power, and made Hytmh/ler" 
HsSzs obedient^ and fubiervient to his Commands, as any of 
the reft of bis Quarters. In all other matters, which did not 
concerntheLifeofhis JurifdiAion, he (eem'd to have great 
reverence for the Law, rarely interpofing between Party and 
Party. As he proceeded with this kind of indignauon, and 
haumtinefs, with thoie who were refraAory, and durft con- 
tend with hisgreatnels, fo towards all who complied with his 
good Pleafure, and courted his Proteftion, he ufed great Q** 
yilhy, Generofity, and Bounty. 

To reduce three Nations, which perfedlly hated him, t9 
an entire obedience to all hisDidlares; to awe, and govern 
thofe Natkms by an Army that was indevoted to him, anid 
wKh'd his ruin, wa^ an Inftance of a very prodigious addrels. 
But his greatne(s at home, was but a (hadow of the glory -he 
had abroad. It was hard to difcover, which feard him moft, 
Franci^ ^m, or the Low Countries, where his Friendibip 
• was current at the value he put upon it. As they did all (a- 
crifioe their Honour, and their intereft, to his Pleafure, £> 
(here is nothing ho could have deoanded^ that either of them 
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would hive denied him. To manifeft which, there needs 
onljr two Inftances. The firft is, when thofe of the Valley of nw '•/«»- 
LMcem had unwarily rifeain Armes agatnft the Duke ofSsvofy ^* ^tl^ 
which gaveoccafion to the Pope, and the Neighbour Priace«2^^^^ 
efBsfyf to call and follicite tor their extirnation, and their Frm^. 
Prince pofitively refolVd upon it, Cfornmet fent hi« Agent 
to the Duke of Savoy; a Prince with whom be had no cor- 
refpondence, or commerce, and fo engaged the Cardinal, and 
even terrified the Pope hhmelf, without fo mudi as doing any 
Grace to the fiix^ JR^cMnanOithoUcks ( nothing being more 
ufual than his laying, ^ that hia Ships in the MtJiterrsmM 
^ (hould vifit CmfM V^Ma \ and that the found of his Cannon 
^ fhould be heard in Rome ) that the Duke of Smfoy thought 
It neQeffiu7 to reftore all that he had taken from them, and 
did renew all thofe PrivU^es they had formerly enjoy'd, and 
newly forfeited. 

The other Inftanceofhis Authority was yet greater, and 
more incredible. In the City of Nifmes^ which is one of the 
fiiireft in the Province of Lmtpiedoc^ and where thofe of the 
Religion do mod abound, there was a great Faftion at that 
Seafon when the Confuls ( who are the Chief Magiftrates ) 
were to be chofen. Thofe of the Reformed Religion had the 
confidence to fet up one of themfelves for that Magiftracy ; 
which they of the Roman Religion refotv'd to oppofe* With 
all their Power. The di&nfion between them made forouch 
noife, that the Intendant of the Province, who is the fupreme ' 
Minifter in all Civil AfEurs throughout the whole Provitice, 
went thither to prevent any diforder that might happen. 
When th^ day of Eleftion came, thofe of the Religion pof- 
UBkd themfelves with many Arm'd Men of the Town-Houfe, 
where the Eleftion was to be ibade. The M ^iilrates fent to 
know what their meaning was ; to which thev anfwer^d \ 
^they were thereto give their Voices for the cnoice of tht 
^' new Confuls, and to be fure that the Eledion (hOuld be 
^' feirly made. The Bilhop of the City, the Intendant of the 
Province, with all the Officers of the Church, and the pre^ 
fent Magiftrates of the Town, went together) in their Robes 
to be prefent at the Eledtoii, without any fufpicion that there 
would be any Force ufed. When they came near the Gate 
of the Town-Houle , which was ihut , and they fuppofed 
would be open'd when they came, they within poured out a 
Volly of Musket-Oioc upon them, by which theDean of the 
Churdu and two or three of the Magiftrates of the Town^ 
werekiU'd upon the place, and very matiy others woutided; 
whoeof fome died fbortly after. In this Coi^fion, the Mt- 
giftrates putthemlelvesintoasgoodapoftufeto defend them- 
^^hres as they could , without aisy purpofe cfoflending the 
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otbeffi tlil they iliDuld be better proflded ; fa order tjb which 
Aey fent an Expreis totheCourc wKh a pmiii rehtion of the 
whole matter or fiflftj '^and chat there appearVi robe no mao- 
« oer of Combimtion with thofe df the Relkpoo in other 
^placet of the Brovinoe ; but that it Waf ah faiiSiencein thofe 
^of the place, upotithe preTiimpcion of their great Nonbera, 
^iiiiich were Ikdc' toferior to tWe of the OitholidDi. Tbe 
Cottrt was ghu) oftheOocafion, andreTdv'd that thii pravo* 
caHon, In whichocber places were not involve, and* which 
no body oodd exosfe, flionld warrant all IdndniF feverky in 
that City, even to the pulling down their 7%nqdei<^ and ex* 
' '" peHhy mahy of them for ever out of cheCfe^} wmdb. with 
the eieoidoD and fbrfeituie of many of the prindMl P^* 
Ibnt, would be a general Monificttlon todi of the- lUijgiOD 
in jplrjn^; with whom they were heartily ofintedi ui' • 
part of the Army was forthwith ordei^d to march towaids 
HgbiSy toftc thia-eiecoted with tbentflooft rigoor. 

TiioflE of the Religion indie Tows^ were quickly feo^ 
fible Into what cortditlbn they had btoogbt <hemfel«i»t *tnd 
Itets with allpoffible Submiffion, tothe Magiftniiea-co er- 
cufe thcnifehres , and to impute wfaat had beendonn lo the 
raSlneftof particohA- Mfcn, who had no order for what they 
<tiid. The MagHti^tet anTwer'd, ^diat th^ were glad they 
'^ were lenfibleof their MUcanriage ; but they eould faf iif- 
<^«hing upon ihHSttbjea, tiR the King'a pleafoie ftdUld be 
^<ltfiOwn;toiirh6iftthey bad Tent a fiitt raladoa of att that 
^ bad pafied. The others very well knew what the King's 
pkafure would be, and forthwith lent an Exprefs, one Mmk 
Ims, wbobiid Hi^& «ia6y year^fathaafdaM^ «id in Mmfpi - 
Sify to CrtmmeU to defire his protedion and interpoficioo. 
The Exprefs made (b much haft, and found fQ good a reoep* 
tion the firft hour he came« that ctMnofff, after he had re- 
ceivVl the whole Account, bad him ^^refreih bimfelf after fo 
« long a Tourney, and he Would take fuch care of his bofr- 
'^ nefi, tnat by the time he came to Park he (hould find it 
^ di^tch'd ; and, that Night, lent awav another Meflenger 
to his Embaftdour JjkUmt ; who, by the time M0 ulm came 
thither, had fo fitf prevailed with the CardinsJ, that Orders 
Were fent to ftop the Troops, which were upon their March 
towards M^r; and, within few days after, iMsnAM retumVl 
with afuU Par<K»i, and Amnefty from the King, under the 
Great Seal of Fir«w», fo fully ooo6rm'd with all drcpmftaooes, 
that tliere was never farther mention made of it, out *all things 
naifed as if there had never been any fuch things So that no 
body can Wonder, that his Memory remthis ftHi fa thofe 
parts, and with thofe People, m great vcneratkn.

And he did make 
incredible haiie , fo that Sf Qe^rgt B«Mk found he was within 
Icis than a. days marcfa^ before he thought he could haye been 
half the way. S^ G^^ himfelf had not been acquainted with 
tlK War* and the Omcers who were widi him, were not of 
one mind or humour ^ yet all were defirous to Fijght (the na- "

Withthefe 
ill prefages^ great preparations were made for this Treaty, 
and che time and the place were agreed on, when^ and where 
Fueotara- (he two great Favourites (hould meet. Fuentaratiay a place 
b^, thtfUf* io che ^n^ Dominions, very near the Borders of France^ the 
$f inttrvicv f^j^e place where Francii the Ftrft was dcliver'd, after his long 
ImprUbnment in SpamyW^$ agreed upon for their Interview ^ 
a little River near that place partingboth the Kingdoms ; and 
a jltde building of boards over it, brought the two Farourites 
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to meet, without either of their going out of his MaRtf§ 
Dominions. 

THE&me of this Treaty, aObon at It was agreed to, bad 
yielded variety, and new Matter totheKiag tocoofider. Both 
GiQWnshad made the contention and War that waa between 
them, the only ground and reaRui, why they did not give 
him that AffifUnce, which in acafc foneax relating to ttvem-

W H CK ail things were concluded, and the Engrodtmente

Jower of the Parliament, and feemM to think his Majefty's 
opes defperate ; and advifed Dm Ltims^^ to be wary how he 
'^ JEmbarked himfelf in an AflStir that had no foundation ; and 
^' that it was rather dme for all Catholicks to unite to the 
^^ breaking the power and intereft of the Heretical Party , 
^ wherever it was, than to ftrengthen it by reftoring the Kfng, 
^ except He would become Catholick. And it is believ d 
by Wife Men, that, in that Treaty, fomewhat was agreed to 
che prejudice of the Proteftant Intereft ; and that, in a ihorc 
time, there would have been much done againft it both in 
'Branct^ zodGermdt^^ if the meafures they had there taken had 
not been Ibortly broken; chiefly by theiurprifing Revolution 
in England ( wnich happen'd the next year j and aifo by the 
death of the two great Favourites of the two Crowns, Dam 
Lms de K«r#, and Cardinal Jifazarm ; who both died noc 
very long after it ; the Cardinal, probably , ftruck with the 
wonder, if not the agony of that undream'd of profperity of 
our King's Affairs ; as if he had taken it ill, and laid it to heart, 
that God Almighty would bring fuch a work to pafs in £•- 
repe^ without his concurrence, and even againft all his Ma- 
chinations. 

During the whole time of the Treaty, l^ckbart had 
been at Bafmm^ and frequently confulted wuh the Cardinal, 
and was by him brought to DonUnms twice or thrfce, where 
they fpoke of the mutual benefit that would redound to both, 
if a Peace were fettled between Spam and EngUmd. But the 
Cardinal treated Lockhart ( who was in all other occafions too 
hard for him ) in fuch a manner, that, tiU the Peace was upon 
the matter concluded, he did really believe it would not be 
made ( as appear'd by (bme of his Letters from Bayonne, which 
fell into the King's hands ) and t6 the laft he was pcriwaded, 
that EngUmd (hould be comprehended in it, in terms to its 
fatisfadtton. 

The King, the next day after be had fent the Marquis of 
Ormond to Touloufi^ received information upon the way, that 
the Treaty was abfolutely ended, and that Dm Urns was re- 
turn'd to Madrid ; to which giving credit, he concluded, that 
it would be to no purpofe to prolecutc his Journey to Twrn- 

taraHai 
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fafsUM i and therefore was eafily perfwaded by the Earl of 
Brtjhl CO take the neareft way to Madrid^ by eotring into 
^maCfoon as they could; preniroing that the Marquis of Or- 
m^nd would quickly conclude whkher they were gone, and 
follow his Majefty. With this refolution, and upon this In- iw Kin h 
lelligenoe, they continued their Journey till they came toSa-^fi^T^ 
rsgofk^ the Metropolis of the Kingdom of ArMgam, Here they ^IJ^^ 
reCeiv^ Advertifement, that the Treaty was not fully con- saiagofi. 
eluded, and that Dtm Ijvhs remain'd ftill at FuentmrMUa. This 
was a new perplexity : at laft they refolv'd, that the King, and 
the Earl of Briftol^ who had ftill a mind to Madrid^ fhould 
ftay at SMfsgoJk^ whilft O NW/e(hould go to Fuentaralia^ and 
return with direAion what courfe they were to fteer. 

Don Lfiwis^ and the Marquis of Ormtmd, were in great 
confufion with the apprehenfion that fome ill Accident had be- 
fallen the King, when M>^ O Nii/e arrived, and informed them 
by what accident, and mifintelligence, the King had refolv'd 
to go to MMdrid^ if he had not been better informed at Sara- 
gofi; where he now remain'd, till he (hould receive farther 
advice. Dom Lemh was in all the difturbance imaginable, 
when he heard the relation : he concluded that this was atriclc 
oftheEarlof ISr^^/'s^ that he held fome Intelligence with 
IHmJuam^ and intended to carry the King to Madrid^ whilft 
he wasabfent, with a purpole to affront him, and in hope to 
traofafk fomewhat without his Privity. They were now to 
£ive,and to borrow all the Money they could, to defray the 
Eipences which muft be fliortly made for the Interview, Mar- 
riage, and delivery of the Infanta, and all this mufl be fpenc 
upon the Kinp ofEag/and's Entry, and Entertainment tnAfa- 
mid; for a l&og iac9ga$$o was never heard of in Spam, The 
Marriage was condiKled, and now another young unmarried 
King muft be received, and carefled in that Court ; which 
would occafion much dUcourie both in Sfam and Frana. All 
tbefe things hts melancholy iiad made him revolve, nor did 
he conceal the trouble he endured, from the Marquis of Or- 
mmd^ and Sr Harry Bemrt ; who aflured him, ^' that all chat 
*' was paft was by meer miflake, and without any purpofe tO 
** decline Htm, upon whofe Friendfhip alone the King ab- 
** folutety depetided ^ and undertook poficively, ** that afTooii 
** as his Majefty fhould be inform'd of his advice, he would 
•* make ail the haft thither he could, without thought of do- 
*' ing any thing elfe : which Don "Lms defired might be effe- 
aedaflToon as was pofSble: So OWtk retum'd xoSataiofa^^J^^'j^^ 
and his Ma jefty, without delay, made his Journey from thence emirabii. 
to FuewtaraUa^ with as much expedition as he could ufe. «» Tr#4f- 

The King was received according to the Spanifh Mode "••'^^'f J' 
and Gcncrofity, and treated with the fame rcfpcft and reve- j, HarlT**

f«iioe that cottU be iibew'd to his Cttholick Majefty hknfeify 
if he had been in that place. Dom Ltwis deliver d all that 
could be faid from the King, his Mailer ; ^^ how much bs 
<( was troubled, that the coodicton of his Afiairs, and the ne« 
^^ ceflky that was upon him to make (horcly a long Tourney. 
*' would not permit him to invite his Makfty to Mtdridy and 
^^ to treat htm in that manner that was mitaUe to his Gian- 
'^ deur : that having happily concluded the Peace, lie had 
'^ now nothing fo much in his thoughts, as how he might be 
^^ able to give, or procure fiich affiftance as his Majefty flood 
^' in need of ^ and that he fliould never be deftitute of any 
^' thing, that His power and intereft could help him to. Dom 
Lewh for htmfelt made all thofe nrofeffions , which could 
poffibly be expeded from him. He oonfefled, ^' that there 
*^ was no provmon made in the Treaty that the two Crowns 
^* would jointly affift his Majefty ; but, that he believ'd the 
^' Cardinal would be ready to perform all good Oflioes to* 
^ wards him ; and that, for his own particular, bis Majefty

Don Lfms incimated a With, that his Majdly could yet 

have fome conference with the C^dinal ; who was, as is Aid, 

ftill within diftanoe. Whereupon the King lent the Marquia 

of Orm$Md to vifit him, and to let him know, that his Majefty 

had a defire to come to him, that he might have fome coa* 

ference with him, and receive hisCounfeland Advice, fine 

iw cstdu ^ Cardinal would by no means admit it $ iaid, '^ it woold 

nsi wmu ^ adminifter unfeafonable jealoufy to the P^liament, without 

mtfMtkt << aiqr manner of benefit to the King. He made many laige 

'U'V* profeffions, which be coukJ do well, of his Afieftion to the 

king ; defined, <^ be would have p«itienoe till the Marriage 

*^ fhould be over, which would be in the next Spring ; am 

*^ till then their Majefties muft remain in thofe parts : but, 

*^ oflbon as that (hould be dtfpatched, the whole Court would 

^^retum to Piim^and that he would not be long there, before 

,*^ he gave the King fome evidence of his kindnds and refpeft : 

other anfwerthan this the Marquis could not obtain. 

Aftsr hisMajeftyhad ftay'd as long as he thought con* 
▼enienc at FMnf iir^KM ( for he knew well that Iliisl>iiiJr waa 
to return to Madrid before the King df^sim could take any 
refolutfon to begin, or order his own Journey, and that he 
ftay'd there only to entertain his Majefty ) he difcem'd that 
he had nothing nx>re to do than to return xoFinubrs; where^ 
be wa^ affiiredL his reception Ihould be better than it had beeiL 
So he declared liis refolution to begin his return on foch t 
day. In the fliorttimeof his ftay tnere, the Earl cfBriftpi^ 
aooordingto bla exoeUeoc taleo^ whkb icUom failedhim ia 

■ any 
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toy exigent, from u great a prejudice as could attend any 
Man, &d wrouehc himfelf fo much into the good Graces oif 
all the Sfmdmr£^ that Biis Ltims was wiJliog to take Mm 
with him to MuMd, and that he.Ihould be receivVi Into the 
Service of his CathoUck Majefty, in fuch a Province as Oiould 
be worthy of him. So that his Majefty had now a left Train 
to return with him, the Marquis of Ormmd^ Dmuit O MfeUr, 
and two er three Servants. 

Don IavmSj with a miilien of ezcufcs that tbeir Ezpencea 
had been fo great, as bad wafted all their Money, prdented 
his Majefty with (even thoufand Gold Piftoles, ^ to oefray, aa 
he fidd, '^ the Ex|>ences of his Journey^ with aflurance, ^^ that, 
^ when he came into Flsmdirs^ he (bould find all neoeOary 
^Orders for his better Accommodation, and oanrving on his fih# ji^j^j 
^ bufineft. So his Majefty bmin bis Journey, and took P^srar mmm fa- 
in liis way to vifit the (^leen his Motlier, with whom a good*^^i*^ 
uaderftanding was made upon removing all former miftiJres ;^^ ^ 
and, towards the end of Dtamier^ he returned to Bn^is in^^^i» 
good Health ; where he found his two Brothers, the pukes of ftrvflkU 4- ^ 
r^rty and Ghe^fiify impatiently «xpefting him. ^^j!!l^v: 

The pleafure and variety of his Journey, and the very^***^^ 
civil Treatment he had receiv'd from Dsis Lamt, with the good 
difpofition he had left the Queen bis Mother in, had very 
mudi revived and refrelhed the King's Spirit, and the Joy for 
his Return difperied (he prefent Clouds. But he had not been 
long at BnfilSy before he difcem'-d the fame melancholy and 
ddpair in the Countenances of moft Men, which he had left 


there : and though there bad Ibme Changes happened in Jte* 
Umiy which might reafonably encourage Men to look Mr ' 

g eater, they had fo often been difappointed in thofe Eipe- 
ations, that it wasareproach to any Man to think that any 
good could come from thence. 

Upon this melancholick conjunfture Ibme about the King 
began to think of providing a Religk)n, as well as other con- 
veniences, that might be gra^ul to ttiofe People and Places, 
where, and with whom they were like to refide. The Pro- 
teftant Religion was found to be very unagreeable to their 
Fortune, and thty exercifed their thoughts moft how to get 
handfomely from it } and if it bad not been for the King's 
own fteadinefi, of whkh he gave great indications. Men 
wfuld have been more out of Countenance lo have own'd the 
Faith they were of ^ and many made little doubt, but that ic 
would OK>nIy be very manifeft to the King, that his Refto- 
ration depended whokly upon a Gonjunmon of Catholick 
Princes, who could never be Unifiedjbut oo the bcbalf of Car 
tbfilick Rf ligion.

A FT SA the defeat of Bditb and Middlet$i$y and the King's r/w 4sirt 
hopes fo tof ally deftroy*d, the Parliament thought of Tranf- ^England 
porting the Loyal Families into Bariadaes, and yamaks, and^*]j^^ 
other Plantations, left they might hereafter produce in JS«g- Booth snd 
Aim/ Children of their Fathers Afie£tions^ and, by degrees, Middlecoq. 
fo to model their Army that they might never give them 
more trouble. They had fent LamSert a thoufand pounds to 
buy him a Jewel; which he employed better by beftowing it 
among the Officers, who might welldeferve it of him. This 
bounty of his, was quickly known to the Parliament; which ThtPMnia- 
concluded, that he intended to make a Party in the Army,?^^'*T 
that (hould more depend upon Him than upon Them. And Lambert'/ 
this put them in mind of his former behaviour ; and that it^mjf. 
was by His advice, that they were firft diflblved, and that He 
in truth had helped to make Cramwitt ProteAor, upon his

But they had a great prefumption upon tbe City ; and had 
already forgotten, how the Army baffled it aboqc a dozen 
years before, when the Parliament had much tnore reputation^ 
and Che Army lefs terrour. Tbe Nine cafliier'd Officers were 
refolr'd not to part with their Commands , nor would die 
Soldiers fubmic to their new Officers ^ and both Officers and 
Soldiers confulted their Affairs fo well together, that they 
agreed to meet ac Wefimm/hr the next Morning^ and deter- 
mine to whofe lot it would come ro be cafliierM. 
3WP4f/f4. Thb Parliament, to encounter thisdefign, fent their Or- 
^ntfkni ders to thofe Regiments whofe fidelity they were confident 
%^aZ ^y ^^ ^ ^^ ^^^ Morning at Weftmk^er to defend them 
mndf^ th^' bom force J and like wife fent into the City to draw down 
Ci^hiiUtU. their Militia. Of the Army, the next Momii^, there iqppear*d 
two Regiments of Foot, and four Troops of Horfe ; who, 
wereweU Arm'd, and ranged diemielves in the P^s£ifif-yard, 
with a Refolution to oppc% all force that ihould attempt the 
Parliament. Lamhrt intended thev (hould have little to do 
there ; and divided his Party in tbe Army to the feveral phces 
by which the City Militia could come to Weffmmfier^ with 
order ^ that they Ihbnld fuffer none to march that way, or 
'^ to come out of tbe Gates y then placed htmfelf with feme 
Tioopsin Kjsg^ftreet, and before ffbite^HtUy to expeft when 
the Speaker would come to the Houfe ; who, at his accu- 
ftom'd hour, came, in bis ufual State, guarded with his Troop 
Lambert of Horfe. L^mhrt rode up to the Speaker, and told him, 
drMWffami << there was nothing to btdooc^xHyfmafierj and therefore 
^^'»^]' advifed him ^^ to return back again to his Houfe : whk:h he 
Ihi speX^. refufed to do, and endeavoured to proceed, and called to his 
snd maker Guard to make way. Upon which Lamhert rode to the Cap- 
iu09j«Wif. tain, and pulled him ofF his Horfe ^ and bid Major Creiiy 
who had formerly Commanded that Troop, to mount into 
his Saddle ^ whicii he prefently did. Then he took away 
the Mace, and bid Major Creed condud M^ Laubsl to his 
Houfe. Whereupon they made his Coach-man turn, and with- 
out the leaft contradidion tbe Troop march'd very quiedy, 
till he was alighted at his own Houfe ^ and then dupofed of 
themfelves as their new Captain commanded thein/ 

When they had thus fecured themfelves from any more 
Votes, Lambert fent to thofe who had been order'd into the 
Pahtce-yird by the Parliament , to wiikdraw to their Quar- 
ters y which they refufed (o do ; at which he (mUed^ andbki 

them 
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them tben to ftay there ; which they did till towards the 
Eveoiog : but then finding themfelves laughed at, that they 
had nociiing to do. and that the Parliament fate not, they de- 
fired that chey m%ht repair to their Quarters ; which they 
were appointed to do. But their Officers were Gafhier'd ; 
and fuch fent to command as JL^iMRff it thought fit ; who (bund 
all iiibaiffion and obedience from the Soldiers , though no 
body yet knew who had power to command them. There 
was no Parliament, nor any Officer in the Army who was 
by his CommiiSon above the degree of a Colonel, nor had 
any of them power to command more than his own Regi- 
ment. 

WaKR9ut»oN theOfficersof the Army meet together 
and dedar^, ^^ that the Army finding it fetf without a Gene^ 
^^ral, or odicr general Officers, had Themrelves made choice 
*^ of PitetwMd tobe theirGeneral, and oiLaminf to be their t/m oj^j 
** Major General, znioi Dest^roiigh tobe Commifl&ry General w*»r, Md 
** of tiie Horfe ; and that they bound themfelvesto obey them '*2^'l**'' 
^' in their feTeral Capicities,aodto adhere to, and defend them. ^^^ ^' 
Upon the publKhii^ this Declaration, they alSim'd their fe-* 
veral Provinces ; land the whole Army tookCommiffions from 
their new General j and were as much united , as if they 
were under CtmwiU'y and looked upon it as a great delive- 
tanoe, that they (hould no more be fubjedt to'the Parliament; 
whidi they all detefted. 

But thefe Generals were not at eafe ; they knew well 
upon what'flippery grouhcl they ftood : the Parliament had 
ftopped all die Channels in which the Revenue was to run ; 
put an end to all payments of Cuftomand Excife j; arid to re- 
vive thefe fmpohcions ; by which the Arflay might receive 
their W^s, reouired another Authority than of the Army 
it felf. The dirifions in the Parliament, had made the out- ^^f\^ 
rage that was committed upon it lefs reproachftil. Van^y ^^o H«fl«ngj^ 
was much the wffeft Man, found he could never make that{!I^^yj^ 
Ai&mbly fettle fuch a Government as He afFefted , either 
in Church or State : and Hajlerig^ who was of a rude, and ftub-^ 
bom Nature, and of a weak underftanding, concurr'd only 
with him in all the fierce Counfels, which might more irre- 
coverd>ly difinherit the King, and root out his Majefty's Par- 
ty : in alt other things relating to the Temporal, or Ecclefi- 
aftical matters , they were not 6nly of different judgements, 
but of extraordinary animofity againft each other. 

Vane was a Man not to be defcribed by any Charafter of 
Religion ; in which he had fwallowM fome of the fancies, and 
extravagancies of every Seft, or Fadion ; and was become 
( which cannot be expreffed by any other Language than was 
peculiar to that time) sMmahvf Ordmawces, unlimited, or 
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unreftraio'd by ooy rules, or bounds preftribed Co other Men, 
by reafon of his perfisftion. He was a perfeA Enchufiaft ; 
aod, without doubt did believe himfelf ioTpired ; which fo 
hx oornipced his realbn and underftanding ( which in all mat* 
ters without the Verge of Religion was Superior to that of 
moft Men } that he dki at feme timebdieve, he was the Per- 
Ion deputed to Reiga^?er the Saints upon Earth for a thou- 
fiind years. 

Haslerig was, as to die State, {lerfedly Republican ; 
and as to Religion, perfedly Presbyterian : and fo he hiighc 
be fure never to be troubled with a King or a Biihop, was m- 
difiereot to other things ; only he beltev d the Parliament to 
be the only Government that would infallibly keep thofe two 
out ; and his Credit in the Houfe was greater than the other's; 
which made f^me lefs troubledat the violence that was uied 
( though he would never advife it ) and appear wiUtaig enough 
to coofer , and joyn with thofe who wouM find any other 
hinge to hang the Government upon : to he prefendy enter'd 
Into oonveriation widi thofe of the Army, who were OMft 
like to have Authority. 

A Model of fudi aGovemtMnt, as tlie People moft ac* 

t^uieice in, and fubmit to, would require very much Agita- 

tion, and very long time ; whfch the piefent oonjondure 

would not bear: nor were there enough of one mind, to give 

great Authority to thbii* Counfels. In this they oould a^ree, 

which might bean expedient towards naore ripe refoluttons, 

a c^mmh' << that a Numbet of Perlbtis (hould be chofen, who, under 

9^^f^f ^Uhe &jk of tiCmmiftHrfSrfity, O|ould aDume the rrefent 

ir^tfu^. ** entire Government,' und have ftill power to revive all fiich 

mf. ^ Orders, or to make new « which might be neceG&ry for

** confider and determine, what form of Government was fit

T o this new Invention, how wild foever ; they bdiev'd 
the People would be perfwaded, with the Affiftance of die 
Army, to pay a temporary Obedience, in hope of another ibt- 
dement fpeedily to enfue. They agreed that the Number of 
this CmmmnH $f Sufih Ihould confift of three and twenty 
Perfons ; fix or leven Officers of the Army, whereof l^ktt^ 
9994fl^nfiert y and Dishrwgb were three j IrHam^ Lord 
Mayor of Lmiamy and JkUmrm^ the two principal Officers 

0f the Miliuaof the City» wldi four or five moic Citizens of

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mora priTate Names ; but Men cry'd, and fiuthful to theKe- 

EtiblkJe Imereft* and not like to give any countenance to 
resbvterians (for they were very jealous of that Party gene- 
rally ) befidcs three or four others of thofe who bad been the 
Kli^s Judges, with fFarreJlm^ , Vam, Stnl^ and Hlftlock, 
wlKMn they made Keeper ot their Great Seal. 

Thus having chofed each otber> and agreed that they 
fliould exerdle the whole Legiilative Power of the Nation, 
and proclaimed diemfelves ttiOmmitH rf&ifil^firttiKmg* 
d$m^ and required all People to pajr thiem Obedience, and 
iflued out their Warrants for all things which they thoi«hc 
good for tbcmielves, to which there appear'd a general iub- 
mifConand aoqutefcence, that they might be fure to receive 
BO difturbance from thofe of their own Tribe in any Parts, 
they fint Colonel cMn to' SMlatkl, to perfwade General Cobbct/SM 
Mmk to a concurrence with them; and becaufe they wert^t^^^ 
not confident \)f him (there being great emulation between JJi^^* 
Him and Lambert ) t6 work upon as many of his Officers as 
he could ; the^ being many in that Army of whofe Afledioni 
they were well aiTured ; and, at the fame time, they fent an- jh^dmittim 
other Colonel into Jnlsmd^ to difpofe the Army there to a *• *^ ^^^^ 
fubmiffion to their Power and Authority* . ^ u^^MaA. 

Bkfork the Parliament was Routed, tbey diibern'd what 
ljMK(ir#*sInuigues would ihortly produce $ and therefore had 
writ to JUMi, ^ that he n^ould take care of his Army, left it 
•((hould be corrupted againft him, which they knew was en- 
^'deavouringi and H^igy who had fome Friendfliip with 
him; writ particularly to him ^* to continue b^ to the Par- 
*< liainent i and to aflure him, ^ that before Ijmhn (hould 
^^ be able to be near htm to give him any trouble, he would 
^ give him other advertifement. And fome titne after tjm^ 
hnt bad aded that Violetice upon the Speaker, fo that they 
could meet no more, IX^img, WaHimy and Morlty^ three ofHittefigf 
the Commiffioners of the Government of the Army, went to ]JJ[j'^^/l^ 
Tertjhunab'y where Colonel Tfitttam the Go vernour was thefr ^9 g, pon? 
Fhend, and devoted to the Presbyterian-Rraublican Party imovtk. 
for that diftindion was now grown amongft them ; Others, 
aixl the rooft confiderablc of that Party , profeffing ^' thiett 
^^ they very much deGred Monarchical Government, and the 
^^ Peribn of the King, fo that they might have him without 
^^ EpiTcopacy , and enjoy the L«iids of the Church ; which 
chey had divided among them. Tbefe three were well re- 
ceived at Portjmonfb ^ and that they might be without any di« 
fiurbance there, the Governour turn'd all fuch Officers and 
Soldiers out of the Town, who were fufpeded to be, or might 
be made of the Party of the Army ; and Colonel Mnhj^ 
vhofi: Intc;n:ft was in Suffix^ eafily drew in enough of his

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Friends, to make chein very fecure in their Garrifon ; which 
iht Cammittie tf Srfefy thought would be ouickly reduced, if 
all the reft of the Kuogdom were at their Devotion ; nor did 
the matter it felf much trouble them } for they knew that 
Hit/hrig would never be induced to ferve the King, whofe In- 
tereft only could break all their Meafures. 

But this open declaring of P^rtfim^utb for the Parliament 
happened not till the following Dfctmher, That which gave 
them real trouble was, that they rcceiv'd bold Letters from

Party > both out of the Army, and the Kiqgdom \ fending 
them under a Guard into Bervict, and from thence difmif- 
fing them into Ef^lamty under « the penalty of death, if they 
were eVer after found taSc9ilmd, This was an Alarm wor- 
thy of their fear, and evidence enough, that they were never 
toexpeAAfvikittobe of their Party : befidesthat tbey had al-

Opinkm, andjnore like to be feduced by the King, than any

When the 

Persons ^t from Ijmdnn gave an Account of their reception, 

and of the great profeffions the General made, and his refo- 

lution to fend a Committee to treat upon the Acconunoda- 

tion, the Cmmittie of Ssfity was very well pleafed, and<xxi*Thry a 

eluded, that ehbfame oftheir Army's march hadfrMtedhim: London 

£> that, as they willingly embraced the Overture ot a Treaty, if^^' ^ * 

they lilMwiie appointed Lmmtert to haften his March, and to ^^'^* 

maK no ftay, till he fliould come to NtuhCaftk, All which 

he obferved with great punftuality and expedition, his Army 

ftill enaeafing till he came thither. 

General Mmi was a Gentleman of a very good Ex-^^^rfiV*- 
traAion, of a very ancient Family in J>tfiiM^iir«, always very '*»■ ^*'"'* 
Loyally afieded. Being a younger Brother, he entered early w^^*' 
into the life and condition of a Soldier, upon that Stage where °^ * 
ibme of all JBitr^ then afied, between the Sprnmard and the 
DtOck ; and had the reputation of a very good Foot-Officer in 
the Lord F^rt*s Regiment inUsBand^ at the time when he af^ 
&n'dit to the Command QfCohnciG^rmg. When the fit ft 
Troubles begun in Sectlmtd^ AUnky and many other Cheers 
of the Nation, left the Dw/^^ Service, and betook themfeives 
to the Service of the King. In the beginning of the Irilb Re- 
bellion, he was fent thither, with the Command of the Lord 
t£k$flir*B own Regiment of Foot ( who was then Lieutenant 
^Inbmd) ^nd continued in that Service with lingular repu* 
lation of courage, and conduft. When the War broke out 
in JBii{/mM< between the King and the Parliament, he fell under 
ibme difixHintenance, upon a fufpicion of an inclination to the 
Parliament ; which proceeded from his want of bictemefs in 
bis dkbourfes againftthem, rather than from any inclination 
towards them ; as appeared by his behaviour at Nantwkh^ 
where he was taken frifoner, and remained in the Tower till 

the 
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the eod of the War. For though his behatriour had been fiich 
in Jf^lmdy when the Tnmfporticion of the Raiment from 
theooe, to ferve the Kin^ in ElfgUmdj was in ddnit^ ^that it 
was evident; enoogh he oad no mind his Regiment fboald be 
fentpnthatExpedftioo, and his Anfwer to the Lord of Of- 
fmkdvf2i» fo rough, and doubtful, that he thought not fit to 
trufthino, but gave the Command of the Regiment to tUrrf 
Warrm^ the Lieutenant Colonel of it, an excellent Officer, 

Enerally known, and exceedingly beloved where he was 
bown i yet when thofe Regiments were fent to d^hr^ and 
there were others at d>e fame time feot to Br00i , uxl 
with them ilf««i went under fome Cloud, and from BnB^tto 
the King at OxfirJ^ where he was known to many Perfons o( 
Quality ( and his eldeft Brother being at the iame time mbft 
Jealous in the King's Service in the Weft, and moft ufefiil ) 
bis profeffioni were fo 6ncere ( he bein^ tbrtNighout bis 
whole life , never fufpefied of diffimuladon ) that all Men 
there thouftht him very worthy of all truft j and the King was 
willing to ksnd him into the Weft, where the Gentlemen had 
a great opinion of his ability to command. But he defired diat 
he miffht <erve with his old Friends and CompiBiont ; and fi^ 
with the King's leave, made all haft towards Ctf^y where 
hearriv'd the very day before the Defeat at N09ivAbi and 
though bis Lieutenant Colonel was very defirous to eive up 
the Command again to hiin, and lo receive his Orders^ he 
would by no means at that time take it, but chofe to ferv^ 
as a Voluntier, in the firft Rank, wkh a Pike in his band i and 
was the next day, as was faid^ taken PrUbner whh the reft^ 
and with moft of the other Officers fent to JHkff, and ihortly 
after from thence to the Tower of Ijmiam. 

He was no fooner there* than the Lord Ii^> who bad 
great kiodneft for him, and good Inrereft in die Parliament^ 
with much importunity endeavoured to perfwade him to take 
a Commiflion in that Servke, and offer'd him a Command 
Superior to what he had ever had before ; which he pofitivelv 
and difdaioftiUy refiifed to accept, though the ftreights befu^- 
fer'd in Prifon were very great, and he thoiwht himfelf not 
kindly dealt with, that there was neither care for his Exchange;, 
nor Money fent for his fupport. But there was all poffible 
endeavour ufed for the firft, by ofl&ring feveral Officers of the 
fame Quality for his Exchange \ which was always reffaied \ 
there having been an Ordinance made, <' that no CMBoer who 
^ had been Tranfported out of Irelimdy (hould ever be ex** 
^'dianged ; fo that moft of them remained ftill in Prifon with 
him in the Tower, and the reft in other Prifons ; who all un- 
derwent the fame hardihips by the extreme neceffity of the 
King's condition , which co«U not provide MquqP eoorah 
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fur tbeif fi>pply ; yec «ll was done towurdak (hat wta poT- 

When the Wir wu at ao end, «Dd ibe King a Phfcoer, 
CnmrntU prevailed with Mink for hit libertT and pKfnment, 
10 cagafe himTclf acain in the War of Irtumd. Aod, from 
that time, Mn*^ eondnucd very firm to O i w ig; who waa 
liberal, and botuitiful to him, and (ooIe him into his entire, 
coofideace ; and aixet be had put the Command of ttetlsmd 
into his handi, he feared DCAoii^ &om thofe Quarten ; nor 
waa there any Man in either of the Armici, upon whole fi- 
delity to ^uiadiCrwmi'^ more depended. Andtbofe of hit 
WcKsm Friends, whoiiuwgfat bdl of him, ttiought it Co no

ibon difinifled him, without difcovering to htm any inclina- 
tion to thebufinefs became about, advifing him ^^ to return

I N truth, at that time, the General had not given the lead 
pubUck'proof that he had any thought, or purpofe of contri- 
buting to the Kii^g's Reftoration, which he might poffibly 
think to be defperate. Some rather believed, chat the difpo- 
fitiony which afterwards grew in him, towards it, did arife 
froin divers Accidents, which fell out in the courfe of Afiairs, 
andfeeoEi'd even to oblige him to undertake that which in the 
end conduced fo much co his greatnefs and glory : yet from 
that very time, his Brother's Inclinations co the King being 
known, and his Journey taken notice of, it was generally be* 
lieved in SMUmd that he had a purpofe to ferve the Kiog ^ 
which his Majefiy took no pains to difdaim either there, or 
in EMgbmd. 
Moiik*« Now upon the (cveral fuddain Changes in EHgUmd, and 
i'*^£ •/ the Army's poflefling icfelf of the entire Government, M(mk 
^^ti^s ^wheiboula be quickly overrun and deftroyed by Lamitrt's 
tim. greatnefs, of which he had always great emulation, if he did 
not provide for his own fecurity. And therefore when he 
heard of his march towards the North, heufed all inventions 
to gee time, by entring into Treaties, and in hope that there 
would appear fome other Party that would own and avow the 
Parliament's Intereft, as He had done : nor did he then ma- 
nifeft to have more in his purpofe, than his own profit and 
honour, under the eilablifliment of that Government. 

When he heard of Lamiert's being pafled T&rk^ ami his 

making haft to Nem-Cafthy and had purged out of his Army 

all thole whofe aOeAtons and fidelity were fufpedted by him, 

he called together an Aflembly, fomewhat refembling a Con-

other carriage towards them^ but what was in order to that 

end, he was Friendly and Companiable enough; and as he 

wasfear'dbythe Nobility, and hated by the Clergy, fo be 

was notunlov'dbythe Common People, who received more 

Juftice, and lefsOppreflion from him, than they had beenac- 

m difcmrfi cuftom'd to under their own Lords. When this Convention 

i$ thtm appear'd before him, he told them, ^ that he had received a 

^^ Call from Heaven, and Earth, to march with his Army in- 

^^ to EMglamL for the better fecdement of the Government 

*' there i and though he did not intend hisabfence ihouMbe 

f long, yeibe fore&w chat there miglit be foanq difturbanoe 
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V of the Peace which they enjoyed ; and therefore he ezpeft- 
^^ ed, anddefired^ that, inanyfiichoccafion, thev would be 
'^ ready to joyn with the Forces he left behind in rneir own de- 
*< fence. In the iecond place, which was indeed all he cared for 
fiom them^ he very eameftly prefled chem, '^ that they would 
** w/ in a prefent Sum of Money out of the Arrears of their 
'^ Taxes, for fuppiying the neceffities of the Army, witbouC 
*^ which it Goold not well march into tfigUmd. 

F R o 1^ the time that he had fettled his Government in that 
KinRdom, he had (hew'd more ktndnels to, ahd ufed more 
famui'artty wirh fuch Perfonsas Were mod notorious for Af- 
fedton to the King, as finding them a more dircA uid pun- 
dual People than the reft : and when thefe Men reforted t6 
him upon this Convention, ttiough they could draw nothing 
fron)btmof promife, or intimation to any fuch purpoils, yec 
he was very well content they fliould believe that he carried 
with him very good Inclinations to the King; by which ima- 
gination of theirs, he receiv*d great Advantage : for they pay- 
ed him the Arrears of a twelve Months Tax over the King- 
dom ; which. complied with hiswifli, and partly enabled him 
to draw his Army together. And after he hud aflign'd thofe' 
whom he thought fit co leave behind him, and afterwards put 
tl^m under the command of Major General M^gtmj he 
roarch'd with the roft to Berwick^ where a good part of His 
Horfe and Foot expededhim ; having refufed to ratify the 
Treaty lign'd by his Commiflfioners at Landany and commit-^ 
ted Colonel ^ir, one of them, upon his return to Scotland^ 
for having consented tofomething prejudicial tp him, and ex- 
prefsly contrary to hi9 InftraAions. However be defired to 
gain farther time, and agreed to another Treaty to be held 
at NetP'Oiftb'y which, though he knew it would be govern'd 
by LMmbnty was like not to be without fome benefit to him- 
lelf, becaufe it would keep up the opinion, in the c^mmittii 
rfSrfftyy tha( he was inclined to an accommodation of Peace. 

It was towards the end of N^vrnr^r, that LMmtert withumbert 
his Army arriv'd at jNSnp-0;/?/r, where he found the Officers «Mr«' ^ti , 
and Soldiers whom Monk had caihier'd j and who, he per- **' ^^^^ '• 
fwaded the People, had deferted M»mky for his infidelity to SjeTiiSli 
(he Common- wealth, and that moftofthofe, who yet ftayed^wcw*/ 
with him, would do fo too, aflbon as he ihouid be within di- Naf^emUr* 
ftance to receive them. But he now found his confidence had 
carried him too far, and thathe was at too great a diftanceto 
tve that relief to his C^mmatH ofSafttj^ which it was like to 

nd in need of. Haftfrig and JM^rky were now looked upon^ 
as the Perfons invefted with the Au^^ity of Parliament, 
whcfe Intereft was fupported by thei9 ^ and the Officer, who 
yas fent by /i^ Cramii^rr rfS^rty to reftraia them in Portf^ 

XX a moutb^ 
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lMMrl£^ ^or rather co reftnin Porfons irom refordng to thom^ 

found ^himfelf deferced by tnore than half fads Soldiers ; who 

deohred '^chac they would &rve the Parliancar, and fo wedc 

l^^v^r ^'^ P^rtfimnah,^ and another Officer, who was fent with a 

^^J^^ ftrooger Party to fecond them, dticoyering, or fomenting the 

V9iitdt9$f. fiune AfeOiooainAhis Soldiers, very frankly carried them to 

the Cuoe place : fo that they were now grown too Nuinerous 

to be contain'd within that Garrfibn, but were Quarcer'd to 

be in feadinefs to march whither their Generals, Hajkrig and 

Mnkj^ would condwfl theiti. 

The City took new courage from hence ; and what the 

Mafters durft not pubUckly own, the Apprentices did, their 

diflibe, oftheprefent Government; and flcxrkmg together in 

treat Mukitudes, declared *^ that they would have a freePar- 

^ llament. And though Colonel Htvyfim ( a bold Fellow, 

who had been an ill Shoemaker, and afterwards Clerk to a 

tht city^f- Brewer of fmall Beer ) who was left to guard ibe cwmmtUe rf 

nTiZ'mt ^^y\ fupprefled that Commotionrby marching into the City, 

fmp^tjidij and killing fome of the Apprentices, yet the lots of that blood 

Hcwfon* inflamed t'he City the more againft the Army ; which, they 

£ud, '^ was only kept on foot to murther the Qtizena. And 

it was faid, they caufedaBill of Indifiment to be ^prepared 

againil i2»(2/dii for.thofe Murthers. The Common Council 

appear'd every day more refraAory, and rcfofed to concur in 

any thing that was propofed to them by the Cfmmittee^fSMff' 

Sj whk:h begun to beuniverfally abhor'd, as like to becte 
riginal of fuch another Tyranny as CromnmlthzA ereded, 
Ikiceit wholely depended upon the Power and Sphit of the 
Army: though on the other hand, the Committee protefted 
and declared to them , ^ that there fhould be a Parliament 
*' called to meet together in Fetnutry next, under fudi Q^tr 
*^ 6cations and Reftridions, as might be aire to exchideluch 
^ Perfoas who woukl deftroy them. . But this gave no fati^ 
fiiSkion, every ManremembriRg the Parliament tint had bees 
packed by Cr&mmeB.

Uf o N the raie of this,. Hajkrig and JHC^riSfx relblv'd with HzQctig 
their Troops to leave Fort/mouthy and to march towards '•'^wwley 
I^mhmj where their Friends now pi;evaU'd lb much. Andp^^^*^ 
the News of chi5 OMurch raifed new diougbt^ io thofi: So|dieni mouth f«- 
who had been kfe by Litmiert to execute any Orders, which ■»4ri<# Loa* 
they flMuld receive from the Cmmittet of. Safsty. The Otb^ ^^. 
cets of thefe Regiments had been Calbier d by the Council of 
OflEcers, or tio CommiUoo of Safety^ for adhering to the Pajc^ 
liaflttSBi ; and their CommaiKis having been given to otbec 
Men, who had beei> diicounceoanced^y the Parliament, tbe 
Regiiae&cs for a aooe appeared as much conficm'd in the In- 
feereft of the Army, as could be wiihcd. But thefe CafllHer'd 
Oficers, upon fo great Revohitions iathe City and iheNsuiry, 
and the Neva of the Advance of Ha/krig and JUbrbr/y refolv d 
10 confar with their old Soldiers, and tz v wbethec thev bad 
aa much Credit with them as their new Officets ; and found 
fo much eacottiagement, that, alt a time appointed^, they put 
themftlves into the Heads of their Regiments, and marcned 
with them into the Field \ whence, after a (horc conference 
together, and renewing vows to eacti other never more to de- nr 8»u&m 
fift the Parliament*! they aU marched into Ci&««rer^- Lane, to m London 
thcHoufe of the Speaker \ and profieOed their reiolution lo^**'*'** 
live and die with the Parivunentj^ and never more to fwcxvcfe|y^ 
from iheir FideUcy to it. m^$^^ 

Lambert, upon the firft News of the froward Spirit ia.i^Mfcr. 
the City, had fent back D9shorough\ Rq^iment ; which, waa 
iMMi noarched as near L««db« as Sc Alians-^ where, hearing 
vvhat their fcUowis at Woftmmfior^ with whom they were to 
jo)na, had doae> they refolv'd not to be the laft in their Sut)^ 
nuffioQ y but declared that they likewife were for the Parli^ Desb«»' 
iBent j and gave the Speaker notice of their Obedience. In ronshVJt^ 
aU thefe fefperal TergiverCnions of the Soldiers, General Fip^i""«» ^ 
vmd lenaaia'd fiill in confuitations with the Conmttteo ^fJjJ^^JJ^ 
Stfi0y;, atid when any Intelligence wasbrought of any mux- 7ih« i«^. 
JBMir anpongjft the Sokliers^ by which a revolt might enfoe, vu^ tf 
and be waa defiied to go amongfl tbecn. to coafirm them, he F'eecwoed 
woiiM fall- upon his Knees to bis Prayers, and could hardly ^'^'''*: 
be prevaif d wkb to ^ to them. And when he was axnongft 
lheQ\ and io the oSddk of any difcourfe, he would invite 
them all to i^iei9| aidd nut himfelf upoa his Knees before 
i^ftOki ABdwImilbmeoi WaFrietuU impoituiiM him to ap- 
pear WMe vigofwi » Ihd Charge i^ badi, without which 
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they muft be all deftroy'd, they could get no other anrwer 
from him, than ^^ that God had fpit in his Face, and would not 
^' hear himi: So that Men ceafed to wonder why LMmbert had 
preferred him to the Office of General, and been content with 
the fccond Command for himfelf. 
Leneiial L B N T H A L the Speaker, upon this new Declaration of the 
fMt inu Soldiers, recover'd his Spirit, and went into the City, confen'd 
7^ On* with the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, and declared to them, 
^^ that the Parliament would meet ( chough not immediately } 
^* within very few days. For, as the Members were noc many, 
who were aiivc, knd fufier'd to meet as the ParUamenr, fo 
c**i^> tht they were now difpcrfed into feveral places. Then he went 
gw»»*iii if pQ jjjg ^ower, and, by his own Authority, remov*d the Lieu- 
• '**^* tenant, who had been confirm'd there by the Ctmmittet ^ 
Safity ; and put S' Aaifhmj ji[b!ey Cnftr^ and other Members 
of the Parliament) into the Govemmenc and Gomfiiand of 
the Tower. 
1^ pjr/f'tf- All things being ii> this good order, He and the Mem- 
PMM m99tt bers met a£atn together at Uyhnrnfiefy on Deeemier the liJth, 
wettinin- ^^^ aflumed the Government of the three Kingdoms, out of 
jler. * which they had been twice before caft, with ib much re- 
proach and infamy. Aflbon asthey came together, they re- 
peal'd their Aft aeainft the payment of E^tcife and Cuftomsj 
and put thofeColfcftions into the date thev had been formerly 
in, tnat they might be fure not to be witnout Money to pay 
their Profelyte Forces, and to carry on their other Ezpences. 
Then they appointed Commiflioners to dired the C^Larters 
L^mberc^i ^^^^ whtch the Army fliould be put ; and made an Order, that 
Tr^ps f ^U the Tfpops under the Command of L^mtert^ without fend- 
rMry-#v«rj/]nganydireftion toh|m, (hould repair to thbfe Quarters to 
^iwrteTA which they were aflign'd. ^ 

This Man was now in a difconfolate condition : As Mnii 
approach'd nearer to him, very many of his Soldiers deferted 
him, and went to the other. The Lord P^rflfx had raifed 
Forces, and pofleflcd himfelf of Tori^ without dedaring any 
Umhen's t^^^ of his purpofe. And this laft Order of the Parliament 
i4rmy icps^ fo entirely ftripp d Lambert of his Army, that there remained 
«/#; } 4ni not wirh him aoove one hundred Horfe; all the reft return^ 
n^tt*rH^ to their Quarters with all qutecnefi and refignation ; and him- 
th€ tmmt. felf was Tome time after committed to the Tower. The reft 
VapeW of the Officers of the Army, who had been formerly Ca- 
ot^s irAt (bier'd by the Parliament, and had refuro'd their Commands 
*J;^*^ that they might break Ir, were again difmifled from their 
CommiccecGharges andcommitted Prifoners to their own Houfes. Sr 
of Sjfcty, Hmhj Vaney a«d divers other Members of the Houfe who had 
^C^*'' '• coiicurf'd with the Commitiee rfSafety^ ^cre likewife confined 
'^ll/rr" to their own Houfes: ^ that tb^ Parllanent fetm'd now 
• ' agaifi 
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again poflefled of a more abfolute Aucborky than ever it had 
been, and to be wichout aoy danger of oppofidonj at oon- 
cradkiion. 

The other Changes and Fluduationshad ftill adminifter'd 
fome hopes to the King, and the daily breaking out of new 
AninK>ficies amongft the Chief Mininers of the former Mif^ • 
chiefs, difpofed Men to believe that the Government mighc 
at iaft reft upon the old foundadoo. Men ezpeOed, that t 
very (harp Engagement between Ijmiert and M$mk mighc 
nuiKe their parrs of the Army for ever after irreconcilable^ 
and (hat all Parties would be at Iaft obliged tp confent to a 
new Parliament ; in the Eledion whereof there was a rea-^ 
Iboable belief, that the general temper of the People would 
choofc Sober and Wife Men, who would rather bind up the 
Wounds which had been already made, than endeavour to 
widen them. The Committee of SMjety had neither received the 
Reverence, nor inculcated the Fear, which any Government 
muft do, that was to Iaft any time. But thi| furprifing Re-cr/mrifirt. 
furredton of the Parliament, that had baen fo often exploded, t»% •/ tim 
fo often dead and buried, and was the only Image ot Power '*^'''**?'** 
that was moft formidable to the King and his Party, feem'd to^ J^;''^' 
pull up all their hopes by the Roots, and was interpreted by figm'd mtn 
that Party, as an Adt of Providence to eftablilh their Mon- d^f^stt. 
ftrous Murthers and Ufurpatlon. And it may be juftly faid, 
and tranfmitted as a truth to Pofterity, that there were very 
few Men, who bore a part in thefe Changes and giddy Revo*- 
lutions, who had the leaft purpofe or tnoueht to contribute 
towards the King's Reftoration, or who wiQrd well to his In- 
tcreft ; they who did fo, being fo totally fupprefled and difpi- 
rited, that they were only at gaz?, what Light might break 
out of this Darknefs, and what order Providence might pro- 
duce our of this Confufion. This was the true State of Af- TbiCmOUUm 
fairs when the King returned from FumtMrgim to BruJlib^ ox^ih»Ki^ 
within few days after ; and therefore 'ds no wonder, that there ^ B't2fl#i«r 
was that dejeaion of Spirit upon thoie about his Majefty y 
and that the Duke of Xork^ who faw fo little hope of return* 
ing into EfigUnd^ was well pleafcd with the Condition that 
was ofler'd him in Spmrn, and that his Servants were impa- 
tient to find him in polleffion of it. 

Whilst the divifions Ijad continued in the Army, and 
the Paiiiaroent (eem'd entirely depofed and laid afide^ and 
no body imagin'd a poffibility of any compoiition without 
Blood, the Cardinal himfcif, as is faid before, and xS^cSpMrnifb 
Minifters, feem'd ready and prepared to advance any defign 
of the King's. But when they faw all thofe contentions and 
^raging Animofities compofed, or fupprefled, without one 
(>roken Head> and thofe very Men again in pofleffion of the 
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Oomnment iod the Army, who htd been fo konfMy re* 
jeded atid crampkd upon^ tad who had it oow in their 
power, as well as their purpofe, to level all. thofe prehem^ 
lieDCef which ha4 overlooked diem, they looked upoo the 
iPailiaiBent at more fecurely fettled agaioft Dorarftic diftiir- 
baAcet, and mudi nore fbrmMabljr, wich refereooe to their 
^eighbonri, than it had been under OMMurff himfelf ; and 
thought of nothing ffiore, than how to make advanrageoas 
and firoi AUianots with it. 

T H a R B retnatn d only wkhin the King's own Breaft ibme 
iaint hope ( and God kiu>W8 it was very faint } that Mmk'B 
narch into Btgimd might yet proddce loaie alceradon. His 
Majefty had a fecret Coricfpoodence with ibme principal Of- 
ficers in his Army, who were much trufted by turn, and had 
promiied great Sctviccs : and it was prefum'd that they wouU 
undenake no fuoh perilous Engagement without His privky 
and connivance;, Befides, it might be expeded from hit 
Judgement, that whatever pnefent Conditions the Governing 
Party might eive him, for the Service he had done, he could 
not but condudc, that they wouU be always jealous of the 
Power they faw he was poflefled of, and that an Army that 
had marcfaicd fo far barely upon his word, would be as ready 
to march to any place, or for any purpofe, he would Conduat 
them. And it was evident enough that the Parliament re- 
fahr'd to new Model their Army, and tp have no Man in any 
liich extent of Command, as to be able to Controle their 
Coonfels. Then his Majefty knew they were jealous of his 
Fidelity, how much foever they courted him at that time ; and 
therefore Mu$k would think himfelf obliged to provide for hit 
own Safety and Security. 

B u r, 1 fay, tbefe were but faint hopc^ grounded upon 
fuch probabilities as dcfpairing Men are wiUtng to entertain. 
The truth is, thofe Officers had honeft Inclinations ^ and, as 
Wife Men, had concluded, that, from thofe frequent Shuf* 
Iks, ibme Game at laft might fall out that might move to the 
King's Advantage, and fo were willmg to befpeak their own 
welcoiae by an early applk^ation j whfch, in regard of the 
Perfoes trufted by them, they concluded would be attended 
with no danger. But it never appeared they ever gave the 
General the leaft canfe to imagine they had any fuch Afibftion; 
and if they had, *^ likely they had paM dearly for it. And 
it was the King^ great nappinefs, that the General never 
ewo'd his purpoffe to ferve his Majefty, till it fell to be in Ms 

Cwer, and indeed was the heft thtog in his power to do. If 
had ded^'d his lefohition fooner, he had been deftroy'd 
himfelf; the whole Machine beina fo infinitely above his 
ftrcngth, that it ooakl be only mov'tlby a Divine band ^ and

W H BN the Parliament found themfebes at fi> much eafe^ 
nod lb much without apprehenfion oH farther infecurity, they 
heartily wiih'd that General M^ was again in hit old C^ar- Mask 
ters in Scmidwd. But at he continued hit march towards Ln^ 
An, without expefting their Orders, fo thev knew not how 
to Gomnand him to jreturn, whom they haa km for to aflSft 
tbem^ without feeing him, and giving him thaoks and reward 
KNT hit great Sovice : yet they fent to him their defire, *^ that tIh fgfiu^ 
^ a good part of his Forces migbt be lent back to SeHlmtd ; (M»r itfke. 
and He^ having fent back as many as be knew would be fuf- !^/^' '^ 
ficaenc for any Work they could have to do in thoieNofthern ^yZa^^ 

Erttf continued his march with an Army of about five thou*^jci(f«8cof 
id Foot and Horfe, confifting of fuch Perfooa in wbofe Af- Und. 
fieftioni lo him he had full Confidence. When he came to 
r§rk^ he fiMind that City in the podeffion of the Lord Fairfsx ; Monk Mwt 
who reoeiv'd him wkh open Armes, at if he had drawn ihofe ** ^*'^* 
Forces tofether, and feiled upon that place, to prevent the 
Arm/t poOcffiog it, and to make iMM's Advance iaio E/tg- 
Umi the left interrupted. 

Thb truth it, that, upon a Letter from the Kmg, deli- tu urd 
yfefd tQFshfsx by S^ H§rs$io nwM/hdy and widi hisfok^**'^"' 
prifity^ and upon a preTumption that General M^mk htoa^^^^J^T 
pood Aflbfttons with nim for hitMajefty'tServke^ that Lotdnsff, 
bad call'd together fome of hiroid disbanded Officers and Sol- 
diers, and many principal Gentlemen of the Country, smd 
mardied in the Head onhem into Ttri^ feme time after that 
LmUfrt wat pafled towa^dt Nim<:0fik^ wkh a fi;dt rcfolutkxi 
to declare for the King ; but when he could not afterwards

The Parliament was far from being confident that Atai 
was above temptation : the mannerof his march with fuch a 
Body, his receiving fo many AddrcSes from the People, and 
his treating Malienants fo civilly, ftartled them much ; and 
though his ProfiSions of fidelity to the Parliaments ana re- 
ferring all determinations to Their Wiiciom , haa a good 
AfpeA towards them, vet they feared that he might obferve 
too much how generally odious they were grown to thePeo* 
pie, which might kflen his reverence towards them. To pre- ' 
vent this as much as might be, and to give (bme check to 
rk$ «P4r/!M. that licence of Addrefles, and refortof Malignancs, they (ent 
mm pmdi two of their Members of moft credit with him, ScH and B0' 
Scot «^ Umfim, under pretence of giving their thanks to him for the

' and todiicountenanoe, and rq[)rehend any holdnefsthatllhould 
appear in any Delinquents. But this ferved but to draw 
more Affi'onts upon them ; for thofe Gentlemen who were ci- 
villy ufed by the General, would not bear any difrefpeA from 
thofe of whoft Perlbns they had all Contempt ; and for the 
Authority of thofe who fentthem, had no kind of reverence. 
AflR)on as the City knew of the deputing thofe two Members, 
they likewife fent four of their principal Citizens, to perform 
the fame Compliments, and to confirm him in his inclinations 
to a free Parliament, as the femedy all Men defirtd. 
M Si.Kh He continued his march with very few halts, till he came 
XnnMktfm toSc Alians, There he flopped forfome days; and fent to 
f» fW P4r. the Parliament, ** that he had foroe apprehenfion that thofe Re^ 
wX ?- *■ K^nicnts and Troops of the Arnay who had formerly deierted 
^^ ?iX'' '^ them, though for the prefent they were returned to their 
wnmt re. ^^ obedience , would not live peaceably with his Men, and 
mv*dtiu •/ therefore defired that all the Soldiers ( except one or two Re- 
•**• giments, which he named) ^^ who were then quarter'd in the 
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^ Sirmdy U^JhUiUltr^ or other Suburbs of the City, might 
^^ be prefently removM, and fent to more diftant Qitrters^ 
^ chat there might be room for his Army. This Meffigewas 
unexpafted, and exceedingly perplexed them; and made them. 
fee their Fate would ftill be under the force and awe of an Ki^ 
my. However they found it neoeflary to comply ; and fent 
their Orders to all Soldiers to depart ; which, with the rea- n, ^griu- 
Ion and ground of their refolution, wasfodsfdainfully received, Mf«rx*vM 
that a Mutiny did arife amongft the Soldiers ; and the Kefgi-^^^*^ 
laenc that was Quartered in Somirfit Houfe^exprefsly refiiibd ca'^^''^* 
obey thofe Orders ; fo that there were like to be new Uproars. 
But their Officers, who would have been glad to inflame them 
upon fuch an occafion, were under reftraint, or ablent: and 
lb at laft all was well compofed, and Officers and Soldiers re* 
mored to the Quarters amgn'd them, with animofity enough 
againft thofe who were to fucoeed them in their old ones. And ^ . 
in the beginnilig of Veitumrj^ General Monk with his Army M^dbw » 
marched through the City into the Stramd^ and WefimmS$r^iAm tkth* 
where it was Quarter'd ^ his own Lodgings being provideo J''«^*x ^ 
for him in ¥PUt0'H0B, Febi qtrjr. 

Hb was ihortly after condufied to the Parliament. There "#>/ cm- 
he had a Chair appointed for him to fit in; and the Speaker j; ^^^ 
made him aSp^ch to this eftft, <*that though it^^G^^^^^^^!^ 
'^ and not Man, who had done this great work, and ought tOMsflTi^ 
^F have the Glory of it; yet the Influence of that Glory cx^tf^SftJ^. 
*^ tended to Him the Inftrumeot, as a reward of his pnx^t 
*^ and wife Conduft : that when their Friends had left them, 
*' and there was a^great defeftioo in duty and truft, fo that the 
^^ whol^ Nation feem'd to be expofed to (he utmoft rain; they 
*^ difcem'd, as the Prophet did. a little Qoud afar off, and 
<^ in His hand which had difperied the Miferies Of thefe Na« 
'^ tions, and was become a glorious Mercy to them all : that 
^' the Houfe had a true rdentment of his Service, and retum'd 
^^ their hearty thanks to Him, and all his Officers and Sol- 
" diers. 

The General was not a Man of Eloquence or Volubility Menk'i 
of Speech; but after having thanked them, ** ft>r the honour ^^- 
^ they had done him for but doing his duty ; he told them, 
^< that, in bis march from SMUmd^ feveral Applications^ with 
^f numerous. SubicriptiofiSy had been made to him, for a full 
^ and free Parliament, for admittance of the fecluded Mem« 
^bers without any previous Oath or Engagement ; and that 
^^ this Parliament would determine their Sitting: to all which 
^he had anfwer'd, that they were now a free Parliament; 
^ and that they had voted tofill up their Houfe , and then 
^chey wouMbe a fiill Parliament ; and that they hadakeady 
f f decermin'd their Sitting.

*hM ivhicfa'they thought ib neceflary to. their Service.; and He n rnUw it 
as readily ^ecuted their ComaaiKk ; led his Army into the '««^*^'»* 
ToWB'on'Fr^. the ytb, negleded the entreatks and prayers 
of all who applied to him (whereof there were many 'Who 
•believed he meaat better towards them j oaufed asman](, as

tthey tioiikl not be too cmfidint of {his abedjenBe to Aeir

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that iftheParliameot had cultivated thk tame reQgnadondf 
hiSy with any temptr and difctetion, by preparing his ooo- 
fent and approbation to their ptoceedings, they might have 
found a fall condefcenfionfrom him, at leall no oppofition to 
all their other Counrels. But they were (o infatuated with 
pride and infolence, that they could not difeern the wayi to 
their own prefervation. 

Whilst He was executing this their Tyranny upon the 
City, They were contriving howtoleflenhis Power and Au<< 
tbority, and refolv'd to Joyn others with him in the Com- 
TWP^r^ mandofthe Army; and, upon that very day, they received a 
IJ^^M^ Pedtt<»> ''Wch they had fomented, prefented to the Parlia- 
JSmmifmtDenlbj a Man notorious in chofe times, and who hath been 
miib Wap, formerly mention'd, frmJi-God Bsreioite^ in the head of a 
«^''««^aowdof Sedaries. The Petition begun with all theinftagia* 
ST* toae **^® bittemeft and reproaches upon the Memory of the late 
/r«^iibcAi.King, andagainftthe Perfonoftheprtfent King, and all the 
wm€ki. Nobility, Clergy, and Gentry of the Kingdom, which ad- 
hered to him 'y the utter Extirpation of all which it preQed 
with great Acrimony. It took notice of many diibourfes of 
calling a new Parliament, at leaft of admitting thofe Mem- 
bers to ft in the prefent Parliament, who had been excluded 
in the year i64fi ; *^ either of which, the Petitioners faid, 
^^ woula prove the inevitable deftruftionof all the Godly in 
^^ the Land : and therefore they befought them with all etn- 
eteefs, **that noPerfon whatfoever might be admitted to the 
^^ ezercife of any Office or Fundion in the State, or in th^ 
^* Church, no not fo much as to teach a School, who did not 
^* firft take the Oath of Abjuration of the King, and of all his 
^ Family, and that he would never fubmit to the Govern- 
'' ment or any One fingle Perfiui whatfoever ; and that who- 
^* foever (hould piefume fo much as to propofe, or mention 
^^ the Rdloration of the King in Parliament, or any other 
^^ jfi^ucCi (hould be adjudged guilty of, and condemned for High 
« Treafon. 

This Petition was teceiv'd with great approbation by the 

Houfe , their Afieftion much applauded, and the thanks of 

the Parliament very folemnly retum'd by the Speaker : all 

Moakv which information the General received at WMi HaB^ when 

M^Q^iht retum'd out of the City ; and was prefencly attended bv 

^fBmmud i,i3 cijicf Officers ; who. with open mouths, inveigh'd agatnft 

M^Z th^ proceedings of the Parliament,^* their manlfoft ingratitude 

n*MUsmm ^ to him, and the indignity ofler'd to him , in giving fuch 

tftk€ir(j9^ *^ countenance to a rabble of kifamous Varlets^ who defired 

m^* ^ to fet the whole Kinitdom in a 6ame, to comply with thdr 

<f Fanatkdt and mad Enthufiafins ; and that the PteUamcnt 

*^ would never have z^&ixtfii fiicb A infiuq^os Additfi widi 
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'^ approbation, except chev had firft reTolv'd upon his Ruin 
*^ and deftruftKXi ; which he waa afluredly to look for, if he 
*^did DOC prevent it by his Wirdom, and &igadty ; ancf there-* 
upon cold him of the under-hand Endeavours which were 
uled to work upon the AfieAions of the Soldiers. 

T H B General bad been prepared, by the conferences of 
Sc9$ and Boimfm in the march, to exped, that, aflRxm as ho 
came to the Parliamenc, he muft take che Oath of Abjuratioa 
of the King and his Family. And therefore they had adviled 
him ^ to of&r the taking it himfelf, befofe it Ihould be pnv 
^ poled to him, as a matter that would confirm all Men in an 
^ entire confidence in him. When he came to the Parlia- 
ment, they forbore, that day, to mention it, being a day de- 
dicated only to cards him, and to site him thanks, in which 
it could not be ieafonable to roinefe any thing oFdiftruft. But 
they meant roundly to have prefled him to it. If this laft op- 
portunity, whfch they look'd upon as a better earneft of his 
fidelity, had not fiUlen out ; and they thought he had not then 
taken any fuch refolution, as would have made him paufe in 
the giving them that fatis&Aion. £ut being now awaken'd ivi^Mfsw 
by this Abirm from bis Officers, and the temper they were in, kirn. 
and his flegm a little curdled, he begun to think himfelf in 
danger; and that this body of Men, that was called the Par- 
liament, had not reputation enough to pirererve themfelves, 
and thofe who adher'd to them. He badobferv'd throughout 
the Kingdom, as he march'd^ how defpicable they were in 
the eftimation of all men, wno gave them no other term or 
appellation but the ICimpp, as the fag end of a Carcale lone 
finoe expired. All that night was fpent in confultation with 
has Officers ; nor did he then form any other defign chanfo to 
unite his Army to htm that they might not leave him in any 
refoludon he (hould think fit to take. 

I N che momine, which was very loon after he had broken tummim 
the Gates and the Hearts of the City, he called his Army a- y^.**^ 
gain together, and marched with it into Lomlm^^ taking upy-)^']^'^ 
his own Quarters at an Alderman's Houie. At che fame time ^«i}ai6ir«r7 
he left l0nt9'HaBy he lent a Letter to the Parliament, in Lnttmtlm 
which he roundly took notice of *^ their unreafonable, un- p«^mmpr*- 
^* juft , and unpoUtick proceedfaigs ; of their abetting and 
^^ countenancing wicked, and unchriflian Tenents in reference 
^^ to Religion, and fuch as would root out the praftice of 
^^ any Religion j of their underhand oorrefpondtng with thoie 
^ veryPerfons whom they had declared to be Enemies^ and 
^ who bad been principally hiftrumental in all the affiants 
^ and indignities they had undergone, in and after their dif^

**arc by God's Providence ft) broken, that, in the eye of rea- 
'* fon, they cannot he reftored but upon the Ruins ot the Peo- 
^' pie of tnefe Nations, that have engaged for their Rights, in 
^^ defence of tha Parliament, and the great and main ends of 
^* the Covenant, for uniting and making the Lord's Name 
** One in the Three Nations : and alio the Liberty of the Peo* 
^^ pie's Reprefencatives in Parliiment will be certainly loft; 
^' for if the People find, that after fo long and bloody a War 
'^ againft the King for breaking in upon their Liberties, yet at 
^'laft He muft be taken in again, it will be out of queftion, 
^^and is mod manifefl. He may for the future govern by his 
^'Will, difpofe of Parliaments and Parliament- Men as He 
^^ pleafeth, and yet the People will never more rife for Af- 
•'liftance. 

^^ A N D as to the Intereft of this Famous City (which hath 
^' been in all Ages the Bulwark of Parliaments, and unto 
*' whom I am for their great Afledtion (o deeply engaged ) 
^^ certainly it muft lye in a Common- wealthy that Govem- 
*^ ment only being capable to make them, dirough the Lord's 
^ Blefling, the Metropolis and Bank of the Trade for all 
'' thrlft^Uom ; whereunto God and Nature hath fitted them

*^ A N D as to a Government in the Church , the want

^'hope will prevent. And fo God fpeedyou well together,

Divers who heard this, thought there was no diffimu- 
lation' in it, in order to cover and conceal his good intentions 
for the King : for, without doubt, he had not to this hour 
feem'd to d^m tohave anypurpofe, or thought to fervehiit], 
but appearVi to be really of the opinion he cxprefled in his 
Paper, that it was a work tinpoflible. So chat they thought 
he defired nothing, but that he might fee a Common-wealth 
eftabUfli'd in fuch a Model as HtttMtd was, where he had been 
bred ; and that hin^elf might enjoy the authority and place 
which the Prince of Orsnge pofleued in that Government. 
He had not, from his marching out of ^c^r Aim/ to this time, 
had much puUick converfation with any Perfons who had 
ferv'd the King ; nor had he hitherto, or, for fome time after, 
did he fet one of the Kick's Friends at Liberty, -though all 
the Prifons were full of chem ; but on the contrary, they were 
^try day committed by the Rump-Parliametit ; and with 
them it was guilt enough to be fufpe&ed but to wiQi for the 
King's Reftoratioa. 

AssooN as the Conference above mentioned was ended 

with the Members of the Parliament, -They who had been

lar^ng the Generates Commiffion , and revoking all other 

Commiflions which hadbeengranted toany to meddle with, 

or aflign Qjarters to any part of the Forces. 

They who had fate before, had put the whole Militia of 
the Kingdom into the hands of SeAaries, Perfons generally 
of no degree or quality, and notorious only for fome new 
Tenent in Religion, and for fome barbarity exercifed upon 
the King's Party. All thefe Commilfions were revolud, aAd 
the Militia put under the Government of the Nd>ility, and 
principal Gentry throughout the Kingdom ; yet with this care 
and exception , that no Pcrfon (hould be capable of being 
trufted in that Province, who did not firfi declare under his 

hand. 
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hand^ ^^that he did confefs, and acknowledge, that the War 
'^ railed by the two Houfes of Parliament againft the late - 
'^ King, was juft,and lawful, until fuch tiniie as force and vio- 
^' lence was ufed upon the Parliament in the year 16^48. 

I N the laft place, they ratfed an Afleflment of ohe hundred 
thouiand pounds by the Month , for the payment of the 
Army, and defraying the Publick expences for fix Months, to 
which the whole kingdom willingly fubmitted y and the City 
-of JLmu/mf, upon the credit and fecuricyof that AA, advanced * 
as much ready Money as they were deured ^ and having thus 
far redreded what was paft, and provided as well as they 
xould for the future, they ilTaed out Writs to call a Parliament, ruy ijfue 
to meet upon the five and twentieth day of ^/r/Vnextenfuing vvut$ for 4 
(being v^i7 1660) and then, on thefixteenth, or feventeenth ^^^^'^^V 
day of H/Unrcby after they had appointed a Council of State, o(2gJtve *" 
which there were many fober ana homeft Gentlemen, who did thtmfthts, 
not wilh the King ill, they diflblv'dthat prefent Parliament, '^nd appoint 
ftgainfl all the importunities ufed by the Seftaries ( who in "• f 'jf "I")' 
Multitudes flocked together, and made Addrefles in the Name "' "^ ^''^' 
of their Party in the City of Lfrndm^ that they would not dif- 
folve themfelves) but to the unfpeakable Joy of all the refl of 
the Kingdom^ who, notwithflanding their very different af- 
feAions, expcdations, and defigns, were unanimous in their 
wearinefs and deteftation of the long Parliament. 

When the King, who had rather an imagination, than an -^^ j^„ >^ 
expeAation, that the march of General Monk to Jjmdon with ^f^^in st 
his Army might produce fomc alteratioii that might be ufe- Br uflels sin- 
ful to him, heard of his entire fubmidion to the Parliament, ^'"-^ '*"' 
and of his entring the City, and difarming it, the Commitm ent '""** 
of the principal Citizens, and breaking their Gates and Port- 
cullifes, all the little remainder of his hopes was extinguifl)ed, 
and he had nothing left before his Eyes but a perpetual Exile, 
attended with all thofe difcomforts, whereof he had too long 
Experience, and which, he muft now exped, would be im- 
proved with the worft circumftancesof negleft, which ufe to 
wait upon that condition. A greater confternation anddeje- 
ftion of mind cannot be imagined than at that time covcr'd the 
fmall Court of the King; but God didnotfuffcr him long to 
be wrapp'd up in that melancholic Cloud. As the General's 
fecond march into the City was within two or three days af- 
ter his firft, and difpell'd the mifts and fogs which the other 
had raifed, fo the very Evening of that day which had brought '^* ^% 
the News of the "firft in the Morning, brought likewife ^^''^7rf"'^cf 
Account to his Majefly of the fecond, with all the circum- ^^/ ,^7 
ftances of Bells, and Bone-fires, an4 burning of Rumps, \nAmATcUe$ tif 
fuch other Additions, as might reafonably tS true, and which the general 
a willing Relator would not omit. •*'• '^' ^"^* 
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When it begun to be dark, the Lord M^uis of Orm^ 
brought a young Man with bim to the Chancellor's Lodging 
at Brtfffels ; which was under the King's Bed Chamber, and 
to which his Majefty everyday vouchfafed to come for the 
difpatchof any Bufinefs. The Marquis faidno more but ^' that 
f ^ that Man had formerly been &n Officer under him, and he 
5^ believed he was an honeft Man ; befides, that he brought a 
. fHine or two of Credit from a Perfon they would both be- 
'Hieye; but tha^ his difcourfe was fo ftrange and extrava- 
*^ gant. that he kne\ir not what to think of it ; however, he 
^^ would call the King to judge ; and (b went out of the Room 
leaving the Man there , and immediately returned with the 
King. 

The Man's name was £«/A^^ who had liy'd mod in Jn- 
fa$Jy and had ferv'd there as a Foot Officer under the Marquis. 
He looked as if he had drank much, or Qept little ; bis Rela- 
tion was, ^^that in the Atrerncon of fuch a day, he was with 
^^ Sr Jom Stephens in Lamteth Houfe, ufed then as ^ Prifon (or 
5^ many of the King's Friends ^ where, whiiil they were in 
^^ conference together, News was brought intq the Hcufe by 
'^ ieveral Perfons , tha( the General was piarched with his 
^^ whole Army into the City ( it being within two or three 
f^ days after be had been there, and broke dowo their Gates, 
^^ and pulPd down their Pods ) and that \it had a conference 
'^ with the Mayor and Aldermen; which was no fboaerend- 
^^ ed, but that all the City Bells rang out ; and He heard the 
^ Bells very plain at Jjimieth : and that he flaid there (o late, 
'^ till they (aw the Bone-fires burning and flaming in the City : 
^^ upon which S^JohnSte|>hen,s)^^diit(\xtd him, that he would 
^^immediately crofs the Kiver, and go into Londop^ and in* 
^^ quire what the matter w^ ; and if he fiHind any thing extra* 
^ordinary in it, that he would take PofV, and make all pofli- 
'^ ble haft to Brujffb^ that the King might be informed of \ij 
*^ aiidfb gave him a (hort Note in Writing to the Marquis of 
^^ Qrmflna^ that he m-ght believe all that the Meilenger would 
^^ inform him : that thereupon he went jpvcr the River^ walked 
" thvoM^Cbe^pfidey faw the Bone-firtfc',and theKin^s health 
f^ drank in Several places, heard ^11 that the General had done, 
'^ a;id brought a Copy of the fetter which the General had 
^^ ffnt to the Parliament, at the time when he returned with 
'^his Arfny into tne City ; and then told many things, whieh 
f* Y^cre^ he faid, *' pqblic^ly fpoken , concerning fending (or 
^' the lung : thj|,t then he tooK Poll for Daver^ an4 hi^ a 
^^ Bark that brought him to Oftend, 

The time was to (liort from the hour he left lAvdcm^ th^ 
the expedirioa of his Journey was incpedible; nor could any 
miin underuke to come from theqce in fo fbprc % tim^j opop 
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the moft important Afiair, and for the greateft reward. Ic 
was evident by many paufea and hefitations in bis diicourle» 
and ibme Repetitions, that the Man was not compofed, and at 
bed wanted (leepi yet his Relation could not be ameer iiAi- 
on and imagination. S' Job* S^efbens was a M^ well known 
to hia Majclly« and the other two ^ and had been fent over 
lacely bv the King, with fome advice to his Friends y and ic 
was well known, that he had been apprehended at his Land- 
ing, and was fent Prifoner to Lmnheth Houfe. And though 
he had not mencion'd in his Note any particulars, yet he had 
given him credit, and nothing but the Man's own Devotion 
to the King could reafonably tempt him to undertake fo ha- 
zardous and chargeable a Journey. Then the General's Let- 
ter to the Parliament was of the higheft moment, and not like 
to befeign'd^ and upon the whole matter, the King thought 
he had Argument to raife his own Spirits, and that he (hould 
do but juftly in communicating his intelligence to his difpiric- 
ed Family , and Servants ; who , upon the News thereof, 
were revived proportionablv to the deibair they had fwal- 
low'd J and, according to tne temper of Men who had lain 
under long difconfolation, thought all their Sufferings over ; 
and laid in a dock offuch vaft hopes, as would be very hard * 
for anyfuccefs to procure fatisfadion for. 

But the King, who thanked God for this new dawning 
of hope, and was much refreOi'd with this unexpeAed Alce- 
ntion, was yet reilrain'd from any confidence that this would 
produce any fiicb Revolution as would be fufHcient to do his 
work y towards which he faw caufe enough to defpair of af* 
fiftance from any Forreign power. The moft that he could col- 
led from the Geperal's Letter, befides the fuppreffing thepre- 
feot Tyranny of the Rump-Par iiament, was, that , poffibly, 
at laft the excluded Members might be again admitted, and, 
it mpy be, able to govern that Council. And even this Ad- 
minifter^d no foltd ground of comfort or confideiKe to his Ma- 
jefty. Several of mofe excluded Members had not been true 
Members of Parliament, but elefted, after the end of the 
War, into Their places who had betn expelled for adhering 
to the King j and fo they had no title to fit there, but what 
the counterfeit Great Seal had given them, without, and a- 
gainft the King's Authority. It was thought thefe Men, with 
othf'cs who had been Lawfully chofen, were willing, and de- 
firous, that the Conceflions made by the late Kii^atthelfle 
of Wght might be accepted ; which in truth did, with the 
pcefervation of the Name and Life of the King, near as much 
eftablilh a Republican Government, as was tetded after his 
Murther ', and beaufe they would infift upon that, thty were, 
with thoie circumftances of force and violence, which are 
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formerly mcntion*«l, excluded from the Houfc ; without which 
tint horrid ViJlany could fteverhave been committed. 

Now what could the King reafonably cxpeft from thefe 
Men's readmiflion into the Government, but that they would 
refiime their old Conclufions, and prefs him to confent co his 
JarhcTS Conceffions ? which his late Majefty yielded to with 
hiuch Lis '-hcarfulncfs, than he walked to the Scaflbld ; though 
ir was up )!! trie promife of many powerful Men then in the 
Pirlii^incnr, " th2t he (hould not be obliged to accoilsplifli 
" that Af^iecmcht. Thefe Revolvings wrought much upon 
hi.-: Mjjcliy, though he thought it neccflary to appear pleafcd 
with what he hid heard, and to expert much greater thing! 
from ir j which yet he knew not how to contribute to, till he 
fhould receive a farther Account from London of the Rerohi- 
tions there. 

Indeed, when all his Majefty hsd heard before, was con- 
firm'd by feveral Expreffes, who pafled with much fre^om, 
and were every day fent by his Friends, who had rtcovcr'd 
their Courage to the full, and difcerned that thefe excluded 
Members were principally admitted to prepare for thecailing 
a New Parliament, and to be fure to make the diOfolution of 
this unqueftionable and certain, the King recover'd his hopes 
again ; which were every day incrcafed by the Addredes of 

jAtny nm many Men, v/ho had never before applied th^mfelves to him; 

sp^iy to the 2j^j j^^^y £^j^^ ^^ j^jj^ ^Qj, j^jg Majefty s Approbation and leave 

^"'^' to fcrve and fit in the next Parliament. And from the time 

3^wf ^hatthe Parliament was diOjlv'd, the Council of State be- 

\tnd \lha^ haved themfelves very civilly towards his M^jeftry's Friends, 

wournowto and rcletfed many of them out of Prifon : particularly Am- 

tho K^tn^'i nefley^ when Prefident of the Council, was very well con- 

^n9nd^. Rented that the King fliould receive particular Information oi 

His Devotion , and of his Rcfolution to do him Service ; 

which he manifcfted in many particulars of importance, and 

hid the Courage to receive a Letter from his Majefty, and re- 

turn*d a dutiful Anfwer to it : all which had a very good 

afpcdl , and feem'd to promife much good. Yet the King 

knew not what to think of the General's Paper, which he had 

delivered at his Conference with the Members; for which he 

could fcem to have no temptation, but his violent Affeftioh 

to a Common- wealth. Few or none of his Majefty's Friends 

could find any means of addrefs to him; yet they did believe, 

and were much the better for believing ir, that the King had 

Ibme fecret correfpondence with him. And fonhe of therti 

icnt to the King, " of what importance it would be, that he 

" gave them fome credit, or meaftfi of Acccfs to the General, 

by which they might receiv'e his Order and DiredHon m 

'•fiich things as cccurry on the fuddain, and that they might 
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^^ be furc to do nothing tbat might croft any purpoft erf" Hi^. 
To which the King return'd no other AnTwcr , ^' but that 
" they (Iiould have patience, and make no Attempt wh^fo- 
'^ever; and that in due time they fliould receive all Adver- 
^' tifements ceceflary ^ it being not thought fit to difclaim hav* 
ing intelligence with, or hopes of the General^ fince it was 
very evident, that the receiv'd opinion, that he did defign to 
ferve the King, or that he would be atlaft obliged to do it, 
wliether he defign'd to do it or no, did really as much con- 
tribute to the Advancement of his Majefty's Service, as if he 
had dedicated himfelf to it. And the Afliirance, that the odner 
Party thought they had, that be had no fuch Intention, hin- 
der'd thofe obftru&ions, jealoufies, and interruptions, which 
very probably might have leflen'd his credit with his own 
Army, or united all the reft of the Forces againft him. 

There happen'd likewife at this timeabufinefs that very 
much troubled the King, and might very probably have de«- 
firoy'd all the hopes that began to flatter him. . Upon the 
Diflolution of the Parliament, which put an end to all the 
Power and Authority of thofe who had been the chief loftru*^ 
ments of all the monftrous things which had been done, the 
higheft defpair feifed upon all who had been the late King's 
Judges ^ who were fare to find as hard meafure from the it" 
eluded Members, as they were to expeA if the King himfelf 
had been reftored. And all they who had afterwards coa<^ 
curr'd with them, and excrctfed the fame power, who were 
cali'd the Bumpy beltev'd their ruin and deftrudlon to be cer- 
tain, and at hand. And therefore they contrived all the ways 
they could to preferve diemfeives, and to prevent the aOem'- 
bling a n«w Parliament ; which if they could interrupt, they 
made no doubt but the Rump Members would again refume 
the Government, notwithftanding their Diflolution by the 
power of the fecluded Members ; who would then pay dear 
for their preTumption and inrrufion. 

To this purpofe, they employ'd their Agents amongftthe 
Offi<xrs atid Soldiers of the Army , who had been difgrace- 
fully remov'd froih their Quarters in the Strand^ and W/?- 
^fmifitTy and the parts adjacent to Lmion^ to make room for 
General Mndt^ Army \ which was now look'd upon as the 
fole Confiding part of the Army. And they inflamed thefe 
Men with the leiife of their own defperatc condition ^ who> 
having ferved throughout the War, (hould, befides the lofs 
of all the Arrears of Pay due to them, be now ofier'd as a (a-« 
crifiee to the Cavaliers, whom they had Conquer'd, and who» 
they fuppofed^ Were impiaoably incenfed againft them. Nor 
did they omit to make the fame ihiiifions into the Soldiers of 
General Monk'% kxid^^ who hi^dallche fame Tide to the faAie 
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feart andapprebenfions. And when their minds were thus pre- 

par^i, and ready to declare upon the firft opportunity, l!^- 

Lambert 'i tert made his elcape out of the Tower ; his Party having in 

gpM^ m •/all places fo many of their Combination, that they could com- 

*^" pafi their defigos of that kind whenever they thought fie , 

though the Goieral had as great a jealoufy of this Man's 

efcape, as of any thing that could fall out to(upplant him. And 

therefore , it may be prefumed, he took all poffible care to 

prevent it: and tney who then had Command of the place, 

were nocorioufly known neither to love Lamterfs Perfon, nor 

tofiivour hisDefigns. 

This elcape of Lamtert in fuch aconjun&ure, the moft 
perilous that it could fall out in, put the General, and the 
Council of State} into a great Agony. They knew well what 
Poyfon had been Icatter'd about the Army, and what imprd- 
(ion it had made in the Soldiers. Lamiert was the moft Po- 
pular Man, and had thegreateft Influence upon them. And 
though they had lately deferted him , they had fujf&ciently 

!>ubl3l)'d their remorie, and their deteftation of thoTe who had 
eduosd and couien'd them. So that there was little doubt to 
be made, now he was at liberty, but that they would flock 
and reibrt to him, aflbon as they (bould know where to 6nd 
him. On the other hand , no fmall danger was threatened 
from the very drawing the Armv together to a Rende9;vous 
in order to profecute and oppo(e him, no Man betngable to 
make a judgement what they wouM choofe to do in fuch a 
conjundure, when they were fo full of jealoufy and dilfids- 
fadion. And it may very reafonably be believed, that if he 
had, after he ft>und himfelf at liberty, lain conceal'd, till he 
had digefted the Method he meant to proceed in« and pro- 
cured fome place to which the Troops might rcfort to de- 
dare with him^ when he Ihould appear ( which had been 
very eafy then ft}r him to have done ) he would have gone 
near to have fliukcn at leaft the Model the General had 
made. 

B UT either through the fear of his fecurity, and being be- 
trayM into the hands of his Enemies ( as all Kind of treachery 
was at that time very adive y of which he had experience ) 
or the prefumption, that the Army would obey him upon 
his firft Call ; and that, if he could draw a (mall part to mm, 
the reft would never appear againft him ; he precipitated 
himlelf tomake an attempt, before he was ready for it, or it 
for Him ^ and fo put it into his Enemy's power to difiippoint, 
and controle all his defigns. He (laid not at all in LMuicmy 
as it was his Intereft to have done, but haften'd into the 
Country ; and truftins a Gentleman in Buckhgham-fbire , 
whom ne thought himfelf fure of, the General £ul quickly 

notice 
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notice in what Quarrer he was : yet, with great Expedition, 
L0mifH drew four Troops of the Army to him, with which 
he had the Coarage to ap|>ear near Dsventry in N^ribsmftm^ Hr ir^w 
Jh'tre^ a Country famous for di&£k(^ion to the King, and for^J^^'*^' 
adhering to the Parliament; where he prcfumed he ihouldbe^^]^*^' 
attended by other parts of the Army, before it (hould be oa? cncry. 
known ar WUte^lidl where he was , and that any Forces 
could be fent from thence againft him : of which, be doubted 
not , from his many Friends , he fliould have feafonable 
Notice. 

But the General, upon hisfirft fecret intimation of his 
being in Buckmgbanhjhirey and of the coorie he meant to take, 
had committed it to the charge and care of Colonel It^^UslyThtgentrsi 
( who was well known to be very willing and defirous to take^'^j'"'' 
revenge upon L^mUrty for his malice to Oliver and ^^^^y^^^liJi' 
and the attront he had himfeif receiv'd from hip ) to attend w>i/^m»ji 
aD4 watch all his Motions with his own Regiment of Horfe ji(jyiaM«, 
Mfbich was the more ftithfiil to him for having been before'?^ ' ^^ 
reduced by Lamiert to defert him. L^UsSy, bewg pyn'dl^i 
with a good Body of Foot under Colonel Stnater^ qfed foscreti^r. 
much diligence in waiting upon Ltfmfcrr's Motion, before be 
was fufpcded to be fo near , that one of ljmierf% four 
Captains fell into the hands of his Forlome hope ; who oaade 
him Prifoner, and brought him to their Colonel. The Ca- 
ptain was very well known to JmgoUsty ; who , after fbme 
conference with him, gave him bis liberty, upon his promife, . 
^^ that he would himtelf retire to his Houle, and lend his 
^^ Troop CO obey his Commands ; which promife he obferv'd y outturn- 
and the next day his Troop, under his Cornet and Quarter- ^'<*' 
Matter, came to IngeUsty^ and informed him where Lambert ^'^{^ 
was. He thereupon made haft, and was in his view, before goiatl^y: 
the other had notice that he waspurfuedby him. 

Lambert, furprifed with this difcovery, and.findingfhat 
one of his Troops had forfaken him, faw his Enemy much 
fiiperior to him in Number ; and therefore fent to defire that 
they might treat together ; which the other was content to 
do. Ldmiert propofed to him , ^' that they might reftore 
^^Ricbsrd to be Protedor ^ and promifcd to unite aU his Cre- 
flit to the Support of thatlntereft. But IngMsiy ( befides that 
he well underftood the foljy and impoflibility of that Under- 
taking ) had devoted himfelf to a better Intereft ; and adher'd 
to the General, becaufe he preium'd that He did intend to 
ferve the King, aodfo rejcded this Overture. Whereupon j»</4Mi/!ifr 
both Parties prepared to Fighr^ when another of Lamhrt's ^fi- 
Tipops forfaking him, and putting themfelves under his Ene* 
iDy,be condudedahat his Safety would defiend upon his Flight , 
ffvbieb lie tboggpt tQ icoire by the fwiftnefr of his Horfe- 

But 
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Lambert But IngoUsby keeping his Eye ftill upon him, and being as 
M^dhtspArtj well Horred) overtook him, and made him bis Phloner, after 
^^' he had in vain ufed great and much importunicy to bim, that 
^rst4k'ii ^ would permit him to efcape. 

With him were taken Cehket^ Cmd^ and (bme other Of- 
ficers of the greateft Intereft with the Fanatick part of the 
Army, and who were moft apprehended by the General, in a 
time when all the ways were hill of Soldiers endeavouruigco 
* repair to them : (o that, if they had not been cruDied in that 
inftant, they would, in very -few days, have appeared very 
formidable IngoUsty retum'd to LanJUmy and brought his 
Prifoners to the Privy Council ^ who committed Ijatiert a- 
gain to the Tower with a ftrifter Charge, with fome other of 
the Officers ; and fent the reft to other Prifons. This very 
fi^fonable Vi&orv look'd to ail Men, as a happy Omen to 
the fuooeeding Parliament ; which was to allemble fooo 
after the Prifoners were brought before the Council ; and 
would not have appeared with the fame chc»rfulne6, if Lmm- 
hrt had remain'd ftill in Armes, or, in truth, if he hfti been 
ftill at liberty. 
The PMriu- I N this ftiort Interval between the return of the feduded 
meH$*s snd Membcrs, and the Convention of the new Parliament, many 
Sut'Ji pru^ prudent AAions and Alterations ( befides what have been ai- 
^ VJi^i. ready mentioned ) were begun by that Parliament, before it 
•»/. was diflblv'd, and finifli'd afterwards by the Council of State ; 

which were good Prefages, that the future Councils would 
Before ti^ procecd With Modetstion. They releafed Sr George Bovtb 
^^embitn^ XTom hjs Imprifonment, that he might be Eleded to fit in die 
•/ the New enfuing Parliament, as he (hortly after was ; and they fct at 
^they\'efe% ^^^-^^Y »'* thofc who had been committed for adhering to hiro. 
jir George Thofe of the Kiu^'s Party who had (helter'd thenuelvei in 
Booih, &c. obfcurityi appear'd now abroad, and converfed without con- 
trole i and Mr M^rdaunt^ who was known tm be entirdy tnift- 
ed by the King, walked into all places with fra^iom j and 
many of the Council, and fome Officers of the Army, as /•- 
goldshy and Huntmgton^ &C. made, through Him, teader of 
(heir Services to the King. 
Thif reform ^^'^ ^^at whlch fecm'd of moft importance, was the ^^ 
tne Nivy formation they made in the Navy ^ which was full of Sedaries, 
h '»*ki^s and under the Government of thofe who of all Men were de- 
Monk and clared the moft Republican. The prefent Fteet prepared for 
^1« "//'' ^^^ Summer Service, was under the Command of Vice-Ad- 
miral Lawfen\ an excellent Sea-man, but then a notorious 
Antbaptift ; Who had fill'd the Fleet with Officers, and Ma- 
riners, of the fame princi^es. And they well remember 'd, 
how he had lately befieged the City ; and, by the power of 
his Fleer, given that turn which helped to ruin tke ommittti 
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BfSffffty^ and reftore the Rurop-Parliamenc to the exercife of 
their Jurifdifiioo ^ for which he ftood hieh ia Reputation 
with all that Party. The Parliameoc refoTv'd, though they 
thought it not fit or fafe to remove LAwfouy yet fo far to ediple 
hina, that he fhould not have it fo abfolutely in his power to 
CoQtrole Them> as he had done the. committee of Safety. In 
order to this they concluded, that they would call Momttsgue^ 
who had lain privately in his own Houfe, under a Cloud, and 
Jealoufy of being inclined too nluch to the King, and iqaj^e 
Him and the General ( who was not to be left out in any 
thing) joynt Admirals of the Fleet j whereby Mwutague only 
would gp to Sea, and have the Ships under his Comoiaod ; 
by which he might take care for good OflBcers, and Sea- 
men, for fuch other Ships as they meant to add to the Fleer, 
and would Jbe able to obferve, if not reform the reft. Metm^ 
tague fent privately over to the King for his Approbation, be* 
fore he would accept the Charge ^ which being fpeedily f^t 
to him, he came to Lendan^ and enter'd into that joynt Com- 
mand with the General ^ and immediately applied himfeJf to 
put the Fleet into (b good order, that he might ^mfortabiy 
ferve in it. Since there was no Man who betook himielf to 
his Majefty's Service with more generofity than this Gentle- 
man, it is fit in this place to enlarge concerning him, and the 
correspondence which he held with the King. 

MouNTAGUE was of a NoUe Family, of which (ots^^nMount 
were too much addidsed to Innovations in Religion, and inyf^MmtrMi 
the beginning of the Troubles, appear 'd againft the King -Moun- 
though his Father, who had been a long Servant to the Crown, "^°^' 
never could be prevail'd upon to fwervc from his Alleg^nce, 
and took all the care he could to reftrain this his only Son 
within thofe limits : but being youf^g, and more out of his 
Father's Controle by being Married iiuo a Family, which, at 
that time, aUb trod awry, he was fo br wrought upon by the 
Carefles of CremweBy that, out of pure Afie&ion to him, he 
was perfwaded to cake Command in the Army, when it was 
new Modell'd under Fsirfax, and when he was litde nuxQ 
than twenty years of Age. He ferv'd in that Army in the 
Condition of a Colonel to the end of the War, with the Re- 
putation of a very flout and foher young Man. And from 
that time Cremwell, to whon^ he paJIionately adher'd, took 
him into his neareft Confidence, and fent him, firft, joyn'd 
inCommiflion with Blaie; and then, in the fole Command 
by Sea ; in which he was difcreet and fuccefsfiil. And though 
Men looked upon him as devoted to cremwelf's Intereft, in all 
ether refpeds ne behaved Mmfclf with dvility to all Mei^ 
and wimout the leaft {hew of Acrimony towards any who 
had finrvVl the King ; and was fo much in love with Monar- 
chy, 
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chy, that he was one of thofe who moft defired and Mvifed 
CrtnhweU to accept, and aflame that Title, when it was tf- 
fer'd to him by his Parliament. He was defign'd by him to 
Command the Fleet that Was to mediate, as was (Pretended, in 
the Sound between the two Kings ofSveJem and Denmark'^ 
but was, in truth, to hinder the Dutch from aflifting the Dam 
againft the Sweiii } with whom Oliver was engaged in an in- 
/ feparable Alliance. He was upon this Expedition, whenlzA 
tbard was fcomfully thrown out of the Protedtor-fliip ; and 
was afterwards jovn'd (for they knew not how to leave him 
out, whilft he had that Command) with Algemoom Sidmiy, and 
the other Plenipotentiaries which the Rump-Parliament fenc 
to reconcile thofe Crowns. Aflbon as Buhafd was fo oft 
down, the King thought M^uuiagm^s relations and obKgatiOQS 
were at an end, and was advifed by thofe who knew him, to 
invite him to his Service. 

There accompanied him at that tmtEinsmrd Mnmiapey 
the eldeft Son oF the LiOrd Mounfague of BoughtoHy and his 
near Kinfman ^ with whom he had a particular Friendfliip. 
This Gentleman was not unknown to the King, and very 
well known to the Chancellor, to have good MBodaotiB and 
Refolutioin3 ; and one who, by the correfpondence that was 
between them , he knew , had tmdertaken thtt unpleafanc 
Voyage , only to difpofe his Coufin to lay hold of the firft 
opportunity to Serve his Majefty. At this time S^ Gewp 
Booth appeared, and all thofe de&ns were laid, which, it was 
reafonabiy hoped, would engage the whole Kingdom minft 
that odious pare of the Parliament which was then po(Ei&d of 
the Government. And it was now thought a very leaibnable 
Conjuncture to make an experiment, whether Mmmtaf/it with 
his Fleet would declare for the King. 

The Chancellor thereupon prepared liich a Letter in his 
ownName^ as his Majefty thought proper, to invite him to 
that refolution, from thediftradionof the traie, And the de- 
termination of all thofe Motives which had in his youth firft 
Jrovoked him to the engageinents he had been in. He io- 
>rm'd him of *^ S^ Qtorgo Booth's being pofleOed of Chejhr^ 
^and in the head dFan Army^ and that his Majefty was af- 
^ fured of many other Places ^ and of a general Combination 
^between Peribns of thegreateft Intereft, to declare for the 
^' King ^ and that , if he would bring his Fleet upon the 
^ Coaft, his Majeftv, or the Dake of Torky would immedi* 
^ ately be on Board with him. This Letter was indofediiv 
another to Edmard Momttsg^y to be by him delivered, or Ndt 
delivered, as he thoi^ht iit ; and committed to the care of an 
Ezprefs, who was then thought not to be without feme 
Credit with the Admiral himfelf j which did not prove true.

However, theMeOenger was diligent in profeaitingbis Voy* 
age, and arri/d fafely at C&fnUmgem ( wheie the Fleet lay ; 
and where all the Plenipotentiaries from the Parliament then 
were^ and without difiSculty found ppportunity to deliver hte 
Letter to the Perfon to whom it was diieded ^ who, the fimc 
Night, delivered the other to his Coufin. He received it 
chearfully, and was well pleafed with the hopes of fuddaia 
Revolutions in EftgiMti. 

They were both of them puzzled how to behave them* 
felvea towards the Mcflenger, who was sot acceptable to 
chem, being very well known to the Fleet, where though he 
had had g<x)d Command, be had no Credit; and had ap* 
pear'd fo publickly, by the folly of Good-foUowlhip, that the 
Admiral, and many others, had (cenhim and taken notice of 
him, before he knew that he brought any Letter for him« 
The conclufion was, that he ihould without delay be fent 
away, without fpeakmg with the Admiral, or knowing that 
he knew any thii^ of his Errand. But Edward MmmtMffiM 
writ fuch a Letter to the Chancellor, as was evidence enough 
that his Maiefty would not be diiappointed in his expedi- 
tion of any Service that the Admiral could perform for him. 
With this Anfwer the Meflenger renirn'd to Brufels^ where 
there was a great alteration from the time he had left it. 

Within few days after this Meflenger's withdrawing 
from cvcwftdgmi,. of whofe beine there the Plenipotentiaries 
were fo jeabus, that they bad refolv'd to require of the King 
of Dimmark. that he might be committed to Prtfon, Admim 
MmmtMg^ declared, ^^ that he fliould not be able to ftay Ion- 
*' ger tbere for the want of Viftual ^ of whkh he had not 
^^more than would ferve to carry him home; and therefore 
^defired, that they would preft both Kings, and the Diach 
^'Plenipotentiaries, to finilb the Negotiation. By this time 
the News of the Commotions in BMgUmd made a great noift, 
and were reported, according to the Afiedions of the Perfons 
who fent Letters thither, more to the King's advantage than 
there was reafon for ; and the other Plenipotentiaries came 10 
know, that the Man, of whom they were fo jealous, had pri- 
vately (jpoken with EdvutrJ Moumti^e^ who was very well 
known, and very ill thought of by them. And from thence 
they concluded, that the Admiral , who had never pleafed 
them, wasnoftranger to that Negotiation; in which joiloufy 
they were quickly confirmed , when they Ckw him with his 
Fleet under Sail, making his courfe for E»gUmdy without giv<* 
ing them any notice, or taking his leave of them ; which if 
he had done, they had fecret Authority from their coming 
thither ( upon the general apprehenfion of his Inclination ) to 
have fccvurcd his Perfon on Board his own Ship, and to have 

difpofed 
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difpored of the Goveriimeiit of the Fleet ; of which being thus 

Ereveoced thejr cx>uld do qo oibre thaa feod Exprefles over 
and, CO acquaint the Parliament of his departure, with all 
the aggravation of hia pride , prefumpcion, and infidelity, 
which the biccerneft of rheir nature and wit could fuggeft to 
them. 

When th« Fleet arrived near the CotA of EngUmd^ they 
found S^ George Booth defeated, and all Persons who pretend- 
ed any affedion for the ICi9g, fo totally cruQied, and die 
Rump Parliament in fo full exercife of it's Tyrannia^l power, 
that the Admiral had nothing to do but to juftify his renim 
^< by his fcarcity of Vi£tual, which muft have failed, if he had 
^ ftaid till the Winter had fliut him up in the Soumii and his 
return was refolv'd upon the joynt Advice of the Flag-Offi- 
ccrs of the Fleet ; there being not a Man buthisCoufia, who 
knew any other reafon of his return , or was privy to his 
purpofcs. So that, aflbon as he had prefonted himfelf to the 
Fariiament, and laid down his Command, they deferr'd the 
examination of the whole matter, upon the complaints which 
they had received from their Commiffioners , till they could 
be at more Icifure. For it was then about the tin)e that they 
grew jealous of Lambert j (b that Mnmfaguo went quiedy into 
the Country, and remained negledted and forgotten, ttUthoft 
Revolutions were over which were product^ by Lamkert's 
Invafion upon the Parliament, and General Monk's march 
JIKO BMglamd^ and till near the time that the Name and Tide 
of that Piirliament was totally aboliihed, and eXtinguiOied j 
and then the fecluded Members being reftored call'd him to 
refume the Command of the Fleet j which he accepted in the 
manner aforefaid. 

This, together with the other good Symptoms in the 
State, raifed his Majefty's hopes add expcAacion higher than 
ever, if it had not been an unpieafant allay, that in (6 great 
aa alteration, and application of many who bad been emi- 
nently averfe from his Majefty,of the General, who only oould 
pat an end to all bis doubts, there was akum fibnimm j no 
Perfoas trufted by his Majefty could ap^oach him, nor was 
any word known to fall from htm that could encourage 
them to go to him, though they ftili prefiuned chat he meant 
well. 
TheQenet^i The General was weary and perplexed with his unweiidy 
c»HHftb M Burthen, yet knew noc how to roaJee it lighter by comBiu- 
tbis lime, nication. He (bent much time in confiikatioa with Perfoos 
of every Intereft, the King's Party only excepted ; with whom 
he held no conference ; though be found, in his every day's 
dlfcourfes in the City, with thoTe who were thought to be 
Presbyterians, and with other Perfons of Quality mkI Gonfi- 

5 deration; 
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Atn&ohj thftt the People did genehtlly wifii for the Kfn^^ find 
(hac they did believe, there could be no firm tnd fettled 
Peace in the Nation, that did not coroprehehd His Intereff. 
and oompofe the prejudice that was againft His Party. But 
then there muft be ftriA Conditions to which he muft bd 
bound, which ic (faould not be in his M«jefty's Powef to breaK; 
snd wnidi might not only fecure all who had borne Arroe^ 
wainft hitn, but fucb who had purchafed the Landa of zM 
Crown, or of Bifliops, or of Delinauents, and no bodyfpokd 
more 6vourabIy« thaii for the connrming all that had beeij 
oflPer'd by hi^ Father in the Ifle of ffljsif. 

Whetmbr by tnvStation, or upon his own ddire, he was lit hdi i 
prefentat N^ttumiefltiid Houft in rConfcretice with thar'*V«''«* 
Earl, the Earl cf M^kckeFfer, and other Lords, and likcwilfe*^'^»fr' 
wick Hbffir, Sr Wtthm Pfkffer, Lnm, and othei' eminent Per- umhpTUdi 
fonsy who had a truft and coi^dence in each other, and who Hmrfi. 
were looked upon as the Heads and Goiremours of the mo- 
derate Presbyterian Plrty; who, moil of them, would have 
been contented, theif own fecurity being provided for, that 
the Kinff (bould be reftored to his f(jll Rights, and the Church 
to ic^s FoOHIions. In this Conference, the King's Reftora- 
tion waa propofed in direft terms, a^ abfolutely nGceHiry tof 
the Peace of the Kingdom, and for the Satisfadion of thaf 
People ; and the ()beftion feem'd only to be, upon what termi 
they (boald admit Him : fomepropofing more moderate, o- 
thers more fevere Conditions. In this whole Debate , the 
Genend infifted upoh the moit: rigid Propofitions ; which h^ 

ErdKd in fuch a manner , that the Lords grew jealous that 
e had fuch an averfionfrom Reftoring the King, that it would 
not be iiife for them then to pt ofccutc that advice ^ and there* 
fore it were beft to acquiefce till the Parliament mctj and that 
they could make fbme judgement of thetemper of it. And 
the General, though he confulted with thofe of every Fadtiofr 
with much freedom, yet was by many then thought to have, 
moft fiimiliarity, and to donverie moA- freely with S** j^hur 
HiJlMgy who was irreconcilable to Monarchy , and looked 
upon aa die Chief of that Republican Party, which defired • 
not to prtferve any ftce of Government in the Church, or 
tJnifbrmity iii the publickExercife of Religion. This mati« 
the Lords, and ail others, who were of difierent afieAiofis ^ 
very wary in their diibourfes wi A the General , and jealooa 
of Us Indinattdns. 

The 11 E was« at dila tiiiie, in nhich coflverfation , and ^' «»<•/"''' 
rtuft with the General, a Gentleman of /)rtw*j/Wf if, of a fair ••"' '^"' 
Eftateand Reputation, one M' WBfcw* jWir>'i^, a' Perfofl of^'""^' 
a retired Life, which he fpent in Study, being Learned afid of 
good Parts : and he bad been alwm.k)oktd wpoit ar a'Man 
Vol. UL Partis Ubb far 
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far from any Malice towardi the King, if he had not ^ood 
Affeftions for Him ; which chey who knew him beft> beiiev'd 
him to have in a good meafure. This Gentleman was ail/d 
to the General, and/ entirely trufted by him in the maiiage- 
ment of his Eftate in that Country, where, by che death of 
his elder Brother without Heirs Male, he inherited a fair f'or- 
tune. And Morrke^ being chofen ro ferve in the next en* 
fuing Parliament, had made haft to lAndoMy the better to ob- 
ierve how things were like to go. With Him the General 
confiilted freely touching all hi6 perplexities and obfervations ; 
how ^^ he found moft Men of Quality and Intereft inclined to 
*' call in the King, but upon fuch Conditions as muft be very 
*^ ungrateful, if poflfible to be received ; and the Ltmdom Mi- 
nifters talked already To loudly of them, that, the Covenant 
being new Printed, and, by Order fixed up in all Churches, 
they, in their Sermons, difcourfed of the feveral obligations 
in it, that, without expofing themfelves to the danger of 
naming the King, whiqj^ yet they did not long forbear, every 
body underllood, they thought it nece<&ry the People fliould 
return to their Allegiance. 

That which wrought moft upon the General, was the 
choice which was begun to be maae in all Counties for Mem- 
bers to ferve in Parliament ; very many of them bein^ Imown 
to be of fingular Aficdion to the King, and very few who 
did not heartily abhor the Murther of his Father, uid deceit 
the Government that fucceeded : i} that it was reafonably ap- 

Erehended, that, when they Qiould once meet, there would 
e warmth among them, that could not be rpftrain'd or con- 
troled^ and they might take the bufinefs (o much into their 
own hands, as to leave no part to Him to merit of the King^ 
from whom he had yet deferv'd nothing. 

M^ MoRRicB was not wanting to cultivate thofe con- 
ceptions with his information of the Afic&ionsof the Weft, 
^^ where the King's Reftoration was, he faid, ^^(o impatiendy 
^' longed for, that they had made choice of few or no Mem- 
^^ bers to ferve for C9rmualj or Druvn/bin^ but fuch, who, 
^' they were confident, would contribute all thty could to in- 
'^ vite the King to return. And when that Subjeft was onca 
^^upon the Stage, They who concurr'd with moft franknefi, 
^^ would find moft credit; and They who oppofed it, would 
^ be overborne with laftinz reprobch. When the General 
had refledfced upon the whole matter, he refolv'd to advance 
that dcfign ^ and fo confulted with his Friend how. he might 
manaee it in that manner, before the Parliament fhould af- 
fembte, that what followed might be imputed to His Counfels, 
and Contrivance. 

There was then ih che Town a Gentleman well known 
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to be a Servant of eminent Truft to the King, Sr yolm drun- 
'Oily who, from the dme of the Surrender of Siuy, bad en- 
joy'd his Eiiate, and fometimes his Liberty, though, unde^ 
the jcalodfy of a difafie&ed Peribn, ofte^ reftrain'd. He ha4 
been privy tb the lending to the Gtoeral into Scribtni the 
dergy-mah, his Brother j and Was converfant with thoft 
who wet6 moft trufted by his Majefty, and at this time were 
taken notice Qf to have all Intimacy with M' Mi^duuut ; who 
moft immediately correfponded with JlruffeU, This Gentle- 
man tvas of a Family to which the General was ally'd ^ and 
he had been obliged to his Father, Sr Bivil GreHsvihy whd 
loft hi3 Life at the Battle of Lanfiovm for the King, and by 
his Will had recommended his much impaif'd Fortune, and hi^ 
Wife and Children, to the care and counfel of his Neighboui; 
and Piriend, M' Morriee ; who had executed the Truft with 
thri utmoft Fidelity and Friendfiiip. 

The General was content, that S^Jdbm Greehyit fllouldf'r Jotift 
be trufted in this great Afiair, and that M' Morrke (hould c^reen^il 
Mng him feoetly to hi* in a privaw Lodging he had in S^^t^^ 
jimes%. When he ckme tb him, after hehad iolemnly con-^^^.^^: 
jured him to ieCrfccy, ujpon the peril of his Life ; he told him, rice / 
^ he meant to lend him to the King ; with whom, he pre- ' 
^\ fumed, he had credit enough to be believed without any 
^' teftiitiony ; for he was refolved not to write to the King, 
^nor tbgivehiih any thing in writine; but wifhed him to 
*< confer with M' M^rricty and to take (hort Memorials iri 
'*his own hand of thoie particulars he (hould offer to him iii 
^Miicoarfe: which when hehad done, he would himfelfcon- 
^'fer with him again at an hoiir he fliould appdint. And fa 
he retired haftilv out of the Rodm^ as if He were jealous that 
Other Men Would wonder at his abfeilce. 

T ii Af Which M^ Morrke Communicated to Grehtvity was^ 
atter he had enlarged upon ^* the perplexity the General was 
^^ in, by the feveral humours and factions \i(^hich prevailed^ 
'* and that he durft not tf uft any 0£Scer of Ms own Army, or 
'^ any Friend but bimfelf, with his own fecret purpofes^ he

he anfweiP'd plairrly, ^^ that he durft not Communicate aqy of 
^ thoie Letters ro the Miniiterif there : who would bugh ac 
^ htm for abufing them, fince t^ey took'd uponall thofe hopei 
^ of the Ki^g as imaginary, and without foundation of Senfe^ 
^ and upon his condition as n)oft deplorable and abfolutely

When Sr3^lf»tSr«Mt;l/had at large inform*d his Majefty ^«>Jeha 
of tibc Aflkirs of JB^landy of the manner of the General's ^'^^^rj^ 
cun S fe TC u ce with hiiii, and^he jeood afiedton of M' '^W''^'^*>^r«l4t. 
and bad communica^ tbe Inftrudions and Advices he had »«»! g/hm 
received, as hisMaiefty was very glad that the General had A'^«f*««Mit 
thosfar difcovef *d himfelf, and that be bad opened a door for^''' *^ 
covrefpondence, lb he was not without great perplexity upon ' * 
many jwrticutars which were recommended tobe done ; fome 
of which he beltev'4 impodibfeand unjtfafticable. as (4ieleav- T^V' 
ing every body in the ftate thejr were in, and connrmitie their ^^Jf^^"*" 
mOBEoo in an the Lands whidi they hield in EMglaHiJl Scti'^Zsfr*' 
irnnd, or Ir^Lmdy by purchafe or domtioi^ whether of LandsK'^'^ ^'*' 
belonging to the Crown and Church, or fiich who for adher- ?«Mf«/. 
ingto his Father and him&tf, were detlared Ddinquents, and 
had their Lands confilcated and dtlpofed of as their Enemies 
had thought fit. Then, the complying with all humours in 
Religion, and the eratitii^ a general liberty of Confcience^ 
w» a viotationof aU tbe Laws m force) and could not be ap- 
picihended to confift with tbe Peace<»f the Kingdom. No 
Man was more difpofed to a general Ad of Indemnity and 
Oblivion than his Majefty was, which he kneW, in fo long and 
umverfid a guilty was d>lolutely oeceiSiry. But he thought it 
ncidn oonfiftent with his Honour, nor his Conlcience, that 
tfaofe who had iate as Judges, and ccMidemfi'd his Father tobe 
inurthei^dy Ihould be comprehended in that Ad of Pardon : 
yet it was adyifed^ ^^ that there might be no Exception ; or 
^^ chat above Four m^t not be excepted ; becaufe, itwasal- 
ledg'd^ ^ that Ibme of them bad £icilitated the General's 
^' inarch bv filling from Lamtertj and others had barefaced 
^ advanced the King's Service verv much. 

Aftbr great ddiberationupon all the particulars, and weigh- 
ifif tbe importance of complying with the General's advice 
in aB ^ings which his Cotudence and Honour would permit, 
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h|S Majofty dire£ted fuch Letters and Declarations to be pie- 
pared, asfrioula be, in a good degree, ruitablep>tbeWiuics 
luid Counfel of the General, and yec make the tranfa^on of 
chofe things which he did not like, chee^e^^ of the power of 
(he Parliament, father than of his Maje(ly's approbation. And 
the coo^depce he had upon the general Eleaioh of honeft 
and prudeiit M^n, and in fome particular Perfons, who, he 
hedrd, were already chofcn, difpofedhini tq make i^ general 
f-efcrence of all things which he could opt referve to hirofelf, 
to the wifdom of the Parliament, upon prefumption that they 
Would not exaA more frop hiip than he was willing to con- 
fent to ; fince he well knew? that whatever title 1*hey aQiiroed, 
or He gave them, they mu(^ have another kind of Parliament 
to conhrm all that was done by them ^ without which They 
f:ould not be fafe, and contented, nor his Ma jeftv obliged. 

The ^dviccfpr hisMajeflty's reipove out ^f landers pre? 
/ently, w^s not ungratefb'l j fpr he had reafons abuqdant to be 
weary of it : yet he was without ariy great inclination to Hoi- 
land'y where he had been as unkindly ufed as it w^s poiSbfc 
tbr ai)y Gentleman to be. But befides the Authority which 
the General's advice d^ferv 'd (o have, the truth is, his Maje? 
fly could remove no whither elfe. France was equally ex- 
cepted againft, and equilly difagreeable to the King ; and the 
way thither muft be through alT the Spsmi/b Oaminions : Dinh> 
kirk was a place in many refpeAs defirable, becaufe it was in 
the poRcflfion of the Engiijby ffom whence be might Embark 
for England upon the ihorteft warning. And upon the firft 
alterations in Ijngland y after the Peace bet^roeo tfie two 
Crowns, the King had fent to Lod^bart^ the Governour, and 
General of the Englijb there, by a Perfon di Honour, well 
known and refpeCtcd by him, to invite him to his Servkx b? 
the profpe^t he had of rhe Revolutions like to en(ue f whicQ 
probably could not but be advantageous to the King ) and by 
the uncertainty of l>r/^^ifrf'8 owiiconditionuponany fuch Al- 
terations. The Arguments were urged to him with cl^r- 
iicfs and force enough, and all neccfiary c^rs made tp per- 
fwade him to declare for the King, and to receive his Majefty 
into that Garrifon ; which might be facilitated by his Maje- 
fly's Troops, if he did not think his own Soldiers enough at 
his devotion : yet he could not be prevailed witb> urging ^' the 
*^ Truft he had received, and the indecency of breaking it; 
though, he confefled, ^^ there was fuch a jealoufy of birn in the 
^^ Council of State ; for his relation anfl alliance tq Qromvnff, 
'^ that he espedted every day to be removed from that Com- 
^' mand ; as Inortly after he was. Whether this refulal pro- 
ceeded from the punifhiality of bis Nature ( for he was a Man 
of parts, and^of honour ) or from his Jealoufy of the Garri- 
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foo, that they would not be dirpofed by him (for though he 
was exceedingly belov'd) and obeyed by them, yet they were 
all Ei^lfJh'tDcny and he had none of his own Nation, which 
was the Scot^j but in his own Family ) certain it is, that, ac 
the ftme time he refiifedto treat with theKing« he refuied to 
accept the great ofiers made to him by the Cardinal ; who had 
a high eftecm of him, and offer'd to make him Marfhal of 
Frmce^ with great appointments of Penfioiis and other Emo- 
luments, if he would deliver Dunkirk^ and Mardike into the 
hands of FratiCi; all which Overtures he rejeded : fo that his 
Mfljefty had no place to reibrt to preferable to BreJa, 

The King w&s refolv'd rather to make no meiition of the 
-Murtherers of his Father, than to pardon any of them, and 
except four, as was propofed : but choie rather to refer the 
whole confideratioD of that Aflair, without any reftridion, to 
the Confcience of the Parliament ^ yet with fuch expreflions, 
and ddcripdons, that they could not but difcern that he truft- 
ed them in confidence that they would do Themfelves and 
the Nation right, in declaring their deteftation of, and pre- 
paring vengeance for, that Parricide. And from the time that 
the feduded Members fate again with the Rump, there was 
good evidence given that they would not leave that odious 
Murther unexamined and unpuniflied ^ which the more di* 
fpofed the Ring to depend upon their Virtue and Juftice. 

When the Summons were fentout to call the Parliament, 
there was no mention or thought of a Houfe of Peers ; nor 
had the General intimated any fuch thing to S' Jolm Greem- 
W; nor did S' Jolm himfelf, or M' Mordaunt^ conceive that 
any of the Lords had a purpofe to meet at firft, but that all 
muft depend upon the Commons. However, the King thought 
not fit to pafs Them by, but to have a Lener prepared as well 
for Them as for the Houfe of Commons ; and likewife an- 
other to the Fleet ; and another to the Lord Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Common Council of the Cit^ of lAMdon-^ who, by n« utttrM 
adhering to the General, were like to add very much to hisf^'f^*^ ^ 
Authority. * '^^f^ 

When all thofe things were prepared, and perufed^ ^^^d^^^' 
approved by the King, which he refolv'd to fend by S' Joht qmgrM «f« 
Greetml to the General ( Greenvits and Mordaunt't being in y^<^*, 
Bruffib being unknown; They, attending his Majefty only ^^"^^ 
im the Night at the Chancellor's Lodging, concealing them- uZ'Jiu!^ 
lidves from being uken notice of by any ) his Majefty vifited carraceoa 
the Marquis of Otrrscena^ and told him, '^that he intended "r^^^iwfV 
** the next day to go to AnPuxr^^ and from thence to Bnday ** '^aJIVIw 
**tofpendtwo or three days with his Sifter the Prince(s ofu2|/{JJ"* 
^^ Orange ; to whom the Dukes of Xork and Ghujler were al- « Breda, it 
ready gone, to acquaint her with the King's purpofe; and his *<iMMt « 
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^f ajefty likewtTe, in ooci6denoe, intbrm'd him, ^^ that tbere 
'^ were fome Penotu come from EngUtfiy who woul4 doc 
.'* veucure to come to JE^rpJils^ from whom he cypeded iK>me 
^•^ PropofitioDi and loformtcionay which might prove beaefi- 
^^ dfll to him y which obliged him tomafce that Joumry to

The Marquis (isem'd to think That of little MomenC> tnd 
^id, ^' that H^mjilptM expcdted every day to reoeiveiiBi*

^' Intereft, upon more moderate Conditions than they had 
^^ hitherto made i but defired his Majefty, ^^ that the Duke of 
f * T(fri might haften his Journey into Sf^tm^ tp receive the

fired him, *' tbu the Forces he had promided for his Service^ 
^ might be ready ajgainft his return to be Embarked upon the

mieatet the hkcd all Very well. And it ought to be remember'd for his 
utterttetbthoooar^ ttut from this time he behaved himfelf with great 
gMtrAi, afiedtion towards the King j and though he was ofl^'d all the 
7iw(7»a#f4ri Authority that Cromwell had enjoyed, and the Title of King, 
t/fV^"'^ ^ "^^ ^ ^^^ endeavours to promote and advance the In- 
rtml! ^ ^^^^ of ^^ Majdiy : yet he as carefully retained the Secret, 
and did not Communicate to any Perlbn living ( M' Morrice 
only excepted) that be had receiv'd any Letter from the King, 
till the very minute that he prefented it to the Houfe of Com- 
mons. 
'Dectsrai^ There happened at the fame time a concurrence, which 
•"V-^/'* much facilitated the great work in hand. For fince a great 
J^rlL 'rC^ obftruftion that hinder'd the Univcrfal confcnt to call in the 
which hMd 'King, was the Conicienceof the perfonal injuries, incivilities, 
r*^ effea. reproachful, and barbarous ufage, which all the Royal Party 
had fuftain'd , and the Apprehenfion that their Animolities- 
were lb great, that, notwithftanding all Ads of Pardon and 
Indemnity granted by the King, all opportunities would be 
embraced for fecret revenge, and that They who had been 
kept under, and opprefled for near twenty years, would for 
the future ufj the powet they could not be without upon the 
King's Reftoratton, with extreme Lk:ence and Infolence y to 
obviate this too reaifonable imagination, fome difcreet Perioos 
of theKing*s Party caufed a Declaration to be prepared j in 
which (after their acknowledgements and thanks to the Ge- 
neral, ^^ for having, next under the Divine Providence, fo far 
'^ condu&ed thefe Nations towards a happy recovery of their 
''Laws, and Ancient Governnoent) they uncerdy profciled,- 
'^ tkit they refleded on their pad Sufierings as from the hand 
'^ of God y and therefore did not cheriQi any violent thoughts 
'^ or inclinations againft any Perfons whaclbever, who had 
'^ been any way inftrumental in them j and that, if the indif- 
'' cretion of any particular Perfons (houkl tranfport them to 
*^£xj}feffions contrary to this their general Senfe, they utterly 
'^ dilciaimed them. They farther promifed, /' by their quiet 
'^ and peaceable behaviour, to teftify their fubmiflion to the 
'^ Council of State, in expedation of the future Parliament ; 
^^ on whofe wifdom, thev trufted , God wouM give fuch a 
'^BleflTing, as might produce a perfed Settlement both in 
" Church and State. And laftly they declared, "that, as the 
'^ General had not chofen the iandy foundations of Self-Go- 
"vernmenr, but the firm Rock of National Intereft, whcrc- 
^' on to frame a fetclement, fo it wa^ their hope and prayer, 

^that, 
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^^ that, when the building (hould come to be laifed, it might 
^' not, like Reffte^ have the beginning in the blood ofBrethren ; 
''nor, like BaM, be interrupted byconfufion of Tongues; 
^' but that all might fpeak one Language, and be of one Name ; 
^* that all mention of Parties and Fadions, and all Rancor 
'* and Animofities may be thrown in, and buried, like Rubbiih 
'^ under the Foundation. 

These profeflions, or to the fame purpofe, under the Ti- 
tle of a Declaration of the Nobility, and Gentry, and Clergy, 
chat had ferved the late King, or his prefent Majefty, or ad- 
hered to the Royal Party in fuch a City or County, which was 
named, were Signed bv all the confiderable Perfons therein ; 
as This that We have nere mention 'd, was fubfcribed by great 
Numbers in and about the Cities of London and Wfitninfter ; 
and fo were leveral others from other places ; and then all 
Printed with their Names, and publilhed to the view of the 
world j which were received with great joy, and did much al- 
lay thofe jealoufies, which obftru&ed the confidence that was 
neceflary to eftablifh a good Underftanding between them. 

Nothing hath bem of late faid of Irelaitd'y which wait- n^ ^j^ 
ed upon the didates of the Governing Party in Etg^and withr/" Ireland 
the fame giddinefs. The Ir/j&, who would now have been/*'' f*^ 
glad to have redeem'd their pad MiCcarriages and Madnefs hy-JJ^'jJ^^" 
doing Service for the King, were under as fevere a Captivity, 
and compleat Mifery, as the word of their Anions had de- 
ferv'd, and indeed as they were apable of undergoing. After 
near one hundred thoufand of them Tranfported into Forreign 
parts, for the Service of the two Kings of Pranci and SfMtn^ 
few of whom were alive after feven years, and after double 
that Number confumed by the Plague and Famine, and Se- 
verities exercifed upon them in their own Country ; the re- 
mainder of them had been by CrmmveB f who could not find a 
better way of extirpation) tranfplanted into the mod inland, 
barren, defolate, and mountainous part of theProvmceof C^ 
naughty and it was lawful for any Man to kill any of the Irifb^ 
who were found in any place out of thofe precinds which 
were aflign'd to them within that Circuit. Such a proportion 
of Land was allotted to every Man as the Protedtor thought 
competent for them; upon which they were to give formal 
Releafes of all their pretences and titles to any l^nds in any 
other Provinces, of which they had: been depriv'd ; and if 
they refufed to give fuch Releafes, they were ftiU depriv'd of 
what they would not Releafe, without any reafonable hope of 
ever being reftored to it ; and left to ftarve within the Liroirs 
prcfcribe'd to them ; out of which they durft not withdraw ; 
and They who did adventure, were without all remorfe pro- 
fccutcd by the Bug/j®, aflbon as they were difcover'd : fo 

C c c 3 that 
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that very few r^fufed to fign thofe Releales, or other AAs 
which were demanded ; upon which the Lords and Gentle- 
men, had fuch Affignmencs of Land made to them, as in Tome 
c)cgree were proportionable to their Qualities ^ which fell out 
lefs mifchievoufly to thofe who were of that Province, who 
cime to enjoy fome part of what had been their own j but 
to thofe who were driven thither out of other Provinces, it 
was little lefs deftrudive than if they had nothing; it wasfo 
long before they could fettle themfelves, and by Husbandry 
raife any thing out of their Lands to fupport their Lives : yet 
fieceffity oblige4 them to acquiefcence, and to be in fome 
fort induftrious ; (o that at the time to which we are now 
arriv'd, they were fettled, within the Limits prefcribed, in a 
condition of living ^ though even the hard Articles which had 
been granted, were not pundually obferv'd to them ; but their 
proportions reftrain'd, and Icflen'd by fome pretences of the 
f>fgl(/hj under fome former Grants, or other Titles j to all 
which they found it neccflary to fubmit, an4 werecompell'd 
to enjoy what was left, under all the marks and brands which 
ever accompanied a Conquer'd Nation^ which reproach the 
Jr^j had taken fo heavily from the Earl of Strajfardy when 
they were equally free with the EnglUby who had futxiucd 
them, that they made it part of that Charge upon which he 
loft his Life. 

Upon the recalling, and tame Submiflion of Harry Crm- 
»ell to the Rump-Parliament, aflbon as his Brother Ricbard 
was depofcd^ the Factions encreafed in Ire/and to a very great 
height, ts well amongft the Soldiers and OSicers of thp Ariny, 
as m the Council of State, and aipongft the Civil Magiftrates. 
The Lord BroghiUy who was Prcfident of Mumfitr^ and of a 
very great incereft, and influence upon that whole Province, 
though he had great warinefs m diicovering his Inclinations, 
as he had great guilt to reftrain them, yet bated JJafffhert fo 
much, that he Ms feared the King j and fo wifhed for a (afc 
opportunity to do his M^jefty Service ^ and he had a good 
t^olb, and a good Party to concur with him, when he fliouid 
call upon them, and think fit tp declare. 

Sir Charles Coot^ who was Prefidcnt ai Con^vghf^ ^nd had 
a good Command, and Inrereft in the Army, was a Man of 
leis Guilt, and more Courage, and impatience tp ferve the 
King. He fent over S^ j^rtbur F^rheSy a $coti[b Gentleman 
of good AfTefiion to the King, and good Intereft in the Pro- 
vince of Ulfter^ where he was ^n OfHccr of Horfe. This 
Gentleman Sr charks Coat fent tp Brujfeh to the Marquis of 
Ormonde ^' that he might aOure his Majefty of his Arodion 
'^ and Duty ; and that, if his Majefty would vouch&fe him- 
^^felf to come into Ireland^ he was confident the whole |ting- 
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^^ dom would declare for him : that though the prefeot Power 
''in Bfglawdhzd remo/d all the fober Men from the Govenn 
'^mentot the State, in Irelandy under the Charaderof Pref- 
'^byterians^ and had put LudioWy CorUty apd others of the 
'^ King's Judges in their places^ yet they were fo generally 
'' odious to the Army as well as to the People, that they could 
^^ feiie upon their Perfons , and the very Caftle of DutRn^ 
^ when they (hould judge ic convenient. 

Sir Arthur Forbes arriv'd at BmJJeiSy before the King had 
any afliirance or confident hope of the General, and when 
few Men thought his Fortune better than defperate : fo that* 
if what Sr Arthur propofed ( which was kept very (ecret^ had 
been publiih'd, tnoft Men about the Court would have been 
very lollicitous for his Majefty's going into Ireland. But his 
Majefty well knew that that unhappy Kingdom muft infallibly 
ivait upon the fkte of EMglaud; and therefore he refolv'd to 
attend the viciffitudes there; which, in his own thoughts, he 
ilill believ'd would produce fomewhat, in the end, of which 
he Oiould have the benefit ; and difmifled S' Arthur Ferhes 
with fuch Letters and Commiflions as he defired ; who there- 
upon retum'd for Ireland 'y where he found the State of Af- 
fairs very much alter'd fince his departure. For upon the 
Defeat of Lamiert, and General Meni's marching towards 
Lcndeny the Lord BreghiO^ and S' Charles Ceotj notwithftand- 
ing the jealoufy that was between them, joyn'd with fuch 
otner Perfons who were Presbyterians, and though thev had 
been always a^ainfl the Kine, yet they all concurrd in leifing 
upon the Perfons who had been put in by Lamherty or the 
Rump Parliament, and fubmitted to the Orders of General 
Mankj the rather, becaufe they did imagine that he intended 
to ferve the King ; and fo, by the time that the Parliament 
was to meet at Weftmmfiery all things were fo well difpofed in 
Irelandy that it was evident they would do whatfoever the Ge- 
neral, and the Parliament ( who they prefumed would be of 
one mind ) (hould order them to do. 

The Parliament met upon the five and twentieth day of ^^'*^'''^ 
Afrihy of which the General was returned aMember, to ferve ^ji"^^ 
as Knight of the Shire for the County of Devon ; S^ Harhottless^uzrhat" 
Grmjfone was chofen Speaker, who had been a Member of cleGrim- 
the Long Parliament, and continued, rather than concurred, ^n« ^H^ 
with them till after the Treaty of the Ifle of Wight ^ where ^'•^• 
he was one of the CommifHoners (ent to Treat with that 
King, and behav'd himfelf fo well, that his Majefty was well 
fitisfied with him ; and after his return from thence, he prcf- 
fed the acceptance of the King's Conceflions ; and was there- 
upon in the Number of thoie who were by force excluded the 
Houfe. His Election to be Speaker at this time was con- 
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triv'd by thofe who meant well to the King ; tnd he (ub- 
mirted to it ouc of a hope and confideDce that the dcfigns it 
Their firji y^35 laid for would fuccecd. They begun chiefly with bitter 
fTHeedtngt, jnveftives againft the Memory of Cromwell^ as an odious and 
perjur'd Tyrant, with Execration* upon the unchriftian Mur- 
ther of the late King. And in thcfe generals they fpenc the 
firft days of fitting ; no Man having the Courage, how Loyal 
foever their wiflies were, to mention his Majefky, till they 
could make a difcovery what mind the General was of; who 
could only proteA fudi a Propofition from being penal to the 
Perfon that made it, by the former Ordinances of the Rump- 
Parliao^nr. 
May thf After the General had wellfurvey'd the temper of the 
/r/f, the q*. Houfe, upon the firft of M^ he came Into the Houfe, and 
T/fLi Vfc» ^^^^ them, " one S' Johm GrnnvUy who waa a Servant of the

T^i 77' thing delighted with the temper of the Houfe, nor with the 
Argument of it, and probably had malice enough to make 
within themfelves the moft execrable wiflieg, yet they had 
not the hardinefs to appear' lefs tranfported than the reft; 
who, not deferring it one Moment, and without one contra- 
^ Commit- difting Voice, appointed a Committee to prepare an Anfwer 
ue Appointed jq his Mfljcfty's iLctter, expreflSng the great and joyfol fenfc 
!uCf«/w#r ^^^ Houfe had of his gracious Offers, and their hunol>le and 
hearty thanks for the fame, and with profeflfioiis of their Loy- 
ahy and Duty to his Majefty ; atKl that the Houfe would give 
^u Ordered a fpecdy Anfwer to his Majcfty*» gracious Propo&k. They 
xi btprt ited, likewife Order'd, at the fame time, that both his Majefty's Let- 
ters, that to the Houfe, and that to the Gmaral, with his 
Majefty's Declaration therein inclofed, and the Refolution of 
the Houfe thereupon, (hould be forthwith Printed and Pub- 
lifhcd. 

This 
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This kind of Reception was beyond what the bed af- 
fe&tdy nay even the King, could cxpcA or hope ; and all 
that followed went in the lame pace. The Lords, when they 
faw what Spirit the HouTe of Commons was poflefled ot, 
would not lofe Their (hare of Thanks, but made baft into 
their Houfe without excluding any who had beenfequefier'd 
from fitting there for their Delinquency y and then they re- 
cciv'd likewife the Letter from S^Jolm Greenvil which his 
Majefty had directed to them j and they recciv'd it with ihe Sfjcreen- 
fame Duty and acknowledgement. The Lord Mayor, Alder- v>* ^'^v^rs 
men, and Common Council, were likewife tranfported with |^ ^IT,/ 
the King's goodnefs towards them, and with the Expreflions /w// 
of his Royal Clemency ; and enter'd into clofe Dehbcration, i^e urd 
what return they (hould make to him to manifcft their Duty -w*J'"'> ^«- 
and Gratitude. And the Officers of the Army, and Fleet//;;;;; i|;;;' 
upon the fight of the Letters to their Generals, and his Ma- ^he f^mt dm. 
jefty's Deciarattoo, thought thcmfelves highly honc^ur'd , in 1 1 1 £• don 
that they were looked upon as good Inftruments of his Ma- *^* *^""' 
jefty's Rcftoraiion; and made thofe Vows, and ouhlilhed fuch *"* *• 
Declarations of their Loyalty and Duty, as their Generals 
caufed to be provided for them ; which they fign'd with the 
loudeft alacrity. And the truth is, the General managed the 
bufinefs, which he now own'd hunfelf to have undertaken, 
with wonderful prudence and dexterity. And as the nature 
and huHKHir of his Officers was well known to him, fo he re- 
mov'd fiich from their Commands whofe Affi:Aions he fuf- 
peAed, and conferred their places upon others, of whom he 
was moft aflured. In a word, there was either real Joy in the 
Hearts of all Men, or at leaft their Countenance appear'd fuch 
as if they were glad at the Heart. 

T B E Committee who were appointed by the Houfe of 
Commons to prq)tre an Anfwer to the King's Letter, found 
it hard to latisfy all Men, who were well contented that the 
King ibould be invited to return : but fomo thought, that the 
Guilt of the Nation did require lefs precipitation than was 
like to be ufed ; and that this Treaty ought firft to be made 
with the King, and Conditions of &H:urity agreed on, before 
his Majefty ihauld be receiv'd. M^ny of thole, who had con- 
ferr'd together before the oieeting of the Parliament, had de- 
fiffn'd Ibme Articles lo be prepared, according to the Model 
ofthoft tt KfBin^^tt^artby in the time of Kingi&rr; the Third, 
to wbicb the King fliould be fworn before he came home. 
Then the Presbyter tan Paity > of which there were many 
Members in Parliament, though they were rather Trouble- 
fome than Powerful, feem'd very follicitous that fomewhet 
fliouid be cotKkvled in veneratioa of tbe Covenant ; and, at 
leaft^ tttt fomewhac (bould be infemd in their Anfwer to the 
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I dtTcountenanoe of theBifliops. But che warmer Zeal of the 

I Houfe threw aw^y all cbofe fbrtnalicies and afiedatioos : They 

(aid, ^^chey had proceeded too far already in their Vote up- 
I ^^ on the receipt of the Letter, to fall back again, and to of- 

^'fend the King with colder Expreflions of their Duty. In 
the end, after fome days debate, finding an equal impatience 
without the Walls to that within the Houfe, they were con- 
tented to gratify the Presbjrterians in the length of the Anfwer, 
tnd in ufing Ibme Expreflions which would pleafeThem^iind 
could do the King no prejudice ; and all agreed, that This An- 
fwer (hould be returned to his Majefty, wnich is here inicned 
in the very words.

^^ Papifts on theonehaiKi, nor thepertecution, and hard ufiige 
^* from (bme feduced, and mi(guided Profcflbrs of the Prote- 
^^ ftane Religion on the other hand^ could at all prevail on 
**your Majcfty, to make You forfakethe Rock oflfiael^ the 
** God of your Fathers, and the true Proteftant Religion, in 
^' which your Majefty hath been bred ; but you have ftill 
*' been as a Roidc Your felf, firm to your Covenant with Your 
^^ and Our 6od, even now expreffing your Zeal and Afieftion 
''for the Proteftant Religion, and your care and ftudy for the 
*' propagation thereof This hath been a rejoycing of heart 
'^ to all the faithful of the Land, and an Atnirance to them 
*' that God would not fijrfake you ; but after many Tryals, 
'^ which (hould but make you more precious, as GoM out of 
*' the fire, would re(lore your Majefty unto your Patrimony, 
'^ and People, with more Splendor and Dignity, and make 
** you the Glory of Kings, and the Joy of your Subjeds : 
** which is, and (hall ever be, the Prayer of your Majefty's 
'^ mod Loyal Subje&s, the Commons of £ig£iis^a(!embled in 
"Parliament. 

Which Letter was fgndBj^t Harbottle Griroftone Speaker, 

M Jeiiv^'d A s so ON as this Letter was engroBcd and fign'd , S*yeh§ 
u Sir John Grresft^// was appointed to attend again ^ and he being b^tnighc 
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to the Bir, the Speaker ftood up, and told him, ^< that They 
'^ need not acquaint him with what grateful hearts they had 
^^ received his Majefty's gracious Letter; he him&liF was an 
^^ ear and eye-witnefc of it : their Bells and their Bone-fires 
^^ had already begun the Proclamation of his Majefty's good- 
^^ ne&y and of Their joys y that they had now prepared an 
^< Anfwer to his Majefty, which (hould be deliver'd to him i 
^' and that they did not think fit he Ibould return to their Royal 
^^ Soveraign without fome teiiimony of their refpe^ to him* 
^' felf ; and therefore that they had order'd five hundred 
^c pounds to be deliver'd to him, to buy a Jewel to wear, as 
^^ an honoqr for being the Me&nger of fo gracious a Mef- 
^^fage ; and in the Name of the Houfehe gave him their moft 
hearty dianks. So great and fuddain a Change was this, 
that a Servant of the King's, who, for near ten years toge- 
ther, had been in Prifons, and under confinements, only for 
being the King's Servant, and would , but three Months 
before, have been put to have undergone a fhamefiil death, if 
he had been known to have feen the King, fliould be now re- 
warded for bringing a Mdlage from him. From this tioie 
there was fiich an Emulation and Impatience in Lords, and 
Commons, and City, and generally over the Kingdom, who 
fliould moke the mou lively £zpre(&ons of their Duty and of 
their Joy, that a Man could not but wonder where thofe Peo* - 
pie dwek who had done all the miichief, and kept the King 
io many years from enjoying the comfort and fupporcof fiich 
excellent Subieds. 

T H £ Lords and the Commons now conferr*d together, 
how they mig^t with moreLuftre perform thofe refpeds that 
might be prefwratory to his Maj^y's Return. They remem- 
bered, that» upon the Murther of the late King, there was a 
Declaration, that no Man, upon peril of his life, and forfeicare 
of his Eftace, Qiould prefiime to proclaim his Succeflbr ; which 
fo terrified the People, that they fcarce dared io much as to 
pray for him. Wherefore, though this Parliament had now, 
by all the ways they could think of^ publiibed their return to 
their obedience* yet they thougbs it neaflary, for the better 
information and conviftion of the People, to make fome fo* 
lemn Proclamation of his Majefty's undoubted Right to the 
Crown, and to oblige all Men to pay that reverence , jmd 
duty to hirn, which they ought to do by the Laws of God 
and of the Land. Wheicupcoi they gave order to prepare 
fuch a Proclamatkm j which bdng done, the Lords and Com- 
mons, tJie General having concerted all things with the City, 
met in mjhmJhr-Hzll upon the 8^^ of Afoy, within fovea 
days after the receipt of the King's Letter ; and walked into 
the PalMi-yud y wl&re they all llood bare, wbilft the He- 
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raulds proclaimed the King. Then they went to Iftnte-HoB^ 
and did the fame; and afterwards at Temple^BoTy where the 
Lord Mayor, and Aldermen, and all the Companies of the 
City itceiv'd them, when the like Proclamation was made in 
like manner there ; and then in the ufiial places of the City j 
which done, the remainder of the Day, and the Night, was 
{pent in thofe Acclamations, Feftivals, Bells and Bonc^fires, as 
are the natural Attendants upon fuch Solemnities. And then 
nothing was thought of, but to make fuch preparations as 
fllould oe necefl&ry for his Majefty's Invitation and Reception. 
The Proclamation made was in thefe words : 
^^ ^"f *^Although it can no way be doubted, but that his Ma- 
^/yi<< « jetty's Right, and Title to his Crown and Kingdoms, is, 
^ * ^^ and was every way compleated by the death of his moft 
*' Royal Father of glorious Memory, without the ceremony or 
^ folemnity of a Proclamation ; yet, fince Proclamations in 
^' fuch Cates have been always ufed, to the end that all good 
^' Subjects might, upon this occafion , teftify their duty and 
** refpcft, and fince the armed violence, and other the Cala- 
^ mities of many years laft paft, have hitherto deprived Us 
^^ of any fuch opportunity, whereby We might exprefs Our 
^ Loyalty and Allegiance to his Majefty, We therefore, the 
*^ Lords and Commons now Aflembled in Parliament, coge- 
'^ ther with the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Commons of the 
^Cit^ oiL&ndoHy and other Freemen of this Kingdom now 
*' preient, do, according toour Duty and Allegiance, hearti^' 
^ ly> joyfully, and unanimoufly acknowledge and proclaim, 
^^that immediately upon the aeceafe of Our late Soveraign 
^ Lord King dearies ^ the imperial Crown of the Realm of 
^ E»gUndy and of all the Kingdoms, Dominions, and Rights 
^^ belonging to the fame, did , by inherent Birth-r^ht and 
^^ lawful undoubted Succeflion, defcoid and come to his mo& 
^^ excellent Majefty ck>r/^x the Second, as being lineally, juft- 
** ly, and lawfully next Heir of the blood Royal of this Realm ; 
^^and that, by the Goodnefs and Providence of Almi^tj 
^ God, He is of EMglsmdy SMiand^ Pratuiy and Ireldrnt^ the 
^^ moft Potent, Mighty, and undoubted King 9 and thereunto 
^ We moft humbly and fiiithfully do fubmit, and oblige our 
** Selves, our Heirs, and Pofterity for ever. 
UMf^i- From the time that the King came to BreJay very few 
^•A«i#rkf dtys pjiflcd without fomc Exprefsfrom L9$ulMy upon the ob- 
^^' fervations of his Friends, and the Applications made to them 
by many who had been very adive a«unft the King, and weie 
now as follicitous his Majefty (hould know, that they whole* 
ly dedicated themielves to his Service. Even before the Ge- 
neral had declared himfelf, or the Parliament was Aflembled, 
fome^ who had fate Judges upon his Father, fent inany Ex* 
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cufiBs/chftt they were forced to i^ and ofier'd to perform 
fignal Services^ if they mifiht obtain their Pardon. But nis Ma- 
jmj would admit no Adorefs from diemj nor heartoi to any 
Fropofitions made on their behalf. 

THERE was one inftance that perplexed him ^ which wzsTUf^nim. 
the Cafe of Cobnel LtgoUsSy^ who was in the Number ol^C^^^ 
the laie King's Judges, and whofe Name was in the Warrant '''>'^°'^^- 
fbr his Murther. He^ from the depofal of RicbarJ, had de- 
clared, that he would (erve the King, and told MjMorddumt^ 
^< that he would perform all Services he could, without mak* 
^^ ing any conditions ^ and would be well content , that his 
'^ Majefty, when he came home, iliould take his head ofl^ if 
^ he thought fit ; only he defired that the King might know 
^^ the truth of his Cafe ; which was this. 

H E was a Gentleman of a good Eztra&ioiu and near ally'd 
to Cromwelty who had drawn him into the Army before, or 
about the time when he came firft to Age, where hegrew to 
be a Colonel of Horie, and to have the Reputation of greac 
Courage againft the Enemy, and of equal Civility to all Men. 
It i$ very true, he was named amon^ thofe wno were ap-> 
pointed to be Judges of the King ; and it is as true, that he 
was never once prefent with them , always abhorring the 
Adion in his Heart* and having no other Paffion in any part 
of the Quarrel, but his peribnal kindnefs to CramweU. The 
next day after the Horrid Sentence was pronounced, he had 
an occauon tofpeak with an Officer, who, he was told, was 
in the Painted Chamber ; where, when he came thither, he 
law CrcnnoeBy and the reft of thofe who had fate upon die 
King , and were then« as he found afterwards, aflembled to 
fign the Warrant for the King's death. Aflbon as CrmamXtz 
Eyes were upon him, he run to him, and taking him by the 
hand, drew him by force to the Table; and iaid, '^ though 
^' he had efcaped him all the while before, be (houkl now 
^^ fign chat Paper as well as They ; which he, feeing what it 
was* refuied with great Pftffion ; faying, ^ he knew nothmg 
^ ot the bofinefi ; and ofifer'd to go away. But CromvxU^ and 
others, held him bv Violence; and CromweU^ with a loud 
laughter, taking his nand in his, and putting the Pen between 
his Fingers, with his own hand writ Iticbard Ingoldsty^ he 
making all the refilfamce he could : and he laid, ^^ if his Name 
^ there were compared with what he had ever writ himfelf, it 
'^ could never be look'd upon as his own hand. 

Though his N^jefty had within himfelf compafSon for 
him, he would never fend him any afliirance of his Pardon ; 
prefiiming that, if all thefe Auctions were true, there would 
be a Seafoa when a diftinAion would be made, without his Ma* 
jefty's declaring himfelf, between him ai>d tbofe other of that 

Bloody 
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Bloodv Lift, which he reToIv'd never to Pardon. Nor was 
lng9ldshj ac all difhearten'd with this, but purfued his former 
Refolucioni, and firft Turprifed cheCaftle of Wmdfir (where 
there was a ereac Magazine of Armes and AmmunicioDJ 
and put out tnat Govemour whom the Rump had put in ^ 
and , afterwards took Lsmiert Prilbner , as is before re- 
membet'd. 
Moanra- WHILST the Fleet was preparing, AdmitH M$u»ts^ue 
fK'iMef. fent his Coufin Edward M^mttagui to the King, to let Ym 
*^# r« the j^^Q^ ^Y^^^^ aflbon as it (hould be ready, ( which he hoped 
^''^' might be within (o many days ) he would be himfelf on Board, 
and would then be ready to receive and obey his Majefty's 
Orders : this was before the Parliament aflembled. He fcnt 
word what Officers he was confident of, and of whom be was 
not aflured, and who he concluded would not concur with 
him, and who muft be reduced by force. He deBred to 
know whether the King had any Afltirance of the General, 
who however, he wilh'd, might know nothing of his Refo- 
lutions. And it was no fmall inconvenience to his Majefty, 
that he was reftrain'd from cotnmunicating to either, the 
confidence he had in the other ; which might have facilitated 
both their defigns. But the mutual jealoufies between them, 
and indeed of all Men, would not permit Chat liberty to his 
Ma«fty. 

THE frequent rclbrt of Perfons to BruJJhb^ before they 
knew of the King's being gone to Bm/^, and their Coromu- 
nicatton of the good Mews they brought to his Majtfty'a Ser- 
vants, and the other Engl^ who remain'd there, ind who 
publifh'd what they widi'd as come to pafs, as well as what 
they heard, made the Span'^ Mtnifters begin to think, that 
the King's Affiirs were not altogether fo hopeleft as they imi- 
gin'd them to be, and that there was more in the King 5 re- 
move to Breda than at ^r& appear'd. They had every day 
expefted to hear that the States had fetit to forbid his Mt- 
je(ty to remain in their Dominions, as they had done when 
his prefence had been lefs notorious. But when they could 
hear of no fuch thing, but of greater refort thither to the 
King, and that he had ftaid longer there than he had feem'd 
TheMAfquk to intend to do, the Marnuis of Carracena (ent a Perfbo of

*^ GhctftfTy or ac leafl one of them, mighc come to BruJ^" 
^^fiis^ ihac the world miffhc noc believe, that his Majcfty Wia

'^ fo well. When he found chac he was to receive no fatis- 
fa&ion in either of chofe parcicttlarl, though the King, and 
both the Dukes made their excu&s with all pofflble acknow- 
ledgement of che fiivonrii chey had received from his Cachd- 
lick Majefty, and of che Civilicies Oiewed to them by the Mar- 
quis himfelt , he reveng'd himfelf upon Dan Ahmt^ with a

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The Earl ofS^Alism found the King in too good a po- 
fture of hope and expe&ation, to fufier himielf to be much 
importuned upon the Inftancet he brought ; and waa con- 
tented to return with the King's acknowledgements and ex- 
7^ Ky*g"* cufe, '* that he could not decently pais through FlsmJerSy af- 
.A>»f9tr, (( f g|, jjg jjj J refufed to return to Bruffilt j and without going 

^' through thofe Provinces, Iw could not well make a Journey 
^^into France. In the mean time it was no fmall pl^ifiire to 
his Majefty, to find himfelf fo iblemnly invited, by the Mi- 
nifters of thefe two great Kings, to enter into their Domi- 
nions, out of one of wnich he had been rejected with (o many 
difobligations and indignities ;.and with fo much caution and 
apprehenfion had been fufier'd to pafi through the other, that 
he might not refide a day there, or fpend more time than was 
abfolutely neccflary for his Journey. 
Several Penons now came to Breda^ not , ai hereto- 
. fore to CoUgite^ and to BruJJiby under difguKc^ and in fear 
to be difcover'd, but with bare Faces, and the Fride and Va- 
nity to be taken notice of, to prefent their Duty to the Kins ; 
fome being imploy'd to procure Pardons for thole who thought 
themfelves in danger, and to ftand in need of them^ ochers 
brought good Pretents in Engl^ Gold to the King, that their 
Names, and the Names of their Friends , who fent them, 
might be remembered amongft the firft of thofe who made 
demonftrations of their Afiedions that way to his Majefty, by 
fupplying his Neceffities; which had beien difcontinued m 
. many years to a degree that cannot be believ'd, and ought 
not to be remember d. By tlwfe Supplies his Majefty was 
enabled, befides the payment of his other debts, not only to 
pay all his Servants the Arrears of their Board Wages, but to 
give them all fome Teftimony of his Bounty, to raiie their 
Spirits after fo many years of {ntient waiting for deliverance : 
and all this was before the delivery of the King's Letter by 
the General to the Parliament. 
n« Si^o The King had not been many days in BretU^ before the 
^•'^^^ States General fent Deputies of their own Body to Congracu- 
i^*/ MM. ''^^ ^^ Majefty's Arrival in their Dominions, and to acmow- 
ti^ ft Bre-' ledge the great Honour he had vouchiafed to do them. And 
6ziMdth9 Oiortly after, other Deputies came from the States of H9UMmdy 
^^^''•/ befceching his Majefty, **that he would Grace that Province 
">"JSt'f7 " w»* Ws Royal Preience at the Hagj^i, where Preparations 
fW Hague. ^'Ihould be made for his Reception, in (iich a manner as 
^^ would teftif y the great joy of their Hearts for the bleflings 
^' which Divine Providence was pouring upon his Head. His 
Maiefty accepting their invitation, they returned in order to 
make hisjoumey thither, and his Entertainment there, equal 
to their Profeflions. 

IN 
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In th« mean time Snda fwann'd with Englifb^ a multitude 
l^epairing thither from all other places, as well zslAmbmy with 
Prefents, and Proteftations, ^^ how much they had loosed, 
<< and prayed for this blefled Change ; and magnifying tneilr 
^ Suffifrings under the late Tyrannical Government ^ when 
ibme of them had been zealous Inftruments and Promoters of 
it. The Magiftrates of the Town took all imaginable care to 
cxprcfi their I>evotion to the King, by ufing all Civilities to^ 
wards^ and providing for the Accommodation of the multi*^ 
cude of his SubkAs, who reforted thitlier to expreis their 
Duty to him. So that no Man would have imagined by th(i 
treatment he now receiv'd, that he bad been fo lately »>rbid 
CO come into that place; whidr indeed had not proceeded 
from the difafidion of the Inhabitants of that good Town^ 
who had always paffion for his Profpertty, and even then 
publickty dcceftecl the rudenefi of their Supeitours, whom 
they were bound to Obey. 

All things being in readinefi^ and the Stat^ having lent 
their Yadits and other VtSkh^ for the Accommodation of hii 7^ tH 
Majefty and his Train, as near to Bttdd as the River would ^VTX^ j* 
permit,, the King, With his Royal Sifter and Brothers, left " 
that plat^ in the beginnitie of Miy ; and^ within an hour. 
Embarked themfelves on Board tHe Yachts, Which carried 
him to Rotterdam ; D&rt^ and the other places near which they 
paded, making all thofeErorleflions of Joy, by the conflux of 
the People to the Banks of the River, and all other ways, 
which the Situation of thofe places would iiifier. At RetUt^ 
dam they enter'd into their Coaches ; from whence to the 
Hasui tney leem'd to paft through one continued Street, bv 
the wonderful and orderly appearance of the People onbotn 
fides, with fucb Acclamations of Joy, as if Themfelves were 
now reftored tO Peace and Security. 

The Entiance into the H4gm^ and the Reception ther^ 1U KP^i 
and the Conducing his Majefty to the Moufe provided for fj^^^JL^ 
his Eilteruinment, was very mi^nificent, and in all refoedls ^II^J^* 
anfwerable to the Pomp, Wealth, and Greatneis of that dCate. tktn. 
The Treatment of his Majefty, and all who had relation to 
his Service, at the States Chatge, during the tiiiie of his abode 
there, Which continued many days, was inciedibly noble and 
fplendid ^ and the Univerfal Joy (b vifible, and real, that ic 
could only be exceeded by that of his own Subjeds. The 
States-General, in a Body, and the States of Holland^ in a 
Body apart, performed their Compliments with all Solemnity ; 
and then ibveral Perfons, according to their Faculties, made 
their profeffions ; and a let Number of them was a()pointed 
always to wait in the Court, to receive his Majefty's Com* 
aaandSi All the Embaffidours and publick Minifters of Kings^ 
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PrinoeSy and Sute8> repaired to his Majefty, and prefefled 
tbe. joy of their Mafters on his behalf : (o that a Man wotdd 
have thought tbii Revolution had been brought to pais by 
the general Combination, and AAivit^ of cMJlemhm, dutt 
appear'd now to take fo much pleafure in it. 
TibeEngliih ^^^ Kiog lud been very few days at the Hagi/e,wheoi be 
Fitet c^mti heard that the BffgBJb Fleet was in fijght o( SCMvilmg ; and 
•« the lmB (hortly after, an CMBoer from Admiral Mo$mtagw0 was fent to 
^Hoihad.(|j^{^Qg^ to prefcnt his Duty to him, and to the Duke of 
Torky their High Admiral, to receive Orders. Aflbon as 
M9imtagiie came on Board the Fleet in the DavmSf and found 
LamJoM and the other Officers more frank in declaring their 
Duty to the King, and Refolution to lerve Him, than he ex- 
peAed, that he might not feem to be fait by the Parliament 
to his Majefty, but to be carried by his own Afl^ion and 
Duty, without expefting an^ Command from Them , the 
Wind coming fair, he let up his Sails , and ftood for tbe 
Coaft of UfUMulj leaving only two or three of the lefler Ships 
to receive their Orders , and to bring over thofe PerTons, 
who, he knew, were defign'd to wait upon his Majefty; 
which Expedition was never forgiven him by fome Men; 
who took all oocafions afterwards to revenge themfelves upon 
him. 
Tk€ t>ukstf The Duke of Ibri went the next day on Board theFleet,

ntc»mmit' Shortly after, the Committee of Lords and Coroffions

t!!LJ!Hvt ^°' Accommodatton. And the next day they defired admif- 
ai tbt fion to his Majefty } who immediately receiv'd them very 
HagQt. gradouflv. From the Houie of Peers were deputed fix <» 
their Booy, and, according to cuftom, twelve ftom the Com- 
mons. The Peers were, the Earls of O^firJy WkrMik^ and 
MiddUfiXy the Lord Vifcount Hmfard^ the Lord Berkley of 
Berkt^'Ca&ley and the Lord Brook. From the Comrooni

And 
left his Return fo much longed for might be retarded by the 
wane of Money, to difcharge thofe debts, which he could 
not but have contraAed, they prefented from the Parliament 
the Sum of fifty thoufand jpounds to his Majefty^ having like* 
wiie Order to pay the Sum of ten thou&nd pounds to the 
Duke of Torky and five thoufiind to the Duke of GloceRer^y 
which was a very good Supply to their feveral Ncceffities. 
The King treated all the Committee very gracioufly together, 
and every one of them feverally and particularly very oblig- 
ingly. So that ibme of them, who were conicious to them- 
tc\H^% of their former demerit, were very glad to find that 
they were not to fear any bittemeis from fo Princely, and fo 
generous a Nature. 

The City oiLfind&m had had too great a hand in driving 7%« rt/jr tf 
the Father of the King from thence, not to appear equally ^^^"^^ V 
Zealous for his Son's return thither. And tnerefore they^vrt;^! 
did, at the Ametime, fend fourteen of the moft Subftandal «.«■!. 
Citizens ^< to aflure his Majefty of their Fidelitv , and moft 
^' chearfiil SubmiflSon ; and that they placed all tneir Felicity, 
^^ and hope of fiiture Profperity in the aflurance of his Ma- 
^^ jetty's Grace and Protection; for the meriting whereof, 
'^ their Lives and Fortunes fhould be always at his Ma}efty*8 
^'diipo&I; and they prefented to him m>m the City the 
Sura of ten thoufimd pounds. The King told them, '< he 
^< had always bad a Darticular Afie&ion for the City of Lm^ 
<< dfip^ the place ot his Birth } and was very glad, that they 
^< Had now fo good a part in his Reftoration ; of which he 
^^ was inform'd ; and how much he was beholding to every 
*^ one of them ; for which he thanked them very gncioufly, 
and Knighted them all ; an Honour no Man in the City had 
receiv'd in near twenty years , and with which they were 
much delighted. 

I T will hardly be believ'd, that this Money prefented to 
the King by the Parliament and the City, and charged by 
Bills erf* Exchange upon the richeft Merchants in Amfferdam^ 
who bad vaft Eflate^, could not be receiv'd in many days, 
though fome of the principal Qtizens of London j who came 
CO the King, went themfelves to follicke it, and had Credit 
enough themielves for much greater Sums , if they had 
broug^ht over no Bills of Exchange. But this was not the 
firft time ( of which fomewhat h^h been laid before ) that 
ic was evident to the King, that it is not eafy in that moft

It was but five Months, fince Lamiert's Fanatical Army 
was firatter'd and confounded, and Geikral Maxk'B mafch'd 
Into EHg/aud: it was but three Months, fince the fec{uded 
Members were rcftored ; and* Oiortly after , the raonftrous 
long Parliament finally di(JR3lv'cf, and rooted up: it was but a 
Month, fince the King's Letter's and Declaration were deli- 
vered to the New Parliament , afcerwarda call^l thcf CMm«. 
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$hm : on the firft of M^ they were delivered, and his Mtjefty 
was at WhHi-HaB on the xp" of the fame Month. 

By thefe remarkable Steps, among others, did the merciful 
hand of God, in this fliort ipaoe of time, not only bind up 
and heal all thofe wounds, but even make the Scars as undi£> 
oemible, as, in refbeft of the deepndls, was poflible; which 
was a glorious addition to the Delivenuice. And, after this 
miraculous Reftoration of the Crown, and the Church, and 
thejuft Rights of Parliaments, no Nation under Heaven can 
ever be more happy, if God fliall be pleaied to add Eftablilh-^ 
ment and Perpetuity tothcBieffings he then reftored.
